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CHAPTER  I. 

iNTRODUCTOay. 

The  people  of  this  State  have  just  approved  a  constitutional 
provision  which  authorizes  the  Legislature  to  ^'  regulate  and  fix 
the  wages  or  salaries,  the  hours  of  work  or  labor,  and  make  pro- 
vision for  the  protection,  welfare  and  safety  of  persons  employed 
by  the  State  "  or  a  municipal  corporation  or  by  any  contractor 
performing  work  for  either.  The  vote  on  this  amendment  to 
Article  XII,  section  1,  of  the  Constitution  at  the  general  election 
of  1905  was  decisive,  having  been  338,570  for  and  133,606  against. 
As  this  *' enabling  act"  was  adopted  in  consequence  of  judicial 
decisions  which  held  legislation  of  the  character  mentioned  to 
be  beyond  the  competence  of  the  Legislature  when  it  interfered 
with  the  rights  of  municipalities,  it  appears  to  be  the  declared 
policy  of  the  State  to  discard  the  theory  that  unregulated 
"  supply  and  demand "  will  of  themselves  secure  satisfactory 
conditions  fqr  wage  earners  employed  on  behalf  of  the  State. 
The  people  have  rejected  the  idea  of  the  existence  of  a  "  natural 
law "  that  assures  to  workingmen  the  full  product  of  their 
labor  and  have  recognized  the  fact  that  wages  will  be  just  in 
the  degree  that  the  State,  as  the  employer,  intervenes  to  make 
them  just. 

The  movement  for  the  proper  regulation  of  labor  conditions 
on  public  work  is  not  peculiar  to  this  State  or  country,  but  is 
found  also  in  European  countries.  Government  bureaus  in 
France  and  Austria  have  published  official  reports  on  the  sub- 
ject, and  in  other  countries  there  have  been  numerous  reports 
b^  parliamentary  committees  and  commissions.  The  latest 
ccMnparative  study — the  report  of  the  Austrian  bureau  of  labor 
statistics  of  1900— is  in  considerable  part  rendered  out  of  date 
by  recent  progress  and  there  is  need  of  some  authoritative  ac- 
count of  the  movement,  which  promises  to  attain  even  greater 
strength  in  the  United  States  than-  it  has  already  attained. 
It  is  the  object  of  the  succeeding  pages  to  afford  such  an  ac- 
count. 

The  country  whose  experience  is  of  most  interest  and  value 
to  Americans  is  France,  where  the  movement  first  gained 
headway  and  where  the  doctrine  of  freedom  of  contract  has 
been  pushed  to  almost  as  great  an  extreme  as  it  has  in  this 
country.  From  the  year  1872  there  has  been  in  the  city  coun- 
cil of  Paris  a  strong  party  in  favor  of  the  insertion  in  city 
contracts  of  clauses  safeguarding  the  welfare  of  the  workers.    In 
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1886  the  policy  triumphed  in  the  municipal  council,  but  its 
enforcement  was  opposed  by  the  French  government.  The 
dispute  was  ultimately  brought  before  the  council  of  state, 
the  highest  administrative  court  of  France,  which  held  that 
the  principles  of  free  labor  and  free  contracts  were  embodied 
in  the  Civil  Code  as  well  as  the  Declaration  of  Rights  of  1789, 
and  any  ordinances  were  therefore  invalid  that  attempted  to 
set  aside  the  free  determination  of  wages  and  hours  by  private 
contract.  This  decision,  however,  did  not  apply  to  companies 
holding  franchises  or  othw  special  privileges  (for  example, 
street  railways)  nor  did  it  affect  the  prohibition  of  sub-con- 
tracting  and  the  restriction  of  alien  labor,  which  might  still 
be  embodied  in  contracts.  Nor  did  it  apply  to  public  work  done 
by  the  city  on  its  own  account. 

At  a  much  earlier  i)eriod  the  French  government  departments 
had  exercised  the  right  of  imposing  conditions  for  the  pro- 
tection of  labor  in  public  contracts  which  they  controlled.  Thus 
in  1866  the  minister  of  public  works  promulgated  certain  regu- 
lation® to  be  observed  by  all  such  contractors,  including  bi- 
weekly payment  of  wages,  a  weekly  day  of  rest,  and  preference 
of  wages  earned.  Other  departments  adopted  the  same  policy. 
Finally  in  1899,  while  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  was  debating 
the  report  of  a  commission  on  the  entire  subject,  the  Ministry 
promulgated  three  decrees  covering  the  regulation  of  labor  con- 
ditions on  contract  work  for  the  state,  the  municipalities  and 
the  public  institutions.  In  no  case  is  the  sub-letting  of  con- 
tracts to  be  permitted.  State  officials  are  required  and  munici- 
pal officials  are  permitted  to  insist  upon  these  conditions  in 
letting  contracts:  A  weekly  day  of  rest,  restriction  of  alien 
labor  to  a  certain  proportion,  and  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages 
and  hours  of  labor.  When  the  contractor  fails  to  pay  the  cur- 
rent rate  of  wages,  the  administrative  official  in  charge  may 
pay  the  difference  to  the  workmen  and  deduct  same  from  the 
amount  due  on  the  contract.  In  establishing  these  rules  the 
state  abandoned  the  position  of  non-interference  which  it 
had  once  taken  in  opposition  to  the  municipal  government  of 
Paris. 

Still  more  advanced  ground  was  taken  in  the  act  of  1898 
authorizing  the  construction  by  a  private  corporation  of  the 
Metropolitan  Railway  in  Paris.  Under  this  act  the  employees 
of  the  company  are  guaranteed  not  only  a  weekly  day  of  rest, 
but  also  an  annual  vacation  of  ten  days  with  pay  and  full  wages 
while  incapacitated  by  illness  (of  less  than  one  year  duration) 
or  accident  (until  complete  recovery).  The  company  is  also 
required  to  insure  the  employees  against  death  by  accident  and 
to  contribute  to  the  old-age  pension  fund. 
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In  Belgium,  a  small  country  almost  wholly  devoted  to  in- 
dustry and  commerce,  the  idea  of  '^fair"  wages  for  workmen 
employed  on  public  work  won  its  way  almost  without  discuseion. 
The  provincial  governments  one  after  another  insisted  that  their 
contractoi-s  pay  the  normal  or  current  wage;  and  when  in  1896 
the  prevailing-ra>te-of-wage»  requirement  was  adopted  by  the 
Brussels  city  council,  the  subject  was  taken  up  in  parliament. 
The  government  proposed  and  carried  through  a  law  requiring 
the  prevailing  rate  of  wages  to  be  paid  on  the  public  work  of 
the  kingdom.  That  policy  almost  universally  prevails  among 
the  cities  of  Belgium.  The  only  serious  difficulty  that  appeared 
in  the  enforcement  of  the  law  was  with  the  older  and  poorer 
workmen,  wEo^were  unable  to  earn  the  wage  fixed  by  authority. 

The  other  countries  of  the  Continent  have  not  as  yet  regu- 
lated the  conditions  of  employment  on  public  work  by  a  general 
statute,  but  hav^  progressed  in  that  direction  through  the  pro- 
mulgation of  decrees  or  department  ordinances  by  the  govern- 
ment bureaus  chiefly  concerned.  There  is  an  interesting  variety 
in  these  regulations  as  one  goes  from  one  country  to  another. 
In  Switzerland,  for  example,  one  of  the  cantons  has  emphasized 
its  sympathy  with  the  movenijent  for  the  prevention  of  trade 
diseases  by  prohibiting  the  use  of  white  lead  in  the  painting  of 
public  buildings.  Austria  in  authorizing  the  construction  of 
a  railway  line  in  Vienna  provided-  that  the  construction  work 
should  be  subject  to  all  of  the  pertinent  provisions  of  the  factory 
and  labor  laws.  Certain  branches  of  the  administration  in  the 
Netherlands  included  among  their  regulations  the  limitation  of 
the  number  of  minors  to  one-fourth  of  all  workmen,  etc.  The 
only  "labor"  regulation  that  has  found  its  way  into  the  con- 
tract work  of  the  imperial  government  of  Germany,  curiously 
enough,  is  the  decision  to  admit  as  bidders  on  certain  printing 
only  those  employers  who  observe  the  trade  agreement  between 
the  journeymen  and  employing  printers  of  Germany  (i.  e.,  pro- 
prietors of  "union"  shops).  But  many  of  the  German  states 
and  more  especially  the  cities  have  adopted  extensive  regula- 
tions for  the  protection  of  labor  employed  on  public  contract 
work.  The  most  common  rule  is  probably  the  requirement  that 
workmen  shall  be  insured  against  accident,  this  requirement 
being  practically  universal .  in  private  as  well  as  public  em- 
ployments in  Germany.  A  minimum-wage  ordinance  in  Strass- 
burg  had  an  interesting  origin.  The  city  oflficials  discovered, 
in  a  period  of  unemployment  and  distress,  that  laborers  were 
working  for  a  wage  altogether  insufficient  to  maintain  a  normal 
family,  and  in  some  cases  had  applied  foV  poor  relief.  As 
a  result  of  the  discovery   public   opinion   demanded   that  the 
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city  ©hould  ensure  a  "  living  wage "  to  all  workmen  employed 
by  it  or  in  its  behalf. 

In  England,  the  classical  land  of  trade  unionism,  the  move- 
ment is  more  recent.  The  building  trades  in  England  were 
well  organized  and  were  therefore  generally  in  a  position  to 
maintain  wages  on  public  contracts  as  well  as  private  under- 
takings. Now  and  then  complaints  arose  that  contracts  were 
let  to  "unfair"  employers,  i.  e.,  those  who  did  not  pay  the 
current  or  union  rate  of  wages.  First  the  London  County 
Council  in  1889,  and  then  Parliament  two  years  later,  following 
disclosures  of  "  sweating  "  in  the  manufacture  of  army  clothing, 
passed  "fair  wages"  resolutions,  which  embrace  other  require- 
ments than  the  living  wage.  The  program  of  the  Progressives 
who  are  responsible  for  the  ^*  fair  wages "  policy  in  England 
will  be  of  interest  here : 

(1)  A  normal  eight  liour  day  for  all  public  employees. 

This  would  give  a  powerful  impetus  to  the  general  movement  for  shorter 
hours.  Town  and  county  councils  must  set  a  good  example  to  other  em- 
ployers. 

(2)  Payment  of  not  less  than  trade  union  wages  for  each  occupation. 
We  must  at  any  rate  not  "  sweat "  our  own  employees. 

(3)  Full  libeity  of  combination. 

The  servants  of  the  public  may  often  need  protection  against  the  public, 
as  in  the  postoffice. 

(4)  One  day's  rest  in  seven^  and  suflicient  holidays. 

The  public  service  must  often  be  kept  going  on  Simdays  as  well  as  on 
weekdays,  but  we  must  teach  railway  and  tramway  directors  and  other 
employers  that  this  does  not  necessarily  involve  a  seven  days'  week. 

(5)  Prohibition  of  overtime  except  in  unexpected  emergencies. 
Shortening  hours  is  not  of  much  use  unless  overtime  is  put  down. 

(6)  Prohibition  of  "home  work"  in  the  sweated  trades. 

We  must  protect  workpeople  employed  by  contractors  tendering  for  public 
works  equally  with  workpeople  directly  employed  by  public  authorities. 

While  in  England  it  is  customary  for  contractors  to  include 
in  their  bids  a  statement  of  the  wage  rates  which  they  pro- 
pose to  pay,  in  Canada  the  rates  are  listed  in  the  spedfications 
and  must  be  accepted  by  all  bidders  as  the  minimum  rates. 
These  rates  are  established  by  the  Fair  Wages  Officer  of  the 
Labor  Department,  who  looks  also  to  their  observance,  order- 
ing when  necessary  the  deduction  of  wages  from  the  payments 
to  contractors. 

In  the  United  States  labor  has  not  needed  the  same  amount  of 
legal  protection  that  has  been  formulated  in  Europe  where  the 
level  of  wages  is  comparatively  low.  The  earliest  statutes  in 
this  country  were,  designed  merely  to  secure  the  payment  of 
wages  earned,  on  the  theory  that  the  forces  of  supply  and  de- 
mand would  work  out  a  satisfactory  wage  rate.    Subsequently, 
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when  the  eight-hour  movement  came  to  embody  the  highest 
aspiration  of  American  workingmen,  it  almost  of  necessity  took 
the  form  of  an  eight-hour  day  on  public  work  by  reason  of  the 
fact  that  American  constitutional  law  does  not  permit  statutory 
regulation  of  the  hours  of  work  in  private  employments,  save 
in  the  case  of  wom'en  and  child^n  or  of  unusually  injurious  or 
hazardous  trades  pursued  by  men.  In  Europe,  particularly  on 
the  CJontinent,  the  eight-hour  day  until  lately  has  been  a  mere 
dream  of  a  distant  future,  and  regulations  of  the  kind  under 
review  undertook  to  secure  a  weekly  day  of  rest  in  countries 
where  Sunday  is  not  a  holiday  or  in  some  cases  to  make  ten  hours 
the  maximum  day's  work. 

The  emphasis  that  is  laid  on  the  eight-hour  day  in  American 
statutes  is  the  main  distinction  between  the  United  States  and 
Europe  in  this  movement.  In  both  Europe  and  the  United 
States  there  is  found  considerable  legislation  for  the  protection 
of  citizens  or  native  laborers, — in  Europe  the  regulations  com- 
monly limit  the  employment  of  aliens  to  a  certain  proportion  of 
the  entire  force,,  while  the  American  statutes  give  preference  to 
citizens  and  have  attempted  also  to  exclude  aliens  altogether  from 
the  field  of  public  work. 

There  is  a  legitimate  reason  for  giving  preference  to  local 
workmen  in  the  construction  of  public  works.  Where  men  are 
brought  in  from  the  outside,  especially  foreigners  of  a  low  stand- 
ard of  living,  they  frequently  enhance  the  expense  of  the  local 
hospitals  and  charities,  if  not  the  police  expenses.  Public  health 
authorities  have  time  and  again  called  attention  to  epidemics 
of  contagious  diseases  which  they  have  traced  directly  to  such 
imported  laborers,  who  had  been  hired  in  infected  districts  in 
absolute  disregard  of  considerations  for  the  public  health.  At 
least  one  state  (Virginia,  chap.  186  of  the  Laws  of  1904)  has 
provided  for  the  compulsory  vaccination  of  laborers  employed  in 
large  bodies  on  public  improvements. 

The  direct  regulation  of  wage  rates,  as  already  noted,  is  less 
frequent  here  than  abroad,  altho  two  states,  California  and 
Nevada,  have  established  a  minimum  of  two  dollars  a  day  for 
workmen  employed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  state.  New  York 
enacted  such  a  law  in  lg|W  but  repealed  it  the  following  year. 
The  prevailing  rate  of  wages  laws  of  New  York,  Kansas  and 
Delaware  may  be  regarded  as  corollaries  of  the  eight-hour  laws, 
their  purpose  being  the  maintenance  of  the  doily  wage  in  the 
face  of  attempts  by  contractors  to  cut  it  down  one-fifth  whenever 
forced  to  reduce  the  hours  of  labor  from  ten  to  eight  a  day. 

Perhaps  the  most  general  tendency  apparent  on  both  conti- 
nents is  the  endeavor  to  do  away  with  that  excessive  com- 
petition of  workmen  for  employment  which  leads  to  low  wages 
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and  other  forms  of  "sweating"  by  insisting  that  contractors 
shall  conform  to  established  usages  of  the  trade  as  embodied  in 
joint  trade  agreements  between  organizations  of  employers  and 
unions  of  employees.  Two  American  states  (Montana  and  Ne- 
vada) require  by  law  that  the  union  label  shall  appear  on  all 
public  printing  as  an  evidence  that  the  conditions  of  employment 
conform  to  those  sanctioned  by  the  printing  trade,  while  in  mon- 
archical Germany  important  government  departments  let  their 
printing  contracts  only  to  such  establishments  as  adhere  to  the 
trade  agreement  between  the  employing  and  the  journeymen 
printers'  organizations.  Without  distinct  recognition  in  the 
law,  this  requirement  is  practically  observed  by  the  public  author- 
ities throughout  a  large  part  of  the  United  States  where  trade 
unionism  is  strong  enough  to  establish  standard  rates  of  wages, 
hours  of  labor,  etc. 

But  trade  unions  exist  only  in  the  more  skilled  trades,  and 
presuppose  good  wages  and  a  large  degree  of  intelligence  and 
foresight  on  the  part  of  the  workmen.  They  do  not  solve  the 
diflBculty  of  preventing  "sweating"  in  the  unskilled  trades,  in- 
duced by  the  attempt  to  rtcoup  profits  out  of  wages.  So  great  is 
this  difficulty  that  proposals  have  been  seriously  debated  in 
nearly  every  country  to  do  away  with  the  contract  system  en- 
tirely. Where  workmen  are  employed  directly  by  public  authori- 
ties their  wages  and  conditions  of  work  are  invariably  superior.* 
Many  states  have  stopped  the  worst  forms  of  sweating  by  pro- 
hibiting the  sub-letting  of  contracts,  but  only  one  state  (Califor- 
nia) has  gone  so  far  as  to  substitute  direct  employment  for  con- 
tract work  on  public  buildings.  Little  has  been  done  in  the 
United  States  to  remove  the  evils  of  the  contract  system  by 
encouraging  workmen  themselves  to  bid  for  work.  In' foreign 
countries,  particularly  France,  Italy  and  New  Zealand,  a  great 
deal  of  the  public  work  is  done  by  workmen's  associations,  which 
have  been  fostered  by  laws  requiring  public  contracts  to  be  split 
up  into  small  amounts,  providing  for '  fortnightly  payments, 
etc.f  In  France  much  of  the  government  printing  has  long  been 
done  by  these  co-operative  associations  of  workingmen. 

Another  field  in  which  little  has  as  yet  been  attempted  in  this 
country  is  the  regulation  of  labor  conations  on  works  of  a  quasi- 
public  character,  like  street  railways,  etc.,  which  operate  under 
public  franchises.  In  Paris  the  franchise  of  the  Metropolitan 
railway  prescribes  liberal  treatment  of  employees  in  the  case  of 
accident,  etc.,  but  a  proposal  to  insert  labor  stipulations  in  the

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franchise  for  the  railway  tunnels  begun  in  New  York  city  in 
1902  was  opposed  and  defeated.  In  a  few  cases  arbitration 
clauses  have  been  inserted  in  franchises  out  of  deference  to  local 
sentiment;  but  no  statute  has  been  found  requiring  such  stipula- 
tion in  grants  or  concessions, 
ii 
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CHAPTER  II.  '         ■        ' 

France  and  Belgium. 

The  history  of  legislation  concerning  public  works  contracts 
in  France  is  divided  into  two  parts.  The  city  of  Paris  took  the 
initiative  in  this  matter,  and  until  the  latter  part  of  the  decade 
1890-1900  the  work  of  the  Municipal  Council  was  more  important 
than  that  of  the  national  government.  In  1838  the  minister  of 
public  works  with  the  prefect  of  the  Seine,  adopted  a  scale  of 
prices  to  be  paid  to  workmen  on  public  contracts.  This  scale, 
known  as  the  "  Series  Morel,"  was  the  basis  of  fixing  wages  on 
public  works  until  the  decrees  of  1899  went  into  effect.  In  1880 
a  committee  of  revision  met  and  heard  evidence  on  the  case  from 
the  workingmen.  Changes  proposed  by  them  met  with  consider- 
able opposition  from  the  contractors,  who  in  1882  withdtrew  from 
further  conference.  In  spite  of  their  opposition,  however,  the 
scale  of  prices  was  still  maintained. 

In  1883  M.  Sauton,  a  municipal  councillor,  proposed  a  new 
clause  in  the  law.  His  proposition  was  that  a  minimum  wage  for 
workmen  and  the  obligation  to  employ  nine-tenths  native  work- 
ers on  all  public  works  be  embodied  in  the  contracts.  After 
considerable  discussion  the  municipal  council  adopted,  five  years 
later,  a  resolution  embodying  the  ideas  of  M.  Sauton  and  further 
I'educing  the  length  of  the  work-day  to  nine  hours.  Appeal  was 
taken  by  the  contractors;  and  in  1890  the  council  of  state,  the 
highest  administrative  court,  annulled  the  contracts  granted 
under  this  resolution  on  the  ground  that  they  contravened  the 
constitutional  right  of  free  contract.  The  municipal  council 
immediately  reaflSrmed  its  former  vote,  and  the  council  of  state 
again  disapproved  the  resolution  and  the  following  year  refused 
to  change  the  decision. 

The  efforts  of  the  municipal  council  to  improve  the  conditions 
of  government  contract  labor  having  failed,  the  matter  was  taken 
to  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  and  in  1894  M.  Edouard  Vaillant 
presented  the  following  propositions: 

The  city  of  Paris  is  authorized  to  incorporate  in  all  public  contracts  such 
regulations  as  may  be  useful  to  their  proper  execution.  Amongst  such  rules 
are  comprised  first,  an  inspection  of  factories  and  mimicipal  workshops.  Secondly, 
the  clauses  of  article  1  of  the  resolution  of  the  second  of  May,  1888,  of  the  munic- 
ipal council  of  Paris,  against  sub-contractors,  jobbers  and  task  masters;  inter- 
mediate agents  in  the  employment  of  mimicipal  workmen;  all  work  over  nine 
hours  a  day  or  more  than  six  in  any  one  week;  payment  of  less  than  the  minimum 
schedule  rate  in  hour,  day,  piece  or  overtime  work.    The  latter  shall  be  paid 
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for  dkj  work  at  an  advance  of  25  per  cent,  and  night  work  at  double  rates.  Not 
more  than  ten  per  cent  of  aliens  may  be  employ^  on  any  public  contract  and 
in  the  army  and  postal  service  only  citizens  may  be  employed.  Violations  of 
these  clauses  are  punished  by  a  fine  of  $2  for  each  offense  but  the  contract  is 
not  canceled.  Finally,  all  communes  and  other  minor  civil  divisions  shall 
establish  conditions  in  public  contracts  favorable  to  labor  * 

Besides  this  proposition  a  number  of  others  were  presented 
along  the  same  line.  The  Superior  Council  of  Labor  also  took 
part  by  carrying  through  an  investigation  and  urging  the  pas- 
sage of  some  measure  which  should  oblige  contractors  to  pay  the 
current  rate  of  wages  and  maintain  the  customary  length  of 
work-day  in  the  city  or  district  in  which  the  work  was  executed. 
Finally  in  1899,  M.  Millerand,  one  of  the  foremost  champions  of 
social  reform,  came  into  power  as  Minister  of  Commerce  in  the 
Waldeck-Bousseau  cabinet,  and,  on  the  tenth  of  August  of  that 
year,  three  decrees,  covering  all  contract  work  of  the  State  de- 
partments, communes  and  public  charities,  were  pi'omulgated. 
The  law  governing  contracts  of  the  national  government  requires 
that  the  terms  of  contracts  for  public  works  and  supplies  shall 
c#ntain  clauses  binding  the  contractor  to  grant  to  employees  on 
public  contracts  one  day  of  rest  in  seven;  to  employ  alien  labor 
only  in  a  proportion  fixed  by  the  administration,  according  to 
the  nature  of  the  work  and  the  district  in  which  it  is  executed; 
to  pay  wages  equal  to  the  current  rate  of  wages  for  the  particu- 
lar trade,  in  the  district  in  which  the  work  is  performed ;  to  limit 
the  length  of  the  work-day  to  the  length  in  vogue  in  each  trade, 
in  the  «aid  city  or  district. 

In  case  of  necessity  permission  may  be  granted  for  Sunday  or 
overtime  work  which  diall  be  paid  for  at  a  specified  increase. 
The  insertion  of  the  above  clause  shall  be  optional  in  the  case 
provided  for  in  article  18,  paragraphs  3  and  5  of  the  decree  of 
the  18th  of  November,  1882. 

The  contractor  may  sublet  part  of  his  contract  only  by  obtain- 
ing permission  of  the  administration  and  under  condition  that 
he  remain  responsible  for  the  execution  of  the  foregoing  clauses. 
Taek  work  such  as  resulted  from  the  decree  of  March  2,  1848, 
and  the  order  of  March  21, 1848,  is  prohibited. 

The  establishment  or  the  verification  of  the  normal  and  cur- 
rent rate  of  wages  and  the  normal  and  current  length  of  the 
work-day  shall  be  made  through  inquiries  on  the  part  of  the 
administration,  which  shall  refer  to  trade  agreements  in  exist- 
ence in  the  locality,  or  in  the  absence  of  such  agreements  shall 
0eek  the  advice  of  committees  of  employers  and  workmen  to-

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gether  with  testimony  of  workmen's  associations,  expert  boards, 
engineers,  architects  and -other  competent  persons.  The  schedule 
BO  obtained  shall  be,  wherever  possible,  appended  to  all  con- 
tracts and  posted  in  workshops  or  factories  where  contracts 
are  executed.  On  demand  of  employers  or  employees  this 
schedule  may  be  revised  if  a  general  change  in  wages  or  hours 
of  labor  ^as  occurred  in  the  locality.  The  contractor  also  may 
demand  a  revision  of  the  contract  prices  he  is  to  receive  if  the 
change  in  hours  or  wages  exceeds  the  limits  specified  in  the 
contract. 

When  the  contractor  is  compelled  to  employ  workingmen 
whose  physical  aptitudes  place  them  in  a  condition  notoriously 
inferior  to  that  of  workingmen  of  the  same  class,  the  contractor 
may  pay  them  a  lower  salary  than  the  normal.  The  maximum 
proportion  of  these  workers  corresponding  to  the  total  workers 
of  the  same  class  and  the  maximum  reduction  allowable  in  their 
wages  shall  be  fixed  in  the  contract.  If  a  rate  is  established 
below  the  current  rate  of  wages  the  workmen  injured  thereby 
shall  be  indemnified  by  levying  upon  the  amounts  due  the  con- 
tractor or  upon  his  bond. 

In  cases  of  continued  violations  of  the  above  provisions,  the 
Ministers  may  exclude  the  violating  contractors  from  the  con- 
tracts of  their  departments  for  a  definite  period.* 

The  other  laws  are  practically  the  same  as  the  above,  except 
that  in  the  case  of  the  limitation  of  the  length  of  work-day 
and  the  guarantee  of  the  current  rate  of  wages  the  clauses  are 
obligatory  for  the  State  and  optional  for  the  municipalities  and 
sub-divisions. 

The  law  of  March  30,  1898,  authorizing  the  construction  of 
the  Metropolitan  Railway  of  the  city  of  Paris,  contains  numerous 
provisions  for  the  benefit  of  laborers.  It  is,  indeed,  probably 
the  most  advanced  of  any  measures  yet  enacted  by  a  munici- 
pality. By  the  terms  of  the  law  employees  are  granted  one 
full  day  or  two  half-days  of  rest  in  each  seven  and  an  annual 
vacation  with  pay  of  ten  days.  During  sickness  workmen  re- 
cieve  full  wages  for  a  year,  and  in  case  of  accident  while  at  work 
wages  are  to  be  paid  until  complete  recovery.  The  company, 
moreover,  must  insure  all  of  its  employees  against  accident, 
the  indemnity  for  which  must  be  paid  in  addition  to  the  full 
wages.  The  leasing  company  agrees,  further,  to  furnish  its  em- 
ployees with  deposit  books  of  the  National  Pension  Fund.  The 
payments  are  to  be  made  by  means  of  a  two  per  cent  deduction 
from  the  wages  of  employees  and  a  four  per  cent  contribution  by 
the    company.    In    case    the    number    of    passengers    exceeds

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220,000,000  in  any  year,  the  company  contributes  6  per  cent 
and  the  employees  1  per  cent  to  the  fund.  It  also  agrees  to 
establish  a  free  medical  and  drug  service  to  be  managed  by 
the  workmen. 

Workmeri/s  Associations  Engaged  on  Oovemment  Work. — 
Workingmen's  productive  associations  have  reached  a  consid- 
erable development  in  France.  They  began  largely  as  the  result 
of  socialist  teachings.  In  1848,  however,  they  were  recognized 
by  the  government,  which  at  that  time  loaned  f400,000  to  the 
various  societies,  none  of  which  was  ever  repaid.  Later  other  sub- 
sidies were  acquired  from  private  sources.  A  more  practical  aid 
given  such  societies,  however,  was  that  of  the  government  in  1867 
and  1893  by  legally  facilitating  the  formation  of  cooperative 
societies.  The  unique  feature  of  this  system  in  France  is  that 
the  state  encourages  such  associations  to  undertake  public  con- 
tract work.  In  1882  the  municipal  council  of  Paris  passed  a 
regulation  making  it  easier  for  workingmen's  associations  to 
undertake  public  contract  work  and  this  example  was  followed 
later  by  the  national  government. 

The  means  employed  to  aid  the  contracting  associations  are 
four.  First,  the  contracts  are  split  up  into  small  size  so  that 
the  workingmen  can  bid  on  them ;  secondly,  the  associations  are 
not  required  to  deposit  any  guarantee  when  the  value  of  the  con- 
tract is  less  than  f  10,000;  thirdly,  when  bids  are  equal  the 
workingmen 's  associations  are  given  the  preference;  and,  finally, 
payments  are  made  by  the  government  to  the  association  every 
fifteen  days.  The  effect  of  these  regulations  has  been  to  increase 
the  number  of  such  organizations,  the  total  number  of  which  was 
140  in  1895;  161  in  1896;  184  in  1897  and  220  in  1899.  The  value 
of  j^blic  work  done  in  this  way  amounted  in  1895  to  f914,800. 
In  some  branches  of  trade,  particularly  building,  this  repre- 
sented almost  one-half  of  the  entire  government  contract  work 
for  the  year.  Moreover,  for  many  years  the  government  printing 
has  been  done  by  these  associations.  A  considerable  portion  of 
the  building  work  of  the  Exposition  of  1900  also  was  given  over 
to  them  and  they  constructed  the  Palace  de  PEconomie  Sociale 
entire. 

Belgium 

The  beginning  of  effective  agitation  for  better  conditions  for 
workmen  on  government  contract  work  in  Belgium;  dates  from 
the  creation  of  the  Superior  Ck>uncil  of  Labor.  The  council  is 
composed  of  16  sociologists,  16  employers  and  16  workmen,  who 
hold  office  for  four  years.  In  1893  one  of  the  subjects  on  the 
calendar  for  discussion  was  the  minimum  rate  of  wages  clause 
in  public  contracts.     After  five  sessions  spent  in  discussion  of 
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the  proposition  resolutions  were  adopted  January  16,  1894,  in 
substance  as  follows : 

Each  public  contract  should  contain  clauses  binding  the  contractor  to  pay 
to  workmen  a  specified  minimum  wage.  The  Superior  Coimcil  of  Ijabor  recom- 
mends that  state  contracts  be  let  at  a  figure  such  that  contractors  may  be  able 
to  pay  the  wages  current  in  the  district.  To  accomplish  this^he  state  is  urged 
to  endeavor  to  promote  agreements  between  employers  and  employees  and  to 
establish  with  the  advice  of  the  Superior  Council  of  Labor  a  minimum  rate 
based  on  information  furnished  by  recognized  trade  associations  and  by  the  council 
of  industry  and  labor.  But  the  former  body  holds  that  the  state  should  not 
intervene  in  the  decision  of  wage  rates,  as  this  function  belongs  properly  to  the 
trade  associations,  and  recommends  the  collection  and  use  of  wage  statistics  and 
investigation  of  conditions  of  public  contract  labor. 

These  resolutions  were,  however,  of  little  effect,  and  were  de- 
nounced as  ambiguous.  Following  their  passage  the  question 
was  raised  in  the  parliament  and  warmly  commended  by  its 
friends.  In  June,  1896,  a  measure  was  formally  introduced  and 
after  being  championed  by  the  Minister  of  Labor  and  the  Minis- 
ter of  Public  Woi'ks,  it  was  passed.  The  substance  of  the  law  is 
as  follows: 

The  contractor  must  agree  to  pay  to  journeymen,  apprentices  and  laborers 
working  as  masons  or  pavers,  wages  at  not  less  than  the  rate  fixed  in  the 
contract,  and  for  overtime  at  an  advance  of  25  per  cent. 

The  contractor  must  agree,  by  a  memorandum  containing  his  signature  and 
annexed  to  his  bid,  to  pay  to  journeymen,  apprentices  and  laborers,  working 
as  masons  or  pavers,  wages  which  shaU  not  be  less  than  the  rate  named  in 
the  said  memorandum.  Wages  are  to  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  25  per  cent 
more  than  that  fixed  in  the  said  memorandum  for  work  outside  the  usual 
hours,  including  also  Sundays  and  legal  holidays. 

The  schedule  of  wages  is  to  be  posted  in  the  workplace  by  the  contractor 
at  his  own  expense. 

The  contractor  shall  give  each  workman  that  he  engages  a  special  memo- 
randum bearing  the  signature  of  the  contractor  or  of  his  representative,  and 
containing  the  name  of  the  workman;  his  domicile  or  residence;  the  nature 
of  the  work  with  which  he  will  be  occupied;  the  category  in  which  the 
workman  is  classified  (journeyman,  apprentice  or  laborer)  ;  the  rate  of 
wages,  taken  from  the  memorandum;  a  column  for  the  number  of  days 
or  hours  of  work;  a  column  for  the  dates  of  payment. 

If  it  is  proven  that  a  workman  has  been  paid  at  a  rate  less  than  that 
fixed  in  the  memorandum,  the  contractor  shall  be  compelled  to  pay  imme- 
diately what  remains  due  to  the  workman;  this  violation  to  be  made  the 
subject  of  a  report  as  is  signified  in  the  regular  form.  The  report  will  be 
followed,  if  necessary,  by  a  warning  in  writing  giving  him  notice  to  cease 
violations.  If  the  warning  of  the  administration,  twice  repeated,  is  not 
heeded,  he  shall  be,  according  to  the  gravity  of  the  ofl'ense,  excluded  tem- 
porarily or  finally  from  the  contracts  of  the  state. 

The  clauses  above  shall  apply  in  all  specifications  of  contracts  to  be  ap- 
proved from  the  first  of  July,  1896,  to  the  thirty-first  of  December,  1897. 
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It  being  settled  that  the  contracts  for  construction  disposed  in  general  for  a 
period  of  three  years,  there  are  some  which  can  be  approved  in  December, 
1897,  and  will  remain  from  that  time  in  force  until  December,  1900.  This 
lengthens  the  real  duration  of  the  trial  to  four  years  and  a  half. 

The  contracts  for  other  publiQ  works  should  contain  as  far  as  possible 
the  foregoing  clauses.  In  the  case,  however,  of  certain  repairs  and  main- 
tenance for  which  the  contracts  were  already  printed,  the  contractor  was 
obliged  to  sign  a  card  with  the  same  clauses  that  appeared  in  the  larger 
contracts. 

In  practice  it  was  found  that  the  introduction  of  these  clauses 
in  the  contract  made  it  iniipoesible  to  reduce  the  rate  of  wages. 
But  this  condition  in  turn  made  it  impossible  to  employ  any  but 
the  ablest  workmen.  This  difficulty,  however,  was  met  by  creat- 
ing a  class  of  less  competent  workmen  known  as  "  demi-ouvriers." 
They  were  paid  at  a  lower  rate  than  the  regular  skilled  mechanic 
and  their  numbers  were  limited  by  the  government. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  government  did  not  attempt  to 
fix  a  legal  minimum  rate  of  wages  as  was  claimed  would  be  done. 
The  rate  of  wages  is  based  so  far  as  possible  on  agreements  in 
force  between  employers  and  workmen  in  the  various  trades. 

Amongst  the  provinces  of  Belgium  the  question  of  the  mini- 
mum rate  of  wages  on  government  work  has  been  very  generally 
taken  up,  all  except  Limbourg  having  passed  a  law  relating  to 
the  subject.  The  Provincial  Council  of  Linibourg  decided  to 
await  the  result  of  the  government  steps  in  this  direction. 

In  Antwerp  and  West  Flanders,  the  contractor  is  compelled 
to  submit  with  his  bid  a  list  of  the  wage  rates  he  intends  to  pay 
employees  on  the  government  work  and  the  amount  of  these 
wages  is  taken  into  account  in  the  award.  The  remainder  of  the 
provinces  attach  to  the  contract  a  memorandum  of  wages  to  be 
paid  in  the  various  trades.  In  order  to  insure  the  proi)er  execu- 
tion of  these  stipulations,  the  provinces  of  Brabant,  East  and 
West  Flanders  and  Hainaut  oblige  the  contractors  to  make  I'egu- 
lar  reports  of  the  wages  paid.  In  three  of  the  provinces  (Li<^ge 
and  Bast  and  West  Flanders)  the  law  applies  not  only  to  the 
provincial  works  but  those  communal  works  subsidized  by  the 
province. 

Besides  stipulations  regarding  rates  of  wages  West  Flandei-s 
and  Li^ge  fix  a  maximum  length  of  the  work-day  and  West  Flan- 
ders provides  for  a  day  of  rest  each  week. 

No  complaint  has  been  made  concerning  the  oi)ei"ation  of  any 
of  these  clauses  and  none  of  tiie  provinces  save  Brabant  and 
West  Flanders  have  found  that  the  law  increased  the  cost  of 
contract  work  and  in  the  two  provinces  mentioned  the  increase 
was  slight. 
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In  the  province  of  West  Flanders  the  agitation  in  favor  of  a 
minimtim  rate  of  wages  for  workmen  on  -government  contracts 
was  begun  in  1892  by  a  workmen's  society  of  Bruges,  which 
petitioned  the  Provincial  Council  to  consider  the  subject.  In 
accordance  with*  this  request  a  law  was  introduced  into  the  Pro- 
vincial Council  and  passed  in  November  of  the  same  year.  The 
law,  however,  applied  only  to  the  government  printing  contracts 
from  January  1,  1893,  to  December  31,  1897. 

This  law  provided  for  the  payment  of  the  wages  stipulated  in 
the  contract;  ten-hour  day  as  a  maximum;  extra  pay  for  over- 
time; holiday  on  Sunday;  rates  of  wages  to  be  posted  in  work- 
shops; employment  of  "  demi-ouvriers  "  and  apprentices. 

In  1895  the  law  was  extended  to  cover  all  the  works  of  the 
Province  of  West  Flanders  and  also  those  communal  works  which 
were  carried  on  by  the  provincial  subsidy. 

In  order  to  fix  the  rate  of  wages  the  workmen's  associations 
were  requested  to  submit  their  demands,  then  the  contractor  was 
compelled  to  submit  with  his  bid  the  wages  he  would  pay  to 
each  trade.  These  two  lists  of  wages  were  compared  and  those 
bids  containing  schedules  of  wages  judged  to  be  too  low  were 
rejected.  In  case  of  two  bids  of  the  same  amount,  the  one  pay- 
ing the  higher  rate  to  the  workman  was  accepted. 

To  insure  the  payment  of  the  stipulated  wages,  the  schedule 
was  posted  in  the  worksfiop  and  the  workman  compelled  to  sign 
a  receipt  for  his  wa.jjes,  which  was  filed  with  the  government. 
Some  complaints  of  abuses  were  made,  but  were  met  by  a  stricter 
surveillance. 

The  law  also  provided  for  the  employment  of  men  over  50  years 
of  age  and  those  of  inferior  ability  or  productive  force  at  a 
reduced  rate  of  wages.  Their  admittance  to  this  class  was  to  be 
passed  on  by  the  engineer  in  charge. 

No  complaint  by  either  the  employers  or  the  workmen  wafi 
made  concerning  the  operation  of  the  law.  It  was  found  that 
the  cost  of  the  work  to  the  government  was  slightly  increased, 
but,  it  was  claimed,  the  consequent  employment  of  a  better  class 
of  workmen  more  than  offset  the  slight  difference. 

On  February  15,  1895,  a  law' was  passed  compelling  the  con- 
tractor to  insure  his  workmen  against  accident  in  the  dangerous 
trades.  By  the  terms  of  the  law  the  contractor  is  required  to 
file  a  contract  with  a  responsible  insurance  company  insuring  his 
workmen  against  accident  while  performing  their  work.  The 
minimum  indemnity  is  <*>  for  temporary  incapacity,  one-half  of 
the  daily  wage  for  each  day  of  enforced  idleness;  <**>  for  perma- 
nent injury,  a  sum  equal  to  500  times  the  daily  wage;  ^^^  for 
death,  a  sum  equal  to  500  times  the  daily  wage,  to  be  paid  to  the 
estate  of  deceased.    The  amount  due  in  case  of  death  is  to  be 
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paid  first  to  the  government,  which  shall  dispose  of  it  in  the 
manner  deemed  best  for  the  welfare  of  the  beneficees. 

In  East  Flanders  the  Provincial  Council  in  1893  passed  a  law 
calling  for  a  minimum  rate  of  wages  on  government  contracts. 
The  government  fixed  the  rate  of  wages  per  hour  and  the  law 
was  enforced  by  government  inspection.  At  first  the  application 
extended  only  to  paving  contracts,  but  in  October,  1894,  it  was 
reported  by  the  Chief  Engineer  to  have  worked  favorably,  caus- 
ing no  extra  cost  to  the  Province  and  raising  the  rate  of  wages 
10  per  cent,  in  some  trades.  The  following  year,  therefore,  its 
oi)eration  was  extended  to  all  the  provincial  contracts  and  those 
public  works  subsidized  by  the  province. 

Under  the  new  law  the  bidder  was  required  to  submit  with  his 
bid  a  schedule  of  salaries  that  he  intended  to  pay  and  the  number 
of  "  demi-ouvriers  "  that  he  intended  to  employ.  Then  the  gov- 
ernment made  the  award,  taking  into  consideration  the  labor 
conditions  that  would  result  as  well  as  the  cost  of  the  contract. 

A  clause  similar  to  the  one  in  operation  in  West  Flanders  was 
also  inserted  calling  for  the  insurance  against  accident  of  all 
workmen. 

In  the  Province  of  Li^ge  the  Provincial  Council  passed  a  law 
in  December,  1894,  calling  for  the  insertion  in  government  con- 
tracts of  clauses  concerning  minimum  rate  of  wages  and  maxi- 
mum hours  of  labor.  A  beginning  was  made  with  printing  estab- 
lishments, a  minimum  rate  of  SO  cents  a  day  being  established 
at  the  request  of  the  typographical  union.  Soon  the  law  was 
extended  to  cover  all  the  public  work  of  the  Province.  Clauses 
governing  the  length  of  the  work-day,  Sunday  holiday,  compul- 
sory insurance,  and  employment  of  "  demi-ouvriers "  were  also 
adopted. 

In  the  communes  or  municipalities  of  Belgium  the  protection 
of  workmen  on  government  contracts  has  progressed  considerably. 
Of  the  87  communes  in  1896  having  a  population  of  more  than 
8,000,  51  representing  a  population  of  two  million  have  passed 
laws  on  the  subject  and  36  representing  a  population  of  half  a 
million  have  not.  Twenty-five  of  these  communes  oblige  con- 
tractors to  furnish  a  list  of  the  wages  paid  to  employees  at  stated 
intervals  and  seventeen  laws  provide  for  posting  the  law  in  the 
workshop.  The  mode  of  procedure  in  fixing  the  salaries  is  for 
the  Council  of  the  Commune  to  annually  fix  the  minimum  wage 
for  each  trade.  For  information  as  to  the  prevailing  rates  of 
wages  and  hours  of  labor  the  Council  consults  associations  of 
employers  and  workmen.  The  minimum  wage  cannot  be  less 
than  80  cents  a  day  nor  the  hours  of  labor  exceed  10.  For  work- 
men employed  directly  by  the  commune  the  minimum  hours  of 
labor  are  eight  per  day. 
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Of  the  51  large  communes  requiring  a  minimum  wage  rate  in 
contracts,  all  but  nine  fix  this  rate.  The  others  require  the  con- 
tractor to  himself  submit  a  bid  with  the  wages  he  expects  to  pay 
in  each  trade.  A  maximum  work -day  is  fixed  by  17  of  the  com- 
munes and  9  provide  for  a  day  of  rest.  Sweating,  by  means  of 
sub-contracting  is  prohibited. 

The  results  of  the  operation  of  these  laws  have  been  very  satis- 
factory. In  only  two  of  the  communes  has  any  complaint  been 
made  by  the  contractors  and  the  workmen,  and  in  only  a  single 
case  has  the  communal  works  been  made  more  expensive.

CHAPTER  III. 
Great  Britain  and  thb  British  Colonies. 

One  of  the  primary,  and  probably  the  most  important,  causes 
of  the  consideration  of  the  working  conditions  of  government 
laborers  was  the  report  of  the  Sweating  Committee*  of  the 
Hoiuse  of  Lords  published  in  1890.  The  final  report  of  the 
committee  contained  the  following  recommendation: 

"  We  are  of  opinion  that  it  is  incumbent  on  all  departments  of  the  govern- 
ment and  on  municipal  and  other  public  bodies,  to  take  care  that  in  placing 
their  contracta  they  are  satisfied  that  the  workmen  by  whom  the  contract 
is  to  be  worked  out,  are  paid  proper  wages.  We  recommend  this  course 
not  only  in  the  interest  of  the  workmen,  but  also  in  the  belief  that  it  will 
ensure  to  the  public  a  corresponding  advantage  in  the  excellence  of  the" 
work.  This  recommendation  may  be  effected  by  requiring  the  contractor  to 
show  the  scale  of  wages  which  he  proposes  to  pay,  and,  supposing  such  scale 
to  be  satisfactory,  by  having  copies  served  on  the  workmen,  or  otherwise 
making  known  to  them  the  rate  of  wages  to  be  paid."t 

It  appeared  in  the  evidence  that  government  contract  work 
was  carried  on  to  a  considerable  extent  under  the  sweating  sys- 
tem to  the  detriment  of  the  workers  and  the  quality  of  the  goods 
supplied  to  the  government.  In  the  War  Office  especially,  there 
had  been  inserted  in  the  contracts  a  Factory  Clause  imposing  a 
penalty  of  £100  upon  any  contractor  who  allowed  any  work 
given  by  the  War  Office  to  be  done  outside  his  premises.  But,  in 
spite  of  this  clause,  "  Mr.  Nepean  acknowledged  that  the  evidence 
before  the  Committee  showed  that  the  War  Office  contracts  had 
been  some  years  used  ^  as  a  vehicle  for  sweating '  and  that  '  the 
work  had  been  handed  down  from  contractor  to  gang-master,  and 
that  the  gang-masters  had  prices  given  them  by  the  contractors, 
of  which  we  knew  nothing,  and  which  necessitated  the  grant  of 
low  wages  to  the  actual  worker,  and  the  whole  of  the  sweating 
business  has  been  carried  out  almost  under  the  protection  of  the 
War  Office.'" 

On  the  workingmeu'S  side  the  congress  of  trades-unions  held 
at  Dundee  in  1889  brought  forward  and  discussed  the*  theory 
that  the  state  should  by  precept  and  example  be  a  model  em- 
ployer. As  a  result  of  their  discussion  the  congress  adopted 
the  following  resolution,  as  embodying  their  ideas : 

"The  Congress  insists  on  the  necessity  of  aU  trades-unions  using  their 
influence  on  municipalities  and  other  public  administrations,  to  obtain  the

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insertion  in  all  public  works  contracts  of  the  following  clause:     'The  pre- 
vailing rate  of  wages  in  each  trade  shall  be  paid  to  all  workmen  employed.' " 

The  next  year  (February  13,  1891),  the  House  of  Commons, 
following  the  lines  suggested  in  the  report  of  the  Sweating 
Committee,  adopted  what  is  known  as  the  "  Fcur  Wages  Resolu- 
tion," the  final  draft  of  which  reads  as  follows :  "  That  in  the 
opinion  of  this  House  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Government  in  all 
government  contracts  to  make  provision  against  the  evils  re- 
cently disclosed  before  the  Sweating  Committee,  to  insert  such 
conditions  as  may  prevent  the  abuse  arising  from  sub-letting, 
and  to  mlake  every  effort  to  secure  the  payment  of  such  wages 
as  are  generally  accepted  as  current  in  each  trade  for  competent 
workmen." 

In  February,  1896,  the  House  of  Commons  appointed  a  select 
committee  "to  inquire  whether  the  present  system  of  issuing 
invitations  for  tenders  and  of  making  contracts  for  government 
printing  and  binding  sufficiently  secures  complian<?e  with  the 
terms  and  spirit  of  the  resolution  of  the  House  of  Commons  of 
the  13th  day  of  February,  1891,  and  whether  any,  and,  if  so, 
what  improvements  of  the  system  are  called  for."  Numerous 
witnesses,  including  representatives  of  both  workmien  and  con- 
tractors, testified  before  the  committee,  every  opportunity  being 
given  to  any  who  wished  to  make  complaint.  At  the  time  of  the 
investigation  49  contracts  involving  an  annual  payment  of  ap- 
proximately a  million  and  a  half  dollars  were  in  existence. 

Several  complaints  were  investigated  concerning  sweating  and 
nearly  all  were  well  founded ;  but  circumstances  existed,  however, 
which  partially  relieved  the  authorities  from  blame.  Regarding 
sub-letting,  the  Committee  found  that  the  terms  of  the  resolu- 
tion had  been  fairly  complied  with.  The  house  of  Eyre  &  Spottis- 
woode  of  London,  which  does  35  per  cent  of  the  government  print- 
ing, was  charged  with  paying  less  than  the  London  scale,  which 
was  recognized  by  90  i)er  cent  of  the  employers,  in  one  of  their 
shops.  The  firm  answered  this  by  stating  that  a  large  amount 
of  tabular  work  was  done  and  that  the  scale  was  disregarded 
on  this  work  in  order  to  equalize  the  rate  of  wages.  More- 
over, evidence  was  introduced  tending  to  prove  that  under  the 
firm's  scale  wages  were  higher  than  the  London  scale.  Whether 
or  not  this  was  true  the  Committee  was  unable  to  determine. 
On  the  question  of  overtime  there  was  also  some  disagreement. 
On  this  point,  however,  the  Committee  were  of  the  opinion  that 
the  workmen  were  attempting  to  quibble  and  concluded  "that 
the  firm  were  generous  employers.  Refusal  to  adopt  the  union 
scale,  however,  places  them  outside  the  resolution  of  the  House 
of  Commons  which  says,  '  That  Government  work  shall  be  given 
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to  houses  whidi  pay  such  wages  as  are  generally  accepted  as 
ctirrent.' '' 

In  summing  up  the  improvements  necessary  the  Committee 
made  the  following  recommendations: 

"  While  approving  generally  of  the  action  of  the  controller  in  r^^rd  to 
contracts,  your  Committee  b^  to  report  that,  in  their  judgment,  so  far  as 
their  reference  is  concerned,  the  terms  and  spirit  of  the  resolution  of  the 
13th  February,  1891,  will  be  suflSciently  secured  if 

"  (i)  Tenders  be  invited  upon  schedules  of  work  made  to  ^conform  as 
precisely  as  x>os9ible  to  the  work  to  be  done; 

"  (2)  The  names  of  contractors  and  subjects  of  contract  be  made  quickly 
and  generally  accessible  to  inquiry; 

"  (3)  The  resolution  of  the  13th  February,  1891,  be  printed  on  all  invita- 
tions for  tenders,  and  express  covenants  be  inserted  in  every  contract  binding 
the  contractor  to  observe  the  terms  of  the  resolution  with  respect  to  sweating, 
sub-letting,  and  payment  of  wages;  the  controller  reserving  to  himself  the 
right  to  terminate  a  contract  in  the  case  of  failure  to  observe  any  of  such 
covenants,  and  to  recover  damages  from  the  contractor  when  a  contract  is 
terminated  from  such  a  cause; 

**  (4)  Any  steps  that  are  necessary  be  taken  to  prevent  the  uncertainty 
with  regard  to  what  is  included  in  government  work  which  has  arisen  in 
Dublin  and  elsewhere; 

**  (6)  The  various  groups  of  printing  be  so  distributed  as  to  ensure  a 
healthy  competition." 

In  the  same  year  a  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons was  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  operation  of  the  Fair 
Wages  resolution  which  had  then  been  in  operation  five  years, 
and  the  report  of  the  Committee  was  presented  in  two  volumes, 
one  published  in  1896  and  the  final  volume  in  the  following  year.* 
In  the  report  Mr.  Sydney  Buxton,  a  member  of  the  Committee, 
defined  the  spirit  of  the  resolution  as  follows : 

"  The  State,  it  was  argued,  as  an  employer  of  labor,  should  set  a  good 
example  to  other  employers  of  labor,  and  should  see  that  the  conditions  which 
prevailed  in  regard  to  the  labor  employed  on  its  behalf  were  satisfactory. 
The  State,  as  the  largest  employer  of  labor,  cannot  fail  to  have  a  considerable 
influence  on  the  labor  market;  and  this  influence  should  be  favorable,  and 
not  adverse  to  the  recognition  and  maintenance  of  standard  rates  of  wages. 

"  The  then  existing  system  of  government  contracts  acted,  it  was  contended, 
adversely  to  these  two  principles.  The  lowest  tender,  and  the  lowest  tender 
alone  (subject  merely  to  the  competency  of  the  contractor),  was  accepted, 
no  regard  being  had  to  the  wages  paid  nor  to  the  conditions  of  employment 
prevailing  under  the  contract. 

"The  employer  who  paid  a  fAir  rate  of  wages  was  put  at  a  disadvantage 
in  competing  for  government  contracts;  for  his  competitor,  paying  a  lesser 
labor  bill,  could,  with  equal  profit  to  himself,  tender  at  a  lower  rate  and 
secure  the  contract.    Further,  the  contractor,  having  cut  down  his  tender 
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to  the  lowest  point  in  order  to  obtain  the  contract,  would,  after  seeuring  it, 
have  every  inducement,  in  order  to  secure  a  profit,  still  further  to  reduce 
his  wage  bill.  Thus,  an  unduly  low  rate  of  wages,  or  even  *  sweating,'  might 
not  only  prevail,  but  was  actually  encouraged  under  government  contracts. 

"  But  if,  on  the  other  hand,  the  State  insisted  that,  under  every  government 
contract,  not  less  than  the  rate  of  wages  paid  by  fair  employers  and  recog- 
nized as  just  by  competent  workmen,  should  prevail,  the  evils  of  the  old 
plan  would  disappear,  and  all  contractors  would  be  placed  on  equal  terms 
in  competing  for  government  contracts. 

**  Further,  the  disability  under  which  trade  unionists  to  a  large  extent 
lay  in  regard  to  government  contracts  would  be  removed.  For  the  essence 
of  a  trade  union  being  that  a  man  shall  not  undersell  his  fellow-workmen 
nor  work  at  other  than  the  recognized  fair  wage,  trade  unionists  were  to 
a  large  extent  debarred  from  employment  imder  government  contracts. 

''It  was  not,  however,  proposed  nor  desired  that  the  State  should,  in 
any  sense  of  the  term,  ^x  the  rate  of  wages;  but  merely  that  it  should  cease 
to  throw  its  weight  into  the  scale  of  lower  wages  and  worse  conditions  of 
employment;  and  should  recognize  and  uphold  the  minimum  current  rate 
of  wages  that  might  prevail  in  different  trades  or  districts." 

The  resolution  being  merely  an  expression  of  opinion  and  hav- 
ing no  penalty  attached  for  non-compliance  was  found  to  have 
been  carried  out  in  some  cases  rather  loosely.  On  the  whole, 
however,  the  Committee  expressed  satisfaction  with  the  opera- 
tion of  the  resolution  as  follows : 

"The  number  of  complaints  has  diminished;  and  your  Committee  do  not 
therefore  consider  that  the  difficulties  alluded  to  were  any  other  in  amount 
and  character  than  are  inherent  in  the  introduction  of  a  new  system.  Most 
of  the  cases  brought  before  your  Committee  were  not  of  recent  date,  nor 
were  they  of  a  serious  character  as  respects  the  number  of  men  affected. 

"  None  of  the  witnesses  from  public  departments  have,  however,  expressed 
other  than  satisfaction  at  the  principle  contained  in  the  resolution,  but  have 
stated  their  desire  to  administer  it  both  in  spirit  and  letter.  And,  broadly 
speaking,  your  Committee  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  departments, 
ns  a  whole,  have  loyally  endeavored  to  interpret  and  carry  out  its  provisions. 

"  To  obey  the  spirit  of  the  resolution  the  departments  were  called  upon  to 
assume  new  obligations  which,  in  comparison  with  the  former  system  of 
non-responsibility  after  contracts  were  placed  was  found  to  be  arduous.  As 
to  the  effect,  it  was  claimed  that  the  cost  of  contract  work  was  much  greater 
than  in  the  case  of  unqualified  contracting.  Evidence  seemed  to  show  that 
this  was  true  in  the  case  of  buildings  contracted  for  by  the  Office  of  Works, 
in  the  Irish  Office  of  Works,  and  in  the  Metropolitan  Police  contracts,  but, 
on  the  other  hand,  in  the  case  of  army  contracts  and  post-office  contracts,  the 
operation  has  been  satisfactory." 

In  the  administration  of  the  resolution  questions  of  policy 
of  considerable  importance  arose.  What  is  the  current  rate  of 
a  district?  How  is  a  district  lim!ited?  How  shall  the  employ- 
ment of  women,  boys  and  apprentices  be  treated?  Is  sub-con- 
tracting permissible?    And  a  thousand  and  one  details  of  em- 
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ploy  men  t  that  the  general  terms  of  the  resolution  left  in  doubt 
were  to  be  settled. 

The  first  of  the  questions,  What  is  the  current  rate  of  a  dis- 
trict? was  finally  taken  by  the  CJommittee  to  mean  substantially 
the  trade-union  rate  (meaning  "  not  necessarily  the  rate  which 
a  particular  trade  union  would  like  their  men  to  receive,  but  the 
rgte  at  which  they  will  allow  their  men  to  work'').  In 
regard  to  the  wages  current  in  a  district  it  was  found 
that  in  the  same  occupation  rates  of  wages  differed  in 
various  localities.  In  the  case  of  shipbuilding  contracts,  for  in- 
stance, it  was  found  that  the  London  wage  was  higher  than 
the  rate  in  the  northern  yards,  and,  therefore,  either 
the  London  wage  must  be  forced  down  or  the  shops  re- 
main idle.  On  this  point  the  Committee  ruled:  "We  would 
rather  suggest  that,  a»  it  is  a  question  of  national  importance 
that  the  contract-built  ships  should  be  distributed  over  the  dif- 
ferent yards  in  different  districts,  and  not  be  concentrated  in 
one  or  two  places,  the  admiralty  should  modify  their  absolute* 
rule  in  regard  to  the  acceptance  of  the  lowest  tender;  and,  if 
necessary,  broadly  take  into  account,  in  considering  the  amount 
of  the  tender,  with  a  view  to  the  distribution  of  ships,  the  dif- 
ference in  the  contractor's  labor  bill,  caused  by  varying  district 
rates  of  wages  that  may  prevail."  On  the  same  general  ques- 
tion the  Committee  also  says:  "That  where  (as  we  have  evi- 
dence), within  a  given  district  in  which  a  certain  rate  of  wages 
prevails,  there  is  included  a  small  area  in  which  a  local  con- 
tractor alleges  that  a  lower  rate  prevails;  the  decision,  in  case 
of  dispute,  should  largely  depend  on  the  question  of  whether 
other  employers  within  the  area  pay  the  higher  rate  and  whether, 
if  an  outside  contractor  took  a  contract  to  be  fulfilled  within 
the  area  in  question,  he  would  pay  the  higher  or  the  lower  rate. 
If  these  questions  are  decided  in  the  affirmative,  the  local  con- 
tractor should  be  expected  also  to  pay  the  higher  general  rate." 

In  the  case  of  sub-letting  the  Committee  decided  that  it  was 
legitimate  in  case  it  was  customary,  but  if  ordinarily  the  con- 
tractor could  or  would  perform  the  work  it  is  not  permissible. 
The  contractor,  moreover,  is  in  all  cases  held  responsible  for 
his  agent  in  so  far  as  the  carrying  out  of  the  Fair  Wages  Reso- 
lution IS  concerned.  On  the  general  question  of  sub-letting  Mr. 
Sydney  Buxton  proposed  the  following  resolution: 

"  The  same  principles,  it  appears  to  us,  should  be  applied  in  deciding  what 
it  and  what  is  not  legitimate  '  sub- contracting '  under  the  tenns  of  the 
resolution. 

"(a)  Sub- letting  or  sub-contracting  may  be  perfectly  legitimate  where  the 
particular  form  of  contract  in  question  is  customary  in  the  trade;  or  where 
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the   contractor   in  question,   in   the    ordinary  course   of   his   business,   sub- 
lets or  sub-contracts  that  particular  portion  of  the  work. 

''(b)  But  sub-contracting  or  sub-letting  does  not  appear  to  us  to  be  per- 
missible where  it  is  not  customary  in  the  trade;  nor  should  the  contractor 
who,  in  the  ordinary  course  of  his  business,  could  or  would  himself  carry 
out  certain  work,  be  allowed  to  sub-let  it  to  others,  or  even  to  the  workmen 
themselves." 

Finally  in  summing  up  the  findings  of  the  Committee,  Mr. 
Buxton  made  the  following  recommendations  which  were  sub- 
stantially adopted  with  the  exception  of  the  eleventh  clause. 

"  I.  That  there  should  be  an  uniform  Fair  Wages  Clause  in  all  Government 
contracts. 

**  II.  That  every  such  clause  should  specify  that  the  wages  paid  in  the 
execution  of  the  contract  shall  be  those  generally  accepted  as  current  in  each 
trade  for  competent  workmen  in  the  district  in  which  the  work  is  car- 
ried out. 

"  III.  That  every  such  clause  should  state  that,  in  the  engagement  and 
employment  of  workmen  and  others,  required  for  the  execution  of  the  work, 
no  preference  shall  be  given  as  between  *  imionists '  and  *  non-imionists.' 

"  rV.  That  when  tenders  are  invited,  a  notice  should  be  issued  in  every 
case  drawing  the  attention  of  those  who  desire  to  tender  to  the  Fair  Wages 
Clause  in  Government  contracts;  and  stating  that  the  department  concerned 
will  expect  the  contracting  firms  to  conform  to  the  spirit  and  intention  of 
this  clause;  and  that  any  firm  wilfully  disregarding  its  provisions  will 
render  itself  liable  to  be  disqualified  for  further  Government  employment. 

"  V.  That  the  interpretation  and  administration  of  the  Fair  Wages  Clause 
should  be  governed  by  the  principles  stated  at  length  in  the  body  of  this 
report. 

"  VI.  That  all  sub-contracting,  without  the  leave  of  the  department  con- 
cerned, should  be  prohibited.  That  sub-contracting  should  only  be  per- 
mitted where  such  sub-contracting  is  customary  in  the  trade;  and  for  work 
which  the  contractor  in  question  does  not  himself  perform  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  his  trade. 

"  VII.  That  where  a  sub-contract  is  allowed  the  principal  contractor  should, 
as  regards  the  Fair  Wages  Clause,  be  held  responsible  for  his  agent. 

"  VI II.  That  a  money  penalty  for  breach  should  be  attached  to  the  Fair 
Wages  Clause. 

"  IX.  That,  where  a  complaint  of  the  non-payment  of  the  current  rate  is 
substantiated,  an  order  made  for  the  payment  of  the  full  rate  by  the  con- 
tractor should  be  retrospective  to  the  date  on  which  the  complaint  was 
originally  made  to  the  department. 

"X.  That  (where  practicable)  the  text  of  the  Fair  Wages  Clause  should 
be  conspicuoiisly  affixed  to  the  work  in  progress  under  the  contract. 

"  XI.  That  all  cases  of  dispute  in  reference  to  the  *  current  rate,*  and  con- 
ditions of  employment,  and  whether  a  particular  contractor  was  or  was  not 
carrying  out  the  terms  of  the  Fair  Wages  Clause  in  spirit  and  in  letter, 
should  be  referred  to  the  Labor  Department  of  the  Board  of  Trade  for 
inquiry,  and  for  report  to  the  department  concerned. 
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"  XII.  That  a  list  of  Govemment  contractors,  together  with  the  nature  and 
amount  of  their  contracts,  should  be  from  time  to  time  laid  before  Parliament 
and  published." 

EXISTING   METHODS. 

The  work  of  the  various  departments  in  letting  contracts  con- 
taining special  clauses  designed  to  enforce  the  '^Fair  Wages 
Resolution  "  is  briefly  as  follows : 

Office  of  Works. — On  ordinary  works  and  repairs  to  buildings 
a  schedule  of  current  rates  of  wages  and  overtime'iegulatioos  i$ 
submitted  with  the  tender  and  embodied  in  the  contract.  Sub- 
letting is  prohibited  without  the  approval  of  the  Department. 

War  Department, — Current  wages  to  be  paid  on  all  conti*acts 
for  works  of  construction  or  supplies.  Competent  workmen  are 
to  be  employed  and  notice  is  to  be  posted  prominently  that  cur- 
rent rates  of  wages  are  to  be  paid  and  competent  workmen  em- 
ployed. Only  such  sub-letting  as  is  usual  to  the  trade  is  permit- 
ted. The  clothing  contracts  specify  especially  that  no  work  is  to 
be  done  in  dwellings  under  penalty  of  £100  and  all  wages  are  to 
be  paid  directly  to  workers.  The  books  of  contractors  are  open 
to  government  inspection  at  all  times. 

Admiralty. — Current  wages  paid  and  competent  workmen  em- 
ployed and  contract  not  to  be  transferred  or  sub-let  without  the 
consent  of  the  Commissioners  on  hulls,  machinery,  guns,  ammuni- 
tion and  other  supplies. 

Home  office:  (a)  Prison  Department. — In  contracts  for  labor 
and  material  used  in  building  and  repairing,  and  for  supplies, 
the  contract  may  not  be  transferred  without  permission  of  the 
Commissioners  and  no  sub-letting  other  than  is  customary  to  the 
trade  \b  permitted.  Current  wages  are  to  be  paid  and  only  com- 
petent workmen  employed. 

(b)  Metropolitan  Police. — In  the  various  contracts  there  is 
provision  made  in  all  for  current  rates  of  wages  ^nd  in  a  number 
for  the  employment  of  rftilled  labor,  no  sub-letting  or  dwelling- 
house  work.  In  a  number  of  cases  also  penalties  ranging  from 
£50  to  £100  for  violation  are  to  be  inflicted. 

Post  O^ce.-M^ontracts  for  the  various  supplies  are  not  to  be 
transferred  or  ^Ublet  without  permission.  Current  rates  of  wages 
are  to  be  paid  and  competent  workmen  employed.  Contracts  for 
clothing  are  to  be  filled  with  work  done  only  in  the  factory  of 
contractor.  Dwelling-house  work  is  prohibited  under  penalty  of 
a  fine  of  £100. 

Board  of  Trade. — In  clothing  contracts,  the  contractor  is  re- 
quired to  manufacture  all  garments  at  his  own  factory  under 
penalty  of  £100.  He  is  also  required  to  hire  skilled  workmen 
and  pay  the  current  rate  of  wages.  No  sub-letting  is  permitted 
iii 
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except  by  pennission  of  the  •President  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 
For  construction  of  harbor,  stekm  launches,  tenders  and  other 
works^  no  condition  is  made. 

Customs. — Clothing  contracts  call  for  skilled  workmen,  cur- 
rent rates  of  wages,  no  garments  to  be  made  in  dwellings  and  no 
contract  shall  be  sub-let  For  violation  of  these  clauses  a  penalty 
of  £100  is  deducted.  Steam  launch  contract  provides  for  pay- 
ment of  current  rates  of  wages  and  forbids  transferring  or  sub- 
letting contract. 

Secretary  for  Scotland — Harbor  Works. — No  sub-letting  with- 
out permission  and  contractor  must  specify  his  rates  of  wages. 
Worths  for  Prison  Commission,  no  sub-letting  without  permission. 
Current  rates  of  wages  to  be  paid  and  competent  workmen  to 
be  hired.  In  contracts  for  works  in  the  Western  Highlands  the 
contractor  is  held  liable  for  the  payment  of  fair  wages  by  sub- 
contractor. 

Office  of  Public  Works,  Dublin, — For  building  contracts,  paint- 
ing and  plumbing,  current  rates  of  wages  must  be  paid  by  con- 
tractors and  competent  woi-kmen  employed.  No  sub-letting 
without  permission  is  allowed.  Contracts  for  carpets,  blankets, 
linen,  bedding,  etc.,  contain  a  clause  calling  for  payment  of  cur- 
rent rates  of  wages  and  competent  workmen.  Pay  sheets  must 
also  be  furnished  on  demand. 

Inspector  General,  Royal  Irish  Cotistahulary. — Contracts  for 
clothing  and  other  equipments  contain  the  following  provisions: 
There  shall  be  no  sub-letting  without  permission  and  all  goods 
shall  be  made  in  contractor's  own  factory.  Violations  are  pun- 
ishable by  a  fine  of  £100.  Coinj>otent  workmen  must  be  employed 
and  the  current  rate  of  wages  P^^id,  the  firm's  books  being  always 
open  to  government  insj)ectiou  as  proof  of  proper  conduct. 

Stationery  Office, — In  all  contracts  it  is  required  that  contrac- 
tor shall  not  underlet  or  assign  the  contract  without  written  con- 
sent. In  employment  of  workmen  no  preference  is  to  be  given 
as  between  unionists  and  non-unionists. 

LOCAL    ADMINISTRATION. 

In  response  to  a  request  of  the  House  of  Commons  an  investi- 
gation was  made  and  publislied  in  February,  1898,  to  ascertain 
how  far  the  Fair  Wages  Resolution  was  entering  into  the  con- 
tracts of  urban  districts.  The  information  was  obtained  from 
1,086  districts,  39  of  which  made  no  contract  whatever.  Of  those 
making  contracts  163  districts,  representing  a  population  of 
about  thirteen  millions,  inserted  in  their  contracts  some  clause 
concerning  wages  in  their  contracts.    The  following  table  shows 
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in  detail  the  number  of  districts  and  the  population  represented 
in  each  particular  specification  of  wages.*

It  is  noticeable  from  this  table  that  the  larger  boroughs  are 
much  more  inclined  to  specify  conditions  regarding  wages  than 
the  smaller  divisions. 

Regarding  hours  of  labor,  61  contracts  stipulated  that  the 
usual  number  of  hours  of  labor  in  the  specific  trade  could  be 
called  for  by  the  contractors  and  no  more.  Fifty-one  contracts 
made  mention  of  the  competency  of  workmen,  usually  making  it 
possible  for  the  official  overseer  to  determine  the  qualifications  of 
any  workman.  Regarding  sub-letting  or  sub-contracting,  forty- 
three  clauses  made  provisions,  usually  making  the  contractor  re- 
sponsible for  the  enforcing  of  the  Fair  Wages  R^olution.  Nine- 
teen clauses  called  for  the  employment  of  local  workmen  as  far 
aa  possible,  although  none  were  more  emphatic  than  mere  sugges- 
tion. For  the  breaking  of  the  contract  in  regard  to  labor  condi- 
tions thirty-one  clauses  made  specific  penalty  to  be  enforced

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agftinst  the  contractor.  This  report  pictures  a  condition  more 
favorable  than  in  1893  when  a  similar  investigation  was  made. 
At  that  time  only  86  contracts  containing  clanffses  calling  for  the 
payment  of  the  current  rate  of  wages  were  recorded, — a  gain  in 
a  period  of  five  years  of  nearly  a  hundred  per  cent.  Clauses 
concerning  the  hours  of  labor  also  show  a  considerable  increase 
(38  in  1893  as  against  61  in  1898).  In  short,  the  report  shows 
tiiat  an  increasing  number  of  municipalities  have  taken  up  the 
spirit  of  the  Fair  Wages  Resolution  and  are  expressly  stipulating 
its  terms  in  their  public  contracts. 

In  making  provision  for  payment  of  current  rates  of  wages  in 
public  contracts  the  action  of  the  London  School  Board  ante- 
dated the  final  report  of  the  "  Sweating  Committee.^' 

As  early  as  February,  1889,  the  School  Board  adopted  a  clause 
relative  to  the  payment  of  fair  wages  in  their  contract  woi*, 
each  person  submitting  a  bid  being  compelled  to  sign  a  declara- 
tion to  that  effect.  Soon  after  a  resolution  was  passed  condemn- 
ing the  task  system  and  imposing  on  any  infraction  a  penalty 
of  refusal  to  consider  further  bids.  In  June  of  1890  the  mini- 
mum salary  to  be  paid  to  workmen  in  the  various  building  trades 
was  definitely  fixed. 

In  September,  1902,  however,  the  specified  amounts  were  left 
omty  and  the  general  clause  concerning  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages 
alone  was  specified.  In  May,  1895,  the  board  decided  not  only  to 
regulate  the  minimum  wage  rate  in  all  contracts  for  supplies 
and  building  operations,  but  also  the  hours  of  labor,  each  contract 
containing  a  detailed  table  of  wages  and  hours.  In  October,  1896, 
the  board  defined  the  conditions  of  contract  work  as  follows: 

•Article  6. — ^Wherever  the  rates  of  London  are  in  force,  the  contractor 
shaU  pay  his  workmen  wages  which  shall  not  he  less  than  those  agreed  upon 
by  the  builders'  association  Of  London  and  the  representatives  of  the  unions 
of  the  building  trades,  the  rate  of  wages  actually  recognized  being  written  on 
the  schedule  attached.    •    •    ♦ 

Each  violation  of  this  diCuse  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  $25,  payable 
by  the  contrmctor  to  the  School  Board.    •    •    • 

Article  7. — ^During  the  time  of  the  contract,  the  employer  shall  observe  the 
following  rules: 

a)  A  copy  of  the  schedule  relating  to  the  amount  of  wages  shall  be  posted 
in  all  workshops  in  a  conspicuous  position.  Violation  of  this  rule  is  punish- 
able by  a  fine  of  $5  per  day. 

b)  The  contractor  shall,  when  called  upon,  place  before  the  School  Board 
the  weekly  pay-roll,  containing  the  names  and  salaries  of  all  employees. 
Each  violation  of  this  rule  is  punishable  by  a  fine  of  $15. 

Article  22. — No  portion  of  the  work  may  be  sub-let  (except  works  intended 
to  be  done  by  spcfcial  workers)  without  the  written  consent  of  the  arc^teet; 
and  each  violation  is  punishable  by  a  fine  of  $25. 
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The  contractor  shall  be  entirely  reepoiuible  for  all  work  which  he  may  sub- 
let; and  all  such  work  shall  be  subject  to  the  conditions  of  Article  6. 

The  woi*  of  the  London  Council  is  probably  the  most  radical 
of  any  of  the  state  attempts  to  better  the  conditions  of  laborers 
on  government  contract  work.  The  earliest  attempt  in  this  direc- 
tion was  made  in  March,  1889,  when  the  council  required  that 
contractors  on  works  controlled  by  them  shojald  pay  fair  rates  of 
wages  and  observe  the  customary  working  day.  In  1892  contrac- 
tors were  required  to  sign  a  declaration  agreeing  to  pay  the 
trade  union  rate  of  wages  and  observe  the  union  conditions  as 
to  hours  and  other  details  of  employment,  the  first  attempt  hav- 
ing been  found  too  vague  to  bring  about  the  required  results.  It 
was  found  possible  to  insist  on  this  clause  in  all  contracts,  and 
therefore,  a  list  of  rates  of  wages  and  hours  of  labor  which  were 
baaed  on  trade  union  rates  was  kept  on  file  in  the  county  hall. 
Glauses  were  also  inserted  prohibiting  evasion  of  the  terms  of 
the  contract  by  sub-contracting. 

During  the  same  year  (1892)  also,  the  council  through  the 
works  committee  instituted  the  policy  of  direct  employment.  The 
committee  obtained  premises  for  workshops  and  purchased  the 
necessary  machinery  for  the  work  to  be  done.  The  first  work 
undertaken  was  the  erection  of  a  fire  station  costing  |80,000. 
The  repair  work  under  the  control  of  the  committee  also  was 
done  by  direct  employment.  For  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31, 
1897,  1,825  woAmen,  drawing  wages  aggregating  |14,000  per 
week,  were  employed,  and  in  six  months  of  1905  between  3,000 
and  4,000  employees  completed  works  and  contracts  to  the  value 
of  fl,946,600.  Comparison  with  contract  prices  paid  by  the 
London  School  Board  showed  that  the  work  of  the  works  com- 
mfittee  from  the  point  of  view  of  economy  compared  favorably 
with  the  contract  system.  Moreover,  it  is  urged  that  the  system 
of  submitting  bids  for  government  contracts  to  both  the  works 
department  and  to  private  contractors  has  a  wholesome  effect 
in  preventing  combinations  of  contractors.  The  work  of  the 
council  is  so  important  and  has  been  so  successful  that  its  stand- 
ing rules  as  to  wages  and  conditions  of  labor  are  given  in  full. 

244.  (1)  There  shmll  be  kept  at  the  oouDty-hall  Ik  Uet  of  the  ratee  of  wa^es  and  the  hours 
of  labor  to  be  paid  and  obeerved  by  the  Council  in  worka  which  are  in  the  nature  of  construction 
or  manufacture,  and  which  the  Coundl  may  reeohre  to  cafry  out  without  the  intervention  of  a 
oontraetor  on  a  site  wholly  or  partially  within  a  radius  of  20  miles  measured  in  a  straifcht  line 
from  Charinic  Croai. 

The  liet  shall  be  settled  by  the  Council  on  the  recommendation  of  the  works  committee,  and 
shall  be  based  on  the  rates  of  wages  and  hours  of  labor  recon^ised  by  associations  of  employers 
and  trade  unione  and  in  practice  obtained  in  London,  and  shall  form  part  of  the  standing  orders 
of  the  CouBcU. 

The  Ust  shaU.  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  works  committee,  be  from  time  to  time 
rvriaed  by  the  CouBeQ  so  as  to  keep  it  at  all  times  as  far  as  possible  in  accordance  with  the 
ratea  ci  wagea  and  hoon  of  labor  for  the  time  being  recognised  by  associations  of  employers 
•ad  trade  unioDs  and  in  practioe  obtained  in  London. 
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Where  in  any  trade  there  is  no  trade  union,  the  Council  shall  fix  the  rates  of  wages  and  houn 
of  labor,  and  shaU  from  time  to  time  revise  the  same  as  may  be  necessary. 

The  list  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  public  inspection. 

(2)  In  inviting  tenders  for  vorks  in  the  nature  of  construction  or  manufacture  to  be  executed 
within  a  radius  of  20  miles  measured  in  a  straight  line  from  Charing  Cross  or  on  a  site  partly 
within  and  partly  outside  the  radius,  the  advertisements  and  instructions  or  tender  shall  state 
that  in  the  case  of  all  workmen  to  be  employed  by  the  contractor  he  will  be  required  to  pay 
wages  at  rates  not  lees,  and  to  observe  hours  of  labor  not  greater,  than  the  rates  and  hours  set 
out'  in  the  Council's  list,  and  that  such  rates  of  wages  and  hours  of  labor  will  be  inserted  in  a 
schedule  to  and  will  form  pai;t  of  the  contract,  and  penalties  shall  be  enforced  for  any  breach 
thereof,  and  if  the  contractor  employ  any  workman  or  workmen  in  any  trade  not  included  in 
the  Council's  list  the  rates  of  pay  shall  not  be  less,  nor  the  hours  of  labor  more  than  those 
recognized  by  associations  of  employers  and  trade  imions  and  in  practice  obtained  in  London. 

As  regards  each  contract  the  list  shall  be  that  in  force  at  the  date  of  the  tender. 

245.  When  the  contractor  in  connection  with  the  works  contracted  for  intends  to  employ 
labor  beyond  the  site  of  such  works  and  a  radius  of  20  miles  aforesaid  from  Charing  Cross,  he 
shall  be  required,  in  addition  to  the  above,  to  insert  in  the  said  schedule  the  namra  of  the  various 
classes  of  labor  which  he  intends  to  employ,  together  with  the  places  where  such  labor  will  be 
employed,  and  the  rates  of  wages  and  hours  of  labor  to  be  paid  and  observed  in  respect  to  each 
class  of  labor,  and  no  tender  shall  be  accepted  unless  the  rates  of  wages  and  hours  of  labor 
inserted  in  such  schedule  be  proved  to  be  the  rates  and  hours  recognised  at  the  date  of  the 
tender  by  associations  of  employers  and  trade  unions  and  in  practice  obtained  in  the  district 
where  the  work  is  to  be  done,  and  such  schedule  will  be  added  to  and  will  form  part  of  the 
contract,  and  penalties  shall  be  enforced  for  any  breach  thereof. 

246.  (1)  In  all  contracts  for  the  supply  of  raw  material  or  manufactured  articles,  other  than 
general  contracts  for  the  supply  of  stores  to  be  used  in  maintenance,  a  clause  shall  whenever 
practicable  be  inserted  that,  with  respect  to  all  materials  or  articles  produced  or  manufactured 
or  supplied  by  the  contractor.  th6  contractor  will  in  the  production  or  manufacture  or  supply 
thereof  (as  the  case  may  be)  pay  and  observe  the  following  rates  of  wages  and  hours  of  labor,  viz: 

(a)  Where  the  production  or  manufacture  or  supply  thereof  is  carried  on  within  a  radius  of 
20  miles  aforesaid  from  Charing  Cross,  the  rates  of  wages  and  hours  of  labor  appearing  in  the 
Council's  list,  and  if  the  contractor  employ  any  workman  or  workmen  in  any  trade  not  included 
in  the  Council's  list,  the  rates  of  pay  shall  not  be  less,  nor  the  hours  of  labor  more  than  those 
recognized  by  associations  of  employers  and  trade  unions  and  in  practice  obtained  in  London. 

(6)  Where  the  production  or  manufacture  or  supply  thereof  is  carried  on  beyond  a  radius 
of  20  miles  aforesaid  from  Charing  Cross,  the  rates  of  wages  and  hours  of  labor  recognized  by 
associations  of  employers  and  trade  unions  and  in  practice  obtained  in  the  district  where  it  is 
carried  on. 

(2)  But  any  committee  shall  have  power  to  insert  the  said  clause  in  any  contract  for 
stores  when  the  conditions  of  purchase  will  allow  it:  Proi-ided,  That  in  the  case  of  articles 
manufactured  at  places  beyond  a  radius  of  20  mils*  aforesaid  from  Charing  Cross  the  London 
rates  of  wages  and  hours  of  labor  shall  not  apply  or  be  required  in  respect  of  the  manufacture, 
although  the  articles  are  supplied  within  that  limit. 

247.  In  the  case  of  contracts  for  works  in  the  nature  of  construction  or  manufacture  all 
instructions  for  tender  and  contracts  shall  respectively,  ns  far  as  possible,  contain  the  following 
statements  and  clauses: 

In  the.  instruciiona  for  tender. 

Tenders  must  be  on  the  annexed  form,  and  be  accompanied  by  the  unnexed  form  of  contract 
and  the  schedules  thereto.  ^ 

The  contract  will  bind  the  contractor  to  pay  to  oil  workmen  (except  a  reasonable  number  of 
his  legally  bound  apprentices)  employed  by  him  wpges,  and  wages  for  overtime,  at  rates  not 
le«s,  and  to  observe  and  cause  to  be  observed  by  such  workmen,  hours  of  labor  not  greater,  than 
those  provided  for  by  the  schedule  to  the  form  of  contract. 

As  regards  all  work  to  be  done  at  Ihe  site  mentioned  in  the  specification  in  the  first  schedule 
to  the  form  of  contract  or  elsewhere  within  a  radius  of  20  miles  measured  in  a  straight  line  from 
Charing  Ooss,  in  the  county  of  I>ondon,  the  minimum  rate  of  wages  and  wages  for  over- 
time, and  the  maximum  hours  of  labor,  will  be  found  set  out  in  the  list  forming  Part  I  of  the 
schedule. 

As  regards  all  work  to  be  done  outside  the  site  and  the  radius  aforesaid,  the  tenderer  must 
before  delivering  his  tender  complete  the  list  of  rates  of  wages,  wages  for  overtime  and  hours 
of  labor  forming  Part  II  of  the  said  schedule,  by  specifying  the  place  or  places  outside  the 
site  and  the  radius  aforesaid  at  which  any  work  is  proposed  to  be  done,  and  by  filling  into  the 
proper  columns  against  each  trade  specified  the  rates  of  wages,  wages  for  overtime  and  houni  of 
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labor  proposed  to  be  paid  and  observed  by  the  tenderer,  which  must  be  those  at  the  date  of  the 
tender  recognized  by  assooiations  of  employers  and  trade  unions  and  in  practice  obtained  in 
the  district  in  which  the  work  is  to  be  don«» 

The  contract  will  also  forbid  the  contractor  to  assign  or  underlet  the  contract  or  any  part  of  it 
or  sub-contract  except  with  the  consent  of  the  Council  and  upon  such  conditions  as  they  may 
think  fit,  but  if  the  tenderer  at  the  time  of  tendering  states  his  desire  to  sub-let  or  sub-contract 
for  any  portions  of  the  work  not  usually  done  by  him,  the  Council  will  agree  to  such  sub-letting 
or  sub-contracting  to  or  with  an  approved  person,  the  principal  contractor  being  responsible 
to  the  Council  for  the  work  being  done  under  the  same  conditions  as  if  done  by  himself. 

On  the  foregoing  heads,  and  generally,  reference  should  be  made  to  the  form  of  contract. 

In  the  form  of  contract. 

A.  The  contractor  shall  at  all  times  during  the  continuance  of  this  contract  abide  by,  perform , 
observe,  fulfil,  and  keep  all  and  singular  the  stipulations  foUowing,  that  is  to  say — 

(1)  The  contractor  shaU  pay  all  workmen  (except  a  reasonable  number  of  his  legally  bound 
i4)prentices)  employed  by  him  in  and  about  the  execution  of  this  contract  or  any  part  thereof 
wages,  and  wages  for  overtime  respectively,  at  rates  not  Jess  than  the  rates  stated  in  the 
schedule  hereto,  and  for  each  and  every  breach  by  the  contractor  of  this  stipulation,  and  not- 
withstanding the  condonation  of  any  prior  or  other  breach,  the  contractor  shall  on  demand  pay 
to  the  Council  as  liquidated  damages  and  not  as  a  penalty,  the  sum  of  £5  [$24.33]. 

(2)  The  contractor  shall  observe  and  cause  to  be  observed  by  all  Such  workmen  hours  of  labor 
not  greater  than  the  hoius  of  labor  stated  in  the  said  schedule,  and  for  each  and  every  breach 
by  the  contractor  of  this  stipulation,  and  notwithstanding  the  condonation  of  any  prior  or  other 
breach,  the  contractor  shall  on  demand  pay  to  the  Council  as  liquidated  damsges  and  not  as  a 
penalty  for  each  day  on  which  any  such  breach  shaU  be  committed,  and  for  each  workman  in 
respect  to  whom  it  shalhbe  committed,  the  sum  of  5b.  [11.22]  per  hour  for  every  hour  during 
which,  on  each  day,  each  such  workman  shall  be  employed  by  the  contractor  beyond  the  maxi- 
mum number  of  hours  stated  in  the  said  schedule:  Provided,  That  this  stipulation  shall  not  be 
construed  to  prohibit  overtime,  if  such  overtime  be  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  trade 
unions  concerned. 

(3)  The  contractor  shall  at  all  times  during  the  continuance  of  this  contract  display  and 
keep  displayed  upon  the  site  of  the  works  and  in  every  factory,  workshop  or  place  occupied  or 
used  by  the  contractor  in  or  about  the  execution  of,  this  contract  in  a  position  in  which  the  same 
nuty  be  easily  read  by  all  workmen  employed  by  the  contractor  in  or  about  the  execution  of 
this  contract,  a  clearly  printed  or  written  copy  of  the  said  schedule  hereto. 

(4)  The  contractor  shall  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time  during  the  continuance  of  this 
eontract,  whenever  called  upon  so  to  do  by  the  clerk  for  the  time  being  of  the  Council,  produce 
to  such  officer  or  officers  of  the  Council  as  the  clerk  may  direct,  the  time  and  wages  books  and 
sheets  of  the  contractor  in  order  to  show  to  the  satisfaction  of  such  officer  or  officers  whether 
or  not  the  stipulations  contained  in  this  clause  have  been  and  are  being  complied  with. 

(5)  Should  any  workman  in  the  employment  of  the  contractor  be  not  paid  the  scheduled 
rate  of  wages,  the  Council  may  pay  to  any  workman  or  workmen  who  may  have  been  underpaid 
the  difference  between  the  amount  of  wages  which  he  may  have  been  paid  by  the  contractors 
and  the  amotmt  which  he  would  have  been  paid  if  the  stipulation  as  to  wages  had  been  observed  • 
and  may  deduct  from,  any  moneys  due  or  to  become  due  to  the  contractor  under  the  contract 
the  amount  of  the  said  difference  so  paid  to  such  workman  or  workmen. 

B.  The  contractor  shall  not,  without  the  written  consent  of  the  Council  under  the  hand  of 
its  clerk,  which  consent  may  be^pven  subject  to  such  conditions  (if  any)  as  the  Ck>uncil  may 
think  fit  to  impose,  assign  or  imderlet  this  contract  or  any  part  thereof,  or  make  any  sub- 
contract for.  the  execution  or  performance  of  the  said  works  or  any  part  thereof,  and  for  each 
and  every  breach  by  the  contractor  of  this  clause  the  contractor  shall,  notwithstanding  the 
condonation  of  any  prior  or  other  breach,  on  demand  pay  to  the  Council  as  liquidated  damages 
and  not  as  a  penalty  the  sum  of  £200  [$973.30]. 

C.  Any  sum  or  sums  of  money  which  on  breach  by  the  contractor  of  any  one  or  more  of  the 
stipulations  aforesaid  in  clauses  A  and  B,  may  from  time  to  time  become  payable  by  the  con- 
tractor to  the  CcmncU  as  liquidated  damages,  may  either  be  recovered  by  the  Coimcil  from  the 
contractor  by  action  or  other  legal  proceedings,  or  may  be  deducted  and  retained  by  the  Coun- 
eil  out  of  any  moneys  due  or  to  become  due  from  the  Council  to  the  contractor  under  this 
coitract,  or  the  Council  may  obtain  payment  thereof,  partly  in  the  one  mode  and  partly  in 
the  other. 

In  case  of  any  breach  by  the  contractor  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  stipulations  aforesaid  in 
dausee  A  and  B,  or  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  provisions  contained  in  the  schedule  hereto,  it  • 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Council  (and  instead  of  claiming  payment  to  them  by  the  contractor 
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of  the  liquidated  damages,  if  any.  payable  by  the  oontraetor  as  aforesaid  iii*^respeet  of  suoh 
breach),  to  determine  this  contract  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  they  hare 
power  to  determine  the  same  under  clause  (a)  in  the  events  therein  mentioned,  and  if  this 
contract  shall  be  determined  under  this  present  power,  then  all  the  provisioDs  of  that  clause 
shall  apply  as  if  this  contract  had  been  determined  under  that  cisnse.

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Part  n  of  this  whedule  is  believed  to  indnde  all  the  tradee  which  the  contractor  may  require 
to  employ  in  or  abont  the  execution  of  this  contract  outside  the  site  and  radius  aforesaid.  If, 
however,  he  should  employ  outside  the  site  and  radius  aforesaid  any  workman  or  workmen 
in  any  trade  not  so  included,  the  rate  of  waees  and  rates  of  wages  for  overtime  to  be  paid 
to  such  workman  or  workmen  are  not  to  be  lew,  and  his  or  their  hours  of  labor  are  not  to 
be  more  than  the  rate  of  wages  and  rate  of  wagee  for  overtime  emd  hours  of  labor  respectively, 
which  at  the  date  of  the  contractor's  tender  yien  recognised  by  associations  of  employers  and 
trade  unions  and  in  practice  obtained  in  the  district  in  which  the  work  is  done. 

248.  There  shall  be  inserted  in  every  contract  a  clause  prohibiting  the  contractor  from 
entering  into  any  subcontract  without  the  consent  of  the  Council,  and  in  granting  such  con- 
sent the  Council  shall  require  the  contractor  to  enter  into  an  agreement  which  will  secure  the 
obeervanoe  of  the  following  conditions  vii: 

That  no  subcontract  shall  operate  to  relieve  the  contractor  from  any  of  his  liabilities  or  obli- 
gations, and  that  the  contractor  shall  be  responsible  for  aU  the  acts,  defaults  and  neglects  of 
the  subcontractor  as  fully  as  if  they  were  the  acts,  defaults  and  neglects  of  the  contractor, 
and  that  there  riiall  be  inserted  in  the  subcontract  a  covenant  by  the  subcontractor  that  he 
will  pay  all  workmen  employed  by  him  in  or  about  the  execution  of  such  subcontract  rates  of 
wages  not  lees,  and  obs«^re  and  cause  to  be  observed  by  such  workmen  hours  of  labor  not 
noore  than  the  rates  of  wages  and  hours  of  labor  following,  that  is  to  say,  as  regards  all  work 
done  up<»i  a  site,  any  part  of  which  is  within  a  radius  of  twenty  miles,  measured  in  a  straight 
line  from  Charing  Cross  the  rates  of  wages  and  hours  of  labor  set  out  in  the  schedule  appended 
to  the  original  contract  as  applicable  to  work  done  within  such  radius  and  as  regards  all  other 
work  such  rates  of  wages  and  hours  of  labor  as  at  the  date  of  the  subcontract  are  recognized 
by  associations  of  employers  and  trade  unions  and  in  practice  obtained  in  the  several  districts 
where  the  work  is  done,  and  that  such  rates  of  wages  and  hours  of  labor  be  inserted  in  a  schedule 
to  the  subcontract,  but  in  no  case  shaU  such  rates  of  wages  be  less  or  hours  of  labor  greater 
than  those  set  out  in  the  wages  and  hours  schedule  of  Jthe  contract  between  the  Council  and 
the  contractor,  and  that  in  caaA  of  any  breach  by  the  subcontractor  of  the  covenant  as  regards 
rates  of  wages  and  hours  of  labor  to  be  inserted  in  any  subcontract  (and  notwithstanding  the 
connivance  of  the  contractor  in  or  condonation  by  such  contractor  of  such  breach  or  any  prior 
breach)  the  contractor  shall  for  every  such  breach  as  regards  the  rates  of  wages  on  demand  pay 
to  the  Council  as  liquidated  damages,  and  not  as  a  penalty,  the  sum  of  £5  [f24.33],  and  shall 
for  every  such  breach  as  regards  the  hours  of  labor  on  demand  pay  to  the  Council  as  liquidated 
damages,  and  not  as  a  penalty,  for  each  day  on  which  such  breach  shall  be  committed,  and  for 
each  workman  in  respect  to  whom  it  shall  have  been  committed,  the  sum  of  5s.  [11.22]  per 
hour  for  every  hour  during  which  such  workman  shall  have  been  employed  by  the  subcontrac- 
tor beyond  the  maximum  number  of  hours  during  which  under  the  terms  of  the  said  covenant 
be  ought  to  have  been  employed. 

And  that  the  subcontractor  shall  at  all  times,  during  the  continuation  of  the  subcontract 
diaplay  and  keep  displayed  on  the  works  and  in  every  factory  or  workshop,  or  place  occupied 
or  used  by  the  subcontractor  in  or  about  the  execution  of  the  ^bcontract,  in  a  position  in 
which  the  same  may  be  easily  read  by  an  workmen  employed  by  the  subcontractor  in  or  about 
the  execution  of  the  subcontract,  a  clearly  printed  or  written  copy  of  the  said  schedule  and 
that  thfe  subcontractor  shall  at  any  time,  and  from  time  to  time  during  the  continuance  of 
the  subcontract,  whenever  called  upon  so  to  do  by  the  clerk  of  the  Coimcii.  produce  to  such 
oflBcer  or  oflScers  of  the  Council  as  the  clerk  may  direct  the  time  and  wages,  books  and  sheets 
of  the  subcontractors,  to  Aow  whether  or  not  this  stipulation  has  been  and  is  being  complied 
with. 

Provided,  That  this  standing  order  shall  not  be  construed  as  prohibiting  the  subcontracter 
without  the  consent  of  the  Council  from  purchasing  or  subcontracting  for  the  supply  of  any 
materials;  articles  or  things  required  for  the  execution  of  the  contract  which  are  ordinarily  to 
be  purchased  wholesale  in  the  market  or  of  wholesale  merchants  or  manufacturers. 

249.  Committees  of  the  Council  before  inviting  tenders  are  empowered  in  any  case  in  which 
they  consider  it  desirable  to  direct  the  insertion  at  the  head  of  the  schedule  of  rates  of  wages 
and  hours  of  labor  in  the  form  of  contract  the  following  provision,  but  such  provision  shall  not 
be  inserted  except  by  express  direction  of  a  committee. 

The  lists  of  wages  and  hours  of  labor  in  Part  I  and  Part  II  of  the  schedule  are  severally  to 
be  binding  on  the  contractor  subject  to  the  following  proviso  which  is  to  be  considered  as  in- 
eluded  in  each  part  of  the  schedule,  that  is  to  say — 

Provided,  ahoaye.  That  if  at  uiy  time  or  times  and  so  often  as  the  same  may  happen  during 
the  continuance  of  this  contract  in  any  trade  mentioned  or  referred  to  in  this  part  of  this  schedule 
a  different  rate  of  wages  or  different  hours  of  l^bor  from  the  rate  of  wages  or  hoiu-s  of  labor 
respectively  provided  for  w  tM«  P»rt  of  this  scbediijf  pMI  f^ter  the  date  of  this  contract  be 
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agreed  to  between  the  aatociations  of  emplosrera  and  the  union  of  workmen  in  auch  trade  in 
the  district  in  which  the  work  is  being  or  is  to  be  done  then,  from  the  date  of  any  such  agree- 
ment, and  so  long  only  and  to  such  extent  only  as  the  same  shall  be  in  force,  the  rate  of  wages 
or  hours  so  agreed  upon  shall  be  considered  as  substituted  in  this  part  of  the  schedule  for  the 
rate  of  wages  or  hours  provided  for  in  this  part  of  this  schedule  for  the  same  class  of  laboi* 
and  stipulations  1  and  2  in  clause  A  of  this  contract  shall  be  construed  and  have  force  and 
effect  in  all  respects  as  if  the  substituted  rate  o(  wages  or  hours  had  originally  been  provided 
for  in  this  part  of  this  schedule  instead  of  the  rate  of  wages  or  hours  therein  provided  for, 
and  for  this  purpose  any  such  agreement  as  aforesaid  between  the  associations  of  employers 
and  the  union  of  workmen  in  any  trade  in  the  London  district  shall  be  considered  as  I4>pl3ring 
to  all  work  done  in  that  trade  at  the  site  mentioned  in  the  specification  in  the  first  schedule  or 
within  the  radius  mentioned  in  Part  I  of  thia  schedule. 

CONCLUSION. 

1.  The  general  view  taken  by  all  committees  and  individuals 
who  have  attempted  to  definitely  interpret  the  "Fair  Wages 
Clause  "  is  that  the  hours  of  labor  are  those  which  prevail  in  the 
trade  unions  in  the  vicinity  and  that  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages 
is,  in  effect,  the  trade  union  rate. 

2.  Subcontracting  is  i)ermissible  only  when  the  contract  allows 
and  then  the  liability  of  the  original  contractor  for  the  carrying 
out  of  the  ^^  Fair  Wages  Clause  "  still  holds. 

3.  Insurance  of  workingmen  against  accidents  has  to  some 
degree  been  taken  up.  In  the  case  of  Ventnor,  for  example,  the 
following  clause  appears  in  contracts:  "And  further,  that  the 
said  contractor  will  bear  and  pay  all  damages  and  expenses  that 
may  be  incurred  in  respect  to  any  damage  to  life,  person,  or 
property,  in  consequence  of  any  act,  omission  or  neglect  of  them- 
selves, or  their  workmen,  or  agents,  during  the  progress  of  said 
works  and  until  the  same  shall  have  been  certified  by  the  said 
sur\'eyors  as  being  complete."* 

In  regard  to  arbitration  the  committee  appointed  to  investi- 
gate the  workings  of  the  "  Fair  Wages  Resolution  "  defined  the 
spirit  of  the  resolution  in  this  respect  as  follows:  "Any  agree- 
ments tending  to  regulate  the  rate  of  wages  or  the  conditions 
of  employment  which  may  be  come  to  between  masters  and  men, 
should  as  far  as  possible  be  recognized  and  encouraged."  A  num- 
ber of  municipalities,  notably  Brighton,  Leeds,  Ram»gate  and 
Whitby,  have  special  clauses  in  contracts  enjoining  contractors 
to  arbitration.

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CANADA. 

In  1897  the  Postmaster  General  of  Canada  initiated  the  move- 
ment toward  bettering  the  condition  of  laborers  employed  on  gov- 
ernment contract  work,  by  calling  for  an  investigation  of  the 
conditions  of  those  workers  engaged  in  carrying  out  clothing  con- 
tracts. This  investigation  was  made  by  Mr.  W.  L.  MacKenzie 
^  King,  and  the  following  year  was  printed  by  order  of  the  House 
of  Commons.*  It  was  found  that  In  practically  every  case  the 
contract  had  been  sublet  by  the  original  contractor,  by  which 
method  the  contractor  was  relieved  of  the  duty  of  properly  carry- 
ing out  the  contract,  at  the  same  time  reaping  the  financial  bene- 
fits. The  subcontractor  having  in  turn  his  profit  to  make,  re- 
sorted to  sweat  shop  methods  to  accomplish  the  result.  The 
home  of  the  subcontractor  was  generally  used  as  a  work  shop, 
although  in  a  large  number  of  cases  the  work  was  done  in  the 
homies  of  the  workers.  Women  were  usually  employed,  since 
their  labor  was  cheaper  than  that  of  men.  Wages  ranged  from 
fl.25  a  week  to  f 5  for  the  best  paid  hands.  The  average  was 
from  f2.50  to  |3.00  a  week.  The  pay  of  the  men  was  but  little 
higher  than  that  of  the  women.  In  the  case  of  children  a  large 
proportion  of  those  employed  received  no  pay  but  were  classed 
as  apprentices,  though  when  their  apprenticeship  ended  their  value 
as  laborers  ceased  to  the  subcontractor.  In  some  cases  a  remun- 
eration of  a  few  cents  a  day  was  paid.  In  the  country  districts 
where  work  was  sent  from  the  cities  the  conditions  were 
even  worse.  A  case  was  cited  in  which  a  woman  and  her  son 
working  fifteen  hours  a  day  at  making  military  overcoats  earned 
at  piece  rates  14  a  week. 

Under  this  system  the  subcontractors  realized  large  profits. 
One  subcontractor  stated  that  he  always  made  a  net  profit  of  at 
least  as  much  as  was  paid  out  in  wages. 

From  a  sanitary  standpoint  it  was  found  that  the  conditions 
in  the  dwellings  in  which  clothing  was  manaufactured  were 
extremely  bad.  The  workshops  were  so  numerous  and  scattered 
over  such  a  large  area  it  was  well  nigh  impossible  to  properly 
inspect  them.  In  many  cases,  even  their  existence  was  unknown. 
The  majority  of  the  workers  were  able  by  extreme  application  to 
obtain  a  bare  subsistence  and,  therefore,  in  time  of  sickness  from 
contagious  disease  were  little  inclined  to  report  the  case  to  the 
authorities,  inasmuch  as  by  so  doing  their  only  source  of  income 
would  be  cut  off. 

The  result  of  the  public  exposure  of  this  system  by  which  the 
government  put  a  premium  on  sweating,  was  that  in  March,  1900, 

♦W.  L.  HacKenrie  King — Report  to  the  honorable,  the  Postmaster-General,  of  the  methods 
adopted  in  the  carrying  out  of  goyemment  clothing  contracts.  Ottawa.  1899. 
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the  Minister  of  Labor  presented  to  the  House  of  Ck>mmons  the 
following  resolution: 

*'  That  all  govemment  contracts  should  contain  such  conditions  as  will  pre^ 
vent  abuses  which  may  arise  from  the  sub-letting  of  such  contracts,  and  that 
every  effort  should  be  made  to  secure  the  payment  of  audi  wages  as  are  gener- 
ally accepted  as  current  in  each  trade  for  competent  workmen  in  the  district 
where  the  work  is  carried  ou^  and  that  this  House  oordiaUy  concurs  in  such 
policy,  and  deems  it  the  duty  of  the  govemment  to  take  immediate  steps  to 
give  effect  thereto. 

"  It  is  hereby  declared  that  the  work  to  which  the  foregoing  policy  shall 
apply  includes  not  only  work  undertaken  by  the  government  itself,  but  also 
all  works  aided  by  grant  of  Dominion  public  funds." 

This  resolution  although  not  passed  by  the  House  of  Commons 
until  July  17,  was  practically  in  force  from  the  time  of  its  pro- 
posal by  the  Minister  of  Labor,  for  in  the  various  departments 
all  contracts  were  immediately  made  subject  to  its  provisions. 
During  the  course  of  the  discussion  the  following  additional 
clause  was  suggested  and  passed  as  part  of  the  resolution : 

^'  That  it  13  not  expedient  to  mix  with  this  proposal  the  salaries  of  those 
employed  in  the  public  departments  of  the  government." 

Following  the  action  of  the  House  of  Commons  the  Legisla- 
ture of  the  Province  of  Ontario  passed  a  similar  resolution  in 
regard  to  provincial  conti*act  work. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  began  immediately  to  incor- 
porate in  their  contracts  provisions  tending  to  carry  out  the 
spirit  of  the  "  Fair  Wages  Resolution."  The  schedules  which 
were  appended  to  all  contracts  for  buildings,  docks,  river  and 
harbor  improvement  and  other  works  of  the  department  were  as 
follows : 

1.  The  contractor  shall  not  assign  or  sublet  this  contract  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof  for  the 
execution  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  work  included  in  said  contract,  and  no  pretended  assign- 
ment or  subcontract  will  be  recognised  or  in  any  way  affect  any  of  the  following  conditions  or 
other  provisions  of  said  contract. 

2.  All  workmen  employed  upon  the  work  comprehended  in  and  to  be  executed  pursuant  to 
the  said  contract  shall  be  residents  of  Canada,  unless  the  Minister  is  of  opinion  that  Canadian 
labor  is  not  available,  or  that  emergencies  or  other  special  circumstances  eodst  which  would 
render  it  contrary  to  public  interest  to  enforce  the  foregoing  condition  in  respect  of  the  em- 
ployment of  resident  Canadian  workmen. 

3.  No  workmen  employed  upon  the  said  work  shall  mi  any  thne  be  paid  lees  than  the  mini- 
mum rate  of  wages  set  forth  in  the  fair  wages  schedule  following:

4.  The  foregoing  schedule  is  intended  to  include  all  the  classes  of  labor  required  for  the  per- 
formance of  the  work,  but  if  any  labor  is  required  which  is  not  provided  for  by  any  of  the 
items  in  the  above  schedule,  the  minirter,  or  other  officer  authorised  by  him.  whenever  and  as 
often  as  the  occasion  shall  arise,  shall  have  the  power  to  fix  the  minimum  rate  of  wagee  payable 
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in  respect  of  any  sueh  labor,  which  minimum  rate  shall  not  be  leas  than  the  rate  of  wages  jaiter- 
aily  accepted  as  current  in  each  trade  or  class  of  labor  for  competent  workmen  in  the  district 
where  the  work  is  being  carried  out. 

5.  The  contractor  shall  not  be  entitled  to  payment  of  any  money  which  woi^  otherwise  .be 
payable  under  the  terms  of  the  said  contract  in  respect  of  work  and  labor  performed  in  the 
execution  of  said  contract,  unless  and  until  he  shall  have  filed  in  the  office  of  the  minister  in 
support  of  his  claim  for  pasrment  a  statement  showing  the  names,  rate  of  wages,  amounts  paid 
and  amounts  (if  any)  due  and  unpaid  for  wages  for  work  and  labor  done  by  any  foseman, 
workmen,  laborer  or  team,  employed  upon  the  said  work,  and  sudi  statemoit  shall  'be  -attsatsd 
by  the  statutory  declaration  of  the  said  contractor,  or  of  such  other  person  or  persons  as  the 
minister  may  indicate  or  require,  and  the  contractor  shall  from  time  to  time  furnish  to  the 
minister  such  further  detailed  information  and  evidence  as  the  minister  may  deem  necessary, 
in  order  to  satisfy  him  that  the  conditions  herein  contained  to  secure  the  payment  of  ^air<wages 
have  been  complied  with,  and  that  the  workmen  so  employed  as  aforesaid  upon  .the  posttoo 
of  the  work  in  respect  of  which  pajrment  is  demanded  have  been  paid  in  full. 

6.  In  the  event  of  default  being  made  in  payment  of  any  money  owing  in  respect  of  wages 
of  any  foremen,  workman  or  laborer,  employed  on  the  said  work,  and  if  a  daim  therefor  is 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  nunister.  and  proof  thereof  satisfactory  to  the  minister  is  funiished. 
the  said  miniwt,er  may  pay  such  claim  out  of  any  moneys  at  any  time  payable  by  fier  Majasty 
under  said  contract  and  the  amounts  so  paid  shall  be  deemed  pasmMnts  to  the  contractor. 

7.  No  portion  of  the  work  shall  be  done  by  piecework. 

8.  The  number  of  working  hours  in  the  day  or  week  shall  be  determined  by  the  custom  of 
the  trade  in  the  district  where  the  work  is  performed  for  each  of  the  different  danes  of  labor 
employed  upon  the  work. 

9.  The  workmen  employed  in  the  performance  of  the  said  contract  shall  not  be  required  to 
work  for  longer  hours  than  those  fixed  by  the  custom  ot  the  trade  in  the  district  wfaere^tiie  work 
is  carried  on,exoept  for  the  protection  of  life  or  property,  or  in  case  of  other  emervendea. 

10.  These  conditions  shall  extend  and  apply  to  moneys  pajrable  for  the  use  or  hire  of  hocsaa 
or  teams,  and  the  persons  entitled  to  payment  for  the  use  or  hire  of  horses  or  teams  shall  haw 
the  like  rights  in  respect  of  monesrs  so  owing  them  as  if  such  moneys  were  pasrable  to  them  in 
respect  of  wages. 

11.  The  contractor  shall  not  be  entitled  to  payment  of  any  of  the  money  whidi  .otherwiw 
would  be  payable  under  the  terms  of  the  said  contract  in  respect  of  any  goods  or  materials 
supplied,  unless  and  until  he  shall  have  filed  in  the  office  of  the  minister,  in  support  of  his  claim 
for  pasrment,  a  statement  showing  the  prices  and  quantities  of  all  the  goods  and  materials  sup- 
plied for  the  performaiice  of  the  work  and  the  amounts  paid  and  amounts  (if  any)  due  and  unpaid 
for  such  goods  and  materials,  the  names  and  addressee  of  the  iwndors,  and  such  other  detailed 
information  and  evidence  attested  by  a  statutory  declaration  of  the  said  contractor,  or  of  such 
other  person  or  persons  as  the  minister  may  indicate  or  require,  or  may  deem  necessary  in  order 
to  satisfy  him  that  the  conditions  herdntcontained  have  been  complied  with  and  that  the  goods 
and  materials  supplied  for  the  portion  of  the  work  in  respect  of  which  payment  is  demanded 
have  been  paid  for  in  full. 

12.  In  the  event  of  default  being  made  in  pasrment  of  any  money  owing  in  respect  of- goods 
and  materials- supplied  for  the  work  in  the  execution  of  the  said  contract,  and  if  a  claim  therefor 
is  filed  in  the  office  of  the  minister  and  proof  of  such  daim  satisfactory  to  the  minister  is  furnished 
the  minister  may,  out  of  the  moneys  at  any  time  payable  by  Her  Majesty  under  said.ooBtaaet, 
pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid,  such  claim,  and  the  amounts  so  paid  shall  be  deemed  payments  to  the 
cfuitractor. 

The  Department  of  Railwaje  and  Canals  adopted  the  following 
conditions  to  be  incorporated  in  all  contracts: 

"  In  case  any  sum  due  for  the  labor  of  any  foreman,  workman  or  laborer, 
or  for  any  team  employed  upon  or  in  respect  of  the  said  works,  or  Any  of 
them,  remains  unpaid,  the  engineer  may  notify  the  ccmtractor  to  pay  such  ^ 
Bum,  and  if  two  days  elapse,  and  the  same  be  not  paid.  His  Majesty  may  j>ay 
such  sum,  and  the  contractor  covenants  with  His  Majesty  to  repay,  at  once, 
any  and  every  sum  so  paid,  and  if  the  contractor  does  not  repay  the  same 
within  two  days.  His  Majesty  may  deduct  the  amount  or  amounts  so  paid 
by  him  from  any  sum  that  may  then  or  thereafter  be  or  become  dvm  by  Wm 
Majesty  to  the  contractor. 
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"No  laborers  shall  be  employed  on  or  about  the  works  hereby  contracted 
for  who  are  not  citizens  or  residents  of  Canada,  but  the  minister  may  in 
writing  waive  the  provisions  of  this  clause,  either  in  general  or  to  a  limited 
extent,  should  he  deem  it  expedient  so  to  do. 

"  The  minimum  rate  of  wages  to  be  paid  by  the  contractor  for  the  labor  of 
any  foreman  or  workman,  or  the  minimum  rate  of  hire  for  any  team,  in  or 
about  the  said  works,  shall  not  be  less  than  the  rate  of  wages  generally  ac- 
cepted as  current  for  competent  workmen  in  the  same  or  similar  trades  or 
classes  of  labor,  or  for  the  hire  of  teams,  respectively,  in  the  district  where 
the  work  is  being  carried  on, — ^to  be  determined  in  case  of  dispute  by  the 
minister  or  other  officer  authorized  by  him. 

"The  number  of  working  hours  for  foreman  or  workmen  in  the  day  or 
week  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  custom  for  the  same  or  similar  classes 
of  work  or  service  in  the  district  where  the  work  is  being  carried  on, — ^to  be 
determined  in  case  of  dispute  by  the  minister  or  other  officer  authorized  by 
him." 

Besides  these  conditions  the  following  clauses  were  inserted 
in  the  contracts  for  the  Intercolonial  Railway : 

In  case  any  sum  due  for  the  labor  of  any  foreman,  workman  or  laborer,  or 
for  any  team  employed  upon  or  in  respect  of  the  said  works,  or  any  of  them, 
remains  unpaid,  the  engineer  may  notify  the  contractor  to  pay  such  sum,  and 
if  two  days  elapse  and  the  same  be  not  paid.  His  Majesty  may  pay  such  sum, 
and  the  contractor  covenants  with  His  Majesty  to  repay,  at  once,  any  and 
every  sum  so  paid,  and  if  the  contractor  does  not  repay  the  same  within 
two  days,  His  Majesty  may  deduct  the  amount  or  amounts  so  paid  by  him 
from  any  sum  that  may  then  or  thereafter  be  or  become  due  by  His  Majesty 
to  the  contractor. 

No  laborer  shall  be  employed  in  or  for  the  work  hereby  contracted  for,  who 
is  a  citizen  of  any  country  which  imposes  restrictions  upon  the  employment 
of  Canadian  labor. 

Under  the  authority  of  that  section  of  the  "  Fair  Wages  "  reso- 
lution which  says :  "  It  is  hereby  declared  that  the  work  to 
which  the  foregoing  policy  shall  apply  includes  not  only  work 
undertaken  by  the  government  itself,  but  also  all  works  aided 
by  grant  of  Dominion  public  funds;"  the  government  caused 
a  fair  wage  schedule  to  be  incorporated  in  all  subsidized  works. 
In  "  The  Railway  Act,  1903  "  the  spirit  of  the  "  Fair  Wages " 
resolution  was  formally  incorporated  in  the  law  as  follows : 

"  In  every  case  in  which  the  parliament  of  Canada  votes  financial  aid  by 
way  of  subsidy  or  guarantee  towards  the  cost  of  railway  construction,  all 
mechanics,  laborers  or  other  persons  who  perform  labor  in  such  construction 
shall  be  psud  such  wages  as  are  generally  accepted  as  current  for  competent 
workmen  in  the  district  in  which  the  work  is  being  performed;  and  if  there 
is  no  current  rate  in  the  district,  then  a  fair  and  reasonable  rate;  and  in  the 
event  of  a  dispute  arising  as  to  what  is  the  current  or  fair  and  reasonable 
rate,  it  shall  be  determined  by  the  minister,  whose  decision  shall  be  final." 
3  Edward  VH,  c.  58,  §  205. 
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The  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  inserted  in  their  con-^ 
tracts  for  marine  machinery  and  supplies  a  clause  as, follows: 

"The  wages  to  be  paid  in  the  execution  of  this  contract  shall  be  those 
generally  accepted  as  current  in  each  trade  for  competent  workmen  in  the 
district  where  the  work  is  carried  on.  If  this  condition  is  yiolated,  the  said 
party  of  the  second  part  [the  minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries]  may  cancel 
the  contract  and  refuse  to  accept  any  work  done  thereunder." 

The  Post-Office  Department  was  the  first  to  adopt  regulations 
tending  toward  the  suppression  of  the  sweating  system.  The 
regulations  are  especially  worthy  of  notice  since  it  was  in  the 
government  clothing  contracts  that  the  evil  effects  of  the  sub- 
contracting system  were  first  observed.  The  following  are  the 
conditions  inserted  in  all  contracts  of  the  department. 

With  a  view  to  suppresfling  the  "sweating "system  and  securing  payment  to  the  workittgmei| 
and  working  women  of  fair  wages,  and  the  performance  of  the  work  under  proper  sanitary  con- 
ditions, the  contract  for shaQ  be  subject  to  the  following  regu- 
lations, and  strict  compliance  with  the  true  spirit  and  intent  of  the  various  provisions  herein 
contained  will  be  required: — 

Clause  1. — All included  in  the  said  contraoi 

sfialfbe  made  up  in  the  contractor's  own  factory,  and  no  portion  of  the  work  of  making  up 

such shall  be  done  at  the  houses  of  the  work  people. 

The  contract  shall  not.  nor  shall  any  portion  thereof,  he  transferred  without  the  written  per- 
mission of  the  Postmaster  General,  and  sub-letting  of  the  contract  or  of  any  of  the  work  to  be . 
performed  under  the  contract,  other  than  that  which  may  be  customary  in  the  trades  concerned, 
is  hereby  prohibited.  Any  infringement  of  the  provisions  of  this  clause  or  any  of  them,  if  proved 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Governor  in  Council,  shall  render  the  contractor  liable  to  a  fine  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence,  which  may  be  deducted  from  any  monesra 

payable  to under  the  contract,  and  if  the  amount  earned  by  the  contractor  under  the 

contract  and  still  in  the  hands  of  the  government  be  insufficient  to  meet  the  amount  of  such, 
fines,  then  the  government  may  apply  the  sum  in  their  hands  towards  payment  of  the  amount, 
of  such  fines,  and  may  recover  the  deficiency  from  the  contractor  in  any  action,  suit  or  pro- 
oeeding  by  way  of  information  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  as  a  debt  by  the  con-, 
tractor  to  the  Crown  as  a  liquidated  amount,  and  any  Order  in  Council  fixing  the  amount  of  8uoh~ 
deficiency  shall  be  conclusive  proof  of  the  amount  of  such  deficiency  in  any  such  action,  suit  or, 
proceeding. 

Qause  2. — If  the  contractor  violate  the  condition  herein  mentioned  against  sub-letting 

. . , shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  any  payment  under  the  contract  for  work 

done  by  the  sub-contractor,  and  the  Postmaster  General  may  refuse  to  accept  any  work  per- 
formed by  a  sub-contractor  in  violation  of  the  prohibition  herein  contained  against  sub-letting. 

Clause  3. — ^The  wages  to  be  paid  in  the  execution  of  this  contract  shall  be  those  generally 
accepted  as  current  in  each  trade  for  competent  workingroen  and  working  women  in  the  district 
where  the  work  is  carried  out.  If  this  condition  is  violated,  the  Postmaster  General  may  cancel 
said  contract,  and  refuse  to  accept  any  work  thereunder. 

"IClause  4. — All  worldngmen  and  working  women  employed  upon  the  work  comprehended  in 
and  to  be  executed  pursuant  to  the  said  contract  shall  be  residents  of  Canada. 

Qause  5. — The  contractor  shall  not  be  entitled  to  payment  of  any  money  which  would  other- 
wise be  payable  under  the  terms  of  the  contract  in  respect  of  work  and  labor  performed  in 

the  execution  thereof,  unless  and  until shall  have  filed  in  the  office  of  ihe 

Poetmaster  General  in  support  of claim^for  payment  a  statement  showing 

the  names,  rates  of  wages,  amounts  paid,  and  amounts  (if  any)  due  Hid  unpaid  for  wages  for 
work  and  labor  done  by  any  foremen,  workingmen  or  working  women  emplojred  upon  the 
said  work,  and  such  statement  shall  be  attested  by  the  statutory  declaration  of  the  said  eon- 
tractor  or  of  such  other  person  or^persons  as  the  minister  may  Indicate  or  require,  and  the  con- 
tractor shall  from  time  to  time  furnish  to  the  Poetmaster  General  such  further  detailed  informa- 
tion and  evidence  as  the  Postmaster  General  may  deem  necessary,  in  order  to  satisfy  him  that 
the  conditions  herein  contained  to  secure  the' payment' of  fair  wages  have  been  complied  with 
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and  that  ^he  worldncmen  and  wortdng  women  so  employted  at  aforesaid  upon  the  portion  of  the 
work  in  respect  of  which  pasrment  is  demanded  have  been  paid  in  full. 

Clause  6. — In  the  event  of  default  being  made  in  payment  of  any  money  owing  in  respect  of 
wages  of  any  foreman,  workingmen  or  working  women  employed  on  the  said  work,  and  if  a  claim 
therefor  Is  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Postmaster  General  and  proof  thereof  satisfactory  to  the 
Postmaster  General  is  fumi^ed,  the  said  Postmaster  General  may  pay  such  claim  out  of  any 
moMys  at  any  time  payable  by  His  Majesty  under  said  eontraot,  and  the  amounts  so  paid  shall 
be  deemed  payments  to  the  contractor. 

Clause  7. — No  portion  of  the  work  shall  be  done  by  piecework. 

Clause  8. — ^The  number  of  working  hours  in  the  day  or  week  shall  be  determined  by  the 
custom  of  the  trade  in  the  district  where  the  work  is  performed  for  each  of  the  different  dasses 
of  labor  employed  upon  the  work. 

Clause  9. — The  workingmen  and  working  women  emplosred  in  the  performance  of  the  said 
eonlract  shall  not  be  required  to  work  for  longer  hours  than  those  fixed  by  the  custom  of  the 
trades  in  the  district  where  the  work  is  carried  on.  except  for  the  protection  of  life  and  property, 
or  in  eise  of  other  emergencies. 

The  Department  of  Militia  and  Defence  has  large  clothing 
contracts  under  its  jurisdiction.  To  prevent  "  sweating  "  by  con- 
tractors, the  following  clauses  are  embodied  in  all  contracts  for 
supplies : 

•  With  a  vle^  to  suppressing  the  sweating  system  and  securing  payment  to  the  workmen 
of  fair  wages,  and  the  performance  of  the  work  under  proper  sanitary  conditions,  this  con- 
tract shftU  be  subject  to  the  following  regulations,  and  strict  compliance  with  the  true  spirit 
and  intent  of  the  various  provisions  herein  contained  is  required. 

Sec.  1. — An  articles  included  in  the  contract  shall  be  made  up  in  the  contractor's  own  factory, 
and  no  portion  of  the  work  of  making  uo  such  articles  shall  be  done  at  the  houses  of  the  work- 
pteple.  The  contract  shall  not,  nor  shall  any  portion  thereof  be  transferred  without  the  written 
pentilssion  o^  the  Minister  of  Militia  and  Defence  and  sub-Iettinic  of  the  contract  or  of  any  of  the 
work  to  be  performed  un-ler  the  contract,  other  than  that  which  may  be  customary  in  the 
trades  oonoemed,  is  hereby  nrohibited.  Any  infringement  of  the  provisions  of  this  clause,  or  any 
of  them,  if  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  theGovemorin  Council,  shall  render  the  contractor  liable 
to  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence  which  may  be  deducted  from  any 
moneys  payable  to  him  under  the  contrart.gnnd  if  the  amount  earned  by  the  contractor  under 
this  contract  and  still  in  the  hands  of  the  government  be  insufficient  to  meet  the  amount  of 
such  fines,  then  the  government  may  apnly  the  sum  in  their  hands  towards  payment  of  the 
amount  of  such  fines,  and  may  recover  the  deficiency  from  the  contractor  in  any  action,  suit 
at  proceeding  by  way  of  information  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  as  a  debt  due  by 
tiie  contractor  to  the  Crown  as  a  liquidated  amount,  and  any  Order  in  Council  fixing  the  amount 
of  such  deficiency  shall  be  conclusive  proof  of  the  amount  of  such  deficiency  in  any  such  action, 
suit  or  proceeding. 

Sec.  2. — If  the  contractor  violates  the  condition  herein  mentioned  against  sub-letting,  he 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  any  pasrment  under  the  contract  for  work  done  by  the  sub- 
contractor,  and  the  Minister  of  Militia  and  Defence  may  refuse  to  accept  any  work  performed 
by  a  sub-contractor  in  violation  of  the  prohibition  herein  contained  against  sub-letting. 

Sec.  8. — ^The  wages  to  be  paid  in  the  execution  of  the  contract  shall  be  those  generally  accepted 
as  current  in  each  trade  for  competent  workmen  in  the  district  where  the  work  is  carried  on.  If 
this  condition  is  violated,  the  Minister  of  Militia  and  Defence  may  cancel  the  contract  and 
refuse  to  accept  any  work  done  thereunder,  and  the  contractor  will  thereafter  not  be  allowed 
to  undertake  any  work  for  the  Department  of  Militia  and  Defence. 

MrSec.  4. — The  factory,  and  the  work  there  being  performed  under  the  contract,  shall  at  all 
rtesonable  times  be  open  to  inspection  by  persons  thereto  authorised  in  writing  by  the  Minister 
of  ifilitia  and  Defence. 

See.  6. — Before  being  entitled  to  pajrment  of  any  moneys  which  the  contractor  may  from 
time  to  time  claim  to  be  aue  him  under  the  contract,  he  shall  file  with  the  Minister  of  Militia 
and  Defence,  in  support  of  such  claim,  a  solemn  statutory  declaration  of  himself  and  of  such 
others  as  the  Minister  of  Militia  and  Defence  may  indicate,  testifying  to  the  rnten  of  wages  paid 
in  execution  of  this  contract,  and  to  the  manner  in  all  other  respects  in  which  the  provisions  of 
the  contract  have  been  observed  and  the  work  performed,  and  generally  setting  forth  such 
information  as  the  Minister  of  Militia  and  Defence  may  require,  and  as  will  enable  him  to  deters 
p^i^  wkdfi^,  and  if  90  W  ^bat  respects,  a^y  of  the  provisions  of  this  contract  may  have  bee^ 
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yidlsted.  la  the  case  ^  the  contractor's  absence  from  the  country  his  extreme  illness,  or 
daftth,  but  under  no  other  eireumstanoes  may  such  statutory  declaration  by  the  contractor 
personally  be  dispensed  with;  but,  nevertheless,  such  other  statutory  declarations  as  aforesaid 
•s  the  Bfinister  of  Militia  and  Defence  may  call  for,  shall  be  so  filed. 

As  an  additional  safeguard,  the  rates  of  wages  and  number  of 
hours  constituting  a  day's  work  for  each  class  of  workers,  are 
published  on  a  large  majority  of  government  contracts  in  The 
Labour  Gazette. 

In  order  to  secure  the  proper  execution  of  the  ''  Fair  Wages  " 
resolution  a  special  officer  known  as  the  "Fair  Wages"  officer 
was  appointed  March  12,  1900,  and  later  a  second  officer  with 
the  same  title  was  appointed.  His  duties  are  threefold.  First, 
the  preparation  of  schedules  of  rates  of  wages  and  other  labor 
conditions  for  insertion  in  departmental  contracts;  secondly, 
investigation  of  complaints  concerning  the  violation  of  contracts 
in  reference  to  the  "Fair  Wages"  clause;  and,  finally,  answer- 
ing inquiries  regarding  conditions  of  labor  in  various  localities. 
The  methods  employed  in  the  determination  of  rates  of  wages 
and  conditions  of  labor  are  as  follows  :* 

On  receiving  notice  from  any  of  the  government  departments 
that  they  are  about  to  call  for  estimates  for  a  public  work  in 
a  certain  district,  the  fair  wage  officer  goes  immediately  to  that 
section  and  makes  an  investigation  of  the  current  rates  of  wages 
in  that  district.  On  the  basis  of  the  investigation  a  table  of 
rates  of  wages  to  be  paid  by  the  contractor  is  drawn  up  and 
included  in  the  specifications.  After  the  contract  has  been  let, 
the  schedule  of  rates  of  wages  and  the  value  of  the  contract  is 
published  in  theLabour  Gazette. 

In  general  the  operation  of  the  "Fair  Wages"  clauses  has 
met  with  no  serious  objection  from  the  governmental  depart- 
ments and  has  resulted  in  great  good  to  the  laborers.  The 
Minister  of  Labor  in  summing  up  the  work  of  the  Fair  Wages 
branch  says: 

"The  experience  of  the  past  three  years  has  considerably  perfected  the 
working  out  of  the  Fair  Wages  policy  of  the  government,  as  between  the 
several  departments,  with  the  result  that  to  the  departments  themselves  tbe 
utility  of  the  insertion  of  labor  clauses  and  schedules  in  contracts  has  been 
demonstrated,  and  the  fears  at  first  anticipated  of  delays  or  possible  friction 
arising  in  connection  with  the  preparation  of  Fair  Wages  schedules  has  been 
showQ  to  be  unfounded.  The  number  of  departments  requesting  schedules 
and  the  number  of  schedules  requested  by  each  department  has  increased, 
but  very  little  complaint  has  been  made  on  the  score  of  delay,  whilst  the 
department  has  yet  to  learn  of  any  serious  objection  to  the  rates  of  wages 
which  it  has  fixed  for  insertion  in  the  several  contracts.  The  Fair  Wages 
officers    have   become   better   acquainted    with    industrial   conditions  in   the 
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different  parts  of  the  Dominion,  and  schedules  which  fonnerly  could  be  pre- 
pared only  after  a  personal  visit  to  the  locality,  of  one  of  the  Fair  Wages 
officers,  can  now  in  many  cases  be  prepared  in  the  department  from  the 
information  at  hand." 

AUSTRALIA. 

In  the  colony  of  Victoria  no  general  measure  has  been  passed 
requiring  the  insertion  of  a  minimum  rate  of  wages  clause  in 
all  government  contracts.  But  the  department  of  works,  the 
municipal  government  at  Melbourne,  the  Metropolitan  office  and 
many  local  authorities  have  incorporated  such'  clauses  in  their 
contracts.  These  clauses,  in  most  cases,  stipulate  a  minimum 
wage-rate  to  be  determined  by  existing  trade  agreements.  In 
July,  1896,  a  further  extension  of  the  principle  was  made  by 
the  colony  in  requiring  that  all  government  contracts  for  cloth- 
ing, furniture  and  bakery  products  should  contain  a  clause 
establishing  a  minimum  wage-rate  and  a  maximum  work-day. 
An  investigation  of  the  c^ondition  of  labor  on  railways  operated 
by  the  State  revealed  the  fact  that  wages  were  considerably 
higher  than  on  those  roads  controlled  by  private  capital. 

In  New  South  Wales  contractors  on  public  works  are  required 
to  pay  a  minimum  rate  of  wages.  Any  violation  of  the  con- 
tract is  punishable  by  a  fine  of  |250,  either  for  contractor  or 
sub-contractor.  Contractors  are  also  forbidden  to  employ  work- 
men more  than  48  hours  per  week  and  no  workman  may  be  em- 
ployed who  has  not  been  in  the  colony  at  least  six  months. 

In  Queensland  there  is  no  direct  provision  for  a  minimum  rate 
of  wages  but  some  clauses  intended  to  improve  the  condition  of 
workmen  on  government  contracts  have  been  adopted.  Wages 
must  be  paid  at  least  once  a  month  and  at  tlie  workplace. 
The  contractor  is  forbidden  to  sell  any  alcoholic  liquors  to  his 
employees.  He  is  also  liable  for  any  violations  of  the  contract 
by  a  sub-contractor. 

In  New  Zealand  an  act  was  passed  August  16,  1900,  provid- 
ing that  all  government  and  municipal  contracts  exceeding  flOO 
should  contain  a  clause  binding  the  contractor  to  observe  such 
length  of  working-day  and  to  pay  such  rates  of  wages  and  other 
remuneration  for  working-days  and  for  overtime  respectively 
as  are  generally  considered  in  the  locality  to  be  usual  and  fair. 
The  maximum  length  of  the  work-day  shall  not  exceed  eight 
hours,  exclusive  of  overtime. 

It  is  generally  known  that  Australasia  has  advanced  the  idea 
of  the  "  living  wage  "  to  a  j)oint  far  beyond  any  other  modem 
legislation.  The  compulsory  arbitration  acts  of  New  Zealand 
and  New  South  Wales  necessarily  result  in  government  regula- 
tion of  wages  to  a  considerable  extent,  and  the  colony  of  Vic- 
toria has  gone  still  further  by  creating  Wages  Boards  in  more 
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than  a  score  of  industries  for  the  express  purpose  of  abolishing 
sweating  methods  thro'  the  establishment  of  an  official  minimum 
wage,  which  must  be  paid  by  all  employers  in  those  industries.*

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CHAPTER  IV. 

CJONTINBNTAL    EUBOPB. 
AUSTBIA-HUIIOABT. 

Regulation  for  the  common  government  of  the  dual  monarchy 
•f  the  conditions  of  employment  on  public  contract  work 
occurs  only  in  connection  with  the  army  and  navy  de- 
partment. The  military  authorities  require  of  contractors  for 
building  work  that  they  shall  carefully  protect  their  workmen 
from  bodily  injury  and  fulfil  the  statutory  requirements  as  to 
sickness  and  accident  insurance.  The  naval  authorities  require 
for  building  contracts  that  the  bodily  safety  ot  employees  shall 
be  carefully  guarded,  that  wages  shall  be  paid  fortnightly,  that 
the  employer  shall  care  for  sick  or  injured  workmen  and  shall 
observe  all  rules  established  by  the  health  authorities  in  case 
of  epidemic  diseases. 

Austria. — ^No  general  regulation  of  the  conditions  of  employment 
on  public  work  with  a  view  to  the  protection  of  labor  exists  in  the 
Austrian  Empire.  For  one  special  line  of  work,  however,  the 
Austrian  parliament  has  legislated  with  that  end  in  view.  When 
in  1892  provision  was  made  for  extensive  improvement  and  con- 
struction of  canals  and  railways  in  the  city  of  Vienna,  agitation 
was  started  by  workingmen's  organizations  for  the  enactment 
of  special  regulations  concerning  employment  on  the  proposed 
work,  including  the  fixing  of  minimum  wages  and  maximum 
hours  and  the  extension  of  the  provisions  for  the  protection  of 
labor  in  the  factory  laws  to  such  work.  The  final  result  of  this 
movement  was  the  passage  of  a  law  of  August  27,  1892,  which 
provided  for  the  appointment  of  a  government  inspector  to  in- 
spect the  proposed  work  as  it  was  carried  on,  such  inspector  to 
be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  the  existing  factory  laws  and 
his  duties  to  be  similar  to  those  prescribed  for  factory  inspectors, 
it  being  sjiecially  required  that  the  inspector  should  report 
annually  exact  information  as  to  wages,  working  time,  housing 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  employees  on  the  proposed  public 
works.  Carrying  out  the  intent  of  this  law  the  special  commis- 
sion in  charge  of  the  construction  of  the  works  formulated 
"  labor  regulations,"  which  all  contractors  must  observe  as  part 
of  the  regular  conditions  of  the  contracts  and  which,  under  their 
own  terms,  should  constitute  a  part  of  the  contract  of  employ- 
ment between  employer  and  his  employees  and  should  be  publicly 
posted  at  the  work -places.  These  "  regulations,"  were  similar  to 
those  of  the  existing  factory  laws,  so  far  as  applicable  to  the  worit 
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of  canal  or  railway  construction  in  question^  inclu<}ing  rules  as  to 
employment  and  dismissal  of  workers,  restrictions  upon  the  em- 
ployment of  women  and  minors,  protection  of  the  health  and 
safety  of  employees,  regulation  of  working  time,  discipline,  pay- 
ment of  wages,  sickness  and  accident  insurance,  first  aid  for 
minor  injuries  or  illness,  etc. 

This  plan  of  application  of  the  factory  acts  to  public  contract 
work  was  duly  carried  out  in  the  execution  of  canal  and  rail- 
way work  in  Vienna  and  results  thereunder  were  evidently 
favorable,  for  in  a  law  of  June  11,  1901,  making  general  provis- 
ion for  canal  construction  in  Austria,  precisely  the  same  policy 
is  followed  and  provision  for  special  govemmient  inspectors  and 
application  of  the  factory  regulations  to  such  work  is  made  in 
terms  nearly  identical  with  those  of  the  law  of  1892. 

The  special  report  on  the  protection  of  labor  on  public  con- 
tract work,  published  in  1900  by  the  Austrian  Bureau  of  Labor 
Statistics,  sets  forth  at  length  a  number  of  requirements  which 
several  of  the  individual  state  departments  have  established  for 
the  particular  class  of  public  works  with  which  each  has  to 
do.  Without  attempting  to  enumerate  these  in  full  here,  men- 
tion may  be  made  of  those  followed  in  the  ministries  of  the  in- 
terior and  of  railways,  these  being  the  most  important  and  in- 
cluding practically  all  of  those  in  any  of  the  departments.  In 
the  ministry  of  the  interior  there  are  (1)  for  work  in  the  con- 
struction of  buildings  no  regulations  established  by  depart- 
mental decree  but  a  regular  practise  of  requiring  the  contractor 
to  adopt  precautions  to  insure  the  safety  of  his  workmen  and 
to  pay  in  the  contributions  for  the  sickness  insurance  of  his 
workmen  under  the  insurance  law;  (2)  in  connection  with  street 
and  marine  construction  work  there  are  requirements  estab- 
lished by  department  orders  for  the  adoption  of  proper  rules  to 
protect  employees  against  bodily  injury,  for  insurance  against 
accident  and  sickness  in  accordance  with  the  insurance  laws, 
for  care  of  sick  or  injured  workmen  by  the  employer,  for  fort- 
nightly payment  of  wages,  and  for  provision,  in  case  of  need, 
of  sleeping  and  boarding  accommodations  at  low  cost  to  the 
employees.  Less  as  a  protection  for  employees  than  as  a  general 
health  regulation  the  minister  of  the  interior,  as  the  highest 
health  authority  of  the  empire,  has  also  frequently  directed  care- 
ful attention  by  the  local  authorities  to  sanitary  conditions  where 
large  numbers  of  workpeople  are  brought  together  on  construc- 
tion work.  More  far  reaching  protective  measures  in  the  in- 
terest of  employees  are  found  in  the  requirements  of  the  nwn- 
istry  of  railways  which  apply  to  all  railway  construction  work 
and  which  are  in  many  respects  similar  to  the  requirements  of 
the  factory  acts.    These  include  fortnightly  payment  of  wages 
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in  cash;  prohibition  of  compulsion  upon  workmen  to  buy  goods 
in  certain  places,  or  the  giving  of  credit  to  workers  for  neces- 
saries of  life  or  spirituous  liquors  as  a  charge  upon  their  wages, 
payment  of  workmen  by  the  government  authorities  upon  the 
contractor's  account  in  case  of  the  latter's  remissness  in  this 
direction,  provision  by  the  employer  when  necessary,  of  proper 
sleeping  and  boarding  accommodations  at  moderate  cost  for 
employees,  observance  of  rules  for  the  prevention  of  accidents, 
care  of  sick  or  injured  and  burial  of  deceased  employees  at 
the  employer's  expense,  insurance  of  employees  against  accident 
and  sickness  by  the  employer  in  accordance  with  the  insurance 
laws,  and  the  requirement  of  the  formulation  and  publication  of 
special  rules  conforming  to  the  regulations  in  the  factory  acts 
touching  the  employment  of  women  and  minors,  working  time, 
payment  of  wages,  care  of  employees  in  cases  of  illness  or  acci- 
dent, powers  and  duties  of  superintendents,  penalties  for  in- 
fringement of  the  rules,  aud  manner  of  terminating  employ- 
ment. In  addition  to  the  above  it  is  provided  by  the  ministry 
of  railways  with  reference  to  strikes  that  the  contractor  shall 
be  freed  from  the  terms  of  his  contiact  on  account  of  strikes 
only  when  he  can  show  that  the  strike  began  or  continued 
through  no  fault  of  his. 

The  Austrian  report  of  1900  sets  forth  the  requirements  of 
contractors  in  the  interests  of  their  employees  found  in  the  dif- 
ferent Austrian  provinces  and  cities  or  towns.  Only  one  of  those 
of  the  provinces  does  not  appear  among  those  above  noted  for 
the  imperial  government,  namely  one  in  Bohemia  in  connection 
with  railway  construction  work  requiring  that  the  employees 
shall  be  as  a  rule  citizens  of  Austria,  and  preferably  citizens  of 
Bohemia,  a  requirement  of  the  same  sort  being  found  also  in 
Galicia.  The  other  provincial  requirements  enumerated  include 
regulations  for  railroad  construction  work  in  Bohemia  and 
Galicia  precisely  like  those  above  described  as  in  force*  in  the 
imperial  ministry  of  railways,  requirement  of  employees'  sickness 
or  accident  insurance  in  accordance  with  the  insurance  laws  in 
Moravia  and  Vorarlberg  and  likewise  in  these  two  provinces, 
as  also  in  Carniola,  the  requirement  of  precautions  against  bodily 
injuries  to  employees,  and  a  provision  in  Silesia  for  payment  of 
work  people  by  the  government,  to  be  charged  to  the  account  of 
the  contractor,  in  case  the  latter  is  found  remiss  in  his  obliga- 
tions to  the  employees.  Concerning  the  Austrian  cities  or  other 
local  communities,  the  report  notes  in  general  the  frequent 
absence  of  any  regulations  for  the  protection  of  labor  in  the 
letting  of  public  work  contracts  and  that  where  restrictions  do 
occur  in  contracts  as  let  from  time  to  time,  usually  without  the 
existence  of  any  formal  regulations  governing  the  practise,  they 
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are  limited  for  the  most  part  to  requirements  that  the  contractor 
shall  carry  out  the  insurance  laws  and  obey  the  existing  police 
building  and  industrial  regulations.  An  exception  to  this  ap- 
pears in  Vienna  where  in  connection  with  river  and  canal  con- 
struction work  the  city  authorities  have  added  to  the  "  labor 
i-egulations '*  established  by  the  imperial  commission  having 
general  supervision  of  such  work  under  the  law  of  1892  as 
above  described,  prohibition  of  compulsion  upon  workers  to  buy 
goods  in  certain  places,  or  the  giving  of  credit  to  workers 
for  spirituous  liquors  as  a  charge  against  their  wages,  require- 
ment that  the  contractor  must  observe  all  the  government  rules 
for  insuring  the  safety  of  the  workers,  and  a  provision  which 
precludes  any  concession  of  time  in  case  of  strikes  by  declaring 
that  shortage  in  the  supply  of  labor  or  rise  in  wages  shall  not 
excuse  any  failure  to  fulfil  the  contract  terms.  A  unique  pro- 
vision in  Vienna  is  noted  in  connection  with  the  construction 
of  the  city  gas  works  in  that  the  employer  was  bound,  upon 
request  of  municipal  building  authorities,  to  erect  a  shed,  or 
other  proper  place,  in  which  wag^s  should  be  paid.  The  city  of 
Salzburg  is  quoted  as  requiring  on  all  important  construction 
work  that  not  more  than  50  per  cent,  of  the  employees  should 
be  Italians. 

Hungary. — The  general  conditions  for  contracts  for  state  build- 
ing, street  and  marine  construction  wo:k  in  Hungary  are  speci- 
fied in  a  regulation  of  the  ministry  of  commerce  of  1887.  With 
respect  to  the  protection  of  labor  on  such  work,  it  is  therein 
required  of  contractors  that  they  shall  provide  for  the  personal 
safety  of  their  employees  and  for  order  in  the  work- 
places and  for  the  care  and  medical  treatment  of  sick 
or  injured  eraj'Ioyees  at  the  contractor's  own  expense; 
that  in  case  of  epidemic  sickness  the  requirements  of  the 
health  authorities  shall  be  promptly  observed;  and  that  if 
needed,  in  the  ojiinion  of  the  government  authorities,  the  con- 
tractor Rhall  provide  dwelling  or  boarding  accommodations  for 
employees.  A  later  regulation  of  the  minister  of  commerce, 
bearing  date  of  December  19,  1897,  directs  that  all  contracts 
for  public  work  of  any  kind  shall  contain  a  clause  making  the 
contractor  i^esponsible  to  his  employees  for  the  payment  of  wages 
and  requiring  the  posting  at  the  workplaces  of  the  wage-rates 
agreed  upon  and  of  the  time  of  wage  payments  and  that  the  state 
superintending  authorities  shall  be  informed  thereof  and  of  any 
changes  therein. 

GERlffANT. 

Up  to  the  present  time  there  has  been  no  general  regulation 
of  conditions  of  employment  on  public  work  by  the  imperial 
government  in  Germany,  although  there  have  been  movements  for 
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such  imperial  regulation  both  within,  and  outside  of,  parlia- 
ment. But  while  imperial  legislation  upon  the  subject  is  lack- 
ing, it  has  for  several  years  been  a  practise  in  one 
imperial  administrative  oflSce,  the  canSil  oflSce  in  Kiel,  to  im- 
pose a  restriction  in  respect  to  printing  work  done  for  that  office 
by  requiring  that  firms  doing  such  work  must  pay  their  em- 
ployees the  wages  prescribed  in  the  national  trade  agreement 
in  that  industry,  such  an  agreement  between  the  employ- 
ers and  the  employees  or  their  unions,  having  been 
established  in  1896  and  since  renewed  with  an  increas- 
ing number  of  firms  adhering  to  it  so  that  in  April,  1903,  it 
was  in  force  in  4,261,  or  an  overwhelming  majority  of  the  print- 
ing establishments  in  the  empire,  the  total  number  of  which  in 
1899  was  about  4,000. 

In  severalof  the  individual  German  states  are  to  be  found 
administrative  decrees  of  various  departments  of  government 
which  have  established  general  regulations  touching  labor  on 
public  work  done  for  those  departments.  In  Prussia  there  are 
such  regulations  in  decrees  ot  the  minister  of  public  works  of 
July  15,  1885,  October  28,  1891,  June  28  and  August  19,  1897 
and  one  in  1899.  Nearly  all  of  these  regulations  were  adopted 
also  in  the  ministries  of  the  interior  or  of  agriculture,  public 
domains  and  forests  by  decrees  of  those  departments  of  August 
11,  September  11  and  November  21,  1885,  and  September  29, 
1897,  in  addition  to  which  there  is  one  sjiecial  regulation  of  1899 
in  the  ministry  of  the  interior.  In  Bavaria,  conditions  of  em- 
ployment on  public  work  are  regulated  in  the  ministries  of  the 
royal  house,  foreign  affairs,  justice,  internal  affairs  and  finance 
by  a  joint  decree  of  April  2,  1903,  which  repealed  an  earlier  one 
of  September  7,  1864.  In  Wtirttemberg  such  regulations  are 
found  in  a  decree  of  the  ministers  of  the  interior  and  finance 
of  April  19,  1888,  and  of  the  minister  of  external  affairs  (divis- 
ion of  commerce)  of  August  31,  1892,  and  in  a  joint  decree  of 
the  ministers  of  commerce,  the  interior,  and  finance  of  January 
19,  1903.  In  the  grand  duchy  of  Baden  are  regulations  in  a 
decree  of  the  ministries  of  justice,  culture  and  education,  the 
interior,  and  finance  bearing  date  of  June  7,  1890,  and  in  the 
grand  duchy  of  Hesse  are  such  in  a  decree  of  June  16,  1893, 
applying  to  all  four  of  the  government  ministries — state,  in- 
terior, justice  and  finance.  In  Alsace-Lorraine  there  are  r^u- 
lations  similar  to  those  in  Prussia. 

A  number  of  the  specific^  requirements  in  these  various  regu- 
lations are  alike  in  different  states.  The  most  important  of  all 
of  them  are  identical  provisions  in  Bavaria  and  Wflrttemberg, 
both  dating  from  the  above-mentioned  decrees  of  1903,  which 
prescribe  that  bids  for  public  work  shall  »ot  be  accepted  from 
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employers  whose  employees  work  more  than  the  prevailing  hours 
of  labor  or  who  pay  their  employees  less  than  the  prevailing 
rates  of  wages  in  the  particular  branch  of  the  industry  in  ques- 
tion. Further  requirement  touching  wages  and  hours  appears 
in  the  Wurttemberg  decree  in  that  contracts  for  public  work  must 
contain  a  stipulation  that  the  employer  shall  be  bound  by  the 
terms  specified  by  him  as  to  wages  and  working  time  or,  where 
trade  agreements  l)etween  organizations  of  employers  and  of 
workmen  exist,  by  the  terms  of  such  agreements.  In  connection 
with  this  general  requirement  as  to  observance  of  existing  trade 
agreements,  may  be  noted  rules  followed  by  the  Prussian  minis- 
try of  commerce  and  the  ministries  of  the  interior  in  Hesse  and 
Saxony  (this  is  the  only  regulation  touching  terms  of  employ- 
ment on  public  "work  in  Saxony)  under  which,  as  in  the  case 
of  the  imperial  canal  office  in  Kiel  above  noted,  printing  work 
is  given  only  to  firms  which  observe  the  terms  of  the  standing 
trade  agreement  in  that  industry. 

The  above  requirements  of  current  wages  and  hours  or  ob- 
servance of  trade  agreemeat  (union)  schedules,  except  those  con- 
cerning printing,  apply  to  all  government  work  done  for  the 
respective  departments  issuing  the  decrees  containing  them.  A 
further  regulation  touching  wages  particularly,  but  applying 
only  to  building  work,  is  found  in  Prussia,  Bavaria,  Wtirttem- 
berg,  Baden  and  Hesse  in  provisions  insuring  prompt  payment 
of  wages  by  giving  the  government  authority  in  case  a  contractor 
fails  to  fulfil  his  obligations  to  his  employees  promptly  to  itself 
pay  the  workmen,  charging  the  same  to  the  account  of  the  con- 
tractor, and  for  proper  execution  of  this  provision  the  govern- 
ment may  require  the  contractor  to  furnish  the  necessary  infor- 
mation. In  Prussia  and  Bavaria  it  is  further  directed  that 
where  a  contract  for  building  work  specifies  that  labor  at  day 
wages  shall  be  employed  the  lists  of  workers  so  employed  shall 
be  regularly  submitted  to  government  inspection  to  insure  their 
correctness. 

Home  work  in  the  case  of  goods  for  the  government  is  to  some 
extent  restricted  in  the  Bavarian  decree  of  1903  by  a  provision 
which  directs  the  rejection  of  bids  for  government  work  from 
employers  whose  goods,  when  such  are  usually  made  in  factories 
or  shops,  are  given  out  for  home  work.  Another  restriction  as 
to  the  kind  of  labor  appears  also  in  the  same  Bavarian  decree 
with  respect  to  building  work  for  the  government  in  a  require- 
ment that  native  labor  shall  be  employed  in  preference  to  foreign 
and  so  far  as  possible  workers  shall  be  employed  who  live  in 
the  locality  where  the  work  is  being  done. 

In  a  special  decree  of  the  Prussian  ministry  of  the  interior  of 
1899  is  a  "  strike  clause ''  applying  to  government  building  con- 
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tracts,  which  provides  that  the  penalties  for  failure  to  com- 
plete work  within  the  time  limit  si>ecified  in  the  contract  may 
be  suspended  by  the  government  when  such  failure  was  due  to 
a  strike  of  the  contractor's  employees. 

The  remaining  regulations  of  the  individual  German  states 
concerning  employment  on  public  work  have  to  do  with  the 
health  and  safety  of  employees  and  all  are  regulations  applying 
only  to  building  work.  All  five  of  the  states  which  have  been 
noted  as  having  any  general  regulations  touching  employment 
on  public  work  (Prussia,  Bavaria,  Wtirtemburg,  Baden  and 
Hesse),  require  that  contractors  doing  government  work  shall 
insure  their  employees  against  sickness,  accident  and  old  age  in 
according  with  the  existing  compulsory  insurance  laws;  or,  in 
Prussia,  against  sickness  either  under  the  general  insurance  law 
or  in  a  special  fund  to  be  established  for  the  purpose  under  the 
control  of  the  government,  and  in  all  five  of  the  states  contractors 
are  required  to  observe  the  police,  or  special,  rules  for  the  pre- 
vention of  accidents.  In  Prussia  and  Bavaria  are  further  re- 
quirements that  the  contractor  must  supply  the  necessary  band- 
ages and  medical  supplies  for  first  aid  to  injured  employees. 
Finally  in  all  five  states  are  provisions  that  where,  in  the  opinion 
of. the  appropriate  government  authorities,  suflScient  accommo- 
dations for  lodging  and  sustenance  of  employees  do  not  exist, 
the  employer  must  make  the  necessary  provision  therefor,  and 
in  iPrussia  the  employer  must  always  maintain  suitable  water 
closets  for  the  use  of  employees. 

Local  Governments, — None  of  the  German  states  has  laid 
down  any  rules  as  to  terms  of  employment  which  cities  or  other 
local  governments  are  required  to  follow  with  respect  to  public 
work  under  their  jurisdiction,  although  the  Bavarian  decree  of 
1903  recommends  to  the  local  authorities  that  they  follow  the 
lines  specified  in  that  deei^ee.  But  not  a  few  municipal  or  other 
local  governments  have  established  some  regulations  concerning 
the  conditions  of  employment  on  local  public  work  and,  while 
these  local  authorities  have  been  free  from  state  requirements 
in  the  matter,  for  the  most  part  the  local  regulations  are  pat- 
terned after  those  which  the  state  governments  have  adopted 
as  above  described,  though  in  some  cases  the  former  are  more 
radical  than  the  latter. 

The  German  Imperial  Statistical  Bureau  in  1903  collected 
from  57  of  the  larger  German  cities  information  as  to  the  regu- 
lations in  those  cities  touching  conditions  of  libor  on  public 
work  and  the  results  of  this  investigation  are  to  be  published  in 
the  form  of  a  special  report.  *  A  brief  preliminary  summary  of 
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the  results,  so  far  as  concerns  regulation  of  wages,*  published 
in  the  Reicha-Arheitahlait  (the  monthly  journal  of  the  division  of 
labor  statistics  in  the  bureau  of  statistics)  for  April,  1903  (vol. 
I,  Nr.  1),  affords  the  following  facts  concerning  the  principal 
German  municipalities.  At  the  time  of  the  preliminary  report 
55  of  the  57  cities  had  replied  to  the  Bureau's  inquiries  and  of 
these  46  reported  some  general  regulations  established  with 
reference  to  terms  of  employment  on  public  contract  work.  In 
19  of  the  46  there  were  no  requirements  touching  the  rates  of 
wages  to  be  paid,  and  in  14  others  there  was  only  the  requirement 
that  lists  of  workers  at  daily  wages  should  be  subject  to  scrutiny 
by  the  city  authorities.  But  in  13  of  the  46  cities  (Barmen, 
Cologne,  Crefeld,  Danzig,  Fiirth,  Hannover,  Eonigsberg  i.  Pr., 
Ltibeck,  Magdeburg,  Offenbach,  Strassburg,  Stuttgart  and  Ulm) 
there  were  regulations  concerning  the  rates  of  wages  to  be  paid. 
Three  of  these  13  cities  (Cologne,  Stuttgart  and  Ulm)  specified 
that  contractors  must  pay  the  prevailing  rates  of  wages  in  the 
locality,  seven  (Barmen,  Crefeld,  Danzig,  Hannover,  Konigsberg 
i.  Pr.,  Ldbeck  and  Offenbach)  that  the  employers  must  pay  rates 
established  by  a  formal  warje  contract,  one  (Magdeburg)  that 
they  must  pay  wages  established  by  a  special  conference  or  by 
formal  contract,  while  two  (Fiirth  and  Strassburg)  provided 
that  the  minimum  wages  payable  shall  be  fixed  by  the  mayor  or 
by  a  municipal  wage  commission.  In  Barmen  it  is  provided  that, 
in  the  absence  of  any  special  agreement  to  the  contrary,  wage 
rates  for  Sunday  and  overtime  work  shall  be  50  per  cent  more 
than  those  for  regular  week-day  work.  In  Offenbach  there  is  a 
provision  that  in  ease  a  wage  scale  has  not  been  agreed  upon  by 
the  time  the  work  in  question  is  commenced  the  mayor  of  the 
city  may  fix  the  rates.  . 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  provision  for  fixing  of  wage  rates  by 
the  city  itself  in  Ftirth  and  Strassburg  is  more  radical  than  any 
of  the  regulations  of  the  German  states  above  described.  It 
would  appear  that  this  provision  no  longer  exists  in  the  city  of 
Ffirth  since  a  summary  of  the  city's  rules  for  public  contract 
work  as  established  February  28,  1904,  given  in  Soclale  Praxis,^ 
contains  no  mention  of  it,  although  these  rules  of  1904  require 


*A  ffimilar  preliminary  report  as  to  "strike  clauses"  in  tbe  public  work  regulations  of  the 
principal  German  cities,  published  ns  this  report  is  in  prrss  {ReichB-ArbeiUhlatt,  Ausrust, 
1906,  p.  729)  shows  that  two  of  the  57  cities  reporting  (Bielefeld  and  Miilhausen  i.  8.)  prohibit 
the  lenKthenin^  of  the  time  specifiefl  for  the  completion  of  a  contract  on  account  of  strikes 
or  wage  disputes.  On  the  other  hand  four  cities  (Schflneben?,  Altona,  Gera  nnd  Stettin)  take 
the  opposite  position  and  provide  that  in  case  of  strike  or  general  lockout  the  contract  term 
shall  be  lengthened  in  amount  equal  to  the  duration  of  the  stoppage  of  work.  In  the  existing 
regulations  of  six  cities  (Munchen.  Frankfort  a.  M.,  Chemnit«,  Chariot tenburg,  Augsburg, 
Straasburg  i.  S.)  and  in  the  proposed  regulations  of  one  other  (Drenden)  there  is  specific  pro- 
▼iaion  that  the  question  of  additional  allowance  of  time  on  accoimt  of  strikes  or  lockouts  shall 
be  settled  by  the  municipal  authorities  for  each  case  as  it  arises.  In  the  remaining  45  out  of 
the  57  cities  nothing  in  the  way  of  a  "strike  clause"  was  found. 
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that  the  prevailing  rates  of  wages  and  hours  of  work  in  the  m- 
dustrj  and  so  far  as  such  contracts  exist,  those  fixed  by  existing 
trade  agreements  of  employers  and  employed,  shall  be  paid.  It 
does  not  appear,  however,  that  there  has  been  any  change  or 
abandonment  of  the  provision  for  the  fixing  of  minimum  wages 
by  the  city  of  Strassburg,  and  as  that  provision  represents  the 
most  advanced  type  of  regulation  of  the  conditions  of  employ- 
ment on  public  contract  work  in  Germany  the  following  details 
concerning  it  are  of  interest,*  it  being  first  noted  in  passing 
that  one  of  the  lesser  German  cities,  Markirch,  a  neighbor  to 
Strassburg  in  Alsace-Lorraine,  followed  the  latter's  example  and 
adopted  a  similar  provision  within  a  few  months  after  its  adop- 
tion by  Strassburg  on  February  3,  1902.  The  Strassburg  r^ula- 
tion  requires  that  every  contractor  for  city  work  must  pay  (1) 
every  employee  a  wage  amounting  to  at  least  2>4  marks  (60  cents) 
a  day,  (2)  to  unskilled  laborers  a  rate  of  at  least  27  pfennigs 
(7  cents)  an  hour,  and  (3)  to  skilled  workers  hourly  rates  to  be 
fixed  by  a  city  wage  commission.  This  wage  commission  is 
composed  of  the  mayor  of  the  city  as  president  and  six  members 
chosen  for  terms  of  one  year  from  the  city  council,  three  to  be 
employers  and  three  employees.  For  the  case  of  workers  actually 
unable  to  earn  the  rates  prescribed  by  the  regulation  or  the  com- 
mission it  is  provided  that  the  mayor  of  the  city,  upon  request 
of  both  employer  and  employed,  may  in  individual  cases  permit 
exception  to  the  prescribed  rates.  It  is  required  that  the  pre- 
scribed rates  must  be  publicly  posted  in  the  work  places  (excep- 
tions allowed  to  regular  rates  mfust  also  be  kept  public)  and  the 
city  authorities  are  to  have  at  all  times  the  right  to  scrutinize 
pay  rolls  and  control  the  payment  of  wages,  and  any  obstruc-  . 
tion  offered  to  these  requirements  as  to  publicity  or  government 
control  is  punishable  by  a  fine  of  10  marks  for  each  case. 

It  is  of  interest  to  know  that  the  Strassburg  plan  of  direct 
government  regulation  of  wage  rates  on  public  work  was  adopted 
as  the  result  of  the  discovery  by  the  city  authorities  in  1901-2 
that,  owing  to  the  large  amount  of  unemployment  then  prevailing, 
contractors  doing  public  work  had  frequently  forced  wages  for 
capable  workmen  down  below  the  minimum  necessary  to  support 
a  normal  workingman's  family.  The  plan  of  city  regulation  was 
adopted  as  a  remedy  for  this  condition  of  thing:s  and  with  the 
distinct  purpose  of  assuring  to  employees  on  city  work  at  least 
a  "  living  wage  ^^  as  its  central  principle. 

ITALT. 

A  general  act  of  May  28,  1895,  prescribes  regulations  concern- 
ing contracts  for  public  work  by  the  state.     In  that  act  two 
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provisions  for  the  protection  of  work  people  appear.  Article  22 
makes  provision  to  insure  the  payment  of  wages  to  employees 
and  article  37  directs  that  hours  of  labor  shall  not  exceed  ten  out 
of  every  twenty-four.  This  act  is  still  in  force,  but  in  1904  the 
goVemment  took  up  the  question  of  supplementing  the  two  pro- 
visions referred  to  with  other  protective  features  and  the  minis- 
ter of  public  works  by  a  decree  of  February  23d  instituted  a  com- 
mission to  take  up  the  study  of  the  question,  specific  considera- 
tion to  be  given  to  the  subject  of  determination  of  minimum 
wages  by  the  government.  The  outcome  of  this  investigation,  if, 
indeed,  it  has  been  completed,  has  not  yet  been  reported  by  the 
Bulletin  of  the  Italian  Bureau  of  Labor  which  noted  the  original 
appointment  of  the  commission  in  1904.* 

A  special  regulation  concerning  work  done  in  malarial  districts 
i»  found  in  a'circular  of  the  minister  of  public  works  directing 
that  in  the  specifications  for  work  to  be  done  in  such  districts 
clauses  shall  be  inserted  requiring  the  employer  to  supply  the 
employees  with  quinine,  give  them  medical  assistance  if  attacked 
by  malaria,  properly  screen  places  where  the  sick  are  cared  for, 
begin  work  only  one  hour  after  sunrise  and  cease  work  an  hour 
before  sunset,  all  of  this  to  be. without  cost  to  the  employees,  but 
the  expense  thereof  to  be  included  in  the  contract  price  for  the 
work,  and  in  case  the  employer  fails  to  carry  out  the  above  regu- 
lations, the  government  to  carry  them  out,  charging  the  cost 
thereof  to  the  account  of  the  contractor.  The  employer  is,  fur- 
ther, not  to  allow  stagnant  water  to  accumulate  in  the  course  of 
excavation  work.f 

Local  Governments, — CJonceming  regulation  of  terms  of  em- 
ployment on  public  contract  work  by  the  provincial  and  munic- 
ipal governments  in  Italy  there  is  very  comprehensive  informa- 
tion in  the  report  of  the  Italian  Bureau  of  Labor,  published  in  its 
Bulletin,!  which  gives  the  results  of  a  general  inquiry  into  the 
subject  undertaken  by  the  Bureau  in  1904.  This  report  simply 
enumerates  the  different  regulations  found  in  the  various  prov- 
inces or  communes  in  1904,  stating  that  such  enumeration  was 
by  way  of  preliminary  report  of  the  investigation  and  that  the 
Bureau  was  to  continue  its  inquiries  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
information  as  to  the  methods  used  to  enforce  such  regulation 
and  as  to  their  effect  upon  the  quality  of  labor  employed  on 
public  work,  mianner  of  execution  of  the  work,  cost  of  the  work 
to  the  government,  etc. 

The  circular  of  inquiry  sent  out  by  the  Bureau  asked  especially 
for  information  as  to  contract  clauses  concerning  (a)  maximum 
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hours  of  work,  (b)  minimum  wages,  (c)  compensation  for  over- 
time, (d)  liolidays,  (e)  maximum  number  of  apprentices,  and  (f) 
maximum  numlber  of  foreigners  or  those  not  from  the  locality 
where  the  work  is  done.  It  appears  from  the  report  that  in  1904 
regulations  concerning  one  or  more  of  the  above  subjects  had 
been  adopted  by  21  of  the  61)  provincial  governments  in  Italy, 
including  several  of  the  largest  provinces.  In  several  instances 
these  regulations  were  reported  as  applicable  only  to  work  in 
connection  with  the  construction  or  maintenance  of  highways, 
but  most  often  they  appear  as  applicable  to  all  public  work 
done  under  contract  for  the  provinces. 

The  Provinces. — Clauses  limiting  hours  of  work  were  found  in 
17  out  of  the  21  provinces.  The  maximum  fixed  varies  in  the 
different  provinces.  In  six  it  is  placed  at  10  hours ;  in  three  at 
from  8  to  10  and  in  one  at  from  9  to  11,  according  ^:o  the  time  of 
year;  in  one  at  8  hours  (on  highway  work) ;  in  three  no  specific 
limit  is  set,  but  the  hours  are  fixed  in  each  contract  with  refer- 
ence to  the  time  of  the  year;  in  one  hours  are  to  be  those  pre- 
vailing in  the  locality ;  in  one  they  are  to  be  the  same  as  those  of 
government  employees  in  similar  work  (road  work) ;  while  in  one 
case  it  is  directed  only  that  the  hours  shall  be  such  as  may  be 
worked  in  the  pa^'ticular  season  of  the  year. 

Regulation  of  wages  on  public  contract  work  was  found  in 
nine  of  the  provinces,  such  regulation  taking  the  usual  form  of 
minimum  rates  fixed  directly  by  the  government  and  made  a 
condition  of  the  contract.  Five  of  the  nine,  in  addition  to  rates 
for  regular  time,  specify  also  special  rates  for  overtime,  holiday 
or  night  worlj,  such  extra  pay  to  be  at  a  rate  one-eighth  above 
the  regular  rate  in  one  province,  one-third  higher  in  another,  one- 
half  greater  in  two  others  and  double  the  regular  rates  in 
another. 

Restriction  of  work  on  holidays  or  at  night  in  the  case  of 
public  contract  work  was  found  in  eight  provinces,  of  which  two 
absolutely  prohibit  work  on  holidays,  while  the  other  six  prohibit 
holiday  or  night  work  (two  prohibit  holiday  work,  two  night 
work,  and  two  both  holiday  and  night  work)  unless  the  govern- 
ment specially  permits  it. 

Restriction  of  employees  on  public  contract  work  to  natives 
of  the  province  was  reported  in  two  cases,  residence  in  the  prov- 
ince (in  one  for  ten  years,  in  the  other  for  six  months)  being 
also  required  in  both  cases.  Two  other  regulations  of  provincial 
governments  for  the  benefit  of  employees  on  public  contract  work 
were  found.  One  province  required  that  all  permanent  employees 
should  be  insured  in  the  National  Insurance  Fund  (which  pro- 
vides compensation  for  accidents) ,  the  employee  to  pay  two-thirds 
and  the  contractor  one-third  of  the  premiums.    In  another  prov- 
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ince  it  is  required  in  the  case  of  work  done  in  the  open  country 
that  the  contractor  shall  furnish  his  employees  with  drinking 
water  and  with  places  for  rest,  and  shall  supply  them  with  food 
at  prices  not  higher  than  those  in  the  immediate  neighborhood. 

Specific  penalties  for  infraction  by  a  contractor  of  regulations 
concerning  terms  of  employment  were  reported  for  four  provinces 
and  consisted  of  fines  in  two  cases,  of  fines  and  forfeiture  of  the 
contract  in  one,  and  of  fines,  forfeiture  of  the  contract  and  ex- 
clusion from  future  public  contract  work  in  one. 

The  Communes. — The  report  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  shows  that 
more  than  a  hundred  of  the  Italian  communal  and  municipal 
governments  have  adopted  some  sort  of  regulations  concerning 
the  conditions  of  employment  on  public  contract  work.  The  regu- 
lations found  in  91  different  communes  or  municipalitfes,  as 
described  in  the  report,  include  the  subjects  of  hours,  wages,  over- 
time pay,  holiday  and  night  work,  payment  of  wages,  number  of 
apprentices,  insurance  against  accident,  malaria,  preference  in 
employment  of  local  labor,  employment  of  women  and  children, 
disputes  and  sub-contracting.  The  specificatiop  of  maximum 
hours  is  the  most  common  regulation,  being  found  in  nearly  all 
of  the  local  r^ulations  enumerated,  and  specification  of  mini- 
mum wages  appears  about  as  often.  Hours  and  wages  are 
limited  most  frequently  by  specification  of  maximum  time  and 
minimum  rates  directly  by  the  government,  in  some  instances 
after  consultation  with  employers  and  employees,  but  in  a  number 
of  cases  local  hours  and  rates  as  established  by  agreements  be- 
tween employers  and  employees  are  specified  as  those  to  rule  on 
the  government  work,  and  in  several  instances  it  is  specified 
simply  that  the  rates  and  hours  customary  in  the  locality  shall 
apply  to  the  contract.  In  several  cases  holiday  or  night  work 
is  prohibited  or  restricted  and  less  frequently  extra  compensa- 
tion for  overtime  is  specified.  Preference  of  employment  for 
natives  of  the  commune  or  municipality,  or  those  who  have  re- 
sided there  for  a  certain  period,  is  required  by  several  of  the  local 
governments.  In  one  or  two  instances  the  number  of  appren- 
tices who  may  be  employed  is  limited  in  contract**^.     In  a  large 

ments  it  is  the  practice  to  prohibit 
ayment  of  wages  at  least  every  fif- 
der  government  supervision  thereof, 
e  contract  the  existing  laws  concern- 
nd  children,  insurance  against  acci- 
st  malaria.  In  two  or  three  cases 
of  disputes  between  employers  and 
r  contract  is  made,  the  final  arbiter 
?rnnient  authority  except  in  one  case 
by  the  parties  are  to  consider  dis- 
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putes,  with  final  settlement  when  necesBary  by  the  communal 
council.  The  penalties  specified  in  some  cases  for  infringement 
of  regulations  are  fines  and  forfeiture  of  contracts. 

Most  elaborate  of  the  regulations  prescribed  by  the  communal 
or  municipal  governments  are  those  in  Palermo,  whidi  were 
established- by  an  Ordinance  Concerning  Clauses  for  the  Protec- 
tion of  Labor,  adopted  in  November,  1903.  This  directs  that  mini- 
mum wages  for  each  occupation  shall  be  specified  in  each  con- 
tract. Hours  are  fixed  at  from  9  to  10  according  to  the  season 
of  the  year.  Overtime  must  be  paid  for  at  rates  15  per  cent  above 
the  regular  rates,  and  regular  hours  and  overtime  together  must 
not  exceed  14  hours  in  each  24.  Work  on  holidays,  save  in  case 
of  emergencies,  is  prohibited,  and  on  election  days  time  to  vote 
must  be  granted.  The  ordinance  prescribes  also  various  other 
regulations  concerning  payment  of  wages,  subcontracting,  pen- 
alties for  infringement  of  the  various  regulations,  insurance 
against  accidents,  etc.  Most  interesting  among  the  provisions  of 
the  ordinance,  however,  is  one  which  establishes  a  Permanent 
Commission  of  Labor  for  the  administration  of  certain  features 
of  the  ordinance.  This  commission  is  composed  of  the  mayor  or 
superintendent  of  public  works  of  the  commune  as  president, 
with  one  member  from  the  communal  council  chosen  by  that 
council,  two  representatives  of  the  chamber  of  commerce,  two  of 
the  chamber  of  labor  and  the  chief  engineer  of  the  local  depart- 
ment of  technical  affairs.  It  is  the  duty  of  this  commission  to  de- 
termine the  minimum  wage  rates  to  be  inserted  in  each  contract, 
the  special  requirements  as  to  the  health  and  safety  of  employees 
which  shall  be  imposed  upon  the  contractor  in  addition  to  those 
established  by  the  police  and  health  authorities,  and  the  propor- 
tion of  adults,  apprentices  and  laborers  to  be  employed.  It  is 
further  provided  that  any  member  of  the  commission  may  be 
present  when  wages  are  paid. 

NETHERLANDS. 

Although  efforts  in  that  direction  have  not  been  lacking,  thus 
far  there  has  been  no  legislation  by  thg  central  government  in 
the  Netherlands  to  regulate  the  conditions  of  employment  on 
government  contract  work.  At  the  same  time,  however,  there 
has  been  not  a  little  such  regulation  in  the  actual  practice  of  some 
of  the  administrative  departments  of  the  central  government 
principally,  if  not  exclusively,  in  connection  with  building  work. 
Foremost  in  this  practice  is  the  Department  of  Waterways,  Com- 
merce and  Industry  with  a  general  order  on  the  subject  bearing 
date  of  March  31,  1891.  This  made  obligatory  for  all  contract 
work  under  the  department's  jurisdiction  (1)  eleven  hours  as  a 
normal  day's  work  with  overtime  work  on  Sundays  and  holidays 
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allowable  only  by  direction,  or  special  permission  of  the  depart- 
ment, and  (2)  insurance  of  employees  against  accidental  injuries, 
by  the  employer,  this  i*equirement  being  notable  in  view  of  the  ab- 
sence of  any  compulsory  insurance  law  in  the  Netherlands.  In 
addition  to  these  obligatory  features  the  order  specified  others 
to  be  considered  in  connection  with  each  contract,  but  to  be  in- 
corporated therein  at  the  option  of  the  department  according  to 
the  circumstances  of  each  case.  These  provide  for,  (1)  the  fixing 
of  minimum  wages  corresponding  to  those  of  the  tiine  and  place, 
for  an  eleven  hour  day  with  increase  in  case  of  overtime  work  of 
10,  20  or  30  \yeT  cent  respectively  for  the  Ist,  2d  or  3d  additional 
hours,  and  of  50  per  cent  for  time  above  3  hours,  or  for  Sunday 
and  holiday  work  and  with  piece  wages,  when  paid,  at  such  rates 
as  will  insure  earnings  at  least  equal  to  those  fixed  for  time  work, 
no  lower  rates  than  those  so  fixed  to  be  permitted  except  in  case 
of  permanent  employees  of  the  contractor  who  as  such  receive 
lower  rates,  or  in  the  case  of  those  who  by  reason  of  age  or  disa- 
bility are  unable  to  earn  the  established  rates;  (2)  weekly  pay- 
ment of  wages  to  the  employees  in  person,  with  report  to  the 
government  for  the  purpose  of  supervision  of  the  time  and  place 
thereof,  submission  of  payrolls  to  government  inspection,  and 
posting  of  the  schedule  of  hours  and  wages  at  the  work  places; 
(3)  limitation  of  the  number  of  employees  under  23  years  of  age 
to  25  per  cent  of  the  whole  number;  and  (4)  permission  to  sublet, 
where  minimum  wage  rates  have  been  fixed,  only  on  the  condition 
that  the  subcontractor  shall  bind  himself  to  observe  these  rates, 

The  Austrian  report  of  1900,  from  which  -the  above  details 
concerning  the  order  of  the  Department  of  Waterways,  Ck)m- 
merce  and  Industry  are  taken,  stated  (p.  37)  that  others  of  the 
central  government  authorities  had  "  recently ''  taken  similar 
steps  with  respect  to  contract  work  under  their  jurisdiction.  How 
extensively  such  regulation  has  become  the  practice  in  other 
departments  in  more  recent  years  cannot  here  be  stated,  but  there 
is  evidence  of  its  existence  to  some  extent  in  several  others  at 
least.  Thus  in  a  report  by  the  Central  Bureau  of  Statistics  of 
The  Netherlands  concerning  wages  and  hours  of  labor  on  gov- 
ernment contract  work  in  1902*  there  is  incidental  allusion  to 
the  fact  that  nearly  all  w^ork  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  De- 
partment of  War  was  carried  on  with  minimum  wages  prescribed 
by  the  department.  Again,  in  a  similar  report  for  1903  (p.  vi) 
reference  is  made  to  contract  specifications  of  the  Department  of 
Justice  which,  like  the  general  order  of  1891  in  the  Department 
of  Waterways,  Commerce  and  Industry  above  described,  restrict 
the  numlber  of  employees  under  23  years  of  age  on  government

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work  to  not  over  25  per  cent  of  the  whole,  and  to  similar  specifi- 
cations of  the  Department  of  Internal  Affairs  limiting  the  num- 
ber of  those  under  23  years  of  age  to  20  per  cent  of  the  total  of 
all  employees.  In  the  reports  of  the  Dutch  Chambers  of  Labor 
for  1902  reference  is  made  to  minimum-wage  and  maximum-hour 
clauses  as  customary  in  contracts  for  work  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Department  of  Internal  Affairs.*  Finally,  it  would  seem 
from  figures  given  in  the  reports  on  wages  and  hours  on  govern- 
ment contract  work,  above  alluded  to,  that  the  specification  of 
minimum  wage  rates  in  contracts  for  public  work  is  now  well- 
nigh  universal  (certainly  the  rule  rather  than  the  exception)  on 
all  building  work  for  the  central  government.  In  both  1902  and 
1903  returns  were  made  by  the  Departments  of  Waterways,  Com- 
merce and  Industry,  Justice,  Internal  Affairs  and  War  (the 
other  four  state  departments  being  those  of  Foreign  Affairs, 
Finance,  Colonies  and  Marine),  the  four  most  important  depart- 
ments, with  the  possible  exception  of  the  Department  of  Marine, 
in  respect  of  government  contract  work.  In  both  years  a  distinc- 
tion was  drawn  in  the  returns  between  those  for  employees  work- 
ing without  minimum  wage  restrictions  and  tliose  working  under 
such  limitations  and  in  both  years  practically  all  of  the  em- 
ployees reported  were  working  under  fixed  minimum  wages.  Thus 
in  1902  out  of  a  total  of  99,640  ''  returns  "f  only  1,378  were  for 
employees  not  under  minimum  wage  clauses,  and  in  1903  out  of 
113,959  "  returns  "  only  1,075  were  for  workers  with  no  minimum 
wage  sp^ified.  As  an  indication  of  the  developments  along  this 
line  in  the  years  prior  to  1902-3,  the  above  figures  may  be  com- 
pared with  those  in  a  report  on  the  same  subject  for  1899,  in 
which  out  of  68,299  returnsj,  55,849  were  for  workers  without 
minimum  wage  requirements,§  while  the  returns  (44,343  in  num- 
ber) for  a  similar  report  for  the  year  1894  revealed  no  minimum 
wage  restrictions  in  existence  on  state  work.|| 

Concerning  restrictions  on  hours  of  work  the  reports  above 
alluded  to  throw  no  light  save  for  an  incidental  remark  in  the 
report  for  1809  to  the  effect  that  a  limitation  of  hours  to  a  maxi- 
mum of  11  per  day  occurred  in  "  many  "  contract  specifications 
for  government  work  in  that  year.lf 

Of  the  provincial  governments  in  the  Netherlands,  that  of 
Friesland    (whether  any  others  have  adopted  such   r^ulatlons

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or  not  the  present  investigation  has  not  revealed)  had  in  1897  a 
regulation  providing  that  the  government  should  fix  minimum 
rates  of  wages  in  contracts  for  public  work ;  that  a  maximum  of 
twelve  hours  should  be  enforced ;  that  work  should  be  suspended 
on  Sundays  and  holidays ;  that  there  should  be  no  overtime  with- 
out government  permission  and  that  such  overtime  should  be 
paid  for  at  an  advance  of  15  per  cent  for  the  first  hour,  20  per 
cent  for  the  second,  30  per  cent  for  the  third  and  40  per  cent 
thereafter  with  an  advance  of  25  per  cent  for  Sunday  work. 
Piece  work  or  subcontracting  the  administration  might,  if  it 
found  the  workmen  injured  thereby,  prohibit.  The  contractor 
was  also  to  be  responsible  for  the  execution  of  these  clauses  by 
subcontractors  or  those  furnishing  supplies  and  was  required  to 
post  the  law  in  workshops.  So  far  as  known  this  regulation 
in  Friesland  is  still  in  force. 

Complete  information  concerning  regulation  of  employment  on 
public  contract  work  by  the  Dutch  cities  or  communes  is  not 
available  for  this  repK)rt,  but  from  the  information  at  hand*  it 
appears  that  such  regulation  is  very  common.  Thus  references 
have  been  found  indicating  that  such  regulations  have  been 
adopted  by  at  least  lit  of  the  24  communes  lirtiich  had*  a  popula- 
tion of  over  20,000  in  1899.  Of  the  eight  Dutch  cities  which  in 
1899  had  a  population  of  50,000  or  more  (Amsterdam,  Jlotterdam, 
The  Hague,  Utrecht,  Groningen,  Haarlem,  Amhem  and  lieiden) 
it  appears  that  there  are  six  (Amsterdam,  The  Hague,  Utrecht, 
Groningen,  Haarlem  and  Leiden)  which  have  regulations  gov- 
erning employment  on  public  contract  work.J  Evidence  of 
similar  regulation  in  communes  of  less  than  20,000  population 
also  is  not  lacking.  Specific  mention  of  at  least  seven§  such  has 
been  found,  but  the  available  information  concerning  these 
smaller  communes  is  even  less  comprehensive  than  that  concern- 
ing the  larger  cities  and  the  Note  sur  Le  Mimmum  de  Salaire, 
Etc.,  published  by  the  French  Bureau  of  Labor  in  1897,  reported 
that  "  a  large  number  "  of  the  smaller  communes  had  decided  to 
insert  regulations  concerning  employment  in  contracts  for  public 
work.  Indicative  of  the  progress  of  the  movemient  for  regulation 
of  employment  on  public  contract  work  in  the  larger  communes

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is  the  fact  that  in  1894  one  only  (Amsterdam)  of  the  eight  cities 
which  in  1899  had  over  50,000  inhabitants  had  established  such 
regulation,  and  that  four  of  the  five  others  which  have  subse- 
quently adopted  such  regulation  (The  Hague,  Qroningen,  Haar- 
lem and  Leiden)  in  1893  and  1894  definitely  rejected  proposals 
for  such  regulation. 

Nearly,  if  not  quite,  all  of  these  communal  regulations  are  for 
building  work.  In  general  content  they  are  very  similar  to  the 
general  regulation  established  in  1891  by  the  Department  of 
Waterways,  Commerce  and  Industry,  as  above  described,  except 
for  the  exclusion  of  the  requirement  respecting  accident  insur- 
ance and  the  dropping  of  the  optional  character  of  certain  of  the 
provisions. 

The  regulations  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam,  which  is  the  largest 
Dntch  city  and  was  one  of  the  first  to  adopt  such  regulation  of 
ennployment  on  government  work,  are  perhaps  foremost  in  inter- 
est. Out  of  a  movement  started  in  1891  finally  came  an  ordi-. 
nance  of  the  Amsterdam  city  council  of  January  11,  1894,  pro- 
viding for  the  insertion  of  certain  stipulations  in  city  contracts 
for  a  period  of  one  year.  This*  was  to  be  by  way  of  an  experiment 
and  the  ordinance  directed  that  during  the  trial  year  each  bidder 
for  public  work  should  present  a  double  bid — one  as  for  the  work 
with  the  refiitrictions  as  to  wages,  hours,  etc.,  in  force;  the  other 
without  Tsuch  restrictions,  leaving  the  city  authorities  free  to  ac- 
cept either.  The  principal  stipulations  of  the  ordinance  as  to 
terms  of  employment  were,  in  brief,  the  following:  Insurance 
of  employees  against  accidental  injuries,  by  the  contractor;  a 
maximum  work-day  of  11  hours  with  overtime  or  Sunday  labor 
only  by  special  permission  of  the  city  authorities  and  only  when 
such  extra  work  appears  to  be  a  pressing  necessity,  and  with 
rest  and  meal  times  arranged  to  meet  the  approval  of  the  authori- 
ties and  to  conform  to  local  usage,  the  season  and  character  of 
the  work;  mdnlmum  wages  for  all  workers  separately  specified 
for  skilled  and  unskilled  workers  and  those  from  14  to  23  years 
of  age,  with  limitation  of  the  number  of  those  below  23  years, 
to  not  more  than  20  per  cent  of  the  total  employees,  and  with  em- 
ployment of  those  under  14  prohibited;  payment  for  overtime 
work  at  an  advance  over  regular  rates  of- 10  per  cent  for  the 
first  hour,  20  per  cent  for  the  second,  30  per  cent  for  the  third, 
and  50  per  cent  for  time  beyond  the  third  hour  or  for  work  on 
Sunday;  weekly  payment  of  wages  to  each  worker  in  person; 
piece  work  only  on  condition  that  employees'  earnings  and  qual- 
itv  of  work  shall  not  suffer  thereby;  subcontractins:  only  on  con- 
dition that  all  the  stipulations  of  the  original  contract  be 
observed  by  the  subcontractor,  for  which  the  contractor  shall  be 
responsible;  execution  of  all  of  the  work  within  the  commune. 
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and  all  of  the  above  stipulations  to  be  posted  in  the  work  places 
with  the  right  of  redress  in  case  of  their  infringement  exclu- 
sively in  the  hands  of  the  city  authorities  with  whom  the  work- 
ers, however,  may  lodge  complaints. 

Six  months  after  the  ordinance  providing  for  the  above  regula- 
tion went  into  effect  the  mayor  of  Amsterdam  made  a  report 
(under  date  of  July  12, 1894)  concerning  the  contracts  let  during 
the  first  half  of  1894  under  the  new  regulations,  which  affords 
information  as  to  the  effect  of  the  limitations  as  to  wages,  hours, 
etc.,  upon  the  cost  of  the  work  to  the  city.  For  foVrtteen  sepa- 
rate contracts  the  total  of  all  the  lowest  bids  without  any  of 
the  restrictions  contemplated  by  the  ordinance  was  358,081 
gulden,  while  with  those  restrictions  it  was  362,599  gulden  or 
1.26  per  cent  higher.  Taking  the  average  bid  in  each  case  the 
total  of  those  without  the  restrictions  was  391,903  gulden,  while 
with  the  restriction  it  was  400,404  gulden  or  2.17  per  cent 
higher.*  The  mayor^s  investigation  of  experience  during  the  first 
six  months  of  1894  revealed  such  favorable  results  that  he  re- 
garded further  experimentation  as  unnecessary  and  on  August 
1,  1894,  the  ordinance  was  made  permanent  without  waiting 
for  the  completion  of  the  trial  year  originally  contemplated. 

An  interesting  effect  of  the  adoption  of  minimum  wage  rates, 
standard  hours,  etc.,  by  the  city  for  its  work  was  the  establish- 
ment of  the  same  conditions  for  building  work  generally  in  the 
city.  When  the  city  established  its  regulations,  the  majority  of  the 
builders  in  the  city  declared  themselves  ready  to  accept  the  same 
conditions  for  private  work,  provided  their  competitors  would 
all  likewise  adopt  them.  When  some  of  the  latter  refused  to 
join  the  movement,  the  workpeople  took  the  matter  up  and 
inaugurated  a  general  strike  early  in  August  to  force  the  adop- 
tion of  the  city  requirements.  The  strike  was  of  short  duration 
and  was  almost  completely  successful. 

Touching  later  experience  under  the  Amsterdam  ordinance 
there  is  a  reportf  made  by  Dr.  Van  Zanten^  an  Amsterdam  attor- 
ney, in  1900.  The  general  conclusion  of  this  investigator  was 
that  in  spite  of  some  defects  the  ordinance  had  produced  good 
results  and  that  the  condition  of  labor  had  been  decidedly 
improved  by  it.  The  report  notes  that  the  ordinance,  at  the  time 
of  its  adoption,  had  the  effect  of  reducing  the  hours  of  labor  per 
day  generally  to  11  and  that  beginning  with  July  1,  1900,  a

tQuoted  by  the  Austrian  report  of  1900  from  5?ociale  Praxis,  Vol.  TX,  p.  1,068  ff. 
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reduction  to  10  was  to  be  made  while  meantime  wages  had  con- 
tinually risen  in  spite  of  occasional  lessening  of  building  activ- 
ity. Dr.  Van  Zanten  further  asserted  that  the  fear  that  under 
the  wage  restrictions  of  the  ordinance  the  less  eflScient  workers 
would  be  unable  to  secure  work  had  proven  unfounded  and  that 
as  a  matter  of  fact  the  less  efficient  employees  were  paid  the 
minima  fixed  in  the  contracts,  while  the  more  eflScient  received 
higher  rates. 

Dr.  Van  Zanten's  report  indicated  the  need  of  rjevision  of  the 
limitationsjprescribed  by  the  city  to  correspond  to  the  changes 
in  industrial  conditions.    As  a  matter  of  fact  such  revision  from 
time  to  time  is  the  usual  practice  of  the  communes  which  have 
established  such  regulations.    The  latest  revision  of  the  Amster- 
dam regulations  appears  to  be  one  made  early  in  1904.*    A  com- 
parison of  the  schedule  of  hours  and  wages  therein  established 
with  that  of  1894,  shows  the  following  changes  in  the  ten  years :  In 
place  of  the  eleven-hour  day  of  1894  maximmn  hours  are  fixed  in 
general  at  10  per  day  for  the  months  of  April  to  September  inclu- 
sive and  at  9  per  day  for  October  to  March,  except  that  for  cer- 
tain workers,  such  as  engineers  and  mason  tenders,  who  must 
be  at  work  before  or  after  the  others,  the  mlaximum  may,  with 
the  permission  of  the  city  authorities,  be  increased  to  12  hours 
for  the  spring  and  summer  months  and  11  for  the  others,  and  for 
certain  classes  of  workers  connected  with  steamboat  or  rail>vay 
transportation  when  paid  by  th^  week  a  maximum  of  70  hours 
for  the  six  week  days,  including  meal  time,  is  fixed.    As  to  wages, 
the  1894  regulations  fixed  only  two  minimum  rates  for  workers 
23  years  of  age  or  over,  the  one  23  cents  (Dutch)  per  hour  for 
mechanics  and  the  other,  18  cents  per  hour  for  helpers,  laborers, 
etc.,  but  the  1904  schedule  si)ecifies  separate  rates  for  each  of  50 
different  occupations.    These  rates  vary  from  18  to  28  cents  per 
hour,  but  for  no  less  than  19  occupations  the  rates  are  from  24 
to  28  cents,  and  for  seven  occupations,  including  several* of  the 
principal  building  trades  such  as  carpenters,  masons,  plasterers 
and  stone  cutters,  the  "minimum  is  28  cents  an  hour,  representing 
an  advance  for  those  trades  of  5  cents,  or  over  25  per  cent  above 
the  minimum  of  23  cents  in  1894.     Concerning  employment  of 
minors,  while  in  1894  limitation  was  placed  upon  those  under  23 
years  of  age  to  the  extent  that  such  must  not  exceed  20  per  cent 
of  the  total  number  of  employees  with  fixed  minimum  rates  for 
such  minors  according  to  age,  the  new  regulation  provides  that 
the  city  authorities  may  grant  a  modification  of  the  minimum 
wage  rates  as  fixed  in  the  general  schedule,  for  workers  under  21 
years  of  age  or  for  those  less  efficient  because  of  disability  or  old

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age,  but  the  number  for  whom  such  lower  rates  are  permitted 
must  not,  except  by  special  permission,  exceed  10  per  cent  of  the 
total  employees.  A  change  in  the  fixed  minimum  rates  for  over- 
time (when  such  is  permitted  by  the  authorities)  is  made  from 
10,  20  and  30  per  cent  advances  over  regular  rates  for  the  first, 
second  and  third  hours  respectively  and  a  50  per  cent  advance 
for  time  after  the  third  hour,  as  in  1894,  to  a  rate  ten  per  cent 
higher  for  the  first  and  second  hours,  25  per  cent  higher  for  the 
third  and  fourth  hours  and  50  per  cent  higher  for  time  after  the 
fourth  hour,  with  a  special  rate  in  the  case  of  workers  by  the 
week,  of  1-50  of  their  regular  weekly  pay  for  each  hour  of  over- 
time. Work  on  Sundays  or  holidays  in  1894  was  to  be  paid  a 
rate  50  per  cent  above  the  regular  rates,  while  under  the  1904 
schedule  workers  by  the  day  are  to  receive  for  such  work  double 
th^  regular  rates  and  workers  by  the  week  a  rate  equal  to  1-35 
of  their  regular  weekly  pay. 

The  regulations  of  several  of  the  cities  or  communes  besides 
Amsterdam,  which  have  been  found  in  the  course  of  this  investi- 
gation, vary  considerably  as  to  the  number  of  requirements  they 
contain,  some  covering  simply  the  two  fundamental  matters  of 
maximumt  hours  and  minimum  wages,  while  others  are  as  exten- 
sive B»  those  for  Amsterdam  outlined  above.  In  none  of  them, 
however,  have  been  found  any  features  other  than  those  which 
have  already  been  enumerated  as  existing  in  Amsterdam  or  in 
the  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Waterways,  Commerce 
and  Industry  of  the  central  government,  of  such  importance  as 
to  demand  special  mention  here  except,  perhaps,  a  provision  of 
the  regulations  in  Zutphen,  a  commune  of  less  than  20,000  inhabi- 
tants. This  aimed  to  protect  employees  on  government  work 
from  the  injury  of  sudden  unemployment  by  requiring  that  in 
case  of  sudden  interruption  of  work  due  to  negligence  on  the 
part  of  the  contractor  the  latter  shall  pay  the  employees  rendered 
idle  by  the  interruption  wagee  for  five  and  one-half  hours  per  day. 
during  the  interruption  of  work,  such  payment  to  cease,  however, 
after  the  interruption  has  lasted  a  week. 

An  interesting  feature  in  Dutch  practice  in  connection  with 
the  regulation  of  terms  of  employment  on  public  contract  work 
is  the  service  which  has  been  rendered  by  the  "  chambers  of 
labor"  in  the  determination  of  the  conditions  to  be  prescribed. 
The  chambers  of  labor  are  local  bodies  composed  of  equal  num- 
bers of  members  elected  by  employers  and  employees  respectively, 
whose  functions  combine  those  of  bureaus  of  labor  statistics 
and  of  joint  committees  for  negotiations  between  employers  and 
employees.  They  were  established  by  a  law  of  May  2,  1897,  and 
in  January,  1904,  there  were  90  chambers  in  existence  in  38  of 
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the  principal  cities  and  communes.  These  chambers  are  natu- 
rally in  close  touch  with  local  industrial  conditions  and  the 
reports  of  their  work  indicate  that  it  is  a  common,  though  not 
universal,  practice  both  of  the  local  and  of  the  central  govern- 
ments, in  determining  minimum  wage  rates,  maximum  hours, 
etc.,  to  be  inserted  in  contracts  for  public  work,  to  seek  advice 
or  information  from  the  chambers  either  on  the  occasion  of  the 
establishment  of  such  conditions  for  the  first  timd  or  for  pur- 
poses of  revision  of  conditions  already  established. 

SCANDINAVIA. 

The  Austrian  report  of  1900  mentions  Norway  only  of  the 
{Scandinavian  countries  as  having  established  labor  protective 
regulations  for  public  contract  woi*k  and  it  does  not  appear  that 
there  has  been  any  legislation  upon  the  subject  since  1900  in 
either  Norway  or  Sweden.  The  Norwegian  regulations  quoted 
by  the  Austrian  Bureau,  so  far  as  concerns  the  central  govern- 
ment comprise,  besides  a  ispeciflc  requirement  of  the  accident 
insurance  law  of  1894  making  such  insurance  compulsory  for  any 
work  to  which  the  law  applies  when  done  for  the  central  or  local 
governments,  certain  requirements  with  respect  to  contract  work 
in  the  construction  of  roads  or  railways  which  were  established 
in  accordance  with  a  government  order  of  1880  directing  that  all 
government  work  of  whatever  sort  should,  as  a  rule,  be  con- 
tracted out.  Under  this  order  several  of  the  government  depart- 
ments formulated  the  conditions  to  be  required  in  connection  with 
government  work,  but  none  of  these  contained  regulations  in  the 
interest  of  work  people  except  those  for  road  and  railway  con- 
struction work.  The  latter  require  (1)  that  in  case  of  the  sick- 
ness of  employees  the  employer  shall  support  and  provide  medical 
care  for  them  for,  at  the  most,  four  weeks,  if  the  illness  lasts 
more  than  three  days  and  can  be  treated  at  home,  there  being 
no  obligation  upon  the  employer  if  the  employee  is  treated  in 
hospital;  and  (2)  that  wages  shall  be  paid  in  cash  at  least  once 
a  month  and  if  the  employer  fails  to  do  this  the  government 
authority  letting  the  contract,  upon  complaint  of  the  employees 
and  proof  of  the  circumstances,  may  pay  the  wages  due  and 
charge  the  same  on  the  contractor's  account. 

The  same  requirements  as  above  are  quoted  as  having  been 
adopted  by  the  capital  city,  Christiana,  for  its  harbor  works  with 
the  modification  that  wages  shall  be  paid  weekly  instead  of 
monthly  and  the  obligation  to  care  for  sick  employees  holds 
whether  treatment  be  at  home  or  in  hospital.  The  Christiana 
conditions  further  specify  that  employees  must  be  preferably 
Norwegian  and  that  not  over  30  per  cent  may  be  foreigners 
except  by  special  permission. 
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In  1892  the  Norwegian  minister  of  public  works  appointed  a 
special  commission  to  consider  the  question  of  revising  the  exist- 
ing regulations  concerning  government  contract  work.  The 
recommendations  of  this  commission  touching  the  matter  of  pro- 
tection of  employees,  although,  as  already  indicated,  apparently 
never  adopted  and  although  in  nowise  radical,  are  worth  noting. 
They  proposed  the  requirement  of  care  of  sick  employees  and 
monthly  payment  of  wages,  as  in  previous  practice  for  road  and 
railway  work,  and  in  addition  that  wages  should  be  paid  at,  or 
near  to,  the  work  places,  that  the  employer  should  take  all  need 
ful  precautions  to  safeguard  his  employees  against  bodily  harm 
and  that  contractors  found  repeatedly  guilty  of  failure  to  fulfil 
their  obligations  to  employees  should  be  refused  further  con- 
tracts. 

Of  some  interest  in  conniection  with  the  government  rule  in 
favor  of  the  contract  system  which  was  established  in  1880,  as 
above  noted,  is  the  fact  that  in  1894  the  Norwegian  parliament, 
the  Storthing,  passed  a  resolution  favoring  the  contracting  out 
of  government  work  only  when  special  circumstances  demand 
it  on  the  ground  that  the  interests  of  society  call  for  the  execu- 
tion of  public  work  directly  by  the  government. 

SPAIN. 

While  the  fixing  of  the  terms  of  employment  on  contract  work 
for  the  government  in  Spain  is  left  entirely  to  private  agree- 
ment between  employer  and  employees,  a  royal  decree  of  June 
20,  1902,*  provides  for  the  settlement  of  any  disputes  over  the 
fulfillment  of  the  terms  agreed  upon.  The  decree  provides  that 
every  government  contract  shall  stipulate,  (1)  that  the  working 
agreement  between  contractor  and  employees  shall  specify 
exactly  the  duration  of  the  agreement,  the  mode  of  its  termina- 
tion or  suspension,  the  hours  of  work  and  rates  of  wages; 
and  (2)  that  all  diflferencee  concerning  the  fulfilment  of  the 
agreement  shall  be  submitted  to  the  local  "  council  for  social 
reform"  which  shall  intervene  as  arbitrator  under  the  presi- 
dency of  the  government  authority,  with  such  appeal  from  the 
councirs  decision  as  is  allowable  under  the  law  of  civil  pro- 
cedure. The  "  councils  for  social  reform "  referred  to  were 
established  in  connection  with  the  law  of  March  13,  1900,  con- 
cerning the  employment  of  women  and  children.f  They  are 
charged  with  the  duties  of  factory  inspection,  collection  of  labor 
statistics,  formation  of  joint  tribunals  of  employers  and  em- 
ployees and  hearing  of  complaints  from  either  class.    There  are

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local  and  provincial  councils.  The  local  councils,  to  which 
under  the  decree  of  1&02  disputes  concerning  existing  terms  of 
employment  on  government  work  are  to  be  submitted,  are  com- 
posed of  equal  numbers  of  employers  and  workpeople,  together 
with  a  representative  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority  and  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  civil  authority,  the  last  named  being  president 
of  the  council. 

The  decree  of  1902  applies  to  all  contract  work  done  for  either 
the  royal,  provincial  or  municipal  governments.  If  provincial 
or  municipal  authorities  infringe  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
decree  they  are  to  be  held  responsible  therefor  as  administrators, 
without  affecting  their  responsibility  in  any  other  direction. 

SWITZERLAND. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  for  several  years  there  have 
been  considerable  agitation,  and  repeated  effort,  for  legislation 
upon  the  subject,  thus  far  government  regulation  of  public  con- 
tract work  in  the  interests  of  labor  in  Switzerland  has  been 
undertaken  by  only  three  of  the  cantonal  govemme:nts,  such 
regulation  being  found  in  a  Geneva  law  of  November  2,  1897,  a 
Basel-Stadt  ordinance  of  December  31,  1904,  and  a  Zurich  ordi- 
nance issued  April  20,  1905.    All  of  which  are  still  in  force. 

The  Geneva  law  of  1897*  established  the  principle  of  the  pre- 
vailing rate  of  wages  for  public  contract  work  by  providing  that 
in  all  contracts  for  work  for  the  cantonal  government  a  clause 
should  be  inserted  requiring  the  contractor  to  pay  the  wages 
established  by  agreement  between  employers'  associations  and 
labor  organizations  where  such  agreements  exist.  Where  there 
are  no  such  agreements  the  wages  paid  shall  be  the  prevailing 
rates  of  the  locality  at  the  time  of  the  letting  of  the  contract. 

The  Basel-Stadt  ordinance  of  1904,t  above  referred  to,  repre- 
sents a  step  in  the  direction  of  protecting  employees  on  govern- 
ment work  from  diseases  of  occupation  by  prohibiting  for  a 
period  of  three  years  beginning  with  January  1,  1905,  the  use 
of  white  lead  in  all  painting  work  done  for  the  government. 

More  elaborate  are  the  regulations  just  established  in  Zurich.! 
These  provide  in  the  first  place,  that  bids  shall  not  be  consid- 
ered when  mad6  by  employers  who  pay  wages  or  accord  condi- 
tions of  work  less  favorable  to  the  employees  than  those  prevail- 
ing in  the  industry.  As  the  "  usual  "  or  prevailing  wages,  shall 
be  taken  primarily  those  stipulated  in  agreements  between 
organizations  of   employers    and    employees.     The   government

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authority  which  is  to  let  a  contract  is  given  power  to  require  of 
bidders  information  concerning  the  wages  paid  by  them,  the 
working  time  of  their  employees  and  what  extra  compensation 
is  allowed  for  overtime  work,  and  in  case  a  contract  is  awarded 
to  a  bidder  the  wages  and  hours  so  reported  by  him  shall  be 
binding  for  the  work  to  be  done  by  him.  Unless  other  rates 
are  provided  for  by  agreements  between  employers  and  employed 
the  law  stipulates  that  rates  for  overtime  work  shall 
be  at  least  25  per  cent,  and  rates  for  night  or  Sun- 
day work,  50  per  cent  higher  than  the  regular  rates  per 
hour.  In  the  second  place,  sub-contracting  is  prohibited  except 
upon  special  permission  from  the  authorities  letting  the  contract 
and  if  such  permission  be  granted  the  terms  of  the  sub-contract 
must  be  submitted  to  the  government  authorities  and  the  orig- 
inal contractor  is  to  be  held  responsible  for  the  fulfilment  of 
the  obligations  of  the  original  contract  and  may  be  required  to 
•furnish  security  therefor.  Third,  the  contractor  must  at  his 
own  expense,  insure  his  employees  against  accident  and  diseases 
of  their  occupations.  Fourth,  wages  must  be  paid  weekly  and 
may  not  be  paid  in  public  houses.  In  the  case  of  building  work, 
except  with  the  special  consent  of  the  prpper  authorities,  neither 
the  employer  nor  his  superintendents  may  sell  food  or  drink  to 
the  employees,  or  be  indirectly  interested  in  any  such  sale.  Fifth, 
with  regard  to  the  physical  comfort  of  employees  it  is  required 
that  suitable  water  closets  shall  be  provided  and  that  for  work 
to  be  done  in  the  open  air  suitable  shelter,  for  which  heat  can 
be  supplied  in  winter  and  where  the  employees  may  eat  their 
meals,  shall  be  provided. 
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CHAPTER  V. 

The  Unitbd  States. 

Security  for  Payment  op  Wages  Earned. — That  laborers 
should  promptly  receive  wages  due  them  for  work  is  obviously 
a  matter  of  importance  to  the  state,  as  the  laborer  commonly  has 
nothing  but  his  wages  standing  between  him  and  the  public  poor- 
house.  This  applies  particularly,  of  course,  to  work  done  for  the 
state,  when  the  state  is  the  ultimate  paymaster  but  acts  throng 
intermediaries  like  contractors.  In  the  Texas  Constitution  one 
finds  the  provision  that — 

The  legislature  shall,  at  its  first  session^  pass  laws  to  protect  laborers  on 
public  buildings,  streets,  roads,  railroads,  canals  and  other  similar  public 
works,  against  the  failure  of  contractors  and  subcontractors  to  pay  their 
current  wages  when  due,  and  to  make  the  corporation,  company  or  individual 
for  whose  benefit  the  work  is  done,  responsible  for  their  ultimate  paymoit. — 
Article  16,  sec.  35. 

The  earliest  statutes  of  this  kind  are  the  mechanics'  lien  laws, 
which  in  this  state  date  bacL  to  1830.  In  that  year  the  Legis- 
lature enacted  a  mechanics'  lien  law  for  New  York  City,  which 
compelled  the  owners  of  buildings  to  withhold  or  deduct  from 
payments  to  contractors  or  sub-contractors  whatever  amounts 
were  owing  to  mechanics  and  laborers  for  wages.  While  me- 
chanics' liens  were  created  on  all  public  improvements  at  a  later 
date  (1878),  this  method  of  providing  security  of  wages  was  too 
round-about  to  afford  satisfaction  to  the  laborers  on  great  public 
works  like  the  railways  and  canals;  consequently  laws  were 
enacted  in  1850  which  (1)  made  each  railway  company  respon- 
sible for  the  wages  of  workingmen  in  the  employ  of  the  contract- 
ors or  sub-contractors  and  (2)  required  each  contractor  on  the 
state  canals  to  give  a  bond  that  he  would  "  well  and  truly  pay 
in  full,  at  least  once  in  each  month,  all  laborers  employed  by 
him  on  the  work  specified  in  the  contract."  In  other  states  this 
method  of  securing  the  wages  of  laborers  is  followed  in  all  con- 
tracts for  public  improvements,  state  or  municipal.  The  Federal 
statute  may  be  cited  as  an  illustration  of  these  laws  and  is 
reprinted  in  Appendix  II,  together  with  the  California  statute 
making  it  a  felony  for  contractors  to  withhold  wages  due  labor- 
ers on  public  works.  The  following  state  laws  vary  from  the 
Federal  statute  in  minor  points,  but  the  general  principle  is  the 
same  in  all :

In  Mimiesota  the  wages  of  employees  of  insolvent  contractors 
on  county  work  may  be  paid  by  the  county  commissioners.  In 
Colorado,  while  no  bond  is  required,  the  oflScers  of  cities,  towns, 
etc.,  are  required  to  retain  from  the  money  due  contractors 
amounts  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  claims  of  laborers  for  wages. 

Hours  of  Labor. 

Historically  the  shorter-hour  movement  closely  follows  the 
agitation  for  the  legal  security  of  wages.  Prior  to  the  enactment 
of  the  first  mechanics'  lien  law,  in  1830,  meetings  and  conven- 
tions of  workingmen  in  New  York  and  New  England  discussed 
factory  laws  and  the  ten-hour  day  along  with  the  lien  law.  In 
1840  President  Van  Buren  issued  his  ten-hour  order  for  govern- 
ment employees  and  in  1853  the  Legislature  of  New  York  en- 
acted the  following  ten-hour  law : 

Laws  of  1863,  Chapteb  641. 

Section  1.    Ten  hours  shall  be  deemed  a  day's  work  in  the  absence  of  any 
agreement,  for  mechanics  and  laborers  on  all  public  works  in  this  State. 
Sec.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

Scarcely  had  this  formal  declaration  in  favor  of  a  ten-hour 
work-day  been  placed  on  the  statute  books  before- an  agitation 
started  in  favor  of  the  eight-hour  day,  which  had  already  been 
established  in  the  principal  trades  in  Australia.  New  York  was 
among  the  first  of  the  Amerftan  commonwealths  to  declare  in 
favor  of  the  eight-hour  day ;  by  chapter  866  of  the  laws  of  1867, 
eight  hours  were  made  to  constitute  "  a  legal  day's  work  in  all 
cases  of  labor  and  service  by  the  day,  where  there  is  no  contract 
or  agreement  to  the  contrary."  No  practical  results  of  im- 
portance followed  this  friendly  declaration  or  the  amended  act 
of  1870,  which  imposed  a  penalty  for  violation  of  the  law  by 
public  officers  or  contractors  for  public  work  (chapter  385), 
but  permitted  overwork  for  extra  compensation.  On  public 
works  carried  out  by  the  State  government  itself  public  senti- 
ment probably  sustained  those  public  officers  who  carried  out

the  intent  of  the  law,  but  on  work  executed  by  contract  there 
was  no  way  of  enforcing  the  law  so  long  as  laborers  conld  be 
found  who  were  willing  to  work  more  than  eight  hours  a  day — 
and  of  such  Europe  furnished  an  inexhaustible  supply.  To  limit, 
in  some  degree,  the  importation  of  labor  willing  to  work  any 
number  of  hours  was  the  purpose  of  section  2  of  chapter  380  of 
the  laws  of  1889,  which  required  preference  to  be  given  to  citi- 
zens in  all  cases  where  laborers  are  employed  on  public  wortc, 
and  of  the  amendment  to  the  eight-hour  law  in  1894  (chapter 
622)  which  permitted  none  but  citizens  of  the  United  States  to 
be  employed  on  public  works  and  also  required'  the  payment  of 
the  "  prevailing  rate  of  wages."'  In  1897,  when  the  various  labor 
laws  were  codified  in  the  general  Labor  Law  (chapter  415),  the 
eight-hour  law  was  inserted  as  section  3  and  the  penalties  were 
inserted  in  the  Penal  Code.  But  it  was  not  untiF  1899  that  the 
important  step  was  taken,  upon  the  recommendation  of  Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt,  of  giving  practical  effect  to  the  law  by  prohibit- 
ing overtime  on  public  work  and  making  eight  hours  thereon 
an  actual  maximum  to  be  exceeded  only  in  cases  of  '^  extraordi- 
nary emergency  "  (chapter  567). 

Their  inability  thereafter  to  continue  their  evasion  of  the  law 
led  the  contractors  to  attack  its  constitutionality,  in  which  they 
were  successful  so  far  as  murndpal  contracts  are  concerned,  the 
state  courts  holding  that  the  principle  of  "  home  rule  "  required 
that  municipalities  should  be  free  to  determine  the  terms  of  their 
own  contracts  without  interference  from  the  state  government,* 
although  the  right  of  the  state  to  fix  salaries  and  wages  of  per- 
sons employed  by  the  municipality  itself  was  conceded,  as  was 
also  its  competence  to  regulate  conditions  of  employment  on  pub- 
lic work  of  the  state.  To  extend  the  authority  of  the  state  Legis- 
lature over  the  sphere  of  municipal  contract  work,  the  represen- 
tatives of  the  workingmen  proposed  an  amendment  of  Article 
XII  of  the  state  constitution  relating  to  the  organization  of 
cities,  which  was  approved  by  the  Legislature  and  submitted  to 
the  people  at  the  election  last  No^mber.  The  importance  of  the 
amendment  was  realized  by  all  interests  concerned;  th«  trade 
unions  conducted  an  active  campaign  in  its  favor  and  numerous 
associations  of  employers  opposed  it  openly,  while  others  worked 
against  it  secretly.  It  was  adopted  by  vote  of  more  than  2  to  1 
(338,570  for,  133,606  against;  see  vote  by  counties  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Labor  Bulletin,  Dec.  1905,  p.  480),  and  on  the  first  day 
of  the  legislative  session  of  1906  bills  (S.  17  by  Mr.  Page,  A.  33 
by  Mr.  Rock)  were  introduced  in  the  Senate  and  Assembly  to

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re^nact  the  old  eight-hour  law.  The  experience  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Labor  with  that  law,  however,  had  revealed  certain  de- 
fects which  the  department  officials  desired  to  have  remedied. 
Similar  difficulties  met  with  by  trade  union  men  in  collecting 
evidence  of  violations  had  likewise  convinced  the  officers  of  the 
State  Workingmen's  Federation  of  the  need  of  improvements 
in  the  form  of  the  statute,  and  at  the  instance  of  the  Federa- 
tion's representative  a  new  measure  was  drafted,  the  eight-hour 
provisions  being  substantially  the  same  as  those  in  the  bill  urged 
before  Congress  by  the  officers  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  and  other  national  labor  bodies.  The  bill  (A.  685  intro- 
duced by  Assemblyman  Gates,  Feb.  13,  1906,  printed  in  Ap- 
pendix hereto)  also  provided,  by  amendment  of  section  21  of  the 
Labor  Law,  for  the  establishment  in  the  Department  of  Labor 
of  a  new  bureau  f<rr  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  relating  to  labor 
on  public  works.  The  latter  amendment  was  urged  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Labor  as  necessary  to  prevent  the  diversion  of 
factory  inspectors  from  their  regular  duties  in  enforcing  the 
factory  laws  of  the  state,  to  which  diversion  he  expressed  strong 
opposition. 

Throughout  the  United  States  enactments  restricting  the  hours 
of  labor  on  public  works  appear  to  be  the  most  popular  or 
usual  form  of  regulation  of  public  work  in  the  interest  of  labor- 
ers. The  Federal  Government  and  20  states  or  territories 
besides  New  York  have  entered  this  field  of  legislation  and  in 
all  but  one  state  eight  hours  a  day  is  the  limit;  in  Massachu- 
setts the  maximum  is  fixed  at  9  hours,  but  this  may  be  reduced 
to  8  hours  in  any  city  or  town  by  vote  of  the  people.*  As  will 
be  seen  by  examining  the  statutes  reprinted  in  an  appendix, 
they  differ  greatly  from  one  another  in  content  and  scope.  In 
order  to  make  a  practical  and  constitutional  statute,  some  pro- 
vision must  be  made  for  emergencies;  but  any  permission  to 
change  the  prescribed  hours  is  so  valuable  to  contractors  that 
they  have  at  times  offered  an  "emergency"  excuse  for  evasion 
of  the  law  week  after  week.  The  Colorado  statute  contains  the 
novel  provision  that  work  in  excess  of  eight  hours  a  day  is  to  be 
permitted  in  case  of  emergency,  provided  that  such  excess  is 
.  treated  as  constituting  part  of  a  subsequent  day's  work  and  that 
no  workman  shall  be  employed  more  than  48  hours  a  week  (7 
days).  ^ 

Violation  of  the  •  eight-hour  law  is  usually  a  misdemeanor 
punishable  by  fine  or  imprisonment,  but  a  few  of  the  states

ration). Two  states,  California  and  Minnesota,  prescribe  a  fine 
of  ?10  per  day  for  each  laborer  required  to  exceed  the  eight- 
hour  limit,  such  fines  to  be  withheld  from  the  moneys  due  on 
the  contract.  Nevada  provides  for  such  a  fine  and  also  for  for- 
feiture of  the  contract,  as  in  New  York,  Delaware  and 
Washington. 

Rates  of  Wages. 

The  eight-hour  law  (section  3  of  the  Labor  Law)  of  this  state 
provides  that  on  public  work  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages  shall 
be  paid  to  mechanics  and  laborers.  This  clause  was  added  to 
the  law  in  1894  (chapter  622)  and  was  undoubtedly  intended 
to  prevent  the  reductions  in  wages  that  in  many  cases  followed 
the  substitution  of  an  eight  for  a  ten-hour  day.  Where,  for  ex- 
ample, day  laborers  were  earning  $1.50  a  day,  the  contractor 
would  argue  that  the  hourly  rate  was  15  cents;  consequently, 
the  daily  wage  for  an  eight-hour  day  would  be  |1.20.  This  was 
the  accepted  method  of  defeating  the  purpose  of  the  law,  when 
it  could  be  evaded  in  no  other  way,  and  even  as  late  as  1904  an 
attempt  of  this  kind  was  made  by  a  Brooklyn  contractor.*  An 
earlier  attempt  to  secure  what  is  known  to  the  English  law  as 
a  "fair  wage"  had  been  made  in  1889  when  the  Legislature  (in 
chapter  380)  prescribed  that  the  minimum  wage  to  be  paid  to 
all  day  laborers  employed  by  the  State  should  be  two  dollars 
per  day.  The  constitutionality  of  this  act,  which  did  not  apply 
to  contract  work,  was  affirmed  by  the  Court  of  Appeals;  but 
the  section  referred  to  was  repealed  in  the  following  year.  When 
in  1894  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages  clause  was  added  to  the 
eight-hour  law,  it  applied  to  employees  of  contractors  as  well 
as  the  state,  or  a  political  division  of  the  state;  seven  years 
later  (two  years  after  the  strengthening  of  the  law  in  1899), 
the  clause  was  held  unconstitutional  by  the  Court  of  Appeals 
(People  ex  rel.  Rodgers  v.  Coler,  166  N.  Y.  1—1901),  so  far  at 
least  as  it  affected  municipal  contractors. 

Delaware  and  Kansas  have  enacted  prevailing  rate  of  wages 
laws  essentially  like  that  of  New  York  and  the  latter  has  been 
upheld  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  (1903,  Atkin 
V.  Kansas,  191  U.  S.  207),  as  well  as  the  state  courts.  Cali- 
fornia and  Nebraska  have  prescribed  a  minimum  wape  of  two 
dollars  a  day  for  labor  employed  on  public  works  (the  Nebraska 
act  relates  to  cities  of  a  certain  class),  while  an  act  fixing  twenty

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cents  an  hour  as  the  minimum  in  Indiana  was  held  unconstitu- 
tional by  the  state  courts  as  being  an  infringement  upon  the 
autonomy  of  municipalities  and  also  class  legislation,  since  it 
applied  in  terms  to  unskilled  labor  only. 

Employment  op  Aliens. 

While  European  legislation  for  the  protection  of  labor  on 
public  works  most  frequently  aims  directly  at  the  establishment 
of  "  fair  wages,"  American  statutes  more  often  attempt  to  main- 
tain "  fair  wages  "  by  indirection.  One  method  is  the  exclusion 
of  alien  workmen,  who  cut  under  the  standard  wage  of  Ameri- 
can workmen.  More  than  15  yeafs  ago  New  York  enacted  that 
"  in  all  cases  where  laborers  are  employed  on  any  public  work 
in  this  state,  preference, shall  be  given  to  citizens  of  the  state" 
(L.  1889,  ch.  380),  and  in  1894  it  was  further  provided  that  none 
but  citizens  of  the  United  States  should  be  employed  (chapter 
622).  The  Supreme  Court  in  1895  held  this  act  unconstitutional 
with  respect  to  municipal  contract  work,  on  the  ground  that 
it  impaired  the  freedom  of  contract  and  also  violated  the  treaty 
between  the  United  States  and  Italy.  At  the  present  time  the 
law  (section  13  of  the  Labor  Law)  requires  contractors  perform- 
ing public  work  in  cities  of  the  first  class  (New  Yx)rk  and 
Buffalo)  to  keep  a  register  of  .laborers  showing  whether  they  are 
native-bom  or  naturalized  citizens,  and  in  the  latter  case,  the 
essential  facts  pertaining  to  their  naturalization. 

A  number  of  the  other  states  have  enacted  similar  laws  against 
the  employment  of  alien  labor  in  competition  with  the  work  of 
American  citizens,  namely,  California,  Hawaii,  Idaho,  Illinois 
(unconstitutional),  Massachusetts,  New  Jersey,  New  Mexico, 
Pennsylvania,  Porto  Rico  and  Wyoming. 

The  New  York  statute  enacted  in  1894  (chapter  277)  and  later 
embodied  in  the  labor  law  (section  14),  requiring  stone  used  in 
public  works  to  be  dressed  in  the  state  was  declared  by  the 
Court  of  Appeals  in  1901  (People  ex  rel.  Treat  v.  Coler,  166  N. 
Y.  144)  to  constitute  an  unconstitutional  interference  with  in- 
terstate commerce.  More  recently  the  Supreme  Court  of  Missouri 
has  affirmed  the  constitutionality  of  a  similar  requirement  in 
an  ordinance  of  the  city  of  St.  Louis  (1905,  Allen  v.  Labsap,  87 
Southweatem  Reporter,  926). 

Union  Labor. 

Two  states,  Montana  and  Nevada,  require  all  public  printing 

to  bear  the  label  of  the  International  Typographical  Union,  the 

principal  organization  of  journeymen  printers  in  this  country, 

and  one  state,  Nebraska,  requires  public  work  in  cities  to  be 

vi 
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performed  by  union  labor.  The  employment  of  union  labor  is 
insisted  upon  in  many  other  communities  where  it  is  not  i^ 
quired  by  law,  unless  it  be  in  city  ordinances.  The  disposition 
of  the  courts  is  to  hold  such  requirements  invalid  on  the  ground 
that  such  discrimination  is  class  legislation  and  tends  to  mo- 
nopoly. In  this  state  it  was  held  in  1901  (unanimous  court, 
Davenport  v.  Walker,  57  App.  Div.  223),  that  public  oflScers 
have  no  right  to  insist  upon  the  employment  of  union  labor  by 
contractors. 

Sub-letting  op  Contracts. 

Owing  to  the  direct  accountability  of  public  officers  to  the 
voters,  a  majority  of  whom  lire  usually  wage  earners  in  com- 
munities where  manhood  suffrage  prevails,  they  are  not  likely 
to  resort  to  the  expedient  of  depressing  wages  that  is  so  Often 
forced  upon  contractors  subject  to  keen  competition.  Few  work- 
men employed  directly  by  the  public  authorities  have  cause  to 
complain  of  poor  treatment  as  compared  with  workmen  in  com- 
petitive occupations.  Most  of  the  l^slation  regarding  labor 
conditions  on  public  works,  discussed  in  the  foregoing,  is  aimed 
at  the  contract  system;  and  while  there  is  an  increasing  tendency 
to  regulate  the  contract  system,  none  of  the  states  have  gone  so 
far  as  tq  abolish  that  system  entirely.  Only  in  California  is  there 
a  statute  which  forbids  public  buildings  to  be  erected  by  con- 
tract and  requires  all  labor  thereon  to  be  employed  by  the  day. 

The  irresponsibility  of  sub-contractors  is  a  matter  of  common 
knowledge  and  has  led  to  the  frequent  prohibition  of  sub-letting. 
In  this  state  the  sub-letting  of  contracts  is  prohibited  by  an  act 
of  1897  (chapter  444)  except  with  the  consent  of  the  public  au- 
thorities who  let  the  contract.  In  order  to  prevent  the  adop- 
tion of  the  sweating  system  in  the  manufacture  of  army  cloth- 
ing, the  Quartermaster  General  of  the  United  States  inserts  the 
following  clause  in  government  contracts : 

"  Neither  this  contract  nor  any  interest  therein  shaU  be  transferred  to  any 
other  party  or  parties,  and  in  case  of  such  transfer,  the  United  States  may 
refuse  to  carry  out  this  contract  either  with  the  transferor  or  the!  trans- 
feree; but  all  rights  of  action  for  any  breach  of  this  contract  by  wd,  .^ , . 

are  reserved  to  the  United  States." 

While  this  clause,  which  has  only  been  in  use  since  the  Span- 
ish-American war,  serves  to  maintain  the  worker's  wages,  its  pur- 
pose from  the  point  of  view  of  the  government  is  to  protect  the 
soldiers  from  contagious  diseases  by  confining  the  making  of 
uniforms  to  factories  that  can  be  kept  under  supervision  and  npt 
allowing  the  clothing  to  be  scattered  in  dwellings. 

Uniforms  for  the  sailors  of  the  navy  are  made  at  the  Brooklyn 
navy  yard,  where  the  suits  are  givep  oiit  to  b^  tlnisbed  in  the 
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homes  of  sewing  women.  The  increase  in  the  size  of  the  navy 
in  recent  years  has  crowded  the  capacity*of  the  rooms  devoted 
to  the  manufacture  of  uniforms,  and  it  is  now  proposed  to  en- 
large the  capacity  of  the  factory  so  as  to  permit  the  employ- 
ment of  more  cutters  and  at  the  same  time  have  the  finishing 
done  on  the  premises. 
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APPENDIX  I. 

Statutes,  Constitutional  Provisions,  etc.,  of  New  York,  relating  to  Conditions 
of  Employment  on  Public  Work. 


COlfSTrrUTIOllAL   AMENDMBIIT    EMPOWERDfO  THE  LEGISLATURE  TO  REGULATE 
THE  CONDrnOllS  OF  EMPLOYMENT  ON  PUBLIC  WORK. 

Constitution  of  the  State  of  New  York,  Article  XII. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  legislature  to  provide  for  the  organi- 
zation of  cities  and  incorporated  villages,  and  to  restrict  their  power  of 
taxation,  assessment,  borrowing  money,  contracting  debts,  and  loaning  their 
credit,  so  as  to  prevent  abuses  in  assessments  and  in  contracting  debt  by  such 
municipal  corporations;  and  the  legislature  may  regulate  and  fix  the  wages 
or  salaries,  the  hours  of  work  or  labor,  and  make  provision  for  the  protection, 
welfare  and  safety  of  persons  employed  by  the  state  or  by  any  county,  city, 
town,  village  or  other  civil  division  of  the  state,  or  by  any  contractor  or  sub- 
contractor performing  work,  labor  or  services  for  the  state,  or  for  any  county, 
city,  town,  village  or  other  civil  division  thereof.  [As  amended  in  1906,  and 
in  force  Jan.  1,  1906.] 

SECURITY  FOR  PAYMENT  OF  WAGES  EARNED. 
Laws  of  1897,  chapter  418,  entitled  the  Lien  Law  and  constituting 

CHAPTER  49  of  the  GENERAL  LAWS. 

§  6.  Liens  under  contracts  for  public  improvements. — ^A  person  per- 
forming labor  for  or  furnishing  materials  to  a  contractor,  his  sub-con- 
tractor or  legal  representative  for  the  construction  of  a  public  improvement 
pursuant  to  a  contract  by  such  contractor  with  the  state  or  a  municipal 
corporation,  shall  have  a  lien  for  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  value 
or  agreed  price  of  such  labor  or  materials  upon  the  moneys  of  the  state  or 
of  such  corporation  applicable  to  the  construction  of  such  improvement,  to 
the  extent  of  the  amount  due  or  to  become  due  on  such  contract,  upon  filing  a 
notice  of  lien  as  prescribed  in  this  article.     [As  amended  by  L,  1902,  oh,  37.] 

§  12.  Notice  of  lien  on  account  of  public  improvements. — ^At  any  time 
before  the  construction  of  a  public  improvement  is  completed  and  accepted 
by  the  state  or  by  the  municipal  corporation,  and  within  thirty  days  after 
such  completion  and  acceptance,  a  person  performing  work  for  or  furnishing 
materials  to  a  contractor,  his  sub-oontractor,  assignee  or  l^^l  representative, 
may  file  a  notice  of  lien  with  the  head  of  the  department  or  bureau  having 
charge  of  such  construction  and  with  the  comptroller  of  the  state  or  with  the 
financial  officer  of  the  municipal  corporation,  or  other  officer  or  person 
charged  with  the  custody  and  disbursements  of  the  state  or  corporate  funds 
applicable  to  the  contract  under  which  the  claim  is  made.  The  notice  shall 
state  the  name  and  residence  of  the  lienor,  the  name  of  the  contractor  or  sub- 
contractor for  whom  the  labor  was  performed  or  materials  furnished,  the 
amount  claimed  to  be  due  or  to  become  due,  the  date  when  due,  a  description 
of  the  public  improvement  upon  which  the  labor  was  performed  and  materials 
expended,  the  kind  of  labor  performed  and  materials  furnished  and  give  a 
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general  deBcription  of  the  contract  pursuant  to  which  such  public  improye- 
ment  was  constructed.  If  the  name  of  the  contractor  or  sub-contractor  is  not 
known  to  the  lienor^  it  may  b^  so  stated  in  the  notice^  and  a  failure  to  state 
correctly  the  name  of  the  contractor  or  sub-contractor  shall  not  affect  the 
validity  of  the  lien.  The  comptroller  of  the  state  or  the  financial  officer  of 
the  municipal  corporation  or  other  officer  or  person  with  whom  the  notice  is 
filed  shall  enter  the  same  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose,  to  be  called  the

the  name  of  the  contractor  or  sub-contractor,  the  amount  of  the  lien  and  date 
of  filing,  and  a  brief  designation  of  the  contract  under  which  the  lien  arose.

§  17.  Duration  of  lien  under  contract  for  a  public  improvement. — If 
the  lien  is  for  labor  done  or  materials  furnished  for  a  public  improvement,  it 
shall  not  continue  for  a  longer  period  than  three  months  from  the  time  of 
filing  the  notice  of  such  lien,  unless  an  action  is  commenced  to  foreclose  such 
lien  within  that  time,  and  a  notice  of  the  pendency  of  such  action  is  filed  with 
the  comptroller  of  the  state  or  the  financial  officer  of  the  municipal  corpora- 
tion with  whom  the  notice  of  such  lien  was  filed,  or  unless  an  order  be  made 
by  a  court  of  record,  continuing  such  lien,  and  a  new  docket  be  made  stating 
such  fact.  And  the  supreme  court  of  this  state,  or  any  justice  thereof,  or  the 
county  court  of  the  county  in  which  such  lien  was  filed,  or  the  county  judge 
of  such  county,  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  an  order  continuing  any  such 
lien  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  months,  upon  the  application  of  a  lienor 
upon  such  affidavits  or  evidence  as  in  the  opinion  of  such  court  or  judge  shall 
be  deemed  sufficient.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained,  however,  shall  prevent 
any  such  court  or  judge  from  making  a  new  order  continuing  such  lien  in 
each  succeeding  six  months,  if  in  the  discretion  of  such  court  or  judge  the 
same  shall  be  deemed  just  and  equitable.  This  section  as  hereby  amended, 
shaU  apply  to  all  liens  under  contract  for  public  improvements,  now  on  file, 
in  which  the  time  for  making  application  to  the  court  for  a  continuance 
thereof  has  not  expired,  when  this  amendment  takes  effect.  [A«  amended  by 
L,  1899,  ch.  26,  and  L,  1902,  oh,  37.] 

§  24.  Priorities  of  liens  for  public  improvements. — ^Persons  having 
liens  under  contracts  for  public  improvements  standing  in  equal  degrees  as  co; 
laborers  or  material  men  shall  have  priority  according  to  the  date  of  filing 
their  respective  liens;  but  in  all  cases  laborers  for  daily  or  weekly  wages 
shall  have  preference  over  all  other  lienors  having  liens  arising  under  the 
same  contracts  pursuant  to  this  article,  without  reference  to  the  time  when 
such  laborers  shall  have  filed  their  notice  of  lien.  [Added  by  L.  1898,  ch, 
169.] 

LA.WS  OF  1894,  Chapter  338,  Entitled  the  CANAL  LAW,  and  Constttutino 
Chapter  XIII  [XII]  of  the  General  Laws. 
§  135.  Security  for  payment  of  laborers.-^The  superintendent  of  public 
works  or  assistant  superintendent  having  charge,  shall  also  require  and  take 
from  the  contractor,  a  bond  with  at  least  two  good  and  sufficient  sureties, 
conditioned  that  such  contractor  will  well  and  truly  pay  in  full,  at  least  once 
in  each  month,  all  laborers  employed  by  him  on  the  work  specified  in  such 
contract)  which  shall  be  duly  acknowledged  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  county  wherein  such  contract  or  work  is  to  be  performed,  and 
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if  partly  in  two  or  more  counties,  such  bond  or  a  certified  copy  thereof  shall 
be  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  each  county. 

Actions  may  be  brought  for  a  breach  of  such  bond  by  any  laborer  not 
paid  in  accordance  with  its  terms,  and  the  commencement  or  maintenance 
of  an  action  by  one  or  more  laborers  thereon  shall  not  be  a  bar  to  the  com- 
mencement and  maintenance  of  other  actions  thereon  by  other  laborers.  No 
action  shall  be  maintained  against  the  sureties,  unless  brought  within  thirty 
days  after  the  completion  of  the  labor  the  payment  of  which  is  secured  by 
the  bond.

A  Bill  to  Amend  the  Labor  Law,  in  Relation  to  Cash  Payment  or 

Wages.* 

Section  1.  Section  nine  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  fifteen  of  the  laws 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  labor^ 
constituting  chapter  thirty-two  of  the  general  laws/'  is  her^y  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 

§  9.  Cash  payment  of  wages. — Every  manufacturing,  mining,  quarrying, 
mercantile,  railroad,  street  railway,  canal,  steamboat,  telegraph  and  tele- 
phone company,  every  express  company,  and  every  water  company,  not 
municipal,  and  every  person,  firm  or  corporation,  engaged  in  or  upon  amy 
public  work  for  the  state  or  a/n/y  munMpal  corporation  thereof,  eiiher  ae  a 
contractor  or  a  subcontractor  thereunth,  shall  pay  to  each  employee  engaged 
in  his,  their  or  its  business  the  wages  earned  by  [him]  such  employee  in 
cash.  No  such  company,  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  hereafter  pay 
[its]  such  employees  in  script,  commonly  known  as  store  money-orders. 
No  person,  firm  or  corporation  engaged  in  carrying  on  public  work  under 
contract  with  the  state^  or  with  any  municipal  corporation  of  the  state, 
either  as  a  contractor  or  subcontractor  therewith,  shall,  directly  or  indirectly, 
conduct  or  carry  on  what  is  commonly  known  as  a  company  store,  if  there 
shall,  at  the  time  be  any  store  selling  st^ppUes,  withMi  two  miles  of  the 
place  where  such  contract  is  being  executed.  Any  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemea9U>r, 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

HOURS  OP  LABOR.  r;* 

The  Labor  Law  (Chapter  415  or  the  Laws  or  1897). 
Section  3.  Eight  hours  shall  constitute  a  legal  day's  work  for  all  classes 
of  employees  in  this  state  except  those  engaged  in  farm  and  domestic  service 
unless  otherwise  provided  by  law.  This  section  does  not  prevent  an  agree- 
ment for  overwork  at  an  increased  compensation,  except  upon  work  by  or 
for  the  state  or  a  municipal  corporation  or  by  contractors  or  subcontractors 
therewith.  Each  contract  to  which  the  state  or  a  municipal  corporation 
is  a  party  which  may  involve  the  employment  of  laborers,  workmen  or 
mechanics  shall  contain  a  stipulation  that  no  laborer,  workman  6r  mechanic 
in  the  employ  of  the  contractor,  subcontractor  or  other  person  doing  or 
contracting  to  do  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  work  contemplated  by  the

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contract  shall  be  permitted  or  required  to  work  more  than  eight  hours 
in  any  one  calendar  day  except  in  cases  of  extraordinary  emergencies  caused 
by  fircj  flood  or  danger  to  life  or  property.  The  wages  to  be  paid  for  a  legal 
day's  work  as  hereinbefore  defined  to  all  classes  of  such  laborers,  workmen 
or  mechanics  upon  all  such  public  works  or  upon  any  material  to  be  used 
upon  or  in  connection  therewith  shall  not  be  less  than  the  prevailing  rate 
for  a  day's  work  in  the  same  trade  or  occupation  in  the  locality  within 
the  state  where  such  public  work  on,  about  or, in  connection  with  [which] 
suetr  labor  is  performed  in  its  final  or  completed  form  is  to  be  situated, 
erected  or  used.  Each  such  contract  hereafter  made  shall  contain  a  stipula- 
tion that  each  such  laborer,  workman  or  mechanic  employed  by  such  con- 
tractor, subcontractor  or  other  person  on,  about  or  upon  such  public  work 
shall  receive  such  wages  herein  provided  for.  Each  contract  for  such 
public  work  hereafter  made  shall  contain  a  provision  that  the  same  shall 
be  void  and  of  no  effect  unless  the  person  or  corporation  making  or  per- 
forming the  same  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section;  and  no 
such  person  or  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  any  sum  nor  shall 
any  ofiScer,  agent  or  employee  of  the  state  or  of  a  municipal  corporation 
pay  the  same  or  authorize  its  payment  from  the  funds  under  his  charge 
or  control  to  any  such  person  or  corporation  for  work  done  upon  any  contract 
which  in  its  form  or  manner  of  performance  violates  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  but  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  persons 
regularly  employed  in  state  institutions,  .or  to  engineers,  electricians  and 
elevator  men  in  the  department  of  public  buildings  during  the  annual 
sessions  of  the  legislature.  [As  amended  hy  L.  1899,  oh.  587  a^id  L.  1900, 
oh.  298.] 

ConatituHoruUity. — "There  is  no  express  or  implied  restrietion  to  be  found  in  the  Constitu- 
tion upon  the  power  of  the  I^egisUture  to  fix  and  declare  the  rate  of  compensation  to  be  paid 
for  labor  or  senrioeB  performed  upon  the  public  works  of  the  State"  (Clark  v.  State  of  New 
York.  142  N.  Y.  105).  Principle  reasserted  m  1904  (Ryan  v.  City  of  New  York,  177  N.  Y. 
271)  in  so  far  as  the  provimon  regarding  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages  relates  to  public  employees: 
but  unconstitutional  in  so  fer  as  it  affects  employment  by  a  contractor  on  municipal  works 
(People  ex  rel.  Rodgers  v.  Coler,  166  N.  Y.  1  [1901]),  where  it  was  further  held  that  if  the  con- 
tract contain  a  stipulation  to  comply  with  this  clause  of  the  statute,  such  stipulation  falls  with 
the  statute  and  is  void  (Parker,  C.  J.,  dissenting). 

The  eight-hour  clauae  has  also  been  held  unconstitutional  in  so  far  as  it  affects  employment 
by  s  contractor  on  municipal  works  (People  ex.  rel.  Cossey  v.  Grout,  179  N.  Y.  417,  decided 
Nov.  29   1904;  see  also  case  cited  under  i  384-h  of  the  Penal  Ode). 

By  virtue  of  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  accepted  by  the  people  in  November,  1905,  the 
Legislature  ie  authorized  to  regulate  the  wage;  hours  of  labor,  etc.,  of  persons  employed  by  the 
Stale  or  its  civil  divisions  or  by  contractors  performing  services  for  the  State  or  its  cirU  divisions. 

A  Knnsaa  statute  similar  to  the  above  section  3  has  been  sustained  by  the  Supreme  Ck>urt  of 
the  United  States  as  not  in  contravention  of  the  United  States  Ck>nstitution  (Atkins  v.  Kansas, 
191  V.  8.  207).  On  this  general  subject,  see  further  Holden  v.  Hardy,  169  U.  S  366;  People  v. 
Phyfe,  186  N.  Y.  554;  People  v.  Havnor,  149  N.  Y.  195;  People  v.  Warren,  77  Hun,  120;  People 
ex  rd.  Warren  v.  Beck  144  N.  Y.  225;  People  v.  Orange  (bounty  Road  Construction  Ck>.,  175 
N.  Y.  84;  and  cases  cited  in  briefs  of  counsel  in  People  ex  rel.  CJoesey  v.  Grout,  179  N.  Y.  417. 

§  4.  Violations  of  the  labor  law. — ^Any  officer  [,]  agent  or  employee  of  this 
state  or  of  a  municipal  corporation  therein  having  a  duty  to  act  in  the 
premises  who  violates,  evades  or  knowingly  permits  the  violation  or  evasion 
of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  malfeasance  in  office 
and  shall  be  suspended  or  removed  by  the  authority  having  power  to  appoint 
or  remove  such  officer  agent  or  employee,  otherwise  by  the  governor.  Any 
dUzen  of  this  state  may  maintain  pro(!^e4iiig8  for  th^  suBpensicm  or  removal 
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of  such  officer  agent  or  employee  or  may  maintain  an  action  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  the  cancellation  or  avoidance  of  any  contract  which  by  its  terms 
or  manner  of  performance  violates  this  act  or  for  the  purpose  of  preventing 
any  officer,  agent  or  employee  of  such  municipal  corporation  from  paying  or 
authorizing  the  payment  of  any  public  money  for  work  done  thereupon.  [As 
amended  by  L.  1899,  ch,  5(57.] 

§  21.  Factory  inspector  to  enforce  provisions  of  article. — ^The  factory  in- 
spector* shall  enforce  all  the  provisions  of  this  article.  He  shall  investigate 
complaints  made  to  him  of  violations  of  such  provisions  and  if  he  finds  that 
such  complaints  are  well  founded  he  shall  issue  an  order  directed  to  the  per- 
son or  corporation  complained  of,  requiring  such  person  or  corporation  to 
comply  with  such  provision.  If  such  order  is  disregarded  the  factory  in- 
spector* shall  present  to  the  district  attorney  of  the  proper  county  all  the 
facts  ascertained  by  him  in  regard  to  the  alleged  violation,  and  all  other 
papers,  documents  or  evidence  pertaining  thereto  which  he  may  have  in  his 
possession.  The  district  attorney  to  whom  such  presentation  is  made  shall 
proceed  at  once  to  prosecute  the  person  or  corporation  for  the  violations  com- 
plained of,  pursuant  to  this  chapter  and  the  provisions  of  the  penal  code.  If 
complaint  is  made  to  the  factory  inspector*  that  any  person  contracting  with 
the  state  or  a  municipal  corporation  for  the  performance  of  any  public  work 
fails  to  comply  with  or  evades  the  provisions  of  this  article  respecting  the 
payment  of  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages,  the  requirements  of.  hours  of  labor 
or  the  employment  of  citizens  ot  the. United  States  or  of  the  state  of  New 
York,  the  factory  inspector*  shall  if  he  finds  such  complaints  to  be  well 
founded,  present  evidence  of  such  non-compliance  to  the  officer,  department, 
or  board  having  charge  of  such  work.  Such  officer,  department  or  board 
shall  thereupon  take  the  proper  proceedings  to  revoke  the  contract  of  the 
person  failing  to  comply  with  or  evading  such  provisions.  [Added  by  L. 
1899,  oh,  192.] 

The  Penal  Code. 

[§  384h.  Hours  of  labor  to  be  required. — Any  person  or  corporation, 
1.  Who,  contracting  with  the  state  or  a  municipal  corporation,  shall  require 
more  than  eight  hours'  work  for  a  day's  labor,  *  *  *  is  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  therefor  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  five  hundred  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  for  each  offense. 
If  any  contractor  with  the  state  or  a  municipal  corporation  shall  require 
more  than  eight  hours  for  a  day's  labor,  upon  conviction  therefor,  in  addition 
to  such  fine,  the  contract  shall  be  forfeited  at  the  option  of  the  municipal 
corporation.]^ 

So  much  of  this  section  as  oonoema  contractors  with  the  State  or  municipalities  was  held 
to  be  unconstitutional  by  the  Court  of  Appeals,  April  28,  1903  (People  v.  Orange  County 
Road  Construction  Company,  175  N.  Y.  Rep.  84). 

PREFBRElfCE  TO  LOCAL  LABOR. 
§  13.  Preference  in  employment  of  persons  upon  public  works. — In  the  con- 
struction of  public  works  by  the  state  or  a  municipality,  or  by  persons  con- 
tracting with  the  state  or  such  municipality,  only  citizens  of  the  United 
States  shall  be  employed;  and  in  all  cases  where  laborers  are  employed  on 
any  such  public  works,  preference  shall  be  given  citizens  of  the  state  of  New 
York.    In  each  contract  for  the  construction  of  public  works  a  provision  shall

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be  inserted,  to  the  effect  <thai  if  the  provisions  of  this  section  are  not  com- 
plied* with,  the  contract  shall  be  void.  On  and  after  May  first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  two,  all  boards,  officers,  agents  or  employees  of  cities  of  the 
first  class  of  the  state,  having  the  power  to  enter  into  contracts  which  pro- 
vide for  the  expenditure  of  public  money  on  public  works  shall  file  in  the 
office  of  the  commissioner  of  labor  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  contractors 
holding  contracts  with  said  cities  of  the  state.  Upon  the  letting  of  new 
contracts  the  names  and  addresses  of  such  new  contractors  shall  likewise  be 
filed.  Upon  the  demand  of  the  commissioner  of  labor  a  contractor  shall 
furnish  a  list  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  sub-contractors  in  his  toiploy. 
Each  contractor  performing  work  for  any  city  of  the  first  class,  shall  keep 
a  list  of  his  employees,  in  which  it  shall  be  set  forth  whether  they  are  natural- 
ized or  native  born  citizens  of  the  United  States,  together  with,  in  case  of 
naturalization,  the  date  of  naturalization  and  the  name  of  the  court  where 
such  naturalization  was  granted.  Such  lists  and  records  shall  be  open  to  the 
inspection  of  the  commissioner  of  labor.  A  violation  of  this  section  shall 
constitute  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  not 
less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  ninety  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprison- 
ment.    [A8  amended  hy  L,  1902,  ch.  454.]

The  statute  of  1894.  making  it  a  crime  for  a  contractor  with  a  municipal  corporation  for 
the  construction  of  public  works  to  employ  alien  laborers  thereon,  was  held  in  1895  to  be  an 
oooonstitutional  invasion  of  personal  rights  and  also  a  violation  of  a  treaty  of  the  United 
States  with  Italy  (People  v.  Warren,  13  Misc.  618). 

[§  14.  Stone  used  in  state  or  municipal  works. — ^All  stone  used  in  state  and 
municipal  works,  except  paving  blocks  and  crushed  stone,  shall  be  worked, 
dressed  and  carved  within  the  state.  There  shall  be  inserted  in  each  contract 
or  specification  hereafter  awarded  by  state,  county  or  municipal  authorities, 
authorizing  or  requiring  the  use  of  worked,  dressed  or  carved  stone,  except 
paving  blocks  or  crushed  stone,  within  the  state  or  such  county  or  munici- 
pality, a  clause  to  the  effect  that  such  stone  shall  be  so  worked,  dressed  or 
carved  within  the  boundaries  of  the  state  as  required  by  this  section.  If  a 
contractor  of  the  state  or  any  municipality  therein  shall  use  stone,  except 
paving  blocks  and  crushed  stone,  which  has  been  worked,  dressed  or  carved 
without  the  state,  the  state  or  such  municipality  shall  revoke  the  contract 
of  such  contractor  and  be  released  from  liability  thereon.]

PROHIBITnfO  THE  SUB-LBTTIIVG  OF  PUBLIC  COIfTRACTS. 
Lawb  of  1897,  Chapter  444. 
An  Act  to  prohibit  the  assignment  and  subletting  of  public  contracts. 
Section  1.  A  clause  shall  be  inserted  in  all  specifications  or  contracts  here- 
after made  or  awarded  by  the  state,  or  by  any  county,  or  any  municipal 
corporation,  or   any  public  department   or  official   thereof,   prohibiting   any 
contractor,  to  whom  any  contract  shall  be  let,  granted  or  awarded,  as  re- 
quired by  law,  from  assigning,  transferring,  conveying,  subletting  or  otherwise 
disposing  of  the  same,  or  of  his  right,  title  or  interest  therein,  or  his  power 
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to  execute  such  contract  to  any  other  person,  company  or  corporation,  with- 
out the  previous  consent  in  writing  of  the  department  or  official  awarding 
the  same. 

§  2.  K  any  contractor,  to  whom  any  contract  is  hereafter  let,  granted  or 
awarded,  as  required  by  law,  by  the  state,  or  any  county,  or  any  mimicipal 
corporation  in  the  state,  or  by  any  public  department  or  official  thereof, 
shall,  without  the  previous  written  consent  specified  in  section  one  of  this 
act,  assign,  transfer,  convey,  sublet,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same,  or  his 
right,  title  or  interest  therein,  or  his  power  to  execute  such  contract,  to  any 
other  person,  company  or  other  corporation,  the  state,  county,  municipal 
corporation,  public  department,  or  official  as  the  case  may  be,  which  let,  made, 
granted  or  awarded  said  contract  shall  revoke  and  annul  such  contract,  and 
the  state,  county,  municipal  corporation,  public  department  or  officer,  as  the 
case  may  be,  shall  be  relieved  and  discharged  from  any  and  all  liability  and 
obligations  growing  out  of  said  contract  to  such  contractor,  and  to  the  per- 
son, company,  or  corporation  to  whom  he  shall  assign,  transfer,  convey,  sublet 
or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same,  and  said  contractor,  and  his  assignee,  trans- 
feree, or  sub-lessee,  shall  forfeit  and  lose  all  moneys,  theretofore  earned  under 
said  contract  except  so  much  a«  may  be  required  to  pay  his  employees;  pro- 
vided that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  hinder,  prevent  or 
affect  an  assignment  by  such  contractor  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors,  made 
pursuant  to  the  statutes  of  this  state. 

§  3.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

LABOR  STIPULATIONS  UNDER  THE  CITY  CHARTER  OF  BUFFALO. 
Laws  of  1891,  Chapteb  105  (Title  xxiv). 
Section  604.  In  contracting  for  any  work  required  to  be  done  by  the  city, 
a  clause  shall  be  inserted  that  the  contractor  submitting  proposals  shall 
bind  himself  in  the  performance  of  such  work  not  to  discriminate  either 
as  to  workmen  or  wages  against  members  of  labor  organizations  or  to  accept 
any  more  than  eight  hours  as  a  days  work,  to  be  performed  within  nine 
consecutive  hours.  Nor  shall  any  man  or  set  of  men  be  employed  for  more 
than  eight  hours  in  twenty-four  consecutive  hours,  except  in  case  of  necessity; 
in  which  case  pay  for  such  labor  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  time  and  a  half 
for  all  time  in  excess  of  such  eight  hours.

rrhe  adoption  at  the  election  last  November  of  the  constitutional  amendment  empowering 
the  Legislature  to  regulate  the  conditions  of  employment  on  public  work  has  been  followed  by 
the  introduction  of  several  biUs  to  establish  the  eight-hour  day  and  prescribe  the  prevailing 
rate  of  wages.  One  of  the  bills  simply  reenacts  the  law  as  it  stood  before  it  was  declami  invalid 
by  the  courts;  but  as  that  law  was  found  diflBcult  to  enforce  and  contained,  moreover,  a  for- 
feiture clause  of  doubtful  constitutionality,  many  now  favor  an  amended  law.  The  following 
is  a  copy  of  the  bill  introduced  by  Assemblyman  Gates.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  eight-hour 
provision  on  contract  work,  contained  in  subdivision  2  of  section  3-a  is  a  close  copy  of  the 
eii^t-hour  bill  that  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  has  for  raveral  years  been  urging  upon 
Congress.] 

An  Act  to  Amend  the  Labor  Law  Relative  to  Labob  on  Public  Work. 

Section  1.  Section  three  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  fifteen  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen   hundred   and   ninety-seven,   entitled   "An   act  in   relation   to   labor 
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couBtituting  chapter  thirty- two  of  the  general  laws/'  as  amended  by  chapter 
five  hundred  and  sixty- seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine 
and  chapter  two  hundred  and  ninety-eight  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred, 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  3.  Hours  to  constitute  a  day's  work. — ^Eight  hours  shall  constitute  a  legal 
day's  work  for  all  classes  of  employees  in  this  state  except  those  engaged 
in  farm  and  domestic  service  unless  otherwise  provided  by  law.  This  section 
does  not  prevent  an  agreement  for  overtime,  except  as  othertoise  provided. 
[overwork  at  an  increased  compensation  except  upon  work  by  or  for  the  state 
or  a  miinicipal  corporation  or  by  contractors  or  subcontractors  therewith. 
Each  contract  to  which  the  state  or  a  municipal  corporation  is  a  party 
which  may  involve  the  employment  of  laborers^  workmen  or  mechanics  shall 
contain  a  stipulation  that  no  laborer,  workman  or  mechanic  in  the  employ  of 
the  contractor,  subcontractor  or  other  person  doing  or  contracting  to  do  the 
whole  or  a  part  of  the  work  contemplated  by  the  contract  shall.be  permitted 
or  required  to  work  more  than  eight  hours  in  any  one  calendar  day,  except 
in  cases  of  extraordinary  emergency  caused  by  fire,  flood  or  danger  to  life 
or  property.  The  wages  to  be  paid  for  a  legal  day's  work  as  hereinbefore 
defined  to  all  classes  of  such  laborers,  workmen  or  mechanics  upon  all  such 
public  work  or  upon  any  material  to  be  used  upon  or  in  connection  therewith 
shall  not  be  less  than  the  prevailing  rate  for  a  day's  work  in  the  same  trade 
or  occupation  in  the  locality  within  the  state  where  such  public  work  on, 
about  or  in  connection  with  which  such  labor  is  performed  in  its  final  or 
completed  form  is  to  be  situated,  erected  or  used.  Each  such  contract  here- 
after made  shall  contain  a  stipulation  that  each  such  laborer,  workman  or 
mechanic  Employed  by  such  contractor,  subcontractor  or  other  person  on, 
about  or  upon  such  public  work,  shall  receive  such  wages  herein  provided 
for.  Each  contract  for  such  public  work  hereafter  made  shall  contain  a 
provision  that  the  same  shall  be  void  and  of  no  effect  unless  the  person  or 
corporation  making  or  performing  the  same  shall  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  section ;  and  no  such  person  or  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
any  sum  nor  shall  any  officer,  agent  or  employee  of  the  state  or  of  a 
municipal  corporation  pay  the  same  or  authorize  its  payment  from  the  funds 
under  his  charge  or  control  to  any  such  person  or  corporation  for  work 
done  upon  any  contract  which  in  its  form  or  manner  of  performance 
violates  the  provisions  of  this  section,  but  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be 
construed  to  apply  to  persons  regularly  employed  in  state  institutions,  or 
to  engineers,  electricians  and  elevatormen  in  the  department  of  public  build- 
ings during  the  annual  session  of  the  legislature.] 

§  2.  Article  one  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  fifteen  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-seven,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  labor  constituting 
chapter  thirty-two  of  the  general  laws,"  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting 
therein,  after  section  three  thereof,  a  new  section  to  be  section  three-a,  and 
to  read  as  follows: 

§  3-a.  Labor  on  public  work.  Subdivision  1. — "So  laborer  or  mechanic  em- 
ployed by  the  state  or  a  municipal  corporation  shall  be  required  or  permit- 
ted to  work  more  than  eight  hours  in  any  one  calendar  day,  except  as  other- 
wise provided  by  law,  and  except  in  cases  of  extraordinary  emergency  caused 
by  fire,  flood  or  danger  to  life  or  property.  But  this  provision  shall  not 
apply  to  foremen  or  other  laborers  acting  in  a  supervisory  capacity  at  in- 
creased wages,  to  persons  employed  only  as  watchmen  or  custodians,  to  per- 
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sons  regularly  employed  in  state,  county  or  municipal  institutions,  or  to 
engineers,  electricians  and  elevatormen  in  the  department  of  public  build- 
ings during  a  session  of  the  l^slature.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  officer 
of  the  state  or  a  municipal  corporation  responsible  for  the  employment  of 
laborers  and  mechanics  to  enforce  and  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
section.  < 

Subdivision  2.  Every  contract  hereafter  made,  to  which .  the  state  or  a 
municipal  corporation  therein  is  a  party,  and  every  contract  on  behalf  of 
the  state  or  any  such  municipal  corporation,  which  may  require  or  involve 
the  employment  of  laborers  or  mechanics,  shall  contain  a  provision  that  no 
laborer  or  mechanic  doing  any  part  of  the  work  contemplated  by  such  con- 
tract, in  the  employ  of  the  contractor  or  of  any  subcontractor  contracting 
for  any  part  of  the  work,  shall  be  required  or  permitted  to  work  more  than 
eight  hours  in  any  one  calendar  day  upon  such  work;  and  every  such  contract 
shall  stipulate  a  penalty  for  each  violation  of  such  provision  of  five  dollars 
for  each  laborer  oc  mechanic  for  every  calendar  day  in  which  he  shall  be 
required  or  permitted  to  labor  more  than  eight  hours  upon  such  work, 
except  in  cases  of  extraordinary  emergency  caused  by  fire,  flood  or  danger  to 
life  or  property.  This  provision  shall  not  apply  to  contracts  for  transporta- 
tion, or  for  the  transmission  of  intelligence,  or  for  such  materials,  articles 
or  supplies  as  may  usually  be  bought  in  open  market,  whether  made  to  con- 
form to  particular  specifications  or  not.  Teamsters  engaged  in  hauling  on 
trips  of  over  two  miles  shall  be  deemed  to  be  engaged  in  transportation;  and 
the  time  employed  by  teams£ers  in  taking  their  teams  to  and  from  the  place 
or  places  where  the  work  of  hauling  begins  and  ends  shall  not  be  deemed  part 
of  the  time  of  employment  as  limited  by  this  sectioiv  Any  officer  or  person 
designated  or  lawfully  acting  as  inspector  of  the  work  to  be  performed 
under  any  such  contract,  or  designated,  authorized,  or  by  law  directed  to  aid 
in  enforcing  the  fulfilment  thereof,  shall  upon  observation  or  investigation 
forthwith  report  to  the  proper  officer  of  the  state  or  of  the  municipal  corpora- 
tion and  to  the  commissioner  of  labor  all  violations  of  such  provision, 
together  with  the  name  or  some  adequate  description  of  each  laborer  or 
mechanic  violating  it,  or,  if  with  reasonable  diligence  that  cannot  be  done, 
an  adequate  description  of  the  gang  or  group  and  the  number  of  laborers  or 
mechanics  violating  it,  and  the.  day  of  such  violation.  Thereupon  the  amount 
of  the  penalties  imposed  according  to  the  stipulation  in  such  contract  shall 
be  directed  to  be  withheld  out  of  the  next  payment  to  fall  due  or  to  be  paid 
by  the  officer  or  person  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  approve  the  payment  of 
the  moneys  due  under  such  contract,  whether  the  violation  of  such  provision 
be  by  the  contractor  or  any  subcontractor.  Any  contractor  or  subcontractor 
aggrieved  thereby  may  appeal  to  the  head  of  the  department  or  of  the  munic- 
ipal corporation  making  the  contract,  who  shall  have  power  to  review  the 
action  imposing  the  penalties;  and  from  the  decision  of  such  head  of  a  depart- 
ment of  the  state  he  may  appeal  to  the  court  of  claims,  and  from  the  decision 
of  such  head  of  a  municipal  corporation  he  may  appeal  to  the  supreme  court, 
which  courts  respectively  shall  thereupon  have  jurisdiction  to  hear  and  decide 
the  matter  in  like  manner  as  in  the  other  cases  before  them;  provided  however, 
that  notice  of  the  commencement  of  such  action  be  promptly  given  to  the 
attorney-general  and  provided  further  that  the  burden  of  proof  in  any  such 
action  shall  be  upon  the  contractor  or  subcontractor  to  establish  every  excep- 
tion herein  allowed  to  the  general  provision  limiting  the  day's  work  to  eight 
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hours.  Where  the  commissioner  of  labor  shall  upon  observation  or  investiga- 
tion become  satisfied  that  such  provision  of  any  such  contract  is  being  violated, 
he  shall  forthwith  notify  the  head  of  the  department  of  the  state  or  the  head 
of  the  municipal  corporation  concerned,  who  shall  thereupon  see  that  the 
penalties  as  above  provided  be  deducted  from  the  next  payment  upon  such 
contract;  and  the  amount  of  such  penalties  shall  thereafter  be  retained  and 
not  paid  over  without  the  consent  of  the  attomty-general,  except  in  an  action 
to  recover  the  same,  of  which  action  the  attorney-general  shall  be  given  notice 
and  in  which  action  he  may  intervene  and  defend. 

Subdivision  3.  No  child  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  shall  be  employed 
or  perinitted  to  labor,  by 'any  contractor  or  subcontractor  with  the  state  or 
a  municipal  corporation,  upon  any  contract  work  therefor,  except  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  article  six  of  this  act,  which  shall  apply  to  such 
employment  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  such  phild  were  employed 
in  a   factory. 

§  3.  Section  four  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  fifteen  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-seven  entitled  ''An  act  in  relation  to  labor  constituting 
chapter  thirty-two  of  the  general  laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  five  hundred 
and  sixty-seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  4.  Wages  on  public  work. — No  department  of  the  state  nor  any  municipal 
corporation  therein  shall  pay  to  any  laborer  or  mechanic  employed  by  it,  nor 
shall  any  contractor  or  subcontractor  therewith  pay  to  any  laborer  or 
mechanic  employed  by  him  upon  any  work  for  the  state  or  any  such  mimicipal 
corporation,  a  less  rate  of  wages  than  the  prevailing  rate  for  a  day's  work 
in  the  same  trade  or  occupation  and  under  similar  conditions  (without 
regard  to  hours  of  labor)  in  the  locality  within  the  state  where  such  public 
work,  on,  about  or  in  connection  with  which  such  labor  is  performed,  is  to 
be  situated  or  used  in  its  final  or  completed  form.  Such  wages,  unless  paid 
by  the  state  or  a  municipA.1  corporation,  shall  be  paid  weekly,  to  include 
the  wages  earned  up  to  not  more  tlian  six  days  prior  to  the  day  of  payment, 
and  in  cash;  and  no  deductions  shall  be  made  therefrom  for  medical  or  other 
services,  except  with  the  approval  of  the  commissioner  of  labor.  Every 
contract  hereafter  made  to  which  the  state  or  a  municipal  corporation  is  a 
party  shall  contain  a  provision  that  the  contractor  and  all  subcontractors 
who  may  perform  any  part  of  the  work  contemplated  by  such  contract 
shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section.  But  any  such  contract  may 
contain  a  schedule  of  the  rate  of  wages  to  be  paid  to  each  class  of  laborers 
and  mechanics  to  be  employed  upon  such  work;  and,  provided  that  a  copy  of 
such  schedule  with  a  memorandum  of  such  particulars  of  the  contract  as  he 
may  require  be  first  delivered  to  the  commissioner  of  labor,  every  such  rate 
therein,  which  is  not  less  than  the  fate  prevailing  at  the  time  when  such 
contract  is  made,  shall  continue  to  be  the  lawful  minimum  rate  of  wages  for 
such  class  of  laborers  or  mechanics  thereafter  employed  upon  such  contract, 
any  change  in  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages  thereafter  or  anything  elsewhere 
in  this  section  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  This  section  shall  not 
apply  to  the  employment  of  inmates  of  charitable  or  correctional  institutions; 
nor  shall  it  be  construed  to  prevent  the  employment  of  aged  or  infirm 
persons,  under  easy  conditions  where  hard  labor  is  not  involved,  at  reduced 
rates  of  wages,  provided  that  such  reduced  rates  correspond   with  the  pre- 
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vailing  rates  for  like  services  in  private  employment.  All  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  enforceable  by  injunction.  If  the  commissioner  of  labor 
upon  observation  or  investigation  be  satisfied  and  procure  prima  facie  evi- 
dence that  this  section  is  being  violated,  he  shall  file  an  information  with 
the  attorney-general,  who,  unless  upon  due  investigation  he  becomes  satisfied 
that  no  violation  of  this  section  is  being  committed,  shall  thereupon  proceed 
by  action  in  the  supreme  court  against  the  proper  head  of  department  or 
officer  or  officers  of  the  municipal  corporation  concerned,  or  against  the 
parties  to  such  contract,  to  enjoin  the  employment  of  such  laborers  or 
mechanics  at  such  illegal  wages,  which  court  shall  thereupon  have  jurisdiction 
to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  section  by  injunction. 

[§  4.  Violations  of  the  labor  law. — Any  officer,  agent  or  employee  of  this 
state  or  of  a  municipal  corporation  therein  having  a  duty  to  act  in  the 
premises,  who  violates,  evades  or  knowingly  permits  the  violation  or  evasion 
of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  malfeasance  in  office 
and  shall  be  suspended  or  removed  by  the  authority  having  power  to  appoint 
or  remove  such  officer,  agent  or  employee,  otherwise  by  the  governor.  Any 
citizen  of  this  state  may  maintain  proceedings  for  the  suspension  or  removal 
of  such  officer,  agent  or  employee  or  may  main^in  an  action  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  the  cancellation  or  avoidance  of  any  contract  which,  by  its  terms 
or  manner  of  performance,  violates  this  act,  or  for  the  .purpose  of  preventing 
any  officer,  agent  or  employee  of  such  municipal  corporation  from  paying  or 
authorizing  the  payment  of  any  public  money  for  work  done  thereupon.] 

§  4.  Article  one  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  fifteen  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-seven,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  labor  constituting 
chapter  thirty-two  of  the  general  laws,"  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting 
therein,  after  section  four  thereof,  a  new  section  to  be  section  four-a,  and  to 
read  as  follows: 

4-a.  Subletting  public  contracts. — A  clause  sball  be  inserted  in  all  specifi- 
cations or  contracts  hereafter  made  or  awarded  by  the  state^  or  by  any 
county,  municipal  corporation,  public  department  or  official  thereof,  prohibit- 
ing any  contractor,  to  whom  any  contract  shall  be  let,  granted  or  awarded, 
from  assigning,  transferring,  conveying,  subletting  or  otherwise  disposing  of 
the  same,  or  of  his  right,  title  or  interest  therein,  or  his  power  to  execute 
such  contract  to  any.  other  person,  company  or  corporation,  without  the 
previous  consent  in  writing  of  the  department  or  official  awarding  it.  If  any 
contractor,  to  whom  any  contract  is  hereafter  so  let,  granted  or  awarded  shall 
without  the  previous  written  consent  specified  above,  assign,  transfer,  convey, 
sublet,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  it,  or  his  right,  title  or  interest  therein,  or 
his  power  to  execute  it,  to  any  other  person,  company  or  corporation,  the 
state,  county,  municipal  corporation,  public  department,  or  official  as  the 
case  may  be,  which  let,  made,  granted  or  awarded  said  contract  shall  revoke 
and  annul  it,  and  thereupon  shall  be  relieved  and  discharged  from  any  and 
all  liability  ajid  obligations  thereafter  growing  out  of  said  contract  to  such 
contractor,  and  to  the  person,  company  or  corporation  to  whom  he  shall 
assign,  transfer,  convey,  sublet  or  otherwise  dispose  of  it;  provided  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  hinder,  prevent  or  affect  an 
assignment  by  such  contractor  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors,  made  pursuant 
to  the  statutes  of  this  state. 

§  5.  Section  twenty-one  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  fifteen  of  the  laws 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  labor

constituting  chapter  thirty-two  of  the  general  laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter 
one  hundred  and  ninety- two  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  21.  Enforcement  of  this  article. — ^The  commissioner  of  labor  shall  enforce 
all  the  provisions  of  this  article.  There  shall  be  a  bureau  of  the  department 
of  labor  to  be  known  as  the  bureau  of  public  work,  the  head  of  which  shall 
be  the  third  deputy  commissioner  of  labor.  He  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
commissioner  of  labor  and  may  be  removed  by  him  at  pleasure,  and  shall 
receive  a  salary  of  not  less  than  two  thousand  four  hundred  dollars  a  year. 
It  shall  be  his  duty,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  commissioner  of  labor,  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  this  article.  Any  officer,  agent  or  employee  of  the 
state  or  of  a  municipal  corporation  therein,  having  a  duty  in  the  premises, 
who  violates,  evades  or  knowingly  permits  the  violation  or  evasion  of  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  article,  or  knowingly  fails  to  perform  to  the  best  of 
his  ability  any  duly  therein  imposed  upon  him,  shall  be  guilty  of  malfeasance 
in  office  and  shall  be  suspended  or  removed  by  the  authority  having  power 
to  appoint  or  remove  him,  otherwise  by  the  governor.  Any  citizen  of  this 
state  may  maintain  proceedings  for  the  suspension  or  removal  of  such  officer, 
agent  or  employee.

§  0.  Chapter  four  hundred  and  forty-four  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-seven,  entitled  ''An  act  to  prohibit  the  assignment  and  subletting 
of*public  contracts,"  is  hereby  repealed. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  October  first,  nineteen  himdred  and  six.

19. .,  by  which  the  Contractor  covenants  and  agrees  to  furnish  all  work, 
labor  and  services  and  material  of  every  kind,  and  to  do  and  perform 
each  and  every  act  and  thing  necessary  or  proper  for  the  improvement 

of  the canal,  between  the and  the  

in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications  for  said  work  hereto 
annexed  and  forming  a  part  hereof,  and  to  fully  complete  said  imprvve- 
ment  in  accordance  xoith  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  said  plans  and 
specifications,  idthout  any  further,  other  or  different  expense  of  any 
nature  whatsoever  to  the  State,  excepting  the  consideration  to  be  paid 
therefor  by  the  State,  as  hereinafter  more  particularly  mentioned. 

1.  It  being  understood  and  agreed  that  the  Contractor  shall  make  said 
improvements  and  conduct  the  work  in  compliance  with  all  laws  of  the  State 
of  New  York  and  with  the  ordinances  of  any  city,  village  or  town,  and  with 
the  lawful  directions  of  the  officers,  agents  or  representatives  of  the  State  or 
of  said  city,  village  or  town. 

2.  The  Contractor  further  stipulates  and  agrees  that  no  laborer,  workman 
or  mechanic  in  the  employ  of  the  Contractor,  sub-contractor  or  other  person 
doing  or  contracting  to  do  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  wo^-k  contemplated  by 
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this  contract,  shall  be  permitted  or  required  to  work  more  than  eight  hours 
in  any  one  calendar  day,  except  in  case  of  extraordinary  emergency  caused 
by  fire,  flood  or  damage  to  life  or  property. 

3.  The  Contractor  further  stipulates  and  agrees  that  the  wages  to  be  paid 
for  a  legal  day's  work  as  hereinbefore  definad,  to  all  classes  of  such  laborers, 
workmen  or  mechanics  upon  said  work  or  upon  any  material  to  be  used  upon 
or  in  connection  therewith,  shall  not  be  less  than  the  prevailing  rate  for  a 
day's  work  in  the  same  trade  or  occupation  in  the  locality  within  the  State 
where  such  public  work  on,  about  or  in  connection  with  such  labor  is  per- 
formed in  its  final  or  completed  form,  is  to  be  situated,  erected  or  used. 
The  Contractor  further  agrees  that  this  contract  shall,  at  the  option  of  the 
State,  be  void  and  of  no  effect,  unless  said  Contractor  and  each  and  every 
person  who  may  have  any  part  on  the  Contractor's  behalf  in  performing  the 
same,  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph. 

4.  The  Contractor  further  agrees  that  in  the  construction  of  said  work 
only  citizens  of  the  United  States  shall  be  employed,  and  in  all  cases  where 
laborers  are  employed  on  such  public  works,  preference  shall  be  given  to 
citizens  of  the  State  of  New  York.  The  Contractor  further  agrees  that  this 
contract  shall,  at  the  option  of  the  State,  he  void,  if  the  provisions  of  this 
section  are  not  complied  with. 

6.  The  Contractor  further  agrees  that  all  stone  which  shall  be*  used  in  the 
said  work,  except  paving  blocks  and  crushed  stone,  shall  be  worked,  dressed 
and  carved  within  this  State,  and  that  if  this  paragraph  is  violated  by  the 
Contractor,  the  State  shall  at  its  option  revoke  the  contract  and  be  released 
from  liability  thereon. 

6.  The  Contractor  further  agrees  that  he  will  not  assign,  transfer,  convey, 
sublet,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  this  contract  or  of  his  right,  title  or  interest 
therein,  or  his  power  to  execute  the  same,  without  the  consent  in  writing  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  or  any  moneys  which  are  to  become  due 
or  payable  to  him  because  ther^pf,  to  any  person,  company  or  corporation, 
without  the  previous  consent  in  writing  of  the  Canal  Board  of  the  State  of

NAVY  YARD  ORDER  NO.  26--REVISED. 

!  EMFLOTMEin!  or  Labob  at  Nayt  Yabds. 

Navt  Depabtmeitt,  July  7,  1902. 

Instbuotions  to  Apflicamts  fob  Emplotmbnt  as  Labobebs  and 
Mechanics. 

1.  The  employment  of  laborers  and  mechanics  at  each  of  the  United  States 
navy  yards  and  stations  is  ^mmitted  to  a  board  consisting  of  three  com- 
missioned officers  on  duty  at  the  station,  designated  the  ''  Board  of  Labor 
Emplqsrment." 

2.  No  person  can  be  given  employment  in  a  United  States  navy  yard  as  a 
mechanic  or  laborer  until  he  registers  with  the  Board  of  Liabor  Employment. 

3.  The  office  of  the  Board  of  Labor  Employment  is  in  the  navy  yard.  Per- 
sons residing  in  the  vicinity  of  the  navy  yard  in  which  they  desire  to  register 
for  employment  should  apply  to  the  board  in.  person,  during  the  regular 
working  hours  of  the  yard,  for  the  prescribed  blank  forms  upon  which  appli- 
cation must  be  made,  and  for  information  required  to  facilitate  registration. 

4.  Persons  at  a  distance  should  write  to  the  "  Board  of  Labor  Employment " 
at  the  navy  yard  in  which  they  desire  to  register  for  the  prescribed  blank 
application  and  blank  certificates  of  recommendation.  They  should  state  the 
occupation  in  Schedule  A,  or  the  trade  in  Schedule  B,  in  which  they  desire 
to  register. 

5.  All  applicants  will  be  registered  in  the  order  of  their  application. 

0.  No  applicant  will  be  registered  unless  he  furnishes  satisfactory  evidence 
that  he  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  has  served  in  the  Army,  Navy,  or 
Marine  Corps,  and  that  his  discharge  or  discharges  therefrom  were  not 
dishonorable  or  for  bad  conduct. 

7.  Before  entering  the  name  of  an  applicant  on  the  register,  such  further 
inquiry  may  be  made  in  regard  to  his  character  and  capacity  as  the  board 
may  deem  practicable  or  expedient;  and  any  applicant  who  has  been  con- 
victed of  crime,  misdemeanor,  or  vagrancy,  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
board,  be  refused  registration. 

8.  In  case  an  applicant  is  found,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  unfit  or  in  any 
way  disqualified  to  perform  the  service  which  he  seeks,  his  name  will  not  be 
entered  on  the  register. 

9.  No  certificates,  other  than  those  filed  at  the  date  of  registration,  will  be 
received  or  required  subsequent  to  entry  of  the  applicant's  name  on  the 
register. 

10.  Any  applicant  for  employment  who  gives  a  false  name  or  residence,  or 
presents  false  certificates,  or  secures  registration  or  employment  through  false 
representation  will  be  discharged,  and  his  name  permanently  removed  from 
the  register  as  soon  as  the  fact  is  ascertained. 
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11.  Applicants  will  be  admitted  and  restricted  to  registration  in  such  of 
the  occupations  and  trades  in  the  following  list,  under  Schedules  A  and  B, 
as  are  approved  by  the  Department  for  the  navy  yard  in  which  the  appli- 
cant desires  work:

12.  An  applicant  to  be  registered  for  employment  in  an  occupation  or 
trade,  in  Schedule  A  or  B,  must  present  in  person  to  the  Board  of  Labor 
Employment,  at  the  navy  yard  in  ichich  he  desires  employment,  an  applica- 
tion, and  evidence  to  establish  his  capacity  for  the  work  he  desires,  his 
character  and  habits  of  industry  and  sobriety. 

13.  The  board  will  furnish  prescribed  blank  forms  (Navy  Yard  Orders, 
Forms  17,  18,  19,  20,  21,  and  22)  to  enable  applicants  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  paragraph  12.

The  name  of  the  occupation  or  trade  for 
which  the  applicant  is  recommended  in  the  certificates  must  be  identical  with 
that  written  on  the  application. 

16.  Form  17,  the  application,  to  be  filled  out  and  signed  by  the  applicant. 

16.  Form  18,  a  statement  of  the  applicant's  services  in  the  Army,  Navy,  or 
Marine  Corps  of  the  United  States,  to  be  presented  and  signed  by  an  applicant 
who  shows  to  the  Board  of  Labor  Employment,  when  presenting  his  applica- 
tion, an  honorable  discharge  from  or  a  certificate  of  service  in  one  or  more 
of  the  said  armed  branches  of  the  Government. 

17.  Form  19,  a  character  certificate,  which  must  be  signed  by  a  reputable 
citizen  of  the  applicant's  locality,  testifying  to  the  latter's  character  and 
habits  of  industry  and  sobriety. 

18.  Form  20,  a  trade  certificate,  which  must  be  signed  by  a  firm  or  member 
thereof,  superintendent,  master  workman,  or  other  person  under  whom  the 
applicant  has  worked  at  the  trade  in  which  he  applies  for  employment,  cer- 
tifying to  his  capacity  in  said  trade  and  to  his  character  and  habits  of 
industry  and  sobriety;  and  the  person  who  so  certifies  must  specifically  state 
that  he  has  employed  the  applicant  in  the  trade  for  which  he  recommends 
him.  If  this  certificate  is  signed  by  a  foreman,  quarterman,  or  other  em- 
ployee of  a  navy  yard,  it  shall  not  be  accepted. 

19.  Form  21.  a  certificate  which  must  he  signed  by  the  head  of  department 
of  a  navy  yard  under  whom  the  applicant  served  in  the  trade  in  which  he 
applies  for  employment. 

20.  Form  22,  a  discharge  card,  which  must  be  signed  by  the  head  of  depart- 
ment of  a  navy  yard  under  whom  the  recipient  served. 

21.  An  applicant  may  be  registered  as  "boy,"  "boiler  scaler,"  "janitor," 
or  "  laborer,"  if  he  presents  to  the  Board  of  Labor  Employment  with  his 
application  any  of  the  following  properly  filled  out  and  signed,  viz:

23.  Chief  petty  officers,  petty  officers  of  the  first,  second,  and  third  class  of 
the  "seaman  branch,"  ''seaman  gunners,"  and  "marines,"  whose  honorable 
discharges  or  continuous-service  certificates  show  that  they  are  proficient  in 
ordnance  work,  and  that  their  average  conduct  is  marked  4  or  better,  may  be 
registered  as  "ordnance  men"  or  "general  helpers,"  upon  filling  out  blank 
"  Navy  Yard  Orders,  Form  17  "  and  "  Navy  Yard  Orders,  Form  18."  Chief 
petty  officers,  petty  officers  of  the  first,  second,  and  third  class  of  the  ''  arti* 
ficer  branch,"  and  firemen,  shipwrights,  and  sailmakers,  and  seamen,  and 
ordinary  seamen,  whose  honorable  discharges  or  continuous-service  certificates 
show  that  they  are  proficient  in  their  respective  ratings,  and  that  th^ir 
average  conduct  is  marked  4  or  better,  may  be  r^stered  in  such  occupations 
or  trades  as  correspond  to  the  respective  ratings  in  which  they  served,  upon 
filling  out  blank  "Navy  Yard  Orders,  Form  17"  and  "Navy  Yard  Orders, 
Form  18." 

24.  Persons  included  in  paragraph  23  after  a  service  of  twelve  years  in  the 
Navy  or  Marine  Corps,  exclusive  of  apprentice  service,  may  at  any  time 
within  two  years  after  the  date  of  their  last  discharge  be  registered  under 
(c)  Clause  I  (see  paragraph  27). 

26.  Persons  included  in  paragraph  23  after  a  service  of  six  years  in  the 
Navy  or  Marine  Corps,  exclusive  of  apprentice  service,  may  at  any  time 
within  two  years  after  the  date  of  their  last  discharge  be  registered  under 
Clause  n  (see  paragraph  27). 

26.  The  term  of  eligibility  for  certification  by  the  board  of  a  registered 
applicant  shall  be  one  year  from  the  date  on  which  the  name  of  the  applicant 
IS  entered  upon  the  register,  and  the  name  of  a  registered  applicant  shall 
then  be  dropped  from  the  register  unless  he  presents  to  the  Labor  Board 
during  the  last  month  of  the  term  of  his  eligibility  a  request  in  writing 
(Navy  Yard  Orders,  Form  29)  that  his  name  and  number  be  continued  on 
the  list.  When  this  is  done  his  term  of  eligibility  shall  be  extended  for  one 
year,  and  this  extension  may  be  renewed  each  succeeding  year  in  the  manner 
above  described,  but  shall  not  carry  with  it  an  extension  of  the  period  during 
which  preference  is  given  for  "excellent"  workmanship. 

27.  The  name  of  each  registered  applicant  will  be  certified  for  employment 
in  the  order  of  registration,  by  trades;  preference  being  given  as  follows: 

Clause  /. 

(a)  Veterans  of  the  war  of  the  rebellion  and  those  who  served  in  the  naval 
or  military  service  of  the  United  States  during  the  Spanish- American  war  in 
foreign  waters  or  on  foreign  soil  who  were  subsequently  honorably  discharged. 

(6)  Those  who  served  in  the  naval  or  military  service  of  the  United  States 
during  the  war  of  the  rebellion  who  did  not  reach  the  front  and  who  were 
inbseqnently  honorably  discharged,  and  those  who  served  in  home  waters  or 
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on  borne  soil — ^not  at  the  front — ^in  the  naval  or  military  service  of  the  United 
States  during  the  Spanish-American  war  and  who  were  subsequently  h<»uw- 
ably  discharged. 

(o)  Those  who  have  served  in  the  Navy  or  Marine  C!orps  since  the  war  of 
the  rebellion  for  a  period  of  twelve  years  or  more,  exclusive  of  apprentice 
service  and  who  were  honorably  discharged  therefrom. 

(d)  Those  who  have  served  in  the  naval  or  military  service  of  the  United 
States  since  the  war  of  the  rebellion  and  have  been  honorably  discharged 
therefrom  by  reason  of  disability  resulting  from  wounds  or  sickness  incurred 
in  the  line  of  duty. 

Clause  II, 

(a)  Those  who  have  given  satisfaction  in  navy  yard  work  in  the  same  or 
in  an  allied  trade  to  that  for  which  requisition  is  made,  and  who  present 
certificates  or  discharge  cards  from  the  head  of  department  under  whom  they 
severally  served,  showing  that  their  workmanship  was  "excellent"  and 
conduct  not  less  than  "good." 

(&)  Those  who  have  served  in  the  Navy  or  Marine  Corps  for  a  period  of 
six  years  or  more,  exclusive  of  apprentice  service,  in  the  same  or  in  an  allied 
trade  to  that  for  which  requisition  is  made  and  whose  honorable  discharge  or 
continuous-service  certificates  show  that  they  are  proficient  in  their  respective 
ratings  and  that  their  average  conduct  is  marked  4  or  better.

28.  When  a  registered  applicant  is  heeded  he  will  be  notified  by  postal  card 
when  and  where  to  report  for  work. 

29.  A  registered  applicant  must  keep  the  Board  of  Labor  Employment 
informed  of  any  change  he  may  make  in  his  post-office  address.  An  applicant 
who  does  not  comply  with  this  rule  will  not  be  excused  for  failure,  in  con- 
sequence of  such  noncompliance,  to  report  for  work  at  the  time  designated 
on  the  postal  card  mailed  him  by  the  board.

SECURITY  OF  WAGES  OF  EMPLOYEES  ON  PUBLIC  WORKS. 
UNITED  STATES.* 

ACT   OF  FEBRUARY   24,    1906. 

The  act  entitled  "An  act  for  the  protection  of  persons  furnishing  materials 
and  labor  for  the  construction  of  public  works,''  approved  August  thirteenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"  Hereafter  any  person  or  persons  entering  into  a  formal  contract  with  ttie 
United  States  for  the  construction  of  any  public  building,  or  for  the  prosecu- 
tion and  completion  of  any  public  work,  or  for  repairs  upon  any  public  build- 
ing or  public  work,  shall  be  required,  before  commencing  such  work,  to  execute 
the  usual  penal  bond,  with  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  with  the  additional 
obligation  that  such  contractor  or  contractors  shall  promptly  make  payments 
to  all  persons  supplying  him  or  them  with  labor  and  materials  in  the  prosecu- 
tion  of  the  work  provided  for  in  such  contract;  and  any  person,  company,  or 
corporation  who  has  furnished  labor  or  materials  used  in  the  construction  or 
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t«pair  of  any  public  building  or  public  work,  and  payment  for  which  has  not 
been  made,  shall  have  the  right  to  intervene  and  be  made  a  party  to  any 
action  instituted  by  the  United  States  on  the  bond  of  the  contractor,  and  to 
have  their  rights  and  claims  adjudicated  in  such  action  and  judgment  ren- 
dered thereon,  subject,  however,  to  the  priority  of  the  claim  and  judgment  of 
the  United  States.    If  the  full  amotmt  of  the  liability  of  the  surety  on  said 
bond  is  insufficient  to  pay  the  full  amount  of  said  claims  and  demands^  then, 
after  paying  the  full  amount  due  the  United  States,  the  remainder  shall  be 
distributed  pro  rata  among  said  interveners.    If  no  stdt  shall  be  brought  by 
the  United  States  within  six  months  from  the  completion  and  final  settlement 
of  said  contract,  then  the  person  or  persons  supplying  the  contractor  with 
labor  and  materials  shall,  upon  application  therefor,  and  furnishing  affidavit 
to  the  Department  under  the  direction  of  which  said  work  has  been  prosecuted 
that  labor  or  materials  for  the  prosecution  of  such  work  has  been  supplied 
by  him  or  them,  and  payment  for  which  has  not  been  made,  be  furnished  with 
a  certified  copy  of  said  contract  and  bond,  upon  which  he  or  they  shall  have  a 
right  of  action,  and  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  authorized  to  bring  suit  in  the 
name  of  the  United  States  in  the  circuit  court  of  the  United  States  in  the 
district  in  which  said  contract  was  to  be  performed  and  executed,  irrespective 
of  the  amount  in  controversy  in  such  suit,  and  not  elsewhere,  for  his  or  their 
use  and  benefit,  against  said  contractor  and  his  sureties,  and  to  prosecute  the 
same  to  final  judgment  and  execution :  Provided,  That  where  suit  is  instituted 
by  any  of  such  creditors  on  the  bond  of  the  contractor  it  shall  not  be  com- 
menced until  after  the  complete  performance  of  said  contract  and  final  settle- 
ment thereof,  and  shall  be  commenced  within  one  year  after  the  performance 
and  final  settlement  of  said  contract,  and  not  later;  And  provided  further, 
That  where  suit  is  so  instituted  by  a  creditor  or  by  creditors,  only  one  action 
shall  be  brought,  and  any  creditor  may  file  his  claim  in  such  action  and  be 
made  party  thereto  within  one  year  from  the  completion  of  the  work  tmder 
said  contract,'  and  not  later.    If  the  recovery  on  the  bond  should  be  inade- 
quate to  pay  the  amounts  found  due  to  all  of  said  creditors,  judgment  shall 
be  given  to  each  creditor  pro  rata  of  the  amount  of  the  recovery.    The  surety 
on  said  bond  may  pay  into  court,  for  distribution  among  said  claimants  and 
creditors,  the  full  amount  of  the  sureties'  liability,  to  wit,  the  penalty  named 
in  the  bond,  less  any  amount  which  said  surety  may  have  had  to  pay  to  the 
United  States  by  reason  of  the  execution  of  said  bond,  and  upon  so  doing  the 
surety  will  be  relieved  from  further  liability:  Provided  further,  That  in  all 
suits  instituted  tmder  the  provisions  of  this  act  such  personal  notice  of  the 
pendency  of  such  suits,  informing  them  of  their  right  to  intervene  as  the 
court  may  order,  shall  be  given  to  all  known  creditors,  and  in  addition  thereto 
notice  of  publication  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation,  published  in 
the  State  or  town  where  the  contract  is  being  performed,  for  at  least  three 
successive  weeks,  the  last  publication  to  be  at  least  three  months  before  the 
time  limited  therefor."

£yery  person  who  employs  laborers  upon  public  works,  and  who  takes, 
ka^w,  or  reeeiVbs  for  his  own  use  any  part  or  portion  of  the  wages  due  to 
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any  such  laborers  from  the  State  or  municipal  corporation  for  which  audi 
work  is  done,  is  guilty  of  a  felony. 

THE  HOURS  OF  LABOR* 

UNITED  STATES. 

ACT  OF  AUG.   1,    1892. 

Section  1.  The  service  and  employment  of  all  laborers  and  mechanics  who 
are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  employed  by  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  by  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  by  any  contractor  or  subcontractor 
upon  any  of  the  public  works  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  said  District  of 
Columbia,  is  hereby  limited  and  restricted  to  eight  hours  in  any  one  calendar 
day,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  officer  of  the  United  States  Government 
or  of  the  District  of  Columbia  pr  any  such  contractor  or  subcontractor  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  employ,  direct,  or  control  the  services  of  such  laborers  or 
mechanics  to  require  or  permit  any  such  laborer  or  mechanic  to  work  more 
than  eight  hours  in  any  calendar  day  except  in  case  of  extraordinary  emer- 
gency. 

§  2.  Any  officer  or  agent  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  or  of 
the  District  of  Columbia,  or  any  contractor  or  subcontractor  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  employ,  direct,  or  control  any  laborer  or  mechanic  employed  upon 
any  of  the  public  works  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
who  shall  intentionally  violate  any  provision  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  for  each  and  every  such  offense  shall  upon 
conviction  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars  or  by 
imprisonment  for  not  more  than  six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  impris- 
onment, in  the  discretion  of  the  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof. 

Government  Printing  Office. 

ACT  OF   MARCH   30,   1888. 

Section  1.  *  *  *  the  public  printer  is  hereby  directed  to  rigidly  enforce 
the  provisions  of  the  eight  hour  law  in  the  department  under  his  charge. 

ACT  OF  JANUARY  12,  1895. 

§  47.  The  public  printer  shall  cause  work  to  be  done  on  the  public 
printing  in  the  Government  Printing  Office  at  night  as  well  as  through  the 
day,  when  the  exigencies  of  the  public  service  require  it,  but  the  provisions 
of  the  existing  eight  hour  law  shall  apply. 

Letter  Carriers. 

ACT  OF  MAY  24,  1888. 

Section  1.  Hereafter  eight  hours  shall  constitute  a  day's  work  for  letter 

carriers  in  cities  or  postal  districts  connected  therewith,  for  which  they  shall 

receive  the  same  pay  as  is  now  paid  for  a  day's  work  of  a  greater  number 

of  hours.     If  any  letter  carrier  is  employed  a  greater  number  of  hours  per 

day  than  eight  he  shall  be  paid  extra  for  the  same  in  proportion  to  the 

salary  now  fixed  by  law. 

This  statute  doee  not  require  that  the  eight  hour  service  shall  relate  exclusively  to  the  free 
distribution  md  collection  of  mail  matter,  nor  does  it  otherwise  define  the  nature  of  said  service. 
It  is  necessary  only  that  one  should  be  a  letter  carrier  and  be  lawfully  employed  in  work  that 
is  not  inconsistent  with  his  general  business  under  his  employment  in  (Mrder  that  he  may 
recover  for  any  employment  for  a  greater  number  of  hours  per  day  than  eight:  148  IT.  8.  124. 
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ACT   07   JUNE   2,    1900. 

Section  1.  •  *  *  letter  carriers  may  be  required  to  work  as  nearly  as 
practicable  only  eight  hours  on  each  working  day,  but  not  in  any  event  ex- 
ceeding forty-eight  hours  during  the  six  working  days  of  each  week;  and 
such  number  of  hours  on  Sunday,  not  exceeding  eight,  as  may  be  required  by 
the  needs  of  the  service;  and  if  a  legal  holiday  shall  occur  on  any  working 
day,  the  service  performed  on  said  day,  if  less  than  eight  hours,  shall  be 
counted  as  eight  hours  without  regard  to  the  time  actually  employed. 

CALIFORNIA. 

Constitution — ^Abticle  20. 

Section  17  (as  amended,  1902).  The  time  of  service  of  all  laborers  or  work- 
men or  mechanics  employed  upon  any  public  works  of  the  State  of  California, 
or  of  any  county,  city  and  county,  city,  town,  district,  township,  or  any  other 
political  subdivision  thereof,  whether  said  work  is  done  by  contract  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  limited  and  restricted  to  eight  hours  in  any  one  calendar 
day,  except  in  cases  of  extraordinary  emergency  caused  by  fire,  flood,  or 
danger  to  life  and  property,  or  except  to  work  upon  public,  military  or 
naval  works  or  defenses  in  time  of  war,  and  the  legislature  shall  provide 
by  law  that  a  stipulation  to  this  effect  shall  be  incorporated  in  all  contracts 
for  public  works  and  prescribe  proper  penalties  for  the  speedy  and  efficient 
enforcement  of  said  law. 

ACTS  OF  1903,  chapter  107. 

Section  1.  The  time  -of  service  of  any  laborer,  workman,  or  mechanic 
employed  upon  any  of  the  public  works  of  the  state  of  California,  or  of  any 
political  subdivision  thereof,  or  upon  work  done  for  said  state,  or  any 
political  subdivision  thereof,  is  hereby  limited  and  restricted  to  eight  hours 
during  any  one  calendar  day;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  officer  or 
agent  of  said  state,  or  of  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  or  for  any  con- 
tractor or  subcontractor  doing  work  under  contract  upon  any  public  works 
aforesaid,  who  employs,  or  who  directs  or  controls,  the  work  of  any  laborer, 
workman,  or  mechanic,  employed  as  herein  aforesaid,  to  require  or  permit 
such  laborer,  workman,  or  mechanic,  to  labor  more  than  eight  hours  during 
any  one  calendar  day,  except  in  cases  of  extraordinary  emergency,  caused 
by  tire,  flood,  or  danger  to  life  or  property,  or  except  to  work  upon  public 
military  or  naval  defenses  or  works  in  time  of  war. 

§  2.  Any  officer  or  agent  of  the  State  of  California,  or  of  any  political 
subdivision  thereof,  making  or  awarding,  as  such  officer  or  agent,  any  con- 
tract, the  execution  of  which  involves  or  may  involve  the  employment  of 
any  laborer,  workman,  or  mechanic  upon  any  of  the  public  works,  or  upon  any 
work,  hereinbefore  mentioned,  shall  cause  to  be  inserted  therein  a  stipula- 
tion which  shall  provide  that  the  contractor  to  whom  said  contract  is 
awarded  shall  forfeit,  as  a  penalty,  to  the  state  or  political  subdivision  in 
whose  behalf  the  contract  is  made  and  awarded,  ten  (10)  dollars  for  each 
laborer,  workman,  or  mechanic  employed,  in  the  execution  of  said  contract, 
by  him,  or  by  any  subcontractor  under  him,  upon  any  of  the  public  works, 
or  upon  any  work,  hereinbefore  mentioned,  for  each  calendar  day  during 
which  such  laborer,  workman,  or  mechanic  is  required  or  permitted  to  labor 
niore  tbiw  eight  hour*  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  it  shall 
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be  the  duty  of  such  officer  or  agent  to  take  cognizance  of  all  violations  of 
the  provisions  of  said  act  committed  in  the  course  of  the  execution  of 
said  contract,  and  to  report  the  same  to  the  representative  of  the  state  or 
political  subdivision,  party  to  the  contract,  authorized  to  pay  to  said  con- 
tractor moneys  becoming  due  to  him  under  the  said  contract,  and  said  repre- 
sentative, when  making  payments  of  moneys  thus  due,  shall  withhold  and 
retain  therefrom  all  sums  and  amounts  which  shall  have  been  forfeited  pur- 
suant to  the  herein  said  stipulation. 

§  3.  Any  officer,  agent,  dr  representative  of  the  State  of  California,  or  of 
any  political  subdivision  thereof,  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  upon  con- 
viction be  punished  by  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  (600)  dollars,  or  by 
imprisonment,  not  exceeding  six  (6)  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  im- 
prisonment, in  the  discretioxr  of  the  court. 

P^AL    CODE. 

Section  653c  -(added  by  ch.  605,  approved  March  21,  1905).  The  time  of 
service  of  any  laborer,  workman,  or  mechanic  employed  upon  any  of  the 
public  works  of  the  state  of  California,  or  of  any  political  subdivision 
thereof,  or  upon  work  done  for  said  state,  or  any  political  subdivision 
thereof,  is  hereby  limited  and  restricted  to  eight  hours  during  any  one 
calendar  day;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  officer  or  agent  of  said 
state,  or  of  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  or  for  any  contractor  or  sub- 
contractor doing  work  under  contract  upon  any  public  works  aforesaid,  who 
employs,  or  who  directs  or  controls  the  work  of  any  laborer,  workman,  or 
mechanic,  employed  as  herein  aforesaid,  to  require  or  permit  such  laborer, 
workman,  or  mechanic,  to  labor  more  than  eight  hours  during  any  one 
calendar  day,  except  in  cases  of  extraordinary  emergency,  caused  by  fire, 
flood,  or  danger  to  life  or  property,  or  except  to  work  upon  public  military 
or  naval  defenses  or  works  in  time  of  war.  Any  officer  or  agent  of  the  State 
of  California,  or  of  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  making  or  awarding, 
as  such  officer  or  agent,  any  contract,  the  execution  of  which  involves  or 
may  involve  the  employment  of  any  laborer,  workman,  or  mechanic  upon  any 
of  the  public  works,  or  upon  any  work,  hereinbefore  mentioned,  shall  cause 
to  be  inserted  therein  a  stipulation  which  shall  provide  that  the  contractor 
to  whom  said  contract  is  awarded  shall  forfeit,  as  a  penalty,  to  the  state 
or  political  subdivision  in  whose  behalf  the  contract  is  made  and 
awarded,  ten  dollars  for  each  laborer,  workman,  or  mechanic  employed,  in 
the  execution  of  said  contract,  by  him,  or  by  any  subcontractor  under  him, 
upon  any  of  the  public  works,  or  upon  any  work,  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
for  each  calendar  day  during  which  such  laborer,  workman,  or  mechanic  is 
required  or  permitted  to  labor  more  than  eight  hours  in  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  officer  or  agent  to 
take  cognizance  of  all  violations  of  the  provisions  of  said  act  committed  in

shall  hsv0  h^en  forfeited  pursuant  to  the  herein  said  stipulation,    Any  officer, 
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mgenty  or  representative  of  the  State  of  California,  or  of  any  political  sub- 
division  thereof,  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  misdemeanor,  and,  shall  upon  conviction  be  punished 
by  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment,  not  exceeding 
six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court. 

§  653f  (added  by  chapter  158,  Acts  of  1901).  Every  officer  of  this  state 
or^  any  political  division  thereof,  or  any  person  acting  for  or  on  behalf 
thereof,  and  any  contractor  or  subcontractor  for  any  part  of  any  public 
work  or  works  done  for  such  state  or  political  division,  and  every  person, 
corporation,  or  association  which  employs,  directs,  or  controls  the  services 
of  any  laborer,  workman,  or  mechanic  in  any  such  work,  who  requires  them, 
or  any  of  them,  to  labor  more  than  eight  hours  in  any  one  calendar  day, 
except  in  cases  of  extraordinary  emergency  caused  by  fire,  flood,  or  danger 
to  life  or  property,  and  except  work  upon  public  military  or  naval  defenses 
in  time  of  war^  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

COLORADO. 

ACTS  OF  1893,  CHAP.   113. 

Section  1  (as  amended  by  chapter  9,  Acts  of  1894).  In  all  work  here- 
after undertaken  in  behalf  of  the  state  or  any  county,  township,  school  dis- 
tricty  municipality  or  incorporated  town,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  board, 
officer,  agent,  or  any  contractor  or  subcontractor  thereof  to  employ  any 
mechanic,  workingman  or  laborer  in  the  prosecution  of  any  such  work  for 
more  than  eight  hours  a  day. 

§  2.  (as  amended  by  chapter  9,  Acts  of  1894).  Nothing  in  section  one  of 
this  act  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  prevent  work  in  excess  of  eight  hours 
a  day  in  emergency  cases:  Provided,  That  hours  in  excess  of  eight  a  day 
shall  be  treated  as  constituting  part  ef  a  subsequent  day's  work:  And  pro- 
vided, That  in  no  one  week  of  seven  days  shall  there  be  permitted  more 
than  forty-eight  hours  of  labor.    Any  violation  hereof  shall  be  unlawful. 

§  4  [3]  (as  amended  by  chapter  9,  Acts  of  1894).  Any  employer,  board, 
oflBoer  or  contractor  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  sections  1  or  2  of 
this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  punished  by  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  nor 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail  not  more  than  one  hundred  (100)  days  or  by  both  fine  and  imprison- 
ment, at  the  discretion  of  the  court.

Section  1.  Eight  hours  shall  constitute  a  legal  day's  work  for  all  classes  of 
employees  employed  by  the  municipal  corporation  of  the  city  of  Wilmington. 

}  2.  Each  contract  to  which  the  municipal  corporation  of  the  city  of 
Wilmington  is  a  party  which  may  involve  the  employment  of  laborers,  work- 
men or  mechanics  shall  contain  a  stipulation  that  no  laborer,  workman  or 
meefaanie  in  the  employ  of  the  municipal  corporation  of  the  city  of  Wilming- 
Um,  contractor,  subcontractor,  or  other  person  doing  or  contracting  to  do  the 
whole  or  a  part  of  the  work  contemplated  by  the  contract  shall  be  required 
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to  work  more  than  eight  hours  in  any  one  calendar  day,  except  in  cases  of 
extraordinary  emergency  caused  by  fire,  flood  or  danger  to  life  or  property. 

§  3.  The  wages  .to  be  paid  for  a  l^al  day's  work  as  hereinbefore  defined 
to  all  classes  of  such  laborers,  workmen  or  mechanics  upon  all  such  public 
work  or  upon  any  material  to  be  used  upon  or  in  connection  therewith  shall 
not  be  less  than  the  prevailing  rate  for  a  day's  work  in  the  same  trade  or 
occupation  in  the  locality  in  the  state  where  such  public  work,  on,  about 
or  in  connection  with  which  such  labor  is  performed  in  its  final  or  completed 
form  is  to  be  situated,  erected  or  used.  Each  such  contract  hereafter  made 
shall  contain  a  stipulation  that  each  such  laborer,  workman  or  mechanic 
employed  by  such  contractor,  subcontractor  or  other  person  on,  about  or 
upon  such  public  work  shall  receive  such  wages  as  hereinbefore  provided. 
Each  contract  for  such  public  work  hereafter  made  shall  contain  a  provision 
that  the  same  shall  be  void  and  of  no  effect  unless  the  person  or  corporation 
making  or  performing  the  same  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act;  and  no  such  person  or  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  any  sum 
nor  shall  any  officer,  agent  or  employee  of  the  municipal  corporation  of  the 
city  of  Wilmington  pay  the  same  or  authorize  its  payment  from  the  funds 
under  his  charge  or  control  to  any  such  person  or  corporation  for  work  done 
upon  any  contract  which  in  its  form  or  manner  of  performance  violates  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

§  4.  Any  officer,  agent  or  employee  of  the  municipal  corporation,  of  the 
city  of  Wilmington,  having  a  duty  to  act  in  the  premises,  who  violates, 
evades,  or  knowingly  penpits  the  violation  of  [or]  evasion  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  malfeasance  in  office  and  shall  be 
suspended  or  removed  by  the  authority  having  the  power  to  appoint  or  remove 
such  officer,  agent  or  employee,  otherwise  by  the  governor.  Any  citizen  of 
this  state  may  maintain  proceedings  for  the  suspension  or  removal  of  such 
officer,  agent  or  employee,  or  may  maintain  an  action  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  the  cancellation  or  avoidance  of  any  public  contract  which  by  its 
terms  or  manner  of  performance  violates  this  act  or  for  the  purpose  of 
preventing  any  officer,  agent  or  employee  of  such  municipal  corporation  from 
pa3ring  or  authorizing  the  payment  of  any  public  money  for  work  done 
thereupon. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  policemen,  park  guards,  watchmen,  or 
special  officers  of  any  kind. 

DISTRICT   OF   COLUMBIA. 

Code  of  1901. 

Section  892.  The  service  and  employment  of  all  laborers  and  mechanics  who 
are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  employed  by  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  by  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  by  any  contractor  or  subcontractor 
upon  any  of  the  public  works  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  said  District  of

mechanics,  to  require  or  permit  any  such  laborer  or  mechanic  to  work  more 
than  eight  hours  in  any  calendar  day  except  in  case  of  extraordinary 
emergency. 
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§  893.  Any  officer  or  agent  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  or 
of  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  any  contractor  or  subcontractor,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  employ,  direct,  or  control  any  laborer  or  mechanic  employed 
upon  any  of  the  public  works  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  who  shall  intentionally  violate  any  provision  of  the  last  preceding 
section  for  each  and  every  such  offense  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  to 
exceed  one  thousand  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  six 
months,  or  both. 

HAWAII. 

ACTS  OF  1903,  no.  37. 

Section  2.  Eight  hours  of  actual  service  shall  constitute  a  day's  labor  for 
all  mechanics,  clerks,  laborers  and  other  employees  employed  upon  any  public 
work  or  in  any  public  office  of  this  Territory,  or  any  political  subdivision 
thereof,  whether  the  work  is  done  by  contract  or  otherwise:  Provided,  how- 
ever. That  the  full  eight  hours  shall  not  apply  to  Saturdays  or  any  holiday. 

§  3.  A  stipulation  that  no  mechanics,  clerks,  laborers  and  other  employees 
employed  upon  any  public  work  in  the  employ  of  the  contractor  or  sub- 
contractor shall  be  required  to  work  more  than  eight  hours  in  any  one 
calendar  day,  except  in  cases  of  extraordinary  emergency,  and  that  no 
mechanic  or  laborer,  other  than  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  eligible 
to  become  a  citizen,  shall  be  employed,  shall  be  contained  in  every  contract 
to  which  the  Territory  or  any  political  subdivision  thereof  is  a  party. 

§  4.  Any  contractor,  person,  firm  or  corporation,  or  any  officer  of  the 
Territory,  or  of  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense.  Any  and  each  and  every 
such  violation  shall  be  deemed  a  separate  offense  for  each  day  thereof,  and 
for  each  mechanic,  clerk,  laborer  and  other  employee  employed  upon  any 
public  work,  employed  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Any 
contract  or  subcontract  for  any  public  work  in  this  Territory  that  does  not 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  section  3  of  this  act  shall  be  absolutely 
void. 

IDAHO. 
constitution,  abticlb  13. 

Section  2.  Not  more  than  eight  (8)  hours  actual  work  shall  constitute  a 
lawful  day's  work  on  all  State  and  municipal  work. 

political  code,  1901. 

Section  622.  Not  more  than  eight  hours  actual  work  shall  constitute  a 
lawful  day's  work  on  all  State,  county,  and  municipal  works:  Provided^ 
That  this  shall  not  be  construed  as  meaning  any  labor  except  manual  labor, 
employed  by  the  day,  and  nothing  herein  contained  shall  apply  to  State, 
county,  or  municipal  officials,  or  to  any  employees  of  the  State,  or  any  county 
or  municipality,  who  are  paid  monthly  or  yearly  salaries. 

§  623.  Any  and  all  bids  for  work  on  public  buildings  or  other  public

State,  or  of  any  municipal  corporation  thereof,  he  shall,  in  addition  to  such 
fine,  be  removed  from  his  position.

corporation,  forfeit  such  contract.

cases  the  laborers,  workmen,  mechanics  or  other  persons  so  employed  and 
wofking  to  exceed  eight  hours  per  calendar  day  shall  be  paid  on  the  basis 
of  eigbt  hours  constituting  a  day's  work:  Provided  further,  That  not  less 
than  the  current  rate  of  per  diem  wages  in  the  locality  where  the  work  is 
performed  shall  be  paid  to  laborers,  workmen,  mechanics  and  other  persons 
so  employed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  or  any  county,  city, 
township    or   other   municipality   of   said    State;     and   laborers,   workmen. 
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mechanics  and  other  persons  employed  by  contractors  or  subcontractors  in 
the  execution  of  any  contract  or  contracts  within  the  State  of  Kansas,  or 
within  any  county,  city,  township  or  other  municipality  thereof,  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  employed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  or  of  such 
county,  city,  township,  or  other  municipality  thereof. 

§  3828.  All  contracts  hereafter  made  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  State  of 
Kansas,  or  by  or  on  behalf  of  any  county,  city,  township  or  other  munid- 
pality  of  said  State,  with  any  corporation,  person  or  persons  for  the  per- 
formance of  any  work  or  the  furnishing  of  any  material  manufactured  within 
the  State  of  Kansas,  shall  be  deemed  and  considered  as  made  upon  the  basis 
of  eight  hours  constituting  a  day's  work;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
such  corporation,  person  or  persons  to  require  or  permit  any  laborer,  work- 
man, mechanic  or  other  person  to  work  more  than  eight  hours  per  calendar 
day  in  doing  such  work  or  in  furnishing  or  manufacturing  such  material, 
except  in  the  cases  and  upon  the  conditions  provided  in  section  1  of  this  act 
[sec.  3827]. 

§  3829.  Any  officer  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  or  of  any  county,  city,  town- 
ship or  municipality  of  said  State,  or  any  person  acting  under  or  for  such 
officer,  or  any  contractor  with  the  State  of  Kansas,  or  any  county,  city,  town- 
ship or  other  municipality  thereof,  or  other  person  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  for  each  offense  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  $50  nor  more  than  $1,000,  or  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  six 
months,  or  both  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

MARYLAND. 

ACTS  OF  1898,  OHAPTEB  458. 

No  mechanic  or  laborer  employed  by  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  Balti- 
more, or  by  any  officer,  agent,  contractor  or  subcontractor  under  them,  shall 
be  required  to  work  more  than  eight  hours  per  day  as  a  day's  labor: 
Provided,  further.  That  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  employees  of  the 
fire  department.  Bay  View  Asylum  or  the  Baltimore  City  Jail.  Any  such 
officer,  agent,  contractor  or  subcontractor  who  shall  require  any  mechanic  or 
laborer  to  work  more  than  eight  hours  per  day,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty 
dollars  for  each  and  every  offense,  one-half  of  such  fine  to  go  to  the  informer; 
said  fines  to  be  collected  as  other  fines  are  collected  by  law.

Section  19.  Nine*  hours  shall  constitute  a  day's  work  for  all  laborers, 
worlonen  and  mec^nics  who  are  employed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Common- 
wealth or  of  any  county,  city  or  town  therein,  except  as  provided  in  the 
following  section.

If  a  petition  for  such  vote,  signed  by  one  hundred  or  more  registered  voters 
of  a  city,  or  twenty-five  or  more  registered  voters  of  a  town,  is  filed  with  the 
city  or  town  clerk,  respectively,  thirty  days  or  more  before  an  annual  election, 
such  vote  shall  be  taken  at  such  election. 

§  21.  Contracts  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth,  requiring  the  em- 
ployment of  manual  labor,  shall  provide  that  persons  employed  in  manual 
labor  thereunder  shall  not  be  required  to  work  more  than  nine  hours  in  each 
day  and  that  said  nine  hours  shall  constitute  a  day's  work. 

MINNESOTA. 

ACTS   OF    1901,  CHAPTER  310. 

Section  1.  The  service  of  all  laborers,  workmen  and  mechanics  employed

permit  them  or  any  of  them  to  labor  more  than  eight  hours  in  any  one 
calendar  day  and  except  in  cases  of  extraordinary  emergency  caused  by  fire, 
flood  or  danger  to  life  and  property,  and  except  to  work  upon  public,  military 
or  naval  works  or  defenses  in  time  of  war,  except  in  cases  of  employment  of 
labor  in  agricultural  pursuits:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  construed  to  apply  to  the  employment  of  labor  on  work  now  in  progress, 
whether  contracted  for  or  not. 

§  2.  Each  and  every  contract  to  which  the  State  of  Minnesota  is  herein- 
after a  party,  and  every  contract  made  for,  or  on  behalf  of  the  said  State, 
which  contract  may  involve  the  employment  of  laborers,  workmen  or  me- 
chanics, shall  contain  a  stipulation  that  no  laborer,  workman  or  mechanic 
m  the  employ  of  the  contractor  or  any  subcontractor  doing  or  contracting 
to  do  any  part  of  the  work  contemplated  by  the  contract,  shall  be  required 
or  permitted  to  work  more  than  eight  hours  in  any  one  calendar  day,  except  in 
cases  of  extraordinary  emergency  caused  by  fire,  fiood  or  danger  to  life  or 
property,  and  except  to  work  upon  public,  military  or  naval  work,  or  defenses 
in  time  of  war,  and  except  in  cases  of  employment  of  labor  in  agricultural 
pursuits,  and  each  and  every  such  contract  shall  stipulate  a  penalty  for  such 
violation  of  the  stipulation  directed  by  this  act,  of  ten  (10)  dollars  for 
each  laborer,  workman  or  mechanic,  for  each  and  every  calendar  day  in 
which  he  shall  labor  more  than  eight  hours,  and  the  inspector  or  officer,  or 
person  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  any  such  contract 
are  complied  with,  shall  report  to  the  proper  officer  of  such  State,  all  viola- 
tions of  the  stipulation  in  this  act,  provided  for  in  each  and  every  such 
contract,  and  the  amount  of  the  penalities  [penalties]  stipulated  in  any 
«uch  contract  shall  be  withheld  by  the  officer  or  person  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  pay  the  moneys  due  under  such  contract,  whether  the  violations  for 
which  suph  penalties  were  imposed  by  contractor,  his  agents  or  employeeSi  QT

any  subcontractor,  ^ia  agents  or  employees,  no  person,  on  behalf  of  the  State 
of  Minnesota  shall  rebate  or  permit  [remit]  any  penalty  imposed  under  any 
stipulation  herein  provided  for,  unless  upon  a  finding  which  he  shall  make  up 
and  certify  that  such  penalty  was  imposed  by  reason  of  an  error  of  fact. 
Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  the  collection  of  said 
penalty  from  the  State.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  contract  work 
done  for  any  town  or  county  in  this  State. 

§  3.  Any  officer  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  or  any  person  acting  for,  or 
on  behalf  thereof,  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  be  subject  to  a  fine  or  imprisonment, 
or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  the  fine  not  to  exceed  five  hundred 
dollars  ($600),  nor  the  imprisonment  more  than  one  year.  Nothing  in  this 
act  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  work  or  labor  in  constructing  or  repairing 
roads  or  highways. 

MONTANA. 

CONSTXTUTION,   ABTICLE    18. 

Section  4.  A  period  of  eight  hours  shall  constitute  a  day*s  work  on  all 
works  or  undertakings  carried  on  or  aided  by  any  municipal,  county  or  State 
government,  and  on  all  contracts  let  by  them,  and  in  mills  and  smelters  for 
the  treatment  of  ores,  and  in  underground  mines. 

§  5.  The  legislature  by  appropriate  legislation  shall  provide  for  the  en- 
forcement of  the  provisions  of  this  article.

§  2.  Every  person,  corporation,  stock  company  or  association  of  persons 
who  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  section  one  (1)  of  this  act  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  nor  more  than  five  hundred 
($500)  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  thirty 
days  nor  more  than  six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.

ACTS  OF   1903,  CHAFTEB  37. 

Section  1.  On  public  works,  all  works  or  undertakings  carried  on  or  aided 
by  the  State,  county  or  municipal  governments,  eight  hours  shall  constitute  a 
day's  labor. 

§  2.  Any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  a  mis- 
demeanor and  shall  subject  the  employee  as  well  as  the  person  or  persons 
acting  on  behalf  of  the  State,  county  or  municipal  government  in  the 
employment  of  such  employee,  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars,  and  in  case  any  contract  is  let  for  any  State,  county  or

and  be  null  and  void:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  prevent  the  preservation  or  protection  of  property  in  cases  of  emergency.

PENNSYLVANIA. 
ACTS  OP  1897 — ACT  NO.  379. 

Section  1.  On  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  eight  hours  out  of  tfie 
twenty-four  of  each  day  shall  make  and  constitute  a  legal  day's  work  for 
mechanics,  workmen  and  laborers  in  the  employ  of  the  State,  or  any  municipal 
corporation  therein,  or  otherwise  engaged  on  public  works. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  apply  to  all  mechanics,  workingmen  and  laborers  now 
or  hereafter  employed  by  the  State,  or  any  municipal  corporation  therein, 
through  its  agents  or  officers,  or  in  the  employ  of  persons  contracting  with  the 
State  or  said  corporation  for  the  performance  of  public  work,  and  in  all  such 
employment  none  but  citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  aliens  who  shall  have 
legally  declared  their  intention  to  become  such,  who  have  been  residents  of 
the  State  in  which  such  work  is  to  be  done  for  the  six  months  next  preceding 
the  date  of  such  emplo3anent,  shall  be  employed  by  the  State  or  any  municipal 
corporation  therein,  or  by  any  person  or  persons  contracting  with  the  same; 
and  every  contract  hereafter  made  for  the  performance  of  public  work  must 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  section:  Provided,  That  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  affect  contracts  in  existence  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of 
this  act. 

§  3.  Any  officer  or  officers  or  agents  of  the  State,  or  of  any  municipal 
corporation  therein,  who  shall  willfully  violate  or  otherwise  evade  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  malfeasance  in  office,  and  upon 
4;onviction  thereof  may  be  removed  by  the  governor  or  head  of  the  department 
to  which  said  officer  is  attached. 

§  4.  Any  person  or  persons  contracting  with  the  State  or  any  municipal 
4K)rporation  therein,  and  any  officer  or  agent  of  the  State  or  any  municipal 
corporation  therein,  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with,  or  attempt  to  evade  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
KDisdemeanor,  and  be  punished  by  ^  ^e  not  ^i^ceeding  one  thouiaQ4  dolUrtf 
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PORTO  RICO. 

ACTS  OF  1904. 

Section  1.  Eight  hours  shall  constitute  the  maximum  length  of  a  working- 
day  for  any  work  performed  and  paid  out  of  funds  from  the  municipalities, 
school  boards,  and  all  other  dependencies  of -the  people  of  Porto  Rico. 

§  2.  In  all  contracts  for  work  to  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  people 
of  Porto  Rico,  municipalities  or  school  boards,  each  of  said  contracts  shall 
contain  a  provision  limiting  a  day's  work  to  eight  hours. 

§  3.  In  works  of  a  public  nature,  a  working  day  may  be  lengthened  only 
in  cases  where  the  lives  and  property  of  the  inhabitants  of  a  municipality 
or  of  the  insular  government  would  be  endangered,  if  same  were  not  done. 
This  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  insular  police  force,  internal  revenue  agents, 
telegraph  operators  and  telegraph  messengers,  nor  to  the  clerks  of  the  depart- 
ments of  the  insular  government  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  heads  of  such 
departments,  work  beyond  eight  hours  by  them  is  necessary  in  the  interest 
of  the  public  service. 

§  4.  Any  person  who  shall  willfully  or  maliciously  violate  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  except  as  specified  in  section  3  hereof,  shall  be  guilty  of  mis- 
demeanor.

Section  6.  Eight  hours  shall  constitute  a  day's  work  on  all  works  or  under- 
takings carried  on  or  aided  by  the  State,  county  or  municipal  govem- 
mento;     •     •     •. 

REVISED  STATUTES^  1898. 

Section  1336  (as  amended  by  chapter  98,  Acts  of  1903).  Eight  hours  shall 
constitute  a  day's  work  in  all  penal  institutions  in  this  State,  whether  State, 
county  or  mimicipal,  and  on  all  works  and  undertakings  carried  on  or 
aided  by  the  State,  county  or  municipal  governments.  Any  officer  of  the 
State  or  of  any  county  or  municipal  government,  or  any  person,  corporation, 
firm,  contractor,  agent,*  manager  or  foreman,  who  shall  require  or  contract 
with  any  person  to  work  in  any  penal  institution  or  upon  such  works  or 
undertakings,  longer  than  eight  hours  in  one  calendar  day,  except  in  cases 
of  emergency,  where  life  or  property  is  in  imminent  danger,  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor. 

The  origizial  law,  enacted  in  1894,  oontained  the  same  provision  as  to  hours. 

WASHINGTON. 

ACTS  OF  1903,  CHAFTEB  44. 

Section  1.  It  is  a  part  of  the  public  policy  of  the  State  of  Washington 
that  all  work  "by  contract  or  day  labor  done"  for  it,  or  any  political  sub- 
division created  by  its  laws,  shall  be  performed  in  work  days  of  not  more 
than  eight  hours  each,  except  in  cases  of  extraordinary  emergency:  No  case 
of  extraordinary  emergency  shall  be  construed  to  exist  in  any  case  Where  other 
labor  can  be  found  to  take  the  place  of  labor  which  has  already  been  em- 
ployed for  eight  hours  in  any  calendar  day. 

§  2.  All  contracts  for  work  for  the  State  of  Washington,  or  any  political 
aabdiviBion  created  by  its  laws,  shall  provide  that  they  may  be  canceled 
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by  the  officers  or  agents  authorized  to  contract  for  or  supervise  the  execution 
of  such  work«  in  case  such  work  is  not  performed  in  accordance  with  the 
policy  of  the  State  relating  to  such  work. 

§  3.  It  is  made  the  duty  of  all  officers  or  agents  authorized  to  contract 
for  work  to  be  done  in  behalf  of  the  State  of  Washington,  or  any  political 
subdivision  created  under  its  laws,  to  stipulate  in  all  contracts  as  provided 
for  in  this  act,  and  all  such  officers  and  agents,  and  all  officers  and  agents 
entrusted  with  the  supervision  of  work  preformed  under  such  contracts,  are 
authorized,  and  it  is  made  their  duty,  to  declare  any  contract  canceled,  the 
execution  of  which  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  public  policy  of  this  State 
as  herein  declared.

WEST  VIRGINIA. 

ACTS  OF    1899,   CHAPTEB   17. 

Section  1.  Eight  hours  shall  constitute  a  day*s  work  for  all  laborers,  work- 
men, and  mechanics,  who  may  be  employed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  State  of 
West  Virginia. 

§  2.  The  service  and  employment  of  all  laborers  and  mechanics  who  are 
now  or  may  hereafter  be  employed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  State  of  West 
Virginia  or  by  any  contractor  or  subcontractor  upon  any  of  the  public  works 
of  the  State  of  West  Virginia  is  hereby  limited  and  restricted  to  eight  hours 
in  any  one  calendar  day,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  officer  of  the  West 
Virginia  State  government  or  any  such  contractor  or  subcontractor  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  employ,  direct  or  control  the  service  of  such  laborers  or 
mechanics  to  require  or  permit  any  such  laborers  or  mechanics  to  work 
more  than  eight  hours  in  any  calendar  day,  except  in  case  of  extraordinary 
emergency. 

§  3.  Any  officer  or  agent  of  the  State  of  West  Virginia  or  any  contractor 
or  subcontractor  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  employ,  direct,  or  control  any 
laborer  or  mechanic  employed  upon  any  of  the  public  works  of  the  State  of 
West  Virginia  who  shall  intentionally  violate  any  provision  of  this  act,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  for  each  and  every  such  offense 
shall,  upon  conviction,  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  one  thousand 
dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof. 

WYOMING. 

CONSTITUTION,   ABTICLB   19. 

Section  1.  Eight  (8)  hours  actual  work  shall  constitute  a  lawful  day's 
work  in  all  mines  and  on  all  State  and  municipal  works. 

RATES  OF  WAGES. 
CALIFORNIA. 

ACTS  OP  1897,  CHAPTER  88. 

Section  1.  The  minimum  compensation  to  be  paid  for  labor  upon  all  work 
performed  under  the  direction,  control,  or  by  the  authority  of  any  officer  of 
this  State  acting  in  his  official  capacity,  or  under  the  direction,  control,  or 
by  the  authority  of  any  municipal  corporation  within  this  State,  or  of  any 
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officer  thereof,  acting  as  such^  is  hereby  fixed  at  two  (2)  dollars  per  day; 
and  a  stipulation  to  that  effect  must  be  made  a  part  of  all  contracts  to  which 
the  State,  or  any  municipal  corporation  therein,  is  a  party:  Provided,  how- 
ever. That  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  persons  employed  regularly  in  any  of 
the  public  institutions  of  the  State,  or  any  city,  city  and  county,  or  county. 

CODE8  AND  STATUTES  OF  1885. 

Section  531  (as  amended  by  chapter  74,  Acts  of  1891).  The  duties  of  the 
superintendent  of  state  printing  shall  be  as  follows:  *  *  *  He  shall 
employ  such  compositors,  pressmen  and  assistants,  as  the  exigency  of  the 
work  from  time  to  time  requires,  and  may  at  any  time  discharge  such  em- 
ployees: Provided,  That  at  no  time  shall  he  pay  said  compositors,  pressmen, 
or  assistants,  a  higher  rate  of  wages  than  is  paid  by  those  employing  printers 
in  Sacramento  for  the  like  work.  He  shall  at  no  time  employ  more  com- 
positors or  assistants  than  the  absolute  necessities  of  the  state  printing  may 
demand,  and  he  shall  not  permit  any  other  than  state  work  to  be  done  in  the

and  the  general  superintendent  of  said  board  shall  have  the  authority  to 
dismiss  all  persons  employed  in  violation  of  this  clause:  Provided,  That 
this  clause  shall  not  apply  to  skilled  mechanics  and  machinists  brought  to 
the  city  of  New  Orleans  by  the  manufacturers  of  machinery  solely  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  and  testing  the  same. 

No  person  shall  be  considered  a  bona  fide  resident  of  the  city  of  New 
Orleans  under  this  clause  of  this  act,  unless  he  has  actually  resided  in  the 
city  of  New  Orleans  for  one  year  prior  to  his  employment.     ♦     •     *.

city  or  other  municipal  corporation  within  which  and  under  whose  authority 
sucli  officer  or  contractor  claims  to  act:  Provided,  The  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  not  apply  to  any  contract  now  in  force.

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THE  STATE  OP  EMPLOYMENT. 

A  continuous  record  of  the  fluctuations  in  the  labor  market  is 
maintained  by  the  Bureau  on  the  basis  of  monthly  reports  from 
secretaries  of  some  200  organizations  of  workmen,  representing 
85  different  trades  and  occupations  in  the  principal  industrial 
centers  of  the  State.  The  number  of  workmen  included  in  these 
moffthly  reports  approxima)tes  100,000,  or  substantially  one- 
fourth  of  all  the  members  of  trade  unions  in  the  State.  Sum- 
maries of  the  statistics  are  regularly  published  in  the  Depart- 
ment's Quarterly  Bulletin  in  March  and  September,  and  the 
principal  figures  for  1905  are  reproduced  in  Tables  C  to  Q  (pages 
4-13)  of  the  Appendix.  It  appears  that  the  number  of  unions 
reporting  in  1905  varied  from  199  in  January  to  191  in  June, 
while  it  remained  constant  at  192  during  the  remainder  of  the 
year.  The  number  of  wage  earners  reported  on  varied  from 
91,088  in  October  to  97,345  in  January.  The  diminution  was 
mainlT  due  to  changes  in  the  building  trades'  unions. 

The  following  table  brings  the  figures  for  1905  into  compari- 
son with  those  of  previous  years :

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even  less  than  in  the  record  year  1902.  The  mean  percein1:age  of 
the  unemployed  in  the  year  1905  was  11.2  as  compared  with  16.9 
in  1904,  17.5  in  1903  and  14.8  in  1902,  or  an  average  of  16.4  per 
cent  for  the  three  years.  The  accompanying  chart  exhibits  the 

relative  number  of  the  un- 
employed at  the  end  of 
each  month  in  1905,  as 
compared  with  the  mean 
for  the  three  years  1902n,^ 
and  makes  clear  the  wide 
difference  between  condi- 
tions of  employment  in 
1905  and  those  of  the  pre- 
ceding years. 

With  only  a  few  excep- 
tions, every  industry 
made  a  better  showing  in 
1905  than  in  1902,   1903 

or  1904;  in  five  groups  of 

trades  (metal  trades,  musical  trades,  tobacco  trades,  restaurants 
and  retail  trade,  and  public  employment) ,  the  ratio  of  the  unem- 
ployed was  slightly  higher  than  in  1902,  when  all  trades  were  ex- 
ceptionally busy  (see  table  opposite).  While  the  unwonted'  ac- 
tivity in  the  building  trades  and  the  generally  peaceful  relations 
between  employers  and  employees  therein,  were  influential  factors 
in  keeping  down  the  percentage  of  idleness  in  1905,  they  were  not 
of  themselves  sufficient  to  account  for  the  difference.  In  the 
combined  trades,  exclusive  of  the  building  industry,  the  ratio 
of  the  unemployed  was  smaller  than  usual  in  nearly  every 
mJonth;  only  in  February,  August  and  September  did  the  1905 
percentage  rise  above  that  of  1902,  the  most  favorable  of  the 
years  immediately  preceding.

In  1902  the  causes  of  idleness  were  tabulated  for  only  four 
months.  These  are  nevertheless  sufficient  to  show  that  strikes 
and  lockouts  were  on  a  much  smaller  scale  than  in  1903  and 
1904.  The  earlier  months  of  1905  indicated  a  continuation  of 
the  labor  troubles,  but  they  gradually  quieted  down  and  in  the 
latter  half  of  the  year  comi>ared  not  unfavorably  with  1902.

Unemployment  in  Previous  Years. 

The  system  of  monthly  reports  on  the  state  of  employment 
was  instituted  in  1902  but  data  for  comparison  with  earlier  years 
can  be  drawn  from  the  quarterly  returns  of  all  trade  and  labor 
imions,  b^^ning  in  1897.  For  three  years,  1897-99,  quarterly 
reports  were  collected  by  the  Bureau  four  times  a  year,  thus  fur- 
nishing a  complete  record  for  each  year.  Since  1899  the  Bureau 
has  been  unable  to  collect  such  reports  for  every  quarter  and  has 
therefore  confined  its  record  to  the  first  and  third  quarter  of 
each  year.  Prom  the  monthly  and  quarterly  reports  the  foUow- 
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ing  figures  have  been  compiled  concerning  the  proportion  of  the 
nnemplojed  at  the  four  dates  in  each  year:

While  these  figures  give  some  indication  of  the  trend  of  busi- 
ness conditions,  they  do  not  furnish  an  adequate  record.  The 
series  is  complete  for  only  two  months,  March  and  September, 
and  the  mean  percentages  for  those  months  would  indicate  that 
there  was  more  idleness  in  1905  than  in  1902,  and  considerably 
more  in  1904  than  in  1903,  whereas  complete  figures  for  12 
months  in  each  have  already  proved  the  contrary.  More  satisfac- 
tory statistics,  however,  may  be  drawn  from  the  reports  regard- 
ing the  duration  of  employment,  which  are  concisely  summarized 
in  the  table  opposite.  In  the  first  three  months  of  1905  it  appears 
that  31,638,  or  8.7  per  cent  of  the  364,544  wage  earners  reporting, 
did  not  work  at  all,  whereas  in  the  third  quarter  the  number 
idle  fell  to  7,491  or  only  2.0  per  cent.  Of  the  number  employed 
(column  5),  nearly  all  reported  the  duration  of  their  employment 
(column  6),  which  the  first  quarter  averaged  65.67  days  and  in 
the  third  quarter  73.55  days.  If,  however,  the  aggregate  number 
of  days  of  employment  (column  8)  be  distributed  over  all  wage 
earners  including  those  who  were  idle  as  well  as  those  who  had 
employment  (column  9),  the  average  duration  of  employment 
in  the  first  quarter  was  only  59.9  days  and  72  days  In  the 
third  quarter — the  total  number  of  working  days  in  a  quarter 
being  77.  Combining  the  averages  of  the  last  column  for  1897  to 
1899,  it  is  found  that  the  duration  of  employment  in  1897  aver- 
aged 227  days,  in  1898  232  days  and  in  1899  258  days,— out  of 
308  working  days  in  the  year.  As  figures  exist  only  for  two 
quarters  of  each  year  thereafter,  estimates  have  been  made  for

On  the  basis  of  these  reports  and  estimates  the  average  yearly 
workingtime  is  ascertained  to  vary  from  227^  days  in  1897  to 
272  days  in  1905.  The  progression  was  not  a  steady  one,  aa  re- 
lapses occurred  in  1900  and  again  in  1903.  The  last  column 
contains  the  percentages  indicating  the  proportion  of  actual 
working  days  in  the  year  during  which  the  average  wage-earner 
had  employment.  It  will  be  seen  that  workingmen  were  em- 
ployed from  74  to  88  per  cent,  of  the  time;  or  to  reverse  the 
figures,  they  were  idle  from  12  per  cent,  of  the  time  under  the 
beet  conditions  to  26  per  cent,  of  the  time  und>er  the  condi- 
tions prevailing  in  1897,  which  of  course  were  not  so 
bad  as  those  of  the  period  1893-6.  The  following  horizontal  lines 
are  proportioned,  in  length,  to  the  percentage  of  time  lost  in 
each  year  since  1897 :

In  explanation  of  the  unprecedently  small  amount  of  unem- 
ployment in  1905  three  or  four  facts  may  be  mentioned:    (1) 
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The  rapid  growth  of  unionism  in  the  transport  trades,  engine 
tending  and  other  occupations  in  which  Sunday  work  is  required, 
thereby  increasing  the  aggregate  duration  of  employment  as 
reported  in  these  statistics;  (2)  the  absence  during  the  larger 
portion  of  the  year  of  such  extensive  and  protracted  labor  dis- 
putes as  interfered  so  seriously  with  industrial  operations  in 
1903  and  1904  ;♦  (3)  the  general  state  of  activity  in  business, 
which  comipared  favorably  with  previous  years.  While  the 
superiority  of  1905  was  more  especially  manifest  in  the  second 
and  fourth  quarters  of  the  year  (see  the  monthly  statistics  of 
unemployment  in  the  foregoing  text),  it  is  fairly  well 
exhibited  in  the  third  quarter  also,  for  which  we  have 
comprehensive  statistics.  In  a  following  table  (8),  it  will  be 
observed  how  strikingly  small  a  proportion  of  wage-earners 
worked  less  than  three  months — full  time.  In  the  succeeding 
table,  showing  the  average  number  of  days  of  employment  in 
each  of  the  principal  industries  or  groups  of  trades,  the  superi- 
ority of  1905  is  conspicuous  in  all  but  three  or  four  of  the 
smaller  industries.-  It  is  especially  noticeable  in  the  five  prin- 
cipal industries  (Groups  I-V), — construction,  transportation, 
clothing  manufacture,  metal  and  machine  trades  and  printing. 
In  the  two  former  the  1905  average  for  the  third  quarter  has 
not  been  exceeded  since  the  Bureau's  records  b^an ;  in  the  cloth- 
ing trades  it  has  been  surpassed  only  once  (1899) ;  in  the  metal 
and  machine  industry  not  at  all,  if  engine  tending,  which  was 
included  in  the  group  until  1903,  be  taken  out,  etc.

WAGES  AND  EARNINGS. 

Table  IV  of  the  Appendix  sets  forth  at  some  length  the  rates 
of  wages  in  the  various  organized  trades.  In  some  trades  the 
rate  provided  in  the  union  scale  i&  a  standard  rate  and  may  be  so 
i-ecognized  in  formal  agreements*  between  associations  of  em- 
ployers and  the  unions,  as  is  the  case,  for  example,  in  all  of  the 
skilled  building  trades  in  New  York  and  other  cities.  Where  the 
union  is  able  to  secure  such  recognition  for  its  scale,  its  rates  are 
almost  universally  accepted  throughout  the  locality.  In  other 
cases  the  union  scale  is  accepted  by  a  sufficient  number  of  indi- 
vidual employers  to  make  It  the  standard,  while  in  still  other 
instances  the  union  scale  may  have  been  adopted  by  only  a 
minority  of  the  employers  and  yet  stand  as  a  fair  expression 
of  the  "  current,"  "  going  "  or  prevailing  rate  of  wages.  Some 
industries  are  still  unorganized,  even  in  the  large  cities.  This  is 
especially  true  in  the  case  of  industries  partially  carried  on  by 
female  operatives.  But  so  far  as  men's  wages  in  trades  requir- 
ing a  moderate  degree  of  skill  are  concerned,  the  unions'  statis- 
tics of  wage  rates  embrace  the  larger  numiber  of  industries  in 
manufacturing  and  transportation,  with  some  representation  in 
commerce  and  trade. 

On  the  assumption  that  no  significant  changes  were  made  in 
rates  of  wages,  it  is  clear  that  the  year  1905  would  witness  a 
general  increase  in  the  annual  earnings  of  workingmen  in  con- 
sequence of  the  increased  amount  of  employment  which  they 
enjoyed.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  such  changes  in  wage  rates  aa 
were  made  in  1905  were  almost  entirely  advances.  Thus,  Table 
X  of  the  Appendix  containing  the  changes  reported  by  trade 
unions,  ediows  that  34,766,  or  about  one-tenth  of  their  members, 
obtained  higher  wages  last  year  while  only  286  had  their  wages 
reduced — either  by  reduction  of  the  hours  of  work  or  other  cir- 
cumstance.   A  summary  of  the  changes  is  given  on  the  next  page. 

The  increaaes  noted  above  average  only  30  cents  a  day  for  the 
35,000  wage  earners  who  received  them;  distributed  among  all 
organized  wage  workers,  the  advance  would  be  less  than  3  cents  a 
day.  But  daily  earnings  are  often  increased  without  any  change 
in  the  rate  of  wages;  such  being  the  case  when  workmen  put  in 
extra  hours  at  a  special  overtime  rate.    Piece  rates  are  often

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so  complicated  that  changes  are  not  reported.  This  is  especially 
true  in  the  immense  clothing  industry,  where  new  schedules  of 
rates  are  made  up  once  or  twice  a  year  and  then  are  maintained 
for  relatively  brief  periods  at  a  time.  For  several  seasons,  there- 
fore, the  table  of  changes  in  rates  contains  only  an  incomplete 
account  of  changes  in  actual  earnings.  The  following  table  dis- 
closes the  actual  earnings  per  day  of  employment  in  1903-5 
averaged  for  each  industry:

In  some  cases  there  is  noticeable  a  considerable  variation  in 
the  two  averages  for  the  same  year.  No  changes  in  rates  of  pay 
were  made  in -the  interval  of  sufficient  innportance  to  occasion 
such  variations,  and  the  explanation  is  therefore  to  be  sought  in 
changes  in  the  composition  of  the  groups.  Thus  in  the  transpor- 
tation group  the  seamen  and  truckmen  and  other  workers  paid  at 
a  considerably  lower  rate  than  the  railway  men  were  more  largely 
represented  in  one  quarter  than  in  the  other,  and  therefore 
brought  down  the  average  for  the  group.  For  this  reason  general 
averages  of  any  large  group  are  not  of  great  value,  as  they  are 
subject  to  considerable  fluctuations  merely  as  a  result  of  changes 
in  the  representation  of  dififerent  occupations.  The  apparent 
decline  in  the  average  of  all  trades  from  |2.74  to  |2.69  in  1903 
was  due  not  to  reductions  in  the  rate  of  wages  (of  which  there 
were  few  if  any  in  this  period),  but  to  the  inclumon  in  the  sta- 
tistics of  a  larger  number  of  low-paid  workmen  in  one  quarter 
than  in  the  other.  The  same  illusion  appears  in  the  averages 
of  Group  I  for  the  two  quarters  of  1904;  the  average  per  diem 
wages  apxwtrently  decreasing  from  |3.41  to  |3.22.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  average  for  the  skilled  trades  increased  from  |3.52 
to  13.74,  but  the  effect  of  this  increase  was  overbalanced  by  the 
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addition  to  the  division  of  building  laborers  of  14,000  excavators 
earning  but  |1.50  a  day,  which  reduced  the  average  for  the  divi- 
sion from  12.64  to  f2.04  per  diem.  Some  part  of  the  increase 
in  the  1905  averages  may  likewise  arise  from  the  disappearance 
of  unions  of  unskilled  workmen  or  of  skilled  workmen  in  the 
smaller  communities  where  wage  rates  are  below  the  standard 
of  the  metropolis  and  the  other  large  cities. 

Quarterly  Earnings. 

From  the  fact  that  the  average  wage  for  each  day's  work 
was  close  to  |3  in  the  latter  part  of  1905,  it  might  be  inferred 
that  the  annual  income  of  organized  workingmen  would  aver- 
age between  |900  and  ?1,000.  Indeed,  it  has  frequently  been 
pointed  oirt  in  the  public  prints  that  bricklayers  employed  at  the 
standard  rate  in  New  York  City  (|5.60  for  each  day  of  eight 
hours)  would  earn  upwards  of  |1,500  if  they  worked  only  300 
days  a  year.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  bricklayers  of  New  York 
City  (Manhattan)  worked  less  than  200  days  in  the  year  and 
earned  only  |1,000*  instead  of  |1,500  each.  Their  earnings 
moreover  are  exceptional  and  have  to  be  contrasted  with  an  aver- 
age income  for  male  workmen  of  fOOO  in  the  clothing  and 
textile  trades  and  f571  in  cigar  making,  as  shown  in  the  follow- 
ing table:

The  average  earnings  of  all  male  members  of  labor  unions 
for  one-half  a  year  were  f406,  and  for  female  members  f225. 
The  women,  however,  are  not  suflSciently  represented  in  this 
average  to  make  it  of  much  value.    As  far  as  the  men  are  con-

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cerned^  there  is  apparent  some  loss  of  time  in  the  winter  months 
in  nearly  all  industries;  the  theatrical  and  musical  workers 
being  the  only  ones  who  earned  more  in  the  first  quarter  than 
in  the  third.  But  in  most  of  the  indoor  trades  the  difference  was 
small. 

In  the  next  table  is  shown  the  distribution  of  the  working 
people  according  to  the  amount  of  their  earnings.  In  the  first 
quarter,  about  9  per  cent,  of  the  men  earned  less  than  |75  while 
in  the  third  quarter  the  proportion  dropped  to  1.3  per  cent. 
Between  70  and  80  per  cent,  made  |150  or  more,  and  of  these 
fully  one-half  in  the  third  quarter  earned  upwards  of  |225.  This 
was  an  unusually  large  proportion,  which  has  not  even  been  ap- 
proached in  any  other  recent  year.

THE  TREND  OF  REAL  WAGES. 

If  the  value  of  money  remained  constant,  the  real  wages  of 
labor  would  be  identical  with  money  wages;  but  as  is  well  known 
the  value  of  money,  as  measured  by  the  price  level  of  goods, 
fluctuates  from  year  to  year,  so  that  a  dollar  earned  at  labor 
may  buy  either  more  or  less  than  a  dollar  at  some  other  time.  To 
ascertain  real  wages,^  we  must  therefore  calculate  the  purchasing 
power  of  the  money  wages  actually  earned;  that  is,  determine 
the  fluctuations  in  prices  of  those  commodities  or  services  that 
influence  the  cost  of  living. 

The  first  task,  however,  is  to  determine  the  trend  of  money 
wages,  an  indication  of  which  is  given  in  the  following  table 
covering  the  last  six  years :

The  table  reveals  an  increase  in  the  proportion  of  workingmen 
earning  the  larger  amounts,  especially  in  the  busy  months  of  the 
third  quarter  (July,  August,  September).  In  1900,  a  small  ma- 
jority (61.5  per  cent.)  of  the  union  men  of  the  state  earned 
what  then  might  be  called  "a  living  wage" — fl50  for  three 
months  (|50  a  month),  but  in  1905  the  proportion  earning  at 
least  f  150  had  increased  to  83  per  cent. 

For  comparative  purposes,  the  average  furnishes  the  most 
convenient  expression  of  a  statistical  fact  but  it  can  only  be 
employed  with  assurance  when  considerable  care  is  used  in  ex- 
plaining its  precise  meaning.  Given  the  total  earnings  of  a  speci- 
fied number  of  workmen  in  the  ranks  of  organized  labor,  it  ap- 
pears to  be  a  simple  matter  of  division  to  fix  the  average  earnings 
of  each.  But  some  of  these  workmen  are  highly  skilled,  earning 
perhaps  (6  or  {6  a  day,  while  others  earn  less  than  f2  a  day. 
Without  any  change  whatever  in  wage  rates,  the  average'  wage 
may  rise  or  fall  according  as  the  proportion  of  the  skilled  men 
to  the  unskilled  increases. or  diminishes. 
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On  the  basis  of  quarterly  i-eports  covering  the  months  of  Janu- 
ary, February,  March,  July,  August  and  September,  in  each  year, 
the  Jiureau  has  ascertained  that  the  average  earnings  of  organ- 
ized workmen  for  every  day  of  employment  were  f2.56  in  1897 
and  |2.()2  in  1905.  This  is  equivalent  to  an  increase  of  14  per 
cent,  in  eight  years.  The  increase  is  not  explained  by  an  in- 
crease in  the  representation  of  the  workmen  in  New  York  City, 
where  wages  rule  higher  than  elsewhere  in  the  state,  since  the 
proportion  of  metropolitan  unionists  has  been  declining  rather 
than  inci-easing  (page  clxxv).  It  does  not  appear  to  be  due  to 
a  larger  representation  of  the  skilled  trades;  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
the  organization  of  unions  has  been  spreading  from  the  skilled 
to  the  unskilled  trades.  The  best  paid  workmen  are  those  in 
the  building  and  the  printing  trades;  but  the  proportion  of 
meclianics  and  artizans  in  the  building  trades'  unions  has  some- 
what declined  (being  24  per  cent,  of  all  unionists  in  1905,  and 
25.4  i)er  cent,  in  1897),  as  has  that  of  the  typographical  trades 
(6.7  per  cent,  in  1905,  as  compared  with  8  per  cent,  in  1897). 
The  increase  has  therefore  been  in  the  face  of  tendencies  that 
ordinarily  would  bring  about  a  decrease  in  the  average  wage. 
This  will  appear  more  clearly  after  an  examination  of  the  table 
on  the  opposite  page,  which  shows  the  average  wages  per  diem 
in  51  of  the  leading  trades. 

Seven  of  the  51  trades  were  not  represented  in  1897  and  can- 
not be  used  for  comparison  with  1905.  Nor  should  the  figures 
for  actors  be  included,  as  it  must  be  entirely  clear  that  the  men 
earning  fl.85  in  1897  are  a  different  class  from)  those  earning 
f  5-|7  in  subsequent  years.  The  decline  in  the  earnings  of  letter 
carriers  is  also  purely  factitious,  and  is  explained  by  the  en- 
trance of  organizations  in  the  smaller  cities  where  salaries  are 
much  smaller  than  in  New  York  City,  which  was  almost  the  only 
city  organized  in  1897.  For  the  remaining  42  trades  the  aver- 
age increase  in  1897-1905  is  15  per  cent.,  or  virtually  the  same 
ratio  as  that  already  arrived  at  on  the  basis  of  general  averages. 
This  may  therefore  be  regarded  as  a  fair  statement  of  the  trend 
of  daily  wages  in  organized  occupations.*  The  increase  in  the 
unorganized  trades  is  probably  somewhat  less. 

But  the  man  who  works  for  a  daily  wage  gains  less  benefit 
in  prosperous  times  from  increases  in  the  rate  of  wages  than 
from  more  regular  employment.  A  previous  chapter  has  already 
set  forth  the  astonishing  improvement  in  the  stability  of  em- 
ployment in  recent  years.  It  appeared  that  in  1897  the  average 
member  of  a  trade  union  worked  onlv  227  davs  in  the  vear —

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with  its.  308  working  days.  But  in  1905,  as  nearly  as  could  be 
estimated,  the  average  number  of  days  of  employment  was 
272, — or  an  increase  of  20  per  cent,  in  the  amount  of  employ- 
ment enjoyed  by  workingmen.  In  this  gain  the  organized  trades 
are  not  much  more  fortunate  than  the  unorganized  trades, 
because  on  the  whole,  all  industries  rise  or  fall  together.  When 
the  well  organized  masons  and'  printers  are  busy,  the  unorgan- 
ized employees  of  sugar  refineries,  tanneries  and  other  important 
industries  are  also  working  nearly  full  time.  The  effects  of  the 
great  industrial  activity  in  the  present  year  may  be  seen  in  the 
following  table  of  estimates  of  yearly  income  of  organized  wage 
earners :

In  the  third  column  are  the  average  earnings  of  the  male 
members  of  trade  unions  in  this  state  as  calculated  on  the  basis 
of  the  average  quarterly  earnings  actually  reported.  In  1902 
they  were  18  per  cent,  larger  than  in  1897,  and  in  1905  25  per 
cent,  greater.  But  these  figures  assume  that  conditions  are  the 
same  in  the  six  months  not  embraced  in  the  reports  as  for  the 
six  months  actually  covered  in  the  figures  actually  reported  for 
the  other  six  months,  which  is  not  usually  true.  More  accurate 
results  are  obtained  by  using  the  average  daily  wage  in  connec- 
tion with  the  average  number  of  days  of  employment  per  annum, 
which,  as  shown  in  Chapter  I,  can  be  estimated  more  closely. 
Column  6  contains  the  results  of  this  calculation,  and  the  last 
column  the  ratio  of  increase  from  year  to  year  over  the  average 
of  1897,  which  is  taken  as  100.  In  1898  the  average  is  repre- 
sented by  102,  or  2  per  cent,  increase  over  1897  and  so  on.  In 
1905,  owing  to  the  combined  influence  of  a  high  daily  wage  and 
extended  employment,  the  average  yearly  earnings  were  39  per 
cent,  greater  than  in  1897.  How  does  this  increase  compare  wiUi 
the  increase  in  the  cost  of  living?

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Cost  of  Living. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  cost  of  living  has  increased  in  recent 
years  and  the  only  matter  in  doubt  is  the  extent  of  the  increase. 
Not  all  articles  of  consumption  have  increased  in  price  in  the 
same  ratio,  and  the  increased  cost  of  living  therefore  varies  from 
family  to  family  according  to  the  commodities  most  largely  con- 
sumed. Moreover,  retail  prices  of  identical  articles  vary  from 
one  locality  to  another,  thus  rendering  difficult  a  comparison  for 
families  that  all  use  about  the  same  variety  and  grade  of 
commodities. 

The  United  States  Bureau  of  Labor  through  a  comprehensive 
investigation  of  the  expenditures  of  typical  workingmen's 
families  has  supplied  data  which  yield  a  sufficiently  accurate 
measure  of  the  cost  of  living  of  a  normal  family  in  1901.  It 
found  that  of  2,567  families  with  an  average  annual  income  of 
1827.19  the  average  expenditure  was  |768.54  of  which  |326.90 
was  for  food;  in  the  North  Atlantic  states  the  figures  were  all 
somewhat  higher, — income  1834.83;  total  expenditures  f778.04, 
for  food  1338.10.  By  ascertaining  the  retail  prices  of  the  articles 
of  food  consumed  by  the  typical  family,  the  Bureau  has  supplied 
evidence  as  to  the  cost  of  sustenance  throughout  the  period  1890- 
1905.  According  to  its  statistics  the  cost  of  the  food  used  in 
the  normal  family  in  the  North  Atlantic  states  was  |312.91  in 
1897  as  compared  with  $362  in  1905,  thus  revealing  an  increase 
of  15.7  per  cent,  in  the  eight  years. 

But  while  food  is  the  most  important  item  in  the  household 
budget,  it  is  not  the  only  item.  In  the  poorer  families  the  cost 
of  food  comprises  about  one-half  of  the  annual  expenditure, 
while  in  the  more  comfortably  situated  families  it  amounts  to 
little  more  than  one-third  of  the  total  expenses.*  In  the 
average  family,  the  expenditure  for  food  constitutes  about  43

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per  cent,  of  all  expenditures,  while  rent  absorbs  18  per  cent., 
clothing  13  per  cent.,  fuel  and  light  6  per  cent,  leaving  20  per 
cent  for  sundries.  What  has  been  the  increase  in  rent  and  in  the 
price  of  clothing,  fuel,  light,  etc.,  in  the  period  under  considera- 
tion? On  this  point,  precise  information  is  wanting,  as  the  only 
statistics  available  are  those  of  wholesale  prices,  which  are  not 
comparable  with  retail  prices.  The  Federal  Bureau  of  Labor's 
comparison  of  wholesale  and  retail  prices  of  food,  confirm  the 
general  opinion  that  retail  prices  do  not  fluctuate  so  widely  as 
wholesale  prices;  assuming,  for  example,  that  the  price  level 
for  the  decade  1890-99'  was  100,  the  wholesale  price  of  selected 
articles  of  food  fell  to  84  in  1896  while  retail  prices  did  not 
decline  below  95.  In  1897  again,  wholesale  prices  were  under 
88  and  retail  prices  were  96,  and  so  on.  It  is  clear  that  con- 
sumers did  not  obtain  the  full  advantage  of  the  low  prices  that 
prevailed  in  the  wholesale  markets  in  the  year  1895-98. 

But  while  retail  prices  did  not  fall  as  rapidly  as  wholesale 
prices  in  the  lean  years  following  the  industrial  depression  of 
1893-97,  they  have  since  advanced  with  equal  rapidity.  When 
the  wholesale  price  level  reached  its  highest  point,  in  1902 
(111.3),  retail  prices  were  virtually  the  same  (110.09).  Whole- 
sale pdces  thereafter  declined,  but  retail  prices  continued  to 
advance  and  have  since  been  higher  (relative  to  their  average 
for  the  decade)  than  have  wholesale  prices. 

To  obtain  some  idea  of  the  change  in  the  price  of  other  articles 
of  consumption  than  food,  the  statistics  of  wholesale  prices  are  . 
nevertheless  of  value.  They  show,  for  example,  that  while  the 
price  of  53  articles  of  food  increased  23.9  per  cent,  between  1897 
and  1905,  the  prices  of  all  articles  considered  advanced  29.2  per 
cent.  These  are  the  conclusions  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of 
Labor  (Bulletin,  March,  1906),  but  another  series  of  index  num- 
bers prepared  by  "  Dun's  Review  "  shows  the  advance  to  be  35.7 
per  cent.  The  discrepancy  is  probably  due  to  different  methods 
of  quoting  prices  of  food  staples,  as  the  fluctuations  of  other 
prices  in  the  two  series  seem  to  coincide.  If,  as  seems  probable, 
the  Bureau  of  Labor  attaches  insuflBcient  weight  to  prices  of 
wheat,  corn,  potatoes  and  other  articles  most  largely  consumed, 
that  would  explain  why  its  percentage  of  increase  falls  below 
that  of  Dun's  index  number.* 

From  the  various  considerations  mentioned  above,  it  seems 
clear  that  the  cost  of  living  in  the  last  eight  years  has  increased 


*As  this  report  passes  thro  thf  press  the  American  Statistical  Association  publishes  (June, 
1906)  an  analytical  comparison  of  the  two  index  numbers.  A  new  index  number  constructed 
according  to  the  methods  of  Sauerbeck  and  otiier  European  statisticians  comes  much  nearer  to

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more  than  would  be  indicated  by  the  advance  in  retail  prices 
of  articles  of  food  (15.7  per  cent,  in  the  North  Atlantic  states; 
16.8  per  cent,  for  the  country  as  a  whole).  According  to  the 
Bureau  of  Labor's  statistics  of  wholesale  prices,  the  advance 
in  the  price  of  food  has  been  much  less  than  that  of  other  arti- 
cles. The  same  ratio  applied  to  retail  prices  would  indicate  a 
general  advance  of  20.5  per  cent,  instead  of  16.8  per  cent.,  and 
this  figure  would  be  still  higher  (at  least  25  per  cent.)  if  Dun's 
index  number  were  substituted.  The  item  of  rent  would  still  be 
left  out,  and  while  rents  have  largely  increased,  especially  in  the 
great  cities  of  this  state,  the  increase  is  undoubtedly  less  than  the 
inereaae  in  the  wholesale  price  of  building  materials  (42  per 
cent.).  On  the  whole,  it  seems  reasonable  to  say  that  the  cost 
of  living  of  working-people  in  this  state  has  increased  in  the 
period  1897-1905  somewhere  between  25  and  30  per  cent.,  with 
the  probabilities  favoring  the  upper  rather  than  the  lower  limit. 
Meanwhile  earnings  have  increased  between  35  and  40  per 
cent. 
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IV. 
HOURS  OP  LABOR. 

In  last  year's  report  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  in 
the  manufacturing  establishments  of  the  State  the  normal  work- 
ing day  had  then  for  the  first  time  been  reduced  to  less  than  sixly 
hours  a  week,  that  is,  less  than  ten  hours  a  day.  The  movement 
for  shorter  hours,  which  has  been  in  steady  progress  for  many 
years,  continued  in  1905,  as  shown  in  the  factory  inspection 
report  and  in  the  tables  of  this  report.  Of  the  857,000  operatives 
employed  in  factories  visited  by  the  inspectors  53  per  cent,  were 
working  less  than  58  hours  a  week  (9^  hours  a  day),  as  com- 
pared with  38  per  cent,  four  years  ago.*  The  changes  in  the 
various  industrial  groups  are  revealed  in  the  following  table:

In  1901  the  ten-hour  day  prevailed  in  all  but  two — building 
and  printing  industries — of  the  thirteen  classes  of  industries; 
in  1902  the  clothing  and  millinery  group  was  added  to  the  ex- 
ceptions ;  in  1904,  the  chemical  industries  and  in  1905,  stone  and 
clay  products,  making  five  groups  or  classes  of  industries  in 
which  the  number  of  operatives  working  9J^  hours  or  less  ex-

In  the  building  trades  a  majority  (56  per  cent.)  of  the  men 
employed  in  workshops  inspected  worked  fewer  than  51  hours 
a  week,  and  none  worked  over  63  hours,  but  that  is  the  only 
manufacturing  industry  in  which  the  eight-hour  day  prevails. 
In  three  industries  or  classes  of  industries  the  prevailing  weekly 
Bchedule  is  between  52  and  57  hours,  conforming  virtually  to  a 
nine-hour  day:  chemicals,  printing,  clothing.  In  seven  groups, 
the  prevailing  hours  are  58-63  a  week  or  ten  daily:  stone  and 
pottery  products,  metal  and  nuachine-making  industries,  wood- 
working, leather,  textiles,  food  and  tobacco,  warehousing.  The 
two  remaining  groups  (paper  mills,  water,  power  and  lighting 
plants)  still  adhere  to  a  schedule  in  excess  of  lO^/^  hours  a  day ; 
their  plants  are  run  continuously  with  day  and  night  shifts,  but 
even  here  there  is  a  tendency  to  substitute  three  shifts  of  em- 
ployees for  two. 

Particulars  as  to  the  reduction  of  working  hours  are  obtained 
from  the  workmen's  associations,  and  as  few  permanent  reduc- 
tions in  hours  are  made  by  employers  except  upon  the  interven- 
tion of  the  employees*  organizations,  the  reports  in  all  probability 
furnish  a  pretty  fair  statement  of  the  movement.  The  following 
table  summarizes  the  changes  reported  in  the  last  five  years :

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Since  1902  the  number  of  reductions  in  hours  has  decreased 
and  in  1905  only  5,959  workers  were  thus  benefited, — ^a  number 
even  smaller  than  that  in  1904.  On  the  other  hand,  a  consider- 
able numiber  of  workers,  722,  as  compared  with  66  a  year  ago, 
had  to  submit  to  an  increase  in  working  hours.  The  total  net 
decrease  for  all  workers  affected  averaged  4.6  hours  a  week.  The 
figures  for  each  industry  or  group  of  trades  were  as  follows :

So  far  as  numbers  are  concerned,  the  industries  that  were  most 
prominent  in  the  shorter  hour  movement  in  1905  were  transpor- 
tation and  printing.  In  each  case,  however,  the  movement  was 
largely  confined  to  one  or  two  trades  in  New  York  City  and  not  - 
generally  shared  in  by  other  localities.  Thus  1,500  of  the  1,854 
benefited  in  transportation  were  teamsters  (building  material 
drivers)  in  New  York  who,  on  June  1,  substituted  a  nine-hour 
for  a  ten-hour  work-day.  Trainmen  in  New  York,  Schenectady 
and  Whitehall  reduced  their  working  hours  from  12  to  11  a  day 
(7  days  a  week). 

In  the  printing  industry  the  largest  group  of  workers  bene- 
fited were  photo-engravers  in  New  York  City,  whose  weekly  hours 
on  July  1  were  reduced  from  52  to  49.  The  New  York  stereo- 
typers  on  January  1  substituted  eight  for  nine  hours  and  com- 
positors gained  shorter  hours  in  Batavia,  Bingham  ton,  Glovers- 
ville,  Ithaca,  Niagara  Falls,  Rome,  Schenectady  and  Yonkers. 

In  the  building  trades  450  tile  layers'  helpers  in  New  York 
City  changed  from  a  44  to  a  47  hour  week,  thus  accounting 
for  more  than  one-half  of  all  the  workers  whose  hours  of  labor 
were  reported  as  having  increased  in  1905.  Of  the  861  men  in 
the  building  trades  who  obtained  reductions,  the  largest  single 
body  consisted  of  300  paving  laborers  in  New  York  City,  who  in 
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March  replaced  a  ten-hour  work-day  with  an  eight-hour  day.\ 
Others  benefited  were  the  bricklayers  of  Cortland,  New  Rochelle, 
Oneida  and  Pl-attsburg;  electrical  workers  in  Elmira  and 
Auburn;  painters  in  Bingham  ton,  I^iberty  and  \)(aterford; 
plumbers  in  New  Rochelle  and  Olean;  sheet  metal  workers  in 
Oswego  and  Utica,  etc. 

In  the  metal  trades  there  were  substantial  gains  reported  by 
iron  moulders  in  Plattsburg  and  Sandy  Hill,  horseshoers  in 
Utica,  boiler  makers  in  Mechanicville,  core  makers  in  Schenec- 
tady and  horse  nail  makers  in  Keeseville. 

Stationary  engineers  and  firemen  were  successful  in  several 
localities  in  reducing  ♦their  unusually  long  hours.  The  most 
frequent  change  was  from  12  to  8  hours  a  day  (84  to  56  hours 
a  week)  as  in  Rochester,  Ballston  Spa,  and  the  breweries  of 
Albany  and  Troy.  So  large  a  reduction  is  explained  by  the 
necessity  of  continuous  service  and  the  consequent  substitution 
of  three  shifts  for  two.

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WAGES  OF  BRICK  MAKERS. 

The  manufacture  of  bricks,  owing  to  the  relatively  heavy  cost 
of  transportation  of  so  bulky  a  material,  is  principally  a  local  in- 
iustry.  In  a  state  with  large  and  growing  cities,  the  brick-making 
in3ustry  is  therefore  certain  to  develop  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
cities.  The  immense  quantities  of  brick  required  in  the  building 
of  the  metropolis  of  the  New  World  are  made  in  the  counties 
along  the  Hudson  river,  because  the  river  affords  cheap  transpor- 
tation to  the  city  and  the  river  banks  afford  a  supply  of  the 
clays  suitable  for  brick-making.  AlJout  four-fifths  of  the  build- 
ing brick  made  in  the  state  are  produced  in  the  ten  counties  of 
the  lower  Hudson  valley.  The  output  of  the  leading  counties 
in  1904  was  as  follows:*

For  many  years  the  wages  paid  in  brickyards  have  remained 
unchanged,  despite  the  increases  in  other  trades,  especially  those 
well  organized,  and  despite  also  a  very  considerable  increase  in 
the  selling  price  of  brick  coincident  with  the  building  boom  in 
New  York  City  and  the  organization  of  a  manufacturers'  asso- 
ciation. It  was  therefore  only  natural  that  a  movement  should 
start  among  the  workmen  to  secure  a  share  in  the  prevailing 
prosperity.  At  the  opening  of  the  season  of  1905,  early  in  April, 
several  of  the  Westchester  county  yards  voluntarily  advanced 
wages  12y2  cents  a  day  and  the  other  yards  along  the  river  fol- 
lowed suit,  although  in  a  few  cases  an  ineffectual  resistance 
was  made,  which  led  to  strike^  as  described  in  the  current  report 
of  the  Bureau  of  Mediation  and  Arbitration  (pages  174-6). 
Reports  from  56  large  establishments  employing  nearly  one-half 
of  the  brickyard  workers  in  the  state  indicate  that  the  increase 
in  wages  averaged  about  one  dollar  a  week,  as  shown  in  the  table 
below.

In  1904  the  average  weekly  earnings  of  5,761  workmen  em- 
ployed in  the  56  yards  were  |9.83,  and  in  1905  the  6,003  em- 
ployees of  the  same  plants  averaged  |10.82  a  week.

In  1904  the  most  common  weekly  wage  was  between  |10  and 
tl2,  but  in  1905  it  was  somewhere  between  tl2  and  tl5.  The 
fact  that  the  average  weekly  wages  in  each  year  was  consider- 
ably smaller  than  the  prevailing  wage  is  explained  by  the  sub- 
stantial proportion  of  boys  employed,  whose  low  wages  natur- 
ally bring  down  the  average.  In  the  following  table,  embrac- 
ing reports  from  four  of  the  leading  districts,  the  men  and  boys 
have  been  separated:

It  will  be  seen  that  the  most  prevalent  rates  for  luen  lie  be- 
tween $1.75  and  |2.37  a  day  and  for  boys  between  f  1.00  and  f  1.50 ; 
but  in  neither  case  is  there  any  concentration  on  a  single  rate. 
In  the  Haverstraw  yards  (Rockland  county),  the  largest  num- 
ber receive  between  |1.87  and  |1.99,  while  in  Ulster  county, 
the  largest  group  consists  of  those  earning  between  |2.25  and 
f2.37,  with  a  second  group,  almost  as  large,  earning  from  |2.00 
to  |2.12  a  day.  These  variations  from  a  standard  rate  are  ex- 
plained upon  examining  the  rates  paid  in  the  various  occupations 
or  branches  of  the  trade.  The  workmen  are  known  as  setters, 
pit  shovelers,  bankmen,  dumpers,  strikers  off  or  mouldei's, 
wheelers,  truckers,  carters,  sanders,  "putters  in"  (boys),  and 
yard  boys.  The  work  in  all  branches  is  very  arduous,  especially 
that  part  of  it  done  by  the  "  truckers "  whose  duties  are  to 
load  the  full  moulds  on  their  trucks,  proceed-  with  the  load  from 
the  machine  to  the  yard,  where  they  are  dumped,  and  then  return 
to  the  machine  for  another  load.  This  work  is  always  done 
with  the  trucker  running  at  full  speed,  which  is  kept  up  continu- 
ously while  the  machines  are  in  operation  and  until  the  day's 
work  is  completed.  Their  wages,  however,  are  the  lowest  paid 
in  any  branch,  averaging  about  fl.SO  a  day  and  never  exceed- 
ing 1200.  The  pit  shovelers,  moulders  or  "  strikers  off,"  setters 
and  dumpers. make  from  f2  to  t2.50  a  day. 

Boys  are  employed  in  the  yard  (yard  boys)  for  the  purpose 
of  aligning  the  green  brick  to  dry,  for  feeding  the  empty  molds 
to  the  machine  (putter  in  boys),  and  for  shoveling  sand  in  the 
sanding  machine.  The  minimum  wage  of  boys  is  about  fl  a  day, 
although  there  are  a  few  cases  where  a  smaller  wage  is  paid.  The 
maximum  is  |1.95,  while  the  average  is  about  f  1.37.* 

Foremen  are  paid  from  $4.50  to  f6  a  day,  the  most  frequent 
rate  being  |5.    Assistant  foremen  as  a  rule  earn  about  |3  a  day. 
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It  will  of  course  be  understood  that  these  wage  statistics  deal 
with  per  diem  rates,  rather  than  daily  earnings.  The  season  lasts 
less  than  six  months  (about  May  1 — ^November  1),  so  that  a 
workman  paid  |2  a  day  will  not  earn  more  than  |300  a  year  un- 
less he  finds  other  work  in  winter.  A  very  few  yards  are  opera- 
ted the  year  around,  the  brick  being  dried  in  cold  weather  by 
steam  apparatus.  Wages  in  these  yards  (not  included  in  the  ac- 
companying tables)  appear  to  run  about  the  same  as  the  wages 
paid  in  other  yards  in  the  same  locality,  except  in  the  case  of 
the  foremen.  j

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The  cuBtom  throughout  the  valley  is  to  work  at  a  ^^  stent,"  i.  e., 
80  many  brick  to  constitute  a  day's  work.  The  duration  of 
a  work-day  therefore  varies  in  the  different  occupations,  the 
machine  men  finishing  in  6  or  7  hours,  two  hours  or  more  ahead 
of  the  others.  In  order  to  avoid  the  heat  of  midday  and  the 
early  afternoon,  work  is  almost  invariably  begun  at  4 :30  a.  m., 
or  as  near  that  hour  as  daylight  will  petmit  in  autumn.  Most 
of  the  work  is  so  arduous  that  most  of  the  workmen  discard  all 
clothing  except  shirt  and  overalls,  although  in  the  sheds  they 
wear  shoes  also.  The  Labor  Law  (sec.  6)  prohibits  more  than 
ten' hours'  work  per  day  in  brickyards  and  work  prior  to  seven 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  but  permits  these  requirements  to  be 
waived  by  mutual  agreement.  It  does  not  appear  that  the  ten- 
hour  day  is  often  exceeded,  as  machine  men  are  usually  through 
between  10:30  and  11:30  a.  m.,  and  the  others  at  12,  1  or  2 
o'clock;  but  the  workmen  themselves  have  resisted  attempts  to 
start  the  day's  work  at  a  later  hour  than  4 :30  a.  m.  and  a  few 
years  ago,  in  certain  districts,  threatened  to  strike  against  the 
employers'  proposal  to  open  the  yards  at  6  or  6 :30  a.  m. 

The  workmen  in  the  brickyards  are  of  mixed  race  extraction. 
Up  to  a  period  dating  back  about  15  years  the  Hudson  River 
"  brickyarders  "  were  almost  entirely  of  the  Caucasian  race.  At 
that  time  began  the  advent  of  the  southern  negro  into  the 
industry,  brought  north  by  the  employers  who  obtained  this  ele- 
ment at  wages  lower  than  they  were  then  paying  their  white 
employees.  The  disparity  in  wages,  however,  did  not  continue, 
as  the  negroes  very  soon  demanded  and  obtained  the  rates  paid 
to  their  white  fellow  employees.  Besides  negroes  the  workmen 
now  comprise  Irish  Americans  (nearly  all  of  American  birth), 
Italians,  Hungarians,  Poles,  Slavs  and  Finns.*  The  foremen  are 
nearly  all  native  Americans  of  Irish  extraction  who  "  rose  from 
the  ranks."  There  are  some  \^rds  where  no  negroes  are  em- 
ployed, owing  to  race  prejudice;  but  in  most  of  the  districts 
whites  and  negroes  mingle  during  working  hours  and  harmony 
appears  to  prevail  between  the  races.  When  the  brfck-making 
season  ends  the  negroes  as  a  rule  all  go  back  to  their  southern 
homes,  while  the  white  workmen  continue  to  work  in  the  plants 
at  loading  brick  and  building  kilns  until  ice  closes  the  river. 
During  the  winter  months  ice  cutting  furnishes  employment  for 
a  few  weeks  to  the  workmen  in  the  upper  Hudson  districts,  who 
remain  there  throughout  the  year. 

As  to  the  domiciliary  aeoomniiodations  of  the  workmen,  the 
whites  are  usually  men  of  family  and  live  in  houses  that  are 


♦Of  2.933  workmen  employed  in  the  ynrda  visited  in  Rocklnnd.  Ulster.  Westchester  and 
Columbia  counties  1.171  were  negroes,  thus:  Columbia  county,  175  negroes  and  150  whites;

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about  on  the  same  plane  with  those  occupied  bj  laboring  men 
elsewhere.  The  unmarried  white  men  are  mostly  Italians  who 
board  with  their  married  fellow  countrymen.  Some  of  the  houses 
occupied  by  the  white  employees  are  houses  owned  by  the 
respective  companies  and  the  rent  for  same  is  placed  at  a  low 
figure.  Two  Stockport  companies  rent  their  houses  to  employees 
for  f5  a  month.  At  Glasco^  one  company  rents  its  houses  to 
Italian  workmen  for  |2  and  |4  a  month.  At  Croton  Point  a 
company  receives  from  f3  to  |5  from  their  men  for  the  use  of 
the  houses.  In  Haverstraw  the  Italian  employees  of  one  yard 
live  in  company  houses  and  no  rent  is  charged.  In  the  other  dis- 
tricts visited'  the  whites  live  in  the  respective  villages  in  com- 
fortable houses  and  some  even  own  their  own  homes.  Receiving 
good  wages  and  working  steady  it  should  be  assumed  that  in 
view  of  such  conditions  the  negro  workman  would  allow  himself 
some  measure  of  comfort.  This,  however,  is  far  from'  being  the 
case.  These  blacks,  in  all  the  yards  that  employ  them,  with  few 
exceptions,  are  housed  in  old  company  shanties,  barracks,  and 
dilapidated  structures  of  brick.  Their  sleeping  accommodations 
are  simple  wooden  bunks  and  platforms  equipped!  with  bed 
clothes  filthy  in  the  extreme;  and  here,  crowded  together, 
these  laborers  pass  their  hours  of  rest.  In  most  cases  the  sleep- 
ing rooms  serve  also  as  the  mess  rooms.  As  these  structures  are 
used  only  during  the  warm  or  mild  part  of  the  year  there  is  a 
certain  amiount  of  fresh  air  adinitted  which  no  doubt  serves  to 
prevent  the  propagation  of  those  disease  germs  which  are  gen- 
erated by  contaminated  air.  The  fresh  air,  however,  is  ap- 
parently not  fatal  to  insect  life. 

In  the  Oroton  Point  and  East  Kingston  yards  which  employ 
negroes,  each  of  the  latter  pays  f  1  a  month  as  rent.  In  one  of 
the  largest  yards  at  East  Kingston,  however,  the  blacks  pay  no 
rent. 

In  most  of  the  yards  the  negroes  mess  by  themselves  and  do 
their  own  cooking.  In  some  of  the  larger  yards  they  have  a 
colored  cook  and  colored  waiters.  They  buy  their  own  provisions 
from  local  stores,  but  at  Stockport  the  blacks  in  the  employ  of 
the  Empire  Company  purchase  much  of  their  provisions  from  the 
company  store,  although  they  are  not  compelled  by  the  company 
to  do  so. 

In  nearly  all  the  yards  the  negroes  are  steady  and  as  a  rule 
work  every  day,  and  in  the  districts  visited,  with  the  exception  of 
Stockport,  they  are  economical  to  the  point  of  parsimony.  Those 
at  Haverstraw  and  Croton  Point  send  their  savings  South,  and 
when  sufficient  money  has  been  accumulated  they  buy  a  farm  in 
,  the  "  sunny  South,"  which  appears  to  be  their  sole  ambition.  It 
is  stated  tiiat  this  ambition  can  be  realized  after  working  North 
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about  six  years.  As  the  negro  workman  averages  perhaps  |50 
a  month  earnings,  and  as  his  living  expenses  do  not  exceed  |10 
per  month,  it  will  be  seen  that  he  saves  f40  per  month,  which  at 
the  end  of  six  months — ^the  length  of  the  season — ^nets  him  the 
sum  of  |240,  which  more  than  suffices  to  support  him  the  remain- 
der of  the  year.  Many,  however,  continue  to  come  North  every 
summer,  even  after  they  have  secured  the  goal  of  their  desire,  the 
proverbial  "farm  and  a  mule.''

GENERAL  REVIEW  OF  ECONOMIC  CONDITIONS  IN  1906. 

The  year  1905  created  new  reoords  in  business  and  trade 
activity  in  virtoally  every  line.  The  volume  of  business,  meas- 
ured in  bank  clearings,  was  greater  than  in  1901  or  1902  and 
via«tly  greater  than  in  1903  and  1904,  when  there  was  some  re- 
action as  a  result  of  overspeculation  and  financial  stringency. 
The  increase  in  trade  was  well  distributed  and  business  failures 
were  relatively  few.  The  percentage  of  failures  and  the  amount 
of  liabilities  were  smaller  than  in  any  other  year  in  a  quarter  of 
a  century,  with  the  exception  of  1882  and  1^9,  and  the  average 
liabilities  were  smaller  than  even  in  those  years.  The  unprece- 
dented bminess  activity  of  1905  was  based  on  a  foundation  of 
increased  production — large  crops,  unusual  importations  of  man- 
ufacturers' materials,  large  output  of  factories  and  heavy  rail- 
way traffic.  While  official  statistics  are  wanting  with  respect 
to  factory  production  in  New  York,  an  excellent  indication  of 
the  demand  for  labor  is  given  in  the  statistics  of  building  opera- 
tions furnished  by  the  municipal  bureaus  of  buildings  in  the 
larger  cities.*  In  New  York  City  there  was  an  increase  of  more 
than  sixty  per  cent  in  the  estimated  cost  of  buildings  projected 
and  authorized  in  1906  over  the  preceding  year. 

In  response  to  the  unprecedented  demand  for  labor,  the  volume 
of  immigration  at  the  port  of  New  York,  which  had  fallen  off  in 
1904,  once  more  assumed  large  dimensions  and  in  fact  attained 
a  new  high  record  (total  number  of  alien  arrivals  1903,  697,763; 
1904,  608,608;  1905,  826,962).  In  the  factories  visited  by  the 
inspectors  of  the  Departanent  of  Labor,  more  employees  were 
found  at  work  than  ever  before  and  the  factories  were  running 
closer  to  their  full  capacity  than  in  1903  or  1904 ;  thus  the  ratio 
of  the  number  of  employees  at  the  time  of  inspection  to  the  great-

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est  number  employed  at  any  time  in  the  year  previous  waa  87.4 
per  cent  in  1905,  as  compared  with  85.8  per  cent  in  1904  and  87.2 
per  cent  in  1903.  The  number  of  factory  workers  unemployed 
was  therefore  relatively  small ;  and  a  similar  situation  in  other 
occupations  is  disclosed  ini  the  statistics  collected  from  organized 
wage  earners  (see  Chapter  I,  especially  tables  1  and  5).  The  aver- 
age duration  of  employment  of  those  at  work  likewise  increased 
(table  6),  so  that  the  average  number  of  days  of  employment 
for  all  union  workers,  including  those  idle  at  times,  was  undoubt- 
edly larger  than  in  any  other  year  since  the  bureau  of  labor  sta- 
tistics began  its  records,  As  nearly  as  may  be  estimated,  the 
number  of  days  of  employment  for  the  average  worker  in  the 
<H*ganized  trades  was  272  in  1905  as  compared  with  258  in  1904, 
256  in  1903,  and  264  in  1902,— the  highest  figures  previously 
attained  (table  7  ante). 

While  a  slackening  in  the  activity  of  trade  contributed  to  ttie 
relatively  low  figures  of  1903  and  1904,  protracted  disputes  be- 
tween labor  and  capital,  especially  in  the  building  trad^es  of 
New  York  city,  were  not  without  influence.  In  1905  the  number 
of  workmen  involved  in  labor  disputes  was  miuch  smaller  and 
scarcely  exceeded  the  number  thus  concerned  in  1901  (see  cur- 
rent report  of  Bureau  of  Mediation  and  Arbitration,  page  14). 

Rates  of  wages  advanced  in  many  trades  in  1905.  The  trade 
unions  reported  that  higher  rates  had  been  obtained  by  34,766 
of  their  members,  while  only  286  had  sustained  reductions  (table 
15).  The  average  increase  for  all  whose  wages  wer^  changed 
amounted  to  |1.77  a  week.  Owing  in  part  to  these  increases  in 
the  wage-rate  and  in  larger  degree  to  the  unusual  amount  of  over- 
time, paid  for  at  an  extra  rate,  the  average  earnings  per  diem  in- 
creased very  considerably — from  |2.75  in  1902  and  |2.76  in  1904 
to  12.92  in  1905  (table  21).  Among  the  unorganized  industries 
that  granted  higher  wages  last  yesLV  is  the  brick-making  indtMSrtry 
(see  Chapter  V). 

The  average  annual  earnings  of  men  in  the  organized  trades 
was  about  |794  in  1905,  as  compared  with  f726  in  1902  and  |581 
in  1897.  The  increase  over  1897  amounts  to  39  per  cent,  which 
is  certainly  greater  than  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  living  in  the 
same  period  (25-30  per  cent).  But  there  is  considerable  doubt 
as  to  the  increased  earnings  of  women  and  of  men  in  the  unor- 
ganized and  crowded  trades  not  represented  in  these  statistics. 
A  very  important  factor  in  the  increased  earnings  mentioned 
above  is  the  transformation  of  the  building  trades,  where  idle- 
ness was  nearly  chronic  in  1897  and  almost  non-existent  in  1905. 
Manufacturing  industries  were  not  so  depressed  in  1897  and 
therefore  do  not  aflford  as  great  an  expansion  of  employment  in 
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1905.  It  i€»  also  doubtful  if  salaried  employees,  like  clerks,  sales- 
men, typists,  etc.,  have  received  increased  compensation  in  a 
measure  to  offset  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  living. 

The  increase  in  the  savings  banks  deposits  of  the  people  of 
this  state  (from  |1,166,091,444  in  1904  to  |1,252,928,300  in  1905) 
is  an  indication  that  the  middle  class,  including  some  wage  earn- 
ers,* enjoyed  the  prevailing  prosperity,  while  the  statistics  of  the 
State  Board  of  Charities  show  that  the  number  of  paupers  was 
smaller  than  it  has  been  in  years  and  the  expenditures  for  out- 
door relief  in  the  cities  of  the  state  was  relatively  sinall,t  not- 
withstanding that  the  winter  of  1904-5  was  unusually  severe  and 
reduced  many  families  to  extremity  through  sickness  (especially 
pneumonia) .  Laborers  employed  in  summer  on  railroad  construc- 
tion and  public  work  in  the  country,  flock  to  the  large  cities  in 
winter  and  crowd  the  waiting  line  before  the  offices  of  con- 
tractors for  the  removal  of  snow. 

The  movement  toward  shorter  hours  of  labor  made  some  prog- 
ress in  1905,  although  not  as  much  as  in  previous  years.  About 
6,000  workmen  in  the  organized  trades  reported  reductions  in 
working  time  averaging  nearly  one  hour  a  day  (table  25). 
Nearly  one-half  of  these  workmen  belonged  to  the  building  or 
the  transport  trades,  but  the  manufacturing  industries  also 
furnished  small  contingents.  The  industry  most  conspicuous  is 
the  printing  business,  which  was  affected  by  the  beginning  of 
the  printer's  eight-hour  m^ovement.  The  factory  inspection  sta- 
tistics show  that  a  majority  (53  per  cent)  of  factory  operatives 
now  have  a  normal  working  week  of  less  than  58  hours  (table  23) 
The  proportion  of  employees  on  the  eight-hour  schedule  is  7.9 
per  cent,  which  is  exceeded  in  6  of  the  13  groups  of  industries, 
viz.:  building  (55.8  per  cent),  lighting  and  power  plants  (21.7 
per  cent),  stone,  clay  and  glass  products  (19.3  per  cent),  tobacco, 
food  and  liquors  (15.1  per  cent),  printing  (12.9  per  cent)  and 
chemicals,  etc.,  (11.8  per  cent). 

*The  average  amount  depodtod  to  an  account — about  $500 — indicates  that  most  of  the  de- 
posits must  belong  to  propertied  citisens.

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The  important  function  performed  by  the  trade  or  labor  union 
in  the  maintenance  and  advancement  of  the  American  standards 
of  living,  which  is  now  almost  universally  recognized  by  the 
people,  caused  the  New  York  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  very 
soon  after  its  organization  to  inquire  into  the  progress  of  trade 
unionism  in  this  state  and  since  1894  it  has,  at  least  once  a  year, 
made  a  complete  canvass  of  the  state  to  obtain  a  record  of  the 
labor  organizations,  their  membership,  ofQcers,  etc.  For  its  work 
in  the  field  of  the  "  Organization  of  Industrial  Workers,"  the  in- 
ternational jury  of  awards  at  the  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition 
of  1904  made  to  the  Bureau  the  highest  award — a  grand  prize-J 

As  recorded  in  the  annual  report  of  this  Bureau  last  year  (p. 
ix)  there  was  in  1904  a  decline  in  the  strength  of  organized 
labor  in  New  York  state  for  the  first  time  since  1897.  The  follow- 
ing summary  which  reveals  the  total  strength  of  the  unions  from 
year  to  year  for  the  last  twelve  years  shows  that  there  was  a  fur- 
ther decline  in  1905.

So  far  as  concerns  number  of  organizations  the  decrease  this 
year  was  larger  than  last.    It  was  the  net  result  of  the  lapsing 


Hn  1888  there  were  826  labor  organisations  in  New  York,  but  not  all  of  them  reported  their 
membership  to  the  Bureau.  The  580  unions  that  made  such  reports  hacl  118.628  members; 
aasominK  tliat  the  remaining  146  unions  averaged  the  same  number  of  members,  the  aggregate 
membership  of  all  unions  in  1888  would  have  been  160.000,  or  about  12,000  more  than  in  1804t 
when  industry  was  in  the  midst  of  an  unusually  severe  depression.

tWhile  this  report  is  in  the  press,  the  Bureau  has  received  the  prise  medal,  which  is  described 
ssfc^ws: 

In  the  composition  of  the  obverse  of  the  medal  are  shown  two  figures,  one  of  which,  Columbia, 
ten  and  stately,  is  about  to  envelop  the  youthful  maiden  by  her  side,  typifying  the  Louisiana 
Territory,  in  the  flag  of  the  stars  and  stripes,  thus  receiving  her  into  the  sisterhood  of  states. 
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or  amalgamiation  of  308  old  unions  and  the  formation  of  201  new 
organizations.  The  decline  in  membership  this  year  also  appears 
in  the  table  above  as  larger  than  that  of  last  year,  but  this  was 
not  actually  the  case  for  two  reasons.  In  the  first  place,  as  ex- 
plained in  last  year's  report  (p.  ix),  owing  to  the  fact  that  a 
union  of  10,000  members  organized  during  the  report  year  1903 
was  not  added  to  the  records  until  1904,  the  actual  decline  in 
membership  last  year  was  about  13,900  instead  of  3,922  as  in  the 
above  summary.  Secondly,  about  5,600  of  the  apparent  decrease 
this  year  was  due  to  the  fact  that  two  unions  in  the  marine  trades 
of  the  Great  Lakes,  which  had  heretofore  reported  their  entire 
membership  (aggregating  3,100  last  year)  this  year  for  the  first 
time  returned  their  New  York  membership  alone  (amounting 
to  only  500  or  less)  and  the  Atlantic  Coast  seamen's  union,  which 
reported  its  full  membership  of  3,000  last  year,  being  unable  to 
report  upon  its  New  York  membership  alone,  was  this  year  en- 
tirely omitted  (see  Department  of  Labor  Bulletin,  No.  25,  June 
1905,  p.  141).  The  real  decline  in  trade  union  membership  this 
year,  therefore,  was  about  2,840  or  but  a  fraction  of  that  of  last 
year. 

By  reference  to  the  figures  for  March  31  in  the  last  line  of  the 
summary  above,  it  will  be  seen  that  most  of  the  decline  in  num- 
ber of  unions  occurred  during  the  first  six  months  and  that  the 
decline  in  membership  for  the  year  as  a  whole  was  the  net  result 
of  a  loss  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  and  a  gain  during  the 
latter  half.  In  the  tsrix  months  from  October  1,  1904,  to  March 
31,  1905,  there  was  a  decline  in  the  total  membership  of  about 
11,545  (making  allowance  for  the  diflPerence  of  5,600  above  ex- 
plained or  due  simply  to  a  change  in  method  of  reporting),  but 
in  the  six  months  from  April  1  to  September  30,  there  was  an  in- 
crease of  8.705.  It  appears,  therefore,  that  the  decline  of  1904 
continued  during  the  winter  of  1904-6,  but  then  the  tide  turned 
and  during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1905  there  was  a  distinct 
trend  upward. 

CrriBS  AND  YlLLAGBS. 

The  decline  in  number  of  unions  in  1905  was  almost  entirely

The  metropolis  lost  three  unions  while  the  other  cities  and 
towns  lost  99.  Except  for  the  change  in  manner  of  reporting 
for  the  three  unions  in  the  marine  trades  above  mentioned,  New 
York  city  would  have  just  about  maintained  its  membership 
with  a  loss  of  only  442,  while  the  up-state  unions  would  have 
suffered  a  decrease  of  2,398.

The  preceding  table  shows  the  gains  or  losses  in  unions  and 
members  for  each  of  the  23  up-state  localities  which  had  as  many 
as  1,000  union  members  in  September,  1905,  as  well  as  for  each 
of  the  boroughs  of  New  York  city.    In  these  23  localities  there

was 75  per  cent  of  the  upstate  unionists  in  September  1906^  while 
they  and  New  York  city  together  contained  over  90  per  cent  of  the 
total  for  the  State  and  account  for  a  net  decrease  in  membership 
of  7,639  out  of  the  total  of  8,440  for  the  State. 

Only  two  of  these  23  up-state  localities  (Binghamton  and 
Kingston)  made  any  gain  in  number  of  organizations.  Four 
(Troy,  Elmira,  Yonkers  and  Glens  Falls)  neither  gained  nor  lost, 
ins  number  of  unions,  but  all  the  others  lost,  most  conspicuously 
Rochester  (9)  and  Schenectady  (7).  But  while  most  of  these 
cities  and  villages  lost  unions,  declines  in  membership  were  not 
so  general  among  them.  In  fact  in  only  11  of  the  above  list  were 
there  such  declines.  There  were,  however,  four  other  localities 
in  such  a  list  for  1904  which  also  suffered  declines  by  reason  of 
which  their  total  membership  this  year  dropped'  below  the  1,000 
mark,  as  follows:  Gloversville  and  Johnstown  ( — 1,347),  Tona- 
wanda  and  North  Tonawanda( — 569),  Lockport  ( — 176)  and 
Poughkeepsie  ( — 58).  Several  of  the  declines  in  membership 
this  year  in  these  principal  trade  union  centers  outside  of  New 
York  city  were  not  large.  The  chief  losses  were  in  Buffalo 
( — 5,124),  Gloversville-Johnstown  ( — 1,347),  Schenectady 
(—608),  the  Tonawandas  (—569),  and  Albany  (—398).  Fully 
one-half  of  the  decline  in  Buffalo  is  apparent  rather  than  real, 
being  due  to  the  reporting  this  year  of  New  Yorkers  only  by  the 
Marine  CJooks^  and  Stewards'  union  which  has  headquarters 
there,  as  explained  above.  There  was  a  genuine  loss  of  some 
2,500  members  in  Buffalo,  however,  the  largest  in  any  one  locality 
this  year  and  one  widely  distributed  among  different  industries 
though  heaviest  in  the  transportation  trades.  The  loss  in 
Gloversville  and  Johnstown,  the  two  adjoining  cities  constitu- 
ting one  industrial  center,  represents  the  after  effect  of  the  de- 
feat of  the  unions  in  the  glove  industry  in  their  strike  for  closed 
shops  in  1904.  The  decline  in  Schenectady  was  nearly  all  in  the 
metal  working  trades,  probably  reflecting  the  influence  of  the 
industrial  depression  of  1903-4  which  was  most  severely  felt  in 
the  metal  and  machinery  trades.  The  bulk  of  the  loss  for  the 
Tonawandas  was  only  apparent,  being  caused  by  a  change  in 
method  of  reporting^  for  a  seaman's  union  there  in  the  same 
manner  as  above  noted  for  the  Buffalo  marine  cooks  and  stew- 
ards.   The  decline  in  Albany  was  chiefly  in  the  metal  trades. 

Of  the  12  principal  trade  union  centers  in  the  table  above 
which  show  some  increase  in  union  membership,  in  all  but  two 
the  Increases  were  insignificant,  the  two  with  imx)ortant  gains 
being  Rochester  (+1,676)  and  Troy  (+799).  The  increase  in 
Rochester  was  principally  in  the  building  industry  (+1,591  of 
which  900  was  in  one  union  of  Italian  laborers),  with  another 
conspicuous  advance  of  450  in  the  metal  trades,  the  principal  loss 
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counterbalancing  the  gains  in  part  being  one  of  325  in  the  hotel 
and  restaurant  trades.  Troy's  gain  was  caused  by  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  collar  starchers  (1,035  members)  in  connection  with 
their  strike  which  is  described  in  the  current  report  of  the  Bureau 
of  Mediation  and  Arbitration.  Only  one  locality  in  the  state  not 
in  last  year's  list  of  those  with  1,000  or  more  unionists  gained 
enough  members  this  year  to  come  into  the  list,  that  being 
Kingston  whose  increase  was  slight  but  sufficient  to  bring 
its  total  within  the  limit. 

The  effect  of  the  above  noted  gains  and  losses  in  the  eight  lead- 
ing cities  has  been  to  change  somewhat  the  proportion  of  the 
state's  trade  unionists  in  each.  As  New  York  city's  loss  was 
less  than  that  in  the  remainder  of  the  state,  its  proportion  has 
actually  increased  over  that  of  last  year.  Buffalo's  large  decline 
has  brought  its  proportion  down  lower  than  it  has  been  in  any 
year  since  1898.  Rochester  and  Troy  with  their  considerable 
gains  each  have  now  a  larger  proportion  of  the  union  members  in 
the  state  than  in  any  previous  year  of  the  last  eight,  save  one 
(1900  for  Rochester  whose  proportion  was  then  only  very  slightly 
higher,  and  1901  for  Troy,  whose  proportion  was  then  the  same 
as  it  is  now).  In  the  other  four  cities  the  proportions  remain 
practically  the  same,  and  the  proportion  for  the  eight  cities 
together  likewise  remains  practically  the  same  as  last  year,  thus:

In  the  smaller  cities  and  villages  outside  of  the  24  principal 
trade  union  centers  which  have  been  considered  above  there  was 
a  net  loss  of  52  unions.  But  notwithstanding  this  decrease  the 
number  of  cities  and  villages  in  the  state  having  at  least  one 
labor  organization  in  September,  1905,  was  only  one  less  than  the 
number  in  September  of  the  previous  year,  thus:

The  distribution  of  the  trade  unions  in  the  state  by  counties 
is  fshown  in  the  following  table  5.  These  figures  are  for  the 
middle  of  the  year  and  are  taken  from  Table  III  in  the  appendix, 
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where  the  distribution  by  cities  and  villages  within  each  county 
may  be  seen.  Every  county  in  the  state  save  Hamilton,  Lewis, 
Schoharie,  Schuyler  and  Sullivan  is  represented  by  at  least  one 
labor  organization.

Table  6  below  exhibits  the  changes  in  the  strength  of  organized 
labor  in  the  various  industries  or  groups  of  trades  im  which  such 
organization  exists.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  decline  which  has 
been  noted  for  the  state  as  a  whole  was  very  general  in  the  differ- 
ent industries,  all  but  four  groups  out  of  the  thirteen  showing 
for  the  year  a  loss  in  number  of  organizations  and  all  but  two 
losses  in  number  of  union  members.

The  principal  losses  in  number  of  unions  were  24  in  metals, 
machinery,  etc.,  21  in  transportation,  19  in  restaurants  and  retail 
trade,  18  in  clothing  and  17  in  miscellaneous  trades.  Membership 
losses  were  heaviest  in  transportation  ( — 9,386),  metals,  ma- 
chinery, etc.   ( — ^2,808),  restaurant  and  retail  trade   ( — ^2,457), 


*Theee  figures  differ  from  those  in  last  year's  report  because  of  changes  in  classification  of 
trades,  the  1004  figures  being  corrected  so  as  to  oorrespond  to  this  year's  classification, 
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miscellaneous  ( — ^2,181),  food  and  liquors  ( — 1,791),  clothing 
( — 1,684)  and  woodworking  and  furniture  ( — 1,592).  Two 
groups  gained  both  in  unions  and  membership,  namely,  building 
(11  unions  and  14,101  members)  and  printing  (5  unions  and  844 
members).  The  two  other  groups — woodworking  and  furniture 
and  theaters  and  music — ^which  gained  unions,  both  decreased 
in  total  membership. 

The  apparent  turn  in  the  organization  movement  during  this 
year  from  a  decline  to  an  advance,  which  was  noted  above  in 
connection  with  the  totals  for  the  state,  is  observable  also  quite 
widely  among  the  different  groups  of  trades.  This  is  not  so  con- 
spicuous in  the  figures  for  numiber  of  organizations,  although  in 
the  five  groups  with  the  largest  losses  of  unions  all,  or  the  great 
majority,  of  the  losses,  were  in  the  first  half  of  the  year.  But 
in  respect  of  membership  a  marked  contrast  appears  between  the 
first  half  and  the  latter  half  of  the  year.  Thus,  while  twelve  of 
the  thirteen  groups  of  trades  declined  in  membership  during 
the  first  six  months,  all  but  five  made  gains  in  the  last  six  months. 
And  in  addition  to  the  fact  that  there  were  six  groups  in  which 
losses  in  the  first  half  of  the  year  were  followed  by  gains  in  the 
second  half,  there  were  four  others  which  lost  in  both  quarters  in 
which  the  losses  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year  were  insignificant, 
or  very  small  as  compared  with  the  first  half. 

Labor  organization  being  for  the  most  part  a  trade  phe- 
nomenon, the  anaylsis  of  the  movement  may  profitably  be  carried 
out  to  the  individual  trades  within  each  group,  as  follows: 

1.  Building,  Stone  Working,  Etc. — This  group  is  the  only  one 
of  the  thirteen  which  is  conspicuous  this  year  for  large  gains  in 
membership.  Its  increase  of  14,101  was  equal  to  nearly  12  per 
cent  of  the  membership  of  the  group  in  September,  1904,  and  was 
shared  by  all  three  of  its  sub-divisions,  thus :

In  the  stone-working  trades  the  principal  gains  in  meimbership 
were  made  by  the  marble  cutters,  carvers  and  setters  (425),  stone 
cutters  (344)  and  sculptors  and  carvers  (300,  being  the  entire 
membership  of  a  new  union),  all  in  New  York  city. 

In  none  of  the  building  and  paving  trades,  which  constitute 
the  principal  sub-division  of  the  group,  was  there  any  notable 
gain  in  number  of  organizations,  the  net  increase  of  nine  for  the

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sab-division  being  the  result  of  numerous  changes  of  from  one  to 
five  unions  in  different  trades.  The  principal  increases  in  mem- 
bership were  as  follows: — ^Plumbers,  3,001;  electrical  vrorkers, 
1,604;  plasterers,  1,302;  carpenters,  1,175;  bricklayers  and 
masons,  864 ;  wood  lathers,  598 ;  caisson  and  foimdation  workers, 
500,  and  stone  masons,  465;  these  eight  together  accounting  for 
nearly  nine-tenths  of  the  total  increase  of  the  sub^vision.  In 
each  of  these  cases  New  York  city  unions  contributed  nearly 
all  of  the  increase  except  in  the  case  of  the  carpenters,  whose 
gain  was  nearly  all  outside  of  the  metropolis  and  was  made  up 
of  a  large  number  of  moderate  increases  in  different  localities 
throughout  the  state.  Of  the  other  building  and  paving  trades 
15  increased  in  union  membership  and  14  decreased  in  amounts 
less  than  any  of  the  above,  the  increases  as  a  rule  exceeding  in 
size  the  decreases. 

The  increase  of  2,127  union  members  among  the  building  and 
street  laborers  was  due  to  a  gain  of  1,572  members  in  unions  of 
bricklayers',  masons'  and  plasterers'  laborers,  there  having  been 
an  increase  in  New  York  city  of  1,902,  against  which  were  losses 
in  other  localities,  notably  one  of  275  in  Syracuse,  and  a  gain  of 
1,096  in  unions  of  general  building  and  street  laborers,  nearly  all 
accounted  for  by  an  increase  of  1,020  in  Rochester.  Of  five  other 
occupations  in  the  sub-division,  three,  all  in  New  York  city,  lost 
in  membership,  the  largest  decrease  being  220  among  the  cement 
and  asphalt  laborers. 

2.  Transportation, — ^As  the  record  stands  the  chief  loss  in  the 
groups  of  trades  connected  with  transportation  was  in  the  navi- 
gation trades.  But  if  allowance  be  made  for  5,600  of  the  decrease 
there,  which  was  only  apparent  and  due  to  the  dropping  of  mem- 
bers not  in  New  York  State  rather  than  a  genuine  decline  in  mem- 
bership, the  largest  actual  loss  was  in  the  railway  trades,  fol- 
lowed by  the  navigation  trades  with  less  than  half  as  large  a 
decrease  and  then  by  the  freight  handling  trades  with  a  small 
loss.  The  teaming  and  cab  driving  trades  and  those  connected 
with  telegraphs  made  substantial  gains.  The  loss  of  21  unions 
in  the  group  was  pretty  well  distributed  between  the  sub-divisions 
except  navigation  which  gained  three  organizations,  thus:

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The  decrease  of  3,529  in  the  total  number  of  anionist»  in  the 
railway  trades  was  practically  all  due  to  the  disbandment  of  the 
union  of  elevated  railway  employees  in  New  York  city  following 
the  failure  of  their  strike  in  March  (see  current  report  of  the 
Bureau  of  Mediation  and  Arbitration)  that  union  having  had  a 
membership  of  3,570  in  September,  1904.  In  the  other  railway 
trades  changes  in  membership  were  comparatively  insignificant 
except  an  increase  of  449  by  the  trainmen  and  a  decrease  of  345 
accompanying  a  loss  of  10  unions  by  the  railway  clerks  whose 
rapid  organization  noted  in  last  year's  report  (p.  xvii)  does  not 
appear  in  many  cases  to  have  been  very  stable. 

The  corrected  decrease  of  1,651  members  in  the  navigation 
trades  was  nearly  all  caused  by  three  losses  in  New  York  city, 
namlely,  the  lapsing  of  a  boatmen's  union  with  625  members,  a 
decrease  of  660  in  a  marine  cooks'  and  stewards'  union  and  a  de- 
crease of  300  in  a  marine  firemen's  union,  there  having  been  no 
important  changes  in  the  other  trades. 

The  increase  of  1,069  unionists  in  teaming  and  cab  driving  was 
chiefiy  the  result  of  a  gain  of  1,375  members  among  the  building 
material  drivers  in  New  York  city.  The  coal  wagon  drivers  also 
made  a  gain  amounting  to  380,  most  of  this  also  being  in  New 
York  city  (300).  Decreases  offsetting  a  part  of  the  total  of  the 
above  increases  were  two,  an  unimportant  one  of  191  (160  in 
New  York  city)  among  the  cabmen  and  coach  drivers,  and  a 
larger  one  of  387  among  the  general  teamsters  (including  this 
year  the  ice  handlers,  or  ice  wagon  drivers,  who  were  separately 
classified  last  year) .  This  decrease  among  the  teamsters  is  nota- 
ble because  it  was  due  to  a  loss  of  634  in  the  unions  outside  of 
New  York  city  (there  was  a  gain  of  247  in  the  metropolis),  the 
decline  up-state  being  almost  universal  since  in  every  one  of  the 
27  cities  and  towns  with  teamsters'  unions  last  year  there  was 
a  decrease  in  the  membership  of  those  unions,  except  in  four 
localities  which  neither  gained  nor  lost.  In  the  general  decline 
outside  of  the  metropolis  the  teamsters  lost  10  unions  through 
disbandment  with  only  one  new  organization  formed'  during  the 
year,  and  two  of  the  metropolitan  unions  were  amalgamated 
with  others. 

The  loss  of  7  unions  and  the  accompanying  small  decline  in 
membership  of  475  in  the  trades  connected  with  freight  handling 
were  mainly  due  to  the  lose  of  6  unions  and  379  members  by  the 
freight  and)  baggage  men  in  cities  and  villages  outside  of  Greater 
New  York. 

The  increase  in  membership  in  unions  connected  with  tele- 
graphing was  largely  confined  to  a  New  York  city  union  of  com- 
mercial tel^raphers  which  increased  its  membership  during  the 
year  by 
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3.  ClotlUng  and  Textiles. — ^While  this  group  of  trades  as  a 
whole  shows  a  decrease  in  union  membership^  three  of  the  smaller 
sub-divisions  of  the  group  made  gains,  and  the  decrease  is  trace- 
able to  only  two  of  the  divisions,  namely,  the  chief  one  compris- 
ing the  garment-making  trades  and  that  composed  of  trades 
engaged  in  making  leather  articles  for  wear,  as  appears  in  the 
following  summary:

Four  of  the  garment-making  trades,  nineteen  of  which  are  dis- 
tinguished in  the  detailed  tables  this  year,  contributed  most  of  the 
loss  in  that  division,  namely,  the  clothing  cutters  with  a  decline 
of  690  members  (643  in  New  York  city) ;  coat  makers,  who  lost 
609  members  (loss  in  New  York  city,  616) ;  jacket  makers, — 305 
(all  in  New  York  city) ;  and  boy's  sailor  suit  makers,  a  union  of 
which  in  New  York  city  with  300  members. last  year,  lapsed  this 
year.  There  were  a  number  of  gains  and  losses  in  the  other  gar- 
ment trades  but  none  so  large  as  those  above  which  were  the  only 
ones  amounting  to  300  members  or  over. 

The  losses  in  unions  and  members  in  the  boot,  shoe  and  glove 
trades  were  chiefly,  so  far  as  concerns  unions,  and  wholly,  as 
respects  membership,  due  to  the  wiping  out  of  the  unions  in  the 
glove  industry  of  Gloversville  and  Johnstown  after  the  strike  of 
last  year  to  which  allusion  was  made  above.  The  total  loss  there 
was  11  organizations  and  903  members. 

The  organization  of  the  collar  starchers  of  Troy  in  connection 
with  their  strike  as  above  noted,  added  1,035  to  the  union  mem- 
bership in  the  shirt,  collar  and  laundry  trades  and  more  than 
accounts  for  the  gain  in  that  subdivision  of  group  3  this  year, 
the  principal  counterbalancing  loss  being  a  slump  of  150  in  the 
underwear  miakers'  union  of  Peekskill.- 

The  unions  connected  with  hat  and  cap  making  and.  fur  work- 
ing simply  held  their  own  this  year  with  a  very  slight  increase  in 
membership.  The  textile  trades  gained  four  unions  and  20  per 
cent,  in  membership  through  the  organization  of  four  unions 
with  160  members  in  the  textile  mills  of  Ulster  and  Rockland 
counties  and  an  increase  of  193  members,  nearly  all  in  New  York 
city,  among  the  silk  ribbon  weavers. 
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4.  Metals^  Machinery  a/nd  ShipbuiWrng. — ^The  decreases  in  nuin- 
ber  of  unions  and  union  members  in  this  group  were  nearly  all 
confined  to  the  principal  sub-division  comprising  the  iron  and 
steel  working  trades,  thus:

As  indicating  the  extent  to  which  the  losses  in  the  iron  and 
steel  trades  were  distributed  it  may  be  noted  that  out  of  30  such 
trades  represented  in  last  year's  returns  the  number  of  organi- 
zations decreased  in  10,  increased  in  7  and  remained  the  same  in 
13,  while  the  total  membership  decreased  in  16,  increased  in  13 
and  did  not  change  in  1.  The  amount  of  gain  or  loss,  especially 
as  to  membership,  however,  varied  greatly  among  the  different 
trades.  The  change  in  number  of  unions  did  not  exceed  3  except 
in  four  trades,  namely,  the  blacksmiths,  who  lost  7  unions  in  as 
many  different  localities  up-state,  the  machine  shop  workers,  all 
of  whose  7  unions  in  that  many  cities  and  villages  out- 
side of  New  York  city  last  year  have  now  been  amal- 
gamated with  machinists'  unions  or  lax>6ed  so  that  the 
trade  no  longer  appears  separately  in  the  returns,  the 
boilermakers'  helpers  who  lost  6  unions  (3  in  New  York 
city,  2  in  Buffalo),  and  the  boilermakers  who  lost  4  (2  in 
New  York  city).  Of  the  membership  changes  four  are  conspicu- 
ous by  their  size,  namely,  losses  of  929  by  the  boilermakers' 
helpers  (650  in  Buffalo,  216  in  New  York  City),  841  by  the 
machinists  (364  in  New  York  City,  222  in  Schenectady),  603 
by  the  boilermakers  (592  in  New  York  City),  and  392  by  the 
machine  shop  workers  (all  up-state).  Membership  changes  in 
the  other  trades  did  not  exceed  150  except  six,  three  of  which 
were  gains — h268  by  saw  and  tool  makers,  +227  by  wire  workers, 

+221  by  iron  moulders — and  three  of  which  were  losses ^245 

by  blacksmiths,  — ^234  by  architectural  iron  workers,  — ^230  by 
rolling  mill  employees. 

There  were  no  notable  changes  in  miembership  in  the  metal 
trades  outside  of  iron  and  steel  or  in  the  shipbuilding  trades,  the 
net  product  of  a  number  of  small  gains  and  losses  being  a 
reduction  of  4  or  5  per  cent,  in  the  total  membership  of  each  of 
the  two  sub-divisions. 

5.  Printing,  Binding,  etc, — There  was  an  increase  of  5  unions 
and  844  members,  equal  to  3.3  per  cent,  of  the  membership  last 
year,  in  the  trades  connected  with  the  printing  industry.     Of 
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20  different  trades  in  the  group  (counting  all  branches  of  bo<dic- 
binding  together  as  one),  no  lees  than  15  contributed  to  the 
total  increase  in  membership,  5  only  showing  a  decrease.  All 
of  the  membership  changes,  however,  were  insignificant  in  size 
save  4  gains  in  the  4  leading  trades  to  wit,  one  of  224  by  the 
pressmen's  assistants  and  press  feeders  made  in  New  York  City, 
one  of  191  by  the  compositors  (126  in  New  York  City),  one  of 
150  in  the  unions  of  pressmen  (divided  between  the  metropolis 
and  the  remiainder  of  the  state),  and  one  of  149  in  the  book- 
binders' unions  of  New  York  City. 

6.  Woodworking  and  Furniture. — ^The  number  of  unions  in 
this  group  increased  by  2  this  year,  but  there  was  a  decrease  of 
1,592  or  more  than  10  per  cent,  in  their  total  membership. 
This  loss  in  membership  was  largely  confined,  however,  to  three 
trades  as  follows:  the  carriage  and  wagon  workers  lost  687 
members,  practically  all  (663)  in  New  York  City;  the  piano  and 
organ  workers'  unions  lost  506  members,  all  in  New  York  City; 
and  the  machine  wood  workers  lost  292  members,  there  having 
been  a  loss  of  305  members  in  a  Buffalo  union  which  lapsed  this 
year.  In  no  other  trade  of  group  6  was  there  any  important 
gain  or  loss  in  membership. 

7.  Food  and  Liquors. — The  decrease  of  6  unions  and  1,791 
members  in  this  group  of  trades  was  confined  to  those  connected 
with  the  preparation  of  food  products,  the  brewery  employees, 
whose  organization  is  very  stable  and  who  include  nearly  vdl  of 
the  unionists  in  the  trades  engaged  in  the  production  of  bever- 
ages, fully  holding  their  own  though  with  no  gain  of  any  account, 
as  follows:

Of  the  unionists  in  the  division  of  "  food  products  "  nearly  all 
are  comprised  in  the  two  chief  tradies  of  bakers  and  confectioners 
and  butchers  and  meat  cutters.  The  former  held  its  own  this 
year  with  a  gain  of  one  union  and  87  members,  but  the  butchers 
and  meat  cutters  lost  6  unions  and  1,959  members,  the  latter 
due  for  the  most  part  to  a  slump  of  1,668  in  the  New  York  City 
membership,  with  a  notable  loss  in  Buffalo  also  of  173.  With 
the  loss  of  2  unions  and  151  members  by  the  flour  and  cereal 
workers  added  to  the  above,  practically  all  of  the  decreases  in 
the  food-producing  trades  are  accounted  for. 

8.  Theaters  and  Music.^-The  theatrical  and  musical  trades 
gained  four  unions  but  suffered  a  net  loss  of  390  members,  mainly 
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dae  to  the  slump  of  1,083  in  the  actors'  and  actresseB'  unions  in 
New  York  City,  over  against  which  the  musicians,  gained  607 
members  (and  3  unions)  and  the  stage  mechanics  156  members 
(and  one  union)  the  former  chiefly  in  up-State  localities,  the 
latter  mainly  in  New  York  City. 

9.  Tobacco. — Of  the  four  tobacco  trades — cigarette  makers, 
cigar  makers,  cigar  packers  and  tobacco  workers — the  first  lost 
one  union,  while  the  number  of  unions  remiained  the  same  in  the 
others.  As  to  membership  the  first  three  lost  and  the  fourth 
gained  but  all  of  these  changes  were  so  slight  that  the  net  loss 
in  the  membership  of  the  group  was  but  239. 

10.  Restaurants  and  Retail  Trade, — ^The  decrease  in  number  of 
unions  in  this  group  was  chiefly  in  the  retail  trades,  but  the  loss 
in  membership  was  in  the  hotel  and  restaurant  trades,  thus:

In  the  hotel  and  restaurant  trades  the  loss  in  unions  was 
among  the  bartenders  (4)  and  the  cooks  (3).  The  loss  in  mem- 
bership, however,  was  net,  due  to  a  heavy  falling  off  of  2,989 
among  the  cooks  (2,925  in  New  York  City)  and  a  loss  of  446 
among  the  waiters  (325  in  Rochester,  125  in  Buffalo)  while  the 
bartenders  increased  their  total  membership  by  971  as  the  result 
of  a  gain  of  1,237  in  New  York  City. 

The  loss  of  unions  in  the  retail  trades  was  due  to  the  lapsing 
of  numerous  retail  clerks'  unions  in  cities  and  villages  up-state, 
there  being  a  total  decrease  of  14  for  the  trade  as  a  whola 
Accompanying  this  loss  of  organizations  there  was  a  decrease 
of  436  in  membership  among  the  retail  clerks,  but  this  was 
nearly  all  counterbalanced  by  gains  in  other  retail  trades,  the 
most  important  of  which  were  increases  of  242  among  newsboys 
and  bootblacks  due  to  a  new  union  in  Troy  and  of  146  among 
bakery  and  ice  cream  salesmen  through  a  new  union  in  ^New 
York  City. 

11,  Public  Employment. — ^The  loss  of  6  unions  in  the  trades  of 
this  group  was  due  primarily  to  the  dropping  out  of  6  unions 
of  letter  carriers  in  that  many  of  the  smaller  cities  and  villages 
up-state.  The  insignificant  decrease  of  192  in  the  total  member- 
ship of  the  group  was  a  net  product  of  changes  of  which  the  two 
following  were  of  some  magnitude:  dock  builders  — 400  (in  New 
York  City)  and  post-office  clerks  +347  (+361  in  New  York  City).

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12.  Stationary  Engine  Men. — The  decrease  in  number  of 
onions  in  the  two  trades  constituting  this  group  was  entirely  in 
up-state  localities,  the  stationary  engineers  losing  9  and  the  sta- 
tionary flremen  ^.  The  decline  of  665  in  membership,  however, 
WSLB  chiefly  among  the  engineers  who  lost  517  members  divided 
between  New  York  City  and  several  up-state  localities,  while 
the  flremen  lost  but  148  in  membership,  all  up-state. 

13.  AHscellaneous. — ^The  following  summary  shows  the  distri-" 
bution  of  the  loss  of  17  unions  and  2,181  members  among  the 
seven  classes  of  organizations  classified  in  the  miscellaneous 
group.

The  largest  loss,  both  as  to  numiber  of  unions  and  membershipi 
was  in  the  leather  trades  and  was  shared  by  all  of  the  separate 
trades  represented,  but  the  bulk  of  the  loss  in  membership  was 
among  the  tanners  and  curriers,  who  lost  494  members  (335  were 
in  two  unions  in  Oloversville  and  Johnstown  which  were 
disbanded  as  the  result  of  last  year's  disastrous  strike 
of  glove  cutters),  and  the  trunk  and  bag  makers  in 
New  York  City  who  lost  320  members.  The  loss  of  603  mem- 
bers in  the  glass-working  trades  was  largely  owing  to  the  laps- 
ing of  a  New  York  City  union  of  glaziers  with  480  members  last 
year.  Similarly  the  loss  of  members  in  the  wholly  unrelated 
trades  under  ^'  other  distinct  trades  "  is  traceable  to  the  lapsing 
of  another  metropolitan  union,  the  Atlantic  Coast  Fishermen's 
Union  which  had  690  members  a  year  ago.  The  unions  under 
"mixed  employment,"  i.  e,,  those  comprising  in  their  member- 
ship various  trades,  lost  both  unions  and  members  in  a  number 
of  up-state  localities,  such  organizations  being  found  most  fre- 
quently in  the  smaller  places,  without  any  large  loss  in  any  one 
place.  The  cement  and  clay-working  trades,  which  alone  in 
group  13  made  gains  of  any  account,  though  the  paper  trades 
and  barbers  held  their  own  as  to  organization,  are  augmented 
in  their  union  strength  this  year  by  the  addition  of  unions  of 
brick  and  terra  cotta  workers,  plaster  material  workers,  and 
potters  (all  outside  of  New  York  City  except  one  union  of  terra 
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cotta  wori^ers)  which  together  added  4  unions  and  384  members 
to  the  totals  for  the  sub-division. 

Thb  Lbadinq  Tbadbs. 

At  the  end  of  Septemlber,  1905,  there  were  52  trades  in  which 
there  were  2,000  or  more  trade  unionists.  The  following.  Table 
7,  shows  the  total  membership  in  each  of  such  trades  arranged 
'  in  order  of  importance  according  to  such  membership  and  with 
the  corresponding  totals  for  1904  and  1894.  In  1904  there  were 
58  trades  which  had  2,000  members  or  more,  so  that  there  are 
six  fewer  trades  in  that  class  tjiis  year  than  last.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  there  were  nine  such  trades  of  last  year  which  have  dropped 
out  of  the  list  this  year — the  boilermakers  and  iron  shipbuilders, 
cabinet  makers,  car  workers,  clerks  and  salesmen,  cooks  (hotel 
and  restaurant),  dock  builders,  elevated  railroad  employees, 
jacket  makers  and  marine  cooks  and  stewards — while  but  three 
were  added — the  electrical  apparatus  makers,  post-office  clerks 
and  tel^raphers.

Again  this  year  as  in  each  of  the  last  two  preceding  years, 
the  number  of  women  among  the  trade  unionists  in  the  state 
declined.  The  decrease  this  year  was  552,  equal  to  4.3  per  cent, 
of  the  total  number  in  1904.  This  served  to  again  reduce,  though 
only  slightly,  the  proportion  of  women  among  all  trade  union- 
ists, there  having  been  such  a  reduction  also  in  each  of  the  last 
three  preceding  years,  and  the  proportion  now  stands  lower  than 
in  any  previous  year,  thus :

The  principal  loss  was  in  the  theatrical  and  mtusical  trades 
owing  to  a  decrease  of  699  among  the  actresses  in  New  YoiiL 
City  unions.  The  next  largest  loss,  in  the  sub-division  of  boots, 
shoes  and  gloves  in  Group  III,  was  chiefly  the  result  of  the  dis- 
appearance of  the  glove  makers'  unions  of  Gloversville  and 
Johnstown  in  which  there  were  329  women  last  year.  The  loss 
in  the  garment-making  trades  was  scattered  as  to  trades  but 
chiefly  in  New  York  City.  The  decrease  in  the  tobacco  trades 
was  practically  all  among  the  women  in  the  cigar  makers'  unions 
of  the  metropolis.  The  very  large  gain  of  organized  women  in 
the  shirt,  collar  and  laundry  trades  was  the  result  of  the  organi- 
zation of  the  collar  starchers  'in  Troy  (1,035  members,  all  women 
save  one). 

Among  the  lapsed  unions  this  year  were  several  composed  of 
women  alone  so  that  there  are  now  but  18  such  in  the  state  as 
compared  with  26  a  year  ago.  But  counting  the  large  new  union 
of  Troy  collar  starchers  as  an  exclusively  women's  organization, 
which  may  fairly  be  done,  the  total  membership  of  women's 
unions  has  increased  from  3,424  last  year  to  3,764  at  the  close 
of  this  year.  The  distribution  of  these  unions  by  groups  of 
trades  is  as  follows:

The  third  page  of  this  report  is  designed  to  show  oxaotly  how  many  days  each  member  of  the 
imion  worked  during  the  quarter  and  how  much  his  or  her  total  earnings  amounted  to.  The 
quarter  contains  92  days,  including  Sundays  and  holidays;  excluding  the  Fourth  of  July.  Labor 
Day  and  13  Sundays  there  were  77  working  days.  But  holidays  should  not  be  deducted  if 
wages  were  received  as  usual;  in  the  case  of  the  Saturday  half-holiday,  no  deduction  is  made 
from  days  worked  except  where  half -pay  is  given,  as  in  the  building  trades  of  New  York  city. 
(Fourteen  Saturdays  in  the  quarter,  requiring  a  deduction  of  7  dasrs  in  addition  to  Sundays 
and  holidays  observed.)  Extra  time,  on  the  other  hand,  should  be  counted  in  days  and  added 
to  the  number  of  reguhu*  days'  work  performed,  as  has  been  done  in  the  following  illustration 
in  the  case  of  men  credited  with  103  days  of  emplojonent. 

Earnings  should  include  an  allowance  for  board,  lodging,  etc.,  where  workmen  (for  example) 
seamen,  waiters,  cooks)  receive  same  in  addition  to  cash  wages.  In  such  cases  the  report 
should  specify  both  the  cash  wage  and  the  allowance  (see  example  below). 

When  wage  earners  are  paid  by  the  piece,  the  words  "piece  work"  should  be  written  in  the 
proper  column  and  the  total  earnings  entered  as  usual  in  the  last  column.
